St.  John's  Church,  Montgomery,  May  5,  1838. 

This  being  th^  place  and  day  appointed  by  the  last  Convention,  for  the 
Seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the 
Diocese  of  Alabama,  the  Clergy  and  Lay-Delegates  met  in  St.  John's 
Church,  in  the  City  of  Montgomery,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.  A  quorum 
being  present,  pursuant  to  the  second  Canon,  the  business  of  the  Con- 
vention was  commenced  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  S.  LswiSf 
President,  and  Giles  M.  MalLett,  Secretary. 

The  list  of  the  Clergy,  entitled  to  seats  pursuant  to  the  4th  article  of 
the  Constitution,  was  then  called,  when  the  following  gentlemen  were 
found  to  be  present  :—

The  Rev.  John  R.  Goodman,  laid  before  the  Convention  documents^ 
shewing  that  a  church,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  St  Mk^ael's  Church, 
Blarion,  had  been  duly  organized,  and  in  behalf  of  said  church,  petitioned 
that  it  might  be  received  into  unioa  with  this  convention.  Wber«iupQD, 
the  question  being  taken,  the  said  church  was  admitted. 

The  Rev.  Nathaniel  P.  Knafp  laid  before  the  convention  documents^ 
shewing  that  a  church,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  St.  Peter's  Church, 
had  been  duly  organized  in  Lowndes  County,  and  m  behalf  of  said 
diurch,  petitioned  that  it  might  be  admitted,  with  its  Lay  Delegates,  bto 
unuNi  with  this  Convention.  Whereupon,  the  question  being  taken,  the 
said  church  was  admitted,  with  its  Lay  Delegates,  R.  P.  McCos0  and 
W.  H.  D.  Hall. 

The  Rer.  Lucibn  B.  Weight,  laid  before  the  Convention  documents, 
shewing  that  a  church,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Sdma,  had  been  duly  organized,  and  also  one  at  Haynesville,  to  be  knowa 
by  the  name  of  Christ  Church;  and  in  behalf  of  said  phurches,  peti- 
tkmed  that  they  might  be  admitted,  with  their  Lay  Delegates,  into  union 
with  this  Convention. 

Whereupon,  the  question  being  taken,  the  said  churches  were  admitted, 
with  their  Lay  Delegates ;  John  Mushat,  E.  Marvin,  James  Bemey,  and 
B.  A.  Lee,  of  Christ  Churcb>  Haynesville;  and  Wm.  Waddell,  Jr.  W. 
H.  Austin,  S.  W.  Murley  and  Geo.  Brewer,  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Selma. 

On  motion  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Goodman,  Resohed^  That  committees  of 
three  each,  be  appointed  to  report  on  the  folbwing  objects  :— 

1.  On  rules  of  order. 

2.  On  the  state  of  the  Church. 

8.  On  a  plan  for  conducting  the  Missionary  operations  of  the  Church. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  President  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Goodman,  Wright  and  Johnson,on  the  first ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson,  Jr., 
and  Messrs.  Geo.  E.  Jones  and  Wm.  Waddell,  Jr.,  on  the  second;  and 
the  Rev.  Messrs  Goodman  and  Hays,  and  Mr.  Jos.  E.  Cole  on  the 
third. 

On  motion,  the  President  was  autliorizod  to  appoint  all  committees^ 
except  when  it  might  be  otherwise  ordered. 

The  Morning  Prayer  was  now  read  by  the  President,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Knapp,  who  read  the  lessons,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Goodman, 
who  read  the  Ante-Communbn  service;  and  an  appronriate  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson ;  after  whicfa,  tlie  Convention  ad« 
joumed  o  m^et  again  at  8  o'clock,  P.  M«

The  ConventioQ  met|  pursuant  to  adjournment  when  prayers  were 
Yead  by  the  President* 

Nimrod  E.  Benson,  a  delegate  from  St.  John's  Church,  Montgomery, 
and  Wm,  McDougal  and  Edward  G.  Glentwath,  delegates  from  Christ 
Church,  Wetumpka,  appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

Tlie  committee  on  rules  of  order,  presented  the  following  Report,  by 
their  chairman,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Goodman  :-^ 

Rule  1.  The  business  of  each  day  shall  be  introduced  by  prayer  by 
the  President,  or  by  a  clerical  member  appointed  by  him. 

RuLB  2.  The  order  of  transacting  the  business  of  the  convention  shall 
be,  Ist,  The  appointment  of  a  President  from  among  the  clerical  mem* 
bers  present,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  if  he  be  absent ;« 2d,  The  appoint- 
ment of  a  Secretary ;  dd,  The  appointnient  of  the  Standing  Committees  ot 
the  Convention,  to  wit :  the  committee  on  the  certificates  of  Lay  Dele- 
^tes ;  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church ;  Committee  on  Fmance ; 
Executive  Missionary  Committee ;  Committee  on  unfinished  business,  and 
special  Committees ;  4th,  The  Annual  Address  of  the  Bishop,  if  there 
be  one,  and  he  be  present ;  5th,  The  reading  of  the  parochial  reports ; 
6th,  Reports  of  the  committees  of  the  convention ;  7th,  Treasurer's 
Report ;  8th,  Reports  of  Committees  appointed  at  the  last  Convention, 
including  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  church;  9th, 
Reports  of  committees ;  10th,  Elections  by  ballot,  of  the  Standing  Com. 
mittee  of  the  Pi'w^^fj^nfuttTff  MirrinnBTy  OMMoittBe,  and  Deputies  to 
the  General  Convention. 

Rule  3*  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  con* 
itoue  standing,  or  shall  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

Rule  4.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  present  any 
sabject  to  the  convention,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself 
to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  matter  before  the 
house. 

Rule  5.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  fVom  the  sessions  of  the 
convention,  unless  he  have  leave  from  the  President,  or  be  unable  to 
attend. 

Rule  6.  No  member  shall  speak  more  thaniwice  upon  the  subject  in 
<)ebate  unless  he  have  leave  of  the  convention. 

Rule  7.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shaU  stand  as  the  decision 
i3f  the  Houses  imd  shall  not  be  again  discussed,  unless  with  consent  of 
two-thirds  o£  the  convention ;  Prcnidedt  however,  that  any  member  of 
4lie  convention  voting  in  the  afiirmative,  may  on  the  same  day  in  which 
the  vote  is  taken,  move  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  said  vote* 

Rulb  8.  1^0  motion  shall  be  debated,  or  be  coosidered  as  before  the 
CoDventioii,  unless  seeonded,  and,  if  required,  oreduoed  to  wiitiog  by  the 
«ioveraml  read  by  the  Secretary. 

RitleO.  When  a  motion  is  under  conaidaratioo,  no  other  motion  shall 
ten9adenios|it  to  amendi  to  divide,  to  commit  or  to  pof^ione.    Amotion 
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to  adjourn,  however,  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  decide  without 
debate. 

Rule  10.  A  question  on  amendment  shall  be  decided  biftre  the  original 
motion. 

RuLB  11.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  the  question  is 
put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested,  or  be  excused  from- 
Toting  by  the  Convention. 

Rule  12.  When  the  convention  is  about  to  adjourn,  every  member 
shall  keep  his  seat,  until  the  President  shall  leave  the  chair. 

On  motion,  this  Report  was  accepted. 

On  motion,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Goodman, 

Resolved^  That  this  convention  respectfully  request  the  Grcneral  Con' 
ventioD,  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia  in  September  next,  to  extend  the 
Episcopal  jurisdiction  of  the  Right  Rev.  bishop  Kemper  over  this  State, 
until  the  election  Af  a  Bishop  by  this  convention. 

Resolved^  That  this  convention  hereby  pledges  itself,  to  meet  such 
apportioument  of  the  expense  as  may  bo  considered  equitable  by  the  Ge« 
neral  Ccnvention. 

The  Parochial  Reports  were  then  read  as  follows : — 

CHRIST  CHURCH,  MOBILE. 


The  Minister  of  this  Church  reports  to  Convention,  with  devout 
thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God,  the  continued  prosperity  of  his  parish.r 
He  feels  warranted  in  saying  that  there  is  a  growing  attachment  to 
the  distinctive  principles  of  the  Church  ;  and  it  is  believed  that  there  i» 
also  a  growth  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  among  those  '<  who  profess  and  call  themselves  Christians." 

Although  some  families  have  removed  from  the  parish,  the  congre- 
fatiou  has  increased  by  the  addition  of  many  others,  and  the  deinand 
fur  pews  lias  been  equal  to  that  of  any  former  year. 

It  has  been  tiio  practice  of  the  Minister  to  hold  three  services  on 
Sundays,  and  one  during  the  week,  from  Advent  to  Easter,  with  extra 
services  dunng  the  season  of  Lent ;  and  from  Easter  to  Advent  to  bold 
two  services  on  Sundays,  and  two  durii:g  the  week.  Through  the 
warmest  part  of  the  year  he  held  an  evening  service  on  Sundays,  at 
Spring  Hill,  six  miles  from  the  city.  In  these  services  he  was  very 
ffeneroosly  assisted  by  the  Revw  C.  S.  Ives,  Professor  of  Ancient 
Lang*iages  in  the  Mobile  Insdtnle.  During  his  sicknesss  and  absence 
of  about  two  months,  the  same  Rev».gentleman  also  officiated  for  himF 
in  the  city. 

By  the  exertuMis  of  the  friends  of  the  Church,  residing  at  Spring 
Hill,  with  some  in  the  dtj,  a  Sunday  School  was  conmenced  there  in 
August  last,  and  has  been  successfully  kept  up  ever  since.  Some  of 
the  flohdars  attending  this  schooJ,  receive  little  or  do  instruction  of  any 
kind  elKwhere,  and  the  gmieral  interest  eadted  in  its  behalff  hm 
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qoejed  the  most  tanguiiie  ezpeetatioiw.  To  tlio  ladiet  eqpeciallr, 
great  prefae  is  due  for  their  lahorious  and  truly  Chriatian  teal.  It  it  in 
oootemplalioa  lo  erect  there,  in  the  courte  of  the  prMsiit  Tear,  a  mmS^ 
edifice,  suitable  for  public  worship. 

At  Summeryille,  also,  two  miles  fhxn  the  dty,  a  Sundaj  School  was 
commenced  in  February  last,  the  superintendant  and  male  teachers  of 
which  are  connected  with  the  Sunday  School  in  the  city,  and  is  now  in  stie- 
oesBfiil  operation.  In  a  recent  communication  received  from  Mr.  O.  M. 
Mallett,  the  superintendant,  he  writes  that  ^  there  is  a  very  great  xm- 
provement  of  the  scholars,  both  in  the  Catechism  and  the  Scripturv 
LewHis.  The  s6hoo]  consists  mostly  of  poor  children,  who  frequently 
bring  with  them  their  parents  to  see  and  hear  the  services  of  the 
school ;  and  they  express  great  satisfitction  at  the  manner  in  which  their 
children  afe  taught." 

The  Sunday  School  in  the  city  has  continued  to  be  very  flourishing, 
with  the  blessing  of  Qod  upon  the  active  zeal  and  intelligent  direction  of 
Mr.  Geom  Cleveland,  jr.  the  superintendant.  Inr  a  oommunicr^tion  lately 
received  nom  him,  he  Writes  that  <<  the  behaviour  and  improvement  3f  the 
pupils  have  been  very  satisfactory,  and  proved  an  ample  encouragement 
and  reward  for  the  punctual,  diligent,  and  faithful  discharge  of  the. duties 
of  the  teachers,  which  has  been  such  as  to  call  lor  special  commendation, 
and  to  assure  us  that  they  are  influenced  by  the  holiest  and  noblest  motives 
in  devoting  themselves  to  the  direction  of  the  young  in  the  pathii  of  vinue 
and  religion.  The  Scripture  instructions  have  been  regularly  give:; : 
and  the  plan  of  one  lesson  to  all  the  classes  in  scripture,  and  tho  exam- 
nation  by  the  Minister  or  superintendant,  at  the  close  of  the  scliec?  y.ni  * 
the  review  of  the  lessons  of  the  past  month,  on  the  first  Sunday  0/  t  ;a 
month,  have  continued  to  excite  much  interest  in  all  the  classes,  &..d  this 
armngement  is  believed  to  be  the  best  mode  3ret  adopted  to  impart 
instruction  in  the  principles  and  truths  of  our  holy  religion<  The  Cobks 
of  the  Library  are  i^d  with  much  interest  by  the  scholars,  and  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  we  have  not  a  larger  supply  of  suitable  books  for  their  use. 
The  infiust  department  continues  to  produce  the  interest  inseparable  firom 
the  d^gn  to  impart  to  infant  minds  knowledge  and  religion.  The  lasl 
year  hesbeen  one  of  greater  prosperity  in  all  that  relates  to  the  school, 
than  it  has  ever  before  witnessed.  The  continued  interest  of  the  older 
scholars,  and  their  punctuality  and  diligence  have  assured  us  that  the 
labour  bestowed  upon  them  has  not  been  in  vain ;  and  we  have  had  thO 
pfeasure  of  seeing  them  wiih  us  as  scholars,  until  at  the  altar  they  have 
devoted  themselves  to  the  Lord,  and  until  one  of  them  has  entered  upon 
the  duties  of  wife**  During  the  summer  months  the  attendance  is  usually 
much  less  than  in  the  other  seasons  of  the  year ;  but  during  the  last 
summer  the  number  of  teachers  and  scholars  was  larger  than  ever 
before." 

Seats  have  been  recently  erected  fer  te  on  of  the  scholars  akne^ 
dooQf  Divine  service,  by  the  eztension  of  the  organ  gallery  on  eiUier 
«d»€fit;  andthipyare  taq^t  by  their  teachers  the  order  of  the  ssrvioet 
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and  ^re  required  totftkeiMiTt  in  it.  On  the  last  Sunday  evening  of  everf 
roonth,  th^y  are  examined  in  the  ciEitechismv  <«open1y  in  the  church,"  by 
tta  MuMter.  Tbe  result  of  these  means,  it  is  confidently  believed,  ha* 
Ims  lb  tnpQ  npjkhe  youth  in  the  fear  and  worship  of  God. 

The  disposition  of.  the  pari^  to  make  the  situation  of  their  minister 
happy  and  egree&\>le,  and.  their  liberality  in  contributing^  to  various 
benevolent  objects,  n>erit  a  special  notice. 

The  contfibutiona  to  benevolent  objects  are  mad^  chiefly  throrgh 
the  society  for  the  promotion  of  Ghristiamty,  which  is  composed  of  all 
the  members  of  the  congregation.  • 

To  the  domestic  department  of  the  Grenetal  Missipndry  Society  of  the 
church,  five  hundred  dollars  have  been  approppiated«  For  the  erection 
of  new  churches  within  and  without  tho  Diocese,  about  four  hundred 
dollars  liavc  been  appropriated.  To  the  Sunday  Schools 'connected 
ivth  this  purish,  and  for  Bibles,  Prayer  Books,  and  Tracts,  one  Jiundred 
iCnd  fifty  dollars  haye  been,  appropriated.  .  To  the  Greneral  Theological 
l^emioary,  the  vestry  appropriated  ono  hundred  dollars ;  and  to  the  Mis- 
sionary Bishop,  for  his  interesting  visit  to  the  parish,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars. 

Besides  these  contributions,  about  two  hundred  and  forty  dollars  were 
collected  in  the  church  last  winter,  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow's  asylum 
of  tho  city.     Four  hundred  and  fifly  dollars  have  been  subscribed  by 
the  ladies  and  young  gentlemen  of  the  parish,  for  the  purchase  of  com- . 
munion' furniture. 

Thisre  is  now  a  fair  prospect  of  commencing  to  build  the  new  phurch 
*  in  the  course  of  tho  present  year,  the  erection  of  which  has  been  delayed 
'  from  various  uncontrollable  causes. 
.  With  these  several  indications  of  external  prcsperit>,  the  minister  is 
more  thankful  to  acknowledge  his  gratitude  to  Grod  for  the  manifest 
improvement  in  the  spiritual  condition  of  his  parish. 
..  .It  has  been  his  constant  endeavor  and  unceasing  prayer  to  <<make 
fu)!* proof  of  his  ministry,"  by  proclaiming  the  Lord  Jesus  as  the  Way, 
^nd  .the  TrutK,  and  the  Life ;  and  as  the  Lamb  of  God,  who  alone 
taketh'away  the  sins  of  the  world:  and  he  trusts  that  it  has  not  bean 
without  its  effect  in  determining  many  to  ''  adorn  tbe  doctrine  of  God  their 
Saviour  in  all  things ;"  and  « to  follow  peace  with  -all  men,  and  holiness, 
without  which  no  man  shall  see  the  Lord."  It  is  with  the  highest  satis- 
faction he  can  add,  that  upon  every  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
(which  is  administered  monthly)  there  has  usually  been  a  small  increase 
of  new  communicants.

In  August,  1885  I  was  called  to  this  Church,  and  in  November  of  the 
same  year  I  commenced  my  parochial  duties.  My  first  object  was  to 
find  out  the  strength  of  the  Church,  and  to  my  astonishment  I  found  but 
seven  communicants,  all  females.  The  church  edifice  was  at  that  time 
IB  a  very  dilapidated  state,  with  a  considerable  debt  hanging  over  it. 
My  finn  effbrt  was  to  get  the  Church  in  repair,  so  as  to  l^  able  to 
woiiriiin  in  it  with  sefetv.  Aooordingiy,  after  many  difficulties  and 
some  oelayt  we  got  the  Church  in  a  comfinrtable  condition  to  worship  in, 
as  also  a  sale  of  the  pews  to  the  claimants  against  the  Church,  (who  were 
princqpally  non-reodents,)  we  got  the  Church  out  of  debt  Many  of  the 
pews  have  since  become  the  property  of  the  Church,  and  of  resident 
citizens. 

On  the  4tb  of  June,  1887,  the  number  of  communicants  were  twenty, 
fear ;  nine  of  Aen  communed  for  the  first  time,  under  my  ministry. 
Since  that  time  six  have  removed  and  three  have  been  added,  leaving 
the  present  number  nineteen.  In  this  period  I  baptized  twenty-five 
children  and  tl^ee  adults,  performed  four  marriages,  eight  deaths,  and 
five  confirmations. 

Baptisms— Infimts,  twenty-five;  adults,  three.  Marriages,  four. 
Deaths,  eight.  Communicants,  highest  number  twenty.six;  present 
number,  nineteen.  Confirmations,  five.  Through  this  period  I  have 
had  many  difficulties  to  encounter.  I  hope  my  reward  is  in  heaven,  for 
it  has  not  been  on  earth.

I  still  occupy  the  atation  of  Chaplain  and  ProftHor  of  Languagei^  in  the 
Mdbifo  Institute,  Mobile ;  and  continues  as  I  reported  to  the  last  Gbnrention 
to  give  religious  instruction  to  the  pupils.  I  spend  from  half  an  liour 
to  an  hour  each  Sunday  morning  with  them,  and  my  instructions  are  a 
familiar  and  practical  exposition  of  a  portion  of  the  New  Testament. 
I  however  attend  the  senrioes  of  the  Church  in  the  city,  on  the  morning 
of  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month,  that  I  may  be  present  at  the  Com- 
munion. During  the  past  year  I  have  peHbrmea  the  service  of  the 
Church  forty.two  times :  fifteen  times  on  Sunday  morning,  twenty-five 
times  on  Sunday  evening,  aud  twice  on  Sunday  night.  All  these  ser- 
vices  were  performed  in  Christ  Church,  Mobile,  except  four  at  Spring 
Hill,  and  one  b  the  Bethel  Congregation,  in  the  city.  Many  of  these 
services  were  performed  during  the  illness  and  absence  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Lewis  from  his  parish  the  last  summer,  at  which  time  I  performed  all  the 
duties  of  his  parish.  I  have  also  assisted  him  eight  times  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  communion,  and  preached  for  him  in  the  Church  seven 
times  ai  Sunday  morning,  and  onoe  on  Sunday  night;  also  four  times 
for  him  at  Spring  Hill,  on  Sunday  afternoon.  One  Sunday  aflemooa 
also^  I  preached  to  the  Bethel  congregation  in  the  city.  I  have  also 
performed  one  niarriage,  and  attended  nine  funerals. 

Although  the  debts  contracted  in  educating  myself  for  the  ministry, 
have,  since  I  have  been  in  holy  orders,  thus  &r,  with  the  exception  of 
one  year  and  a  half^  deterred  me  from  the  immediate  duties  of  the  sacred 
office,  yet,  with  the  blessing  of  God  which  has  attended  my  exertions  for 
ithe  last  year  and  a  half,  I  shall  ere  long  extricate  myself  and  be  able  to 
devote  mjrself  exclusively  to  the  appropriate  duties  of  the  holy  office. 
Whether,  however,  I  shall  spend  my  lifo  in  parochial  duties,  or  as 
•n  instructor,  I  now  consider  alto^lier  problematical,  and  I  shall 
hersafker  make  my  decision  according  to  circumstances.  That  the 
ieaoher  of  youth  can  in  many  situations  do  more  to  spread  the  Gospel 
than  the  parish  dergjrman,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  having  the  young 
minds  of  so  many  to  act  upon,  who,  when  educated,  are  to  go  forth  and 
act  on  the  minds  of  the  great  mass  of  the  community.  I  shall  therefore 
pursue  the  path  of  duty,  as  the  Providence  of  God  shall  develope  and

Baptamsi  seven  children;  Confirmationa,  seven;  Communicants 
twen^ ;  Marriages,  six ;  Burials  five ;  public  worship  once  a  week 
during  the  summer,  and  twice  a  week  during  the  winter ;  besides  servkse 
on  Christmas  day,  on  Ash  Wednesday,  and  on  Grood  Friday.  The 
Lord's  Supper  has  been  administered  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month. 
We  have  a  small  Sunday  School  of  two  dasses* 

Ttie  Rector  of  this  pariih  takes  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  we  haw 
the  Church  permanently  established.  Thoee  n^o  had  aov  in- 
terest in  it,  and  even  some  who  had  been  strangers,  have  come  &rtb, 
wod  by  Divine  aid  have  accomplished  much.  The  edifice  reported  at 
the  last  Convention  as  being  in  building,  has  been  completed ;  and  was 
tfODsecratfid  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Kemper,  on  the  8th  of  April  last.  It 
is  verj  gratifying  to  the  minister  to  be  able  to  say  that,  besides  t|ie 
building  of  this  edifice,  many  things  have  been  done  by  individual  young 
men  which  ought  not  to  be  paned  over  in  silence.  As  soon  as  the 
building  was  completed,  the  carpet  was  presented  that  covers  the  floor 
•f  the  chancel,  and  of  the  pulfut  and  desk.  Bj  another  indivklnal»  a 
very  elegant  copy  of  the  bible;  a  prayerbook  had  been  prevkMisly 
presented  1^  another.  By  some  young  men  there  has  also  hkxit 
presented  a  beautifiil  communion  service  of  six  pieces,  And  by  one  the 
linen.  By  one  huS  been  given  a  fine  pair  of  lamps  for  the  desk.  Ado» 
ther  has  given  to  the  Church  a  surplice ;  and  another  a  neat  mahogany 
table  £>r  an  altar.  In  the  course  of  two  or  three  days  a  subscriptkxi  was - 
taken  for  the  purchase  of  an  organ,  which  has  been  obtained  attiie  veiy 
reasonable  price  of  about  tdOO,  a  reasonable  prioe  for  the  quality  of  IM 
organ,  as  iU  is  pronounced  to  be  a  good  instrument.  It  has  been  in  use 
almt  two  months.  I  ought  not  to  omit  saying  that  not  only  those  who^ 
rwularly  attend  the  Chui^  servioef  but  every  stranger  expresses  him* 
sdf  most  highly  pleased  with  the  music.  It  should  ako  be  stated  in  tUt 
report,  that  when  the  amount  of  the  subscriptions  toward  the  building  of  the 
edifice  was  found  to  fidl  short  by  93000  of  its  cost,  the  members  of  the 
vestry  ooUycaaae  forward,  and  have  given  their  incKvidual  notes  for  that 
amount,  being  an  average  of  more  than  9200  apiece. 

I  have  had  during  the  spring  a  very  interesting  Bible  class  of  females, 
somrtiiafw  as  many  as  twelve  in  number.  The  interest  manifested  b j 
some  in  partbular  is  very  deK^itfiil.  The  class  meets  every  Meodaj 
afternoon,  and  the  morning  lessons  of  the  day  before  is  made  the  sulyeol 
ofeur  eoesideratiaa.  The  ladies  liave  also  formsd  a  sewing  cirale^ 
whioh  ftisels  weekly.  They  have  not  yet  deckled  lo  what  they  wiR* 
tflpropriiietlie  ^leaaedsof  IMir  industry,  i*^the  «)ciity  has  been  (nlr 
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I  would  state,  in  addition  to  my  parochial  report,  that,  since  the  last 
Conventioni  I  have  preached  once  in  Selma,  and  twice  in  Hayneville. 
t  was  also  absent  from  this  Diocese  several  weeks  during  the  Fall. 


ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  GREENSBORO.

Responding  to  the  applications  of  a  few  of  my  former  parvhionert 
in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina^  I  visited  Greensboro  in  the  latter  part 
of  December,  and  found  a  small  number  of  the  friends  of  the  Church,  in 
the  town  and  its  vicinity.  Measures  we^e  immediately  taken  towards 
the  organization  of  a  Church ;  and  in  January  lost,  a  board  of  vestry 
Was  appointed,  in  accordance  with  the  canonical  regulations. 

Since  tiien  I  have  regularly  officiated  in  the  chapel  of  the  academy, 
and  with  results  which  be^t  flattering  expectations  of  an  increase  to  our 
venerable  and  beloved  Zion.  At  the  first  celebration  of  the  Conununion, 
seven  persons  enjoyed  the  privilege ;  and  this  number  on  Easter  Sunday 
was  enlarged  to  fifceen,  under  circumstances  wl^ich  create  a  hope  of  a 
ittill  ffreater  addition.  A  Sunday  School,  directed  by  six  teachers,  and 
eoosisliiig  of  twenty-five  scholars  has  been  established;  and  a  Dorcas 
Society  of  hidies  of  the  parish  has  xeoently  been  formed*  Besides  this 
report  of  a  favorable  issue  to  my  humble  laborS)  blessed  ts  they  have 
•igoally  been,  by  the  Great  Bishop  and  Shephwi  of  souls,  I  have  to 
OGmmunicate  the  pleasing  information,  that  measures  are  in  progress  for 
the  immediate  erection  of  a  Church  edifice.  Through  the  munificent 
liberality  of  a  gentleman  of  the  parish,  the  ooogregatioa  have  received  the 
donation  of  a  central  lot  of  ground,  and  the  expectatkm  is  qheiMied  that 
a  convenient  house  will  be  early  completed* 

l)n  Grood  Friday  eight  individuals  received  the  apostolic  rite  of  confir- 
mation, at  the  hands  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  fiishop  Kemper,  acting  under  invita- 
tbn  from  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Otey,  of  Tennessee,  holding  provisional 
charge  of  this  Diocese. 

I  officiated  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  John's  in  the  Prairiesi  and  adminis* 
tered  the  Communion  on  the  Suuday  before  Easter^  and  on  the  sucoeed- 
ing  Thursday  accompanied  Bishop  Kemper,  who  consecrated  the  house 
of  worship  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God. 

The  condition  of  the  roads  during  the  winter  prevented  me  visiting 
this  Church  before.  I  am  pleased  to  inform  the  Convention  that  an 
invitation  has  been  given  to  a  Rev.  brother  in  North  CaroUnaf  to  take 
charge  of  the  parish. 

On  Wednesday  and  Thursday  of  this  week  I  officiated  in  Maijooy 
Perry  county;  and,  I  rejoioe  to  report,  succeeded  in  organizing  a  Churchi 
by  the  name  of  St.  Michael's  Churoh.  I  am  reqoeiied  to  ask,  in  the 
name  of  the  vestry,  that  the  Church  be  admitted  into  oonaexioD  with  the 
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CoUvtentioo ;  and  to  mmm  their  lugont  desire  that  they  xeoeire  the 
attention  of  this  hodj,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  give  utterance  to  Uie  opinion 
that  this  place  presentB  one  of  the  most  &yorahIe  fields  ibr  Missionary 


I  visited  Tuscaloosa  in  the  month  of  January  last,  for  the  purpose  of 
uocuiing  subscriptions  to  the  ErascquJ  Fund,  and  of  establiming  a 
FBrocfaiiJ  Miasbnary  Society.  To  furUier  both  Uiesa  objects,  I  had 
coDSButed,  on  the  request  of  a  number  of  the  clerical  and  lay  firiends  of 
die  Churdi  in  Mobile.  The  deprened  state  of  Uie  monetary  afiairs  of 
Alabamay  prevented  the  prosecution  of  the  first  of  these  measures ;  but 
I  am  happy  to  report  ^t  a  more  respectable  association  fi>r  missionary 
purposes  was  formed.

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The  Mifsioiiary  Coromitlee,  in  cooif^ianoe  with  the  duty  aasigned  them 
of  coQsidering  the  best  mode  of  directing  Miflsionary  operations  in  this 
Dkxxs0,  woidd  respectfully  report  thatf 

In  view  of  the  great  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  subject,  they 
hare  endeavored  to  give  it^  that  serious  considerationy  which  its  nature, 
in  their  opinion,  so  emphatically  demands.  They  apprehend,  however, 
that  in  some  of  the  details  of  the  plan,  now  submitted,  there  mav  be  de- 
fects, which  only  in  the  operation  of  the  proposed  measure  will  be  disoo- 
rend.  Yet  they  believe  that,  the  general  principles  of  the  system  of 
Diooesan  Missioiuury  exertions,  at  present  recommended,  are  such,  as 
will,  with  the  blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  church,  be  the  foundation 
of  much  good,  and  promotive  of  the  best  interests  of  our  beloved  Zion. 
They  feel  anxious  thiat  it  may  meet  with  the  approval  of  this  House,  and 
receive  a  trial  in  this  portion  of  the  vast  theatre  of  Missionary  labors. 
The  earnest  petitions  tor  aid  from  the  deserted  and  fiunishing  in  the  Dio- 
cese are  becoming  more  loud ;  and  their  appeals  for  our  action  in  their 
behalf  can  no  longer  be  unheeded,  without  a  liability  to  the  condemnation 
of  sinful  neglect,  or  the  grievous  accusation  of  having  bdield  in  cold 
iq[»thy  the  members  of  our  venerable  communion,  deprived  of  the  word 
and  ordinances,  without  a  becoming  attempt  to  afibrd  the  saving  aid, 
which  is  in  our  power. 

Anticipating  these,  the  adoption  of  this  report  by  the  convention,  your 
committee  would  appeal  to  the  fricnids  of  the  ohiuch  throughout  the 
Diocese  to  come  up  to  a  work,  which,  in  a  peculiar  senses  is  that  of  the 
LordGod!  They  would  exhort  them  to  remember  that,  as  they  arethe 
recipients  of  Gomel  mercies,  and  as  they  «have  freely  received"  from 
the  Treasury  of  the  church,  so  <<they  freely  give"  and  in  part  discharge 
the  debt  of  love  which  the^  owe.  Tliey  would  call  upon  them  to  regard 
with  the  liveliest  and  hohest  sympathies,  the  destitute  condition  of  many 
devoted  Episcopalians  withm  our  Diooesan  territory;  who  are  insuhitad 
as  to  the  courts  of  the  most  high,  and  fiir  removed  from  opportunities  for 
worshipping  with  the  fidthflil  people  of  the  Almighty.  Not  only  have 
they  bidden  a  &rewell  to  the  homes  of  their  in&ncy,  but  they  have  left 
behind  them,  the  altars  of  their  h^tfts'  purest  bliss^  and  the  consecrated 
Temples,  where  they  werededkated  to  their  Redeemer,  and  where  once 
they  were  gladdened  in  the  participation  of  an  ordained  service.  And 
ahallthe  resting  place  which  they  have  come  to^ — the  fiur-off  land  of  the 
atrangerr-supply  them  with  no  hallowed  consolations,  amid  their  many 
privations?  Shall  tiieynot hear  from  thelipsof  the  Priest  of  tiie  Altar 
the  fllad  tidings  of  Evangelical  truths,  or  amid  the  gloom  of  the  forest, 
shalltiiere  never  be  hailed  the  star  of  the  qnrit's  best  joy  Y  Shall  the 
di^rsed  sons  and  daughters  of  the  church  in  our  region,  forever  be 
doomed  to  weep  in  the  land,  to  which  they  have  come,  hke  the  moumiqg 
children  of  Judah ;  and  wldlst  sitting  beside  the  beautiful  rivers  of  our 
dear  Alabama,  shall  they  mourn  that,  all  about  and  around  them,  tall 
they  are  fiu'  from  thmr  Jerusalem^— that  city  of  Godr-the  beloved  sane- 
tuaiy  of  His  presence  ? 
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Amirad  that  a  high-minded  and  devoted  laity  wiii  not  risk  the  bitter 
leproachtngaof  remorae^  **we  are  verily  guilty  of  our  brother,  in  that 
we  aaw  the  anguish  of  his  soul,  and  would  not  hear" — ^the  committee 
recommend  that, 

1.  At  each  aiid  every  convention  there  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  six 
deiical  and  six  lay-members ;  who  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Mis- 
sionary Committee. 

2.  The  duties  of  the  above  committee  riiallbe^ — 1st,  The  direction  of 
the  KiflBonary  operations  of  the  conventioui — 2d,  The  apportionment  of 
the  field  of  labors  of  the  HissionarieSf — 8d,  The  fixing  of  their  salaries, — 
4th9  The  receiving  of  the  contributions  from  the  respective  parishes,  and 
the  paying  of  salaries  to  Missionaries, — 5th,  The  reporting  of  their  pro- 
eeedings  to  the  Annual  Con  voition  next  succeeding  their  appointment. 

8.  The  Rector  and  Wardens  of  each  Parish  in  the  Diocese  shall  be 
the  managers,  of  the  Missionaiy  cause  in  their  respective  congregatiais, 
governed  by  the  acknowledged  principle  that  every  baptized  person,  bting 
M  a  member  of  Christ,''  is  bound  to  exhibit  an  interest  in  the  prosperhy  and 
extension  of  the  Liord's  Zion,  they  will  enrol  the  namesof  all  the  membera 
of  fiunflies  in  their  churches,  and  solicit  from  every  such  one,  an  annual 
OQotribntion,  of  one  Ddlar,  or  such  sum,  as  may  be  convenient  to  the 
contributor. 

4.  So  soon  as  the  services  ofa  competent  person  can  be  procured,  the 
Bzecotive  Committee  shall  appoint  a  General  Missionary  Agent ;  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  to  supply  vacant  congregations  until  they  be  taken  in 
chuge  by  a  Pastor; — to  visit  fiunilies  attached  to  the  church,  but  not 
eonnected  witii  organized  churches,  and  administer  to  them  the  ordinan- 
oesd^c;  todistribute  bibles,  prayer-books,  and  tracts ;  to  aid  in  the  estab- 
lishing of  new  parishes;— and  to  promote,  by  fiuthfiil  exertions^  the 
prosfwrity  and  extension  of  the  communion.

The  Secretary  then  presented  a  communication  from  the  Wardens 
and  Testry  of  Christ  Church,  Mobile^  to  the  convention,  which  upon 
being  reid  was  veferred  to  the  Finance  Committee.

The  Rev.  Wm.  Johnson,  Jr.  in  behalf  of  the  committee  on  the  state 
of  the  church,  read  the  following  Report : — 

Report  of  ike  Committee  on  the  state  rf  ike  Ckurekm 

The  committee  on  the  state  of  the  church  beg  leave  to  report  that. 

From  all  the  information  which  they  have  been  able  to  denve  they  are 
prepared  to  express  the  state  of  the  church  in  this  Diocese  as  highly 
^icouraging  to  all  who  love  the  church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  There 
are^iow  seven  officiating  Ministers  in  a  Diocese  where,  less  than  three 
years  ago  there  was  but  two.  There  have  been  added,  since  the  last 
convention,  four  parishes  which  were  r^resented  in  the  convention  of 
this  year.  Of  these  four,  three  have  been  enjoying  the  advantages  of  the 
ministry.  There  cannot  be  presented,  as  &r  as  we  have  been  able  to 
judge,  a  &irer  and  more  encouraging  field  for  the  labor  of  those  who  are 
wilhng  to  be  foremost  in  occupying  it,  than  is  presented  in  the  Stale  of 
Alabfuna.  If  the  number  of  Clergy  is  still  snuUl,  'tis  not  because  there 
is  no  desire  for  more ;  for  it  is  well  deservinff  of  consideration  that  not  one 
instance  can  bo  given  in  the  history  of  this  Diocese  where  an  attempt  to 
organize  a  parish  has  proved  unsuccessful  from  unwillingneas  on  the  pari 
of  the  people  to  cooperate  with  the  minister.  And  this  is  surely  suffimot 
evideiice  of  the  acoeptableneaai  of  the  church  service. 

Fromtheobservationof  your  committee  they  can  also  say  thai  there  is 
a  very  great  preference  shown  ibr  the  ApostolicChurch,  by  those  even  who 
have  been  so  far  strangers  to  it  as  now  to  have  their  preference  grounded 
upon  the  external  attractions  of  her  worship.  But  that  this  will 
relax  when  they  come  to  know  more  of  her  real  character,  her  intrinsic 
excellence,  and  her  strong  claims  need  not  be  feared :  for  it  has  held  true 
here,  as  elsewhere,  that  as  she  becomes  the  better  known  her  claims  are 
aUowed  to  be  the  stronger — the  people  see  that  she  rests  upon  the  fouii^ 
dation  of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the  chief 
comer  stone.  We  can  certainly  infer  much  in  regard  to  the  sentiments 
of  the  community  in  general  from  the  great  interest  with  which  they 
receive  the  church  as  prcBenting  to  them  her  most  distinctive  features. 
Wlien  the  church  has  been  exhibited,  it  has  been  as  the  church,  and  as 
such  is  it  still  cdled  for.  Let  us  but  have  the  head  that  we  so  much 
need  for  our  complete  success,  and  the  church  of  Alabama  must  soon 
stand  conspicuous  among  her  sisters,  and  be  emphatically  as  <<  a  city  set 
upon  a  hill."

CONSTITUTION 


OP  THE 

PROTESTANT    EPISCOPAL    CHURCH, 

Ul  THE 

STATE  OF  ALABAMA 


BeUreiohed^  That  the  following  Constitution  be  agreed  to  and 
adopted  by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Alabama : 

Aeticlb  1.  Thi4  Church  hereby  accedes  to  the  authority  o(  and 
recognizes  and  adopts  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Goneral 
ConventioQ  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  Stales  of 
America. 

Art.  2.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church,  to  be 
held  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  have  been  designated  by  thd  next 
preceding  Convention. 

Abt.  S.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions 
when  he  may  judge  it  conducive  to  the  good  of  the  Church ;  or  when 
applied  to  for  that  purpose  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Abt.  4.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  all  ministers  of  this 
Church,  in  regular  standing,  who  may  at  stated  periods  minibter  in  any 
congregation  or  congregations  within  this  state;  or  who  may  be  engaged 
as  protessors  or  teachers  in  any  college,  academy,  or  school,  (whether 
incorpora;ted  or  not,)  within  this  state ;  and  of  lay  members,  cousisting 
of  Delegates  from  each  congregation. 

Abt.  5.  In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  the 
clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body ;  and  in  voting,  the  Clei^ 
shall  vote  by  individualst  and  the  laity  by  congregations;  and  a  majority 
of  votes  of  the  Wo  orders,  jointly,  shall  be  decisive ;  but  if,  in  any  case, 
it  be  required  by  five  votes,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separatBly,  in 
the  manner  aforesaid,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  order 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  decision.  In  the  case  of  electing  a 
Bishop,  the  two  orders  diall  always  vote  separately,  agreeably  to  the 
mode  last  prescribed. 
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Aet.  6*  No  minnter  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  electicm  6f  a 
Bidiopy  who  shall  not  have  resided  within  the  state  at  least  twelve  months 
fieart  preceding  the  time  of  such  election. 

Art.  7.  The  bishop  of  the  Church  in  this  state  shall  be  ex  qfido 
President  of  the  Convention ;  and  in  case  of  hb  absence,  or  if  there  be 
DO  Bishop,  a  president  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected  from  anx>ng  the 
clerical  members  present.  A  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  ex  oficio 
Treasurer,  shall  be  annually  chosen,  who  shall  beep  a  correct  journal 
of  the  proceedings,  and  also  a  correct  account  of  all  monies  he  may 
receive,  to  be  annually  submitted  to  the  Convention.  It  shall  also  be 
his  duty  to  give  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  every 
Convention. 

Art.  8.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  not  more  than  three 
clergymen  and  three  laymen,  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual  meeting 
of  the  Convention,  for  the  purposes  expressed  in  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Greneral  Convention*  Vacancies  in  the  committee,  caused 
by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  suffrages  of 
the  remaining  members.  Two  clerical  members,  and  one  lay  member 
iif  the  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  9.  Every  Convention  shdl  be  opened  with  prayer  and  a 
jwrmoD ;  and  the  preacher  thnll  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop,  and  if 
there  be  no  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Art.  10.  A  proposition  to  alter  this  Constitution  must  be  made  in 
writiog,  and  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  Convention.  It  shall  then 
lie  over  to  the  next  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  ^  a  minority  of 
the  two  orders  of  clergy  and  laity,  (voting  separately,)  the  amendmeil 
ihaD  become  a  part  of  this  Constitution,

Ciifoii  1.  The  Vestries  of  the  several  congregatioDs  composing  the 
CIrorch  in  this  State,  and  if  there  be  no  vestry,  the  congregations  shall 
in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  as  they  may  deem  proper,  elect  a 
number  of  Delegates,  not  exceeding  five,  to  represent  them  in  the  Con- 
vention of  the  State,  and  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  who,  before 
they  shall  be  permitted  to  take  their  seats  in  the  convention,  shall  pro- 
duce a  certificate  of  their  election. 

Canon  2.  Two  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  a  delegate  or 
delegates  of  the  lay  order,  from  three  churches  shall,  together,  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn. 

Canon  8.  The  representatives  of  any  congregation  hereafter  organ- 
ized within  this  state,  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  this  convention,  by  a 
vote  of  the  same. 

Canon  4.  When  a  Special  Convention  is  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  oC 
the  Secretary,  in  issuing  the  notifications,  to  specify  the  business  and 
purposes  for  which  the  convention  is  assembled. 

Uanon  5.  Whereas,  the  regular  attendance  of  the  clergy  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Convention  is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interests  of 
te  church,  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  on  them,  and  it  is  recommended 
to  the  difierent  parishes  to  make  provisions  for  the  expenses  mcurrred  by 
their  respective  ministers  in  attending  the  convention.  At  the  opening  of 
every  ocmvention,  the  names  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  therein  shall 
be  called  over,  and  the  absentees  noted. 

Canon  6.  To  the  intent  that  the  church  in  this  state  may  not  be 
unrepresented  in  General  Convention,  the  clerical  and  lay  delegate 
or  del^iatesy  who  may  hereafler  be  nominated  thereto,  shall,  in  the 
Absence  of  one  or  more  of  their  colleagues,  be  empowered  to  nominate 
and  appoint,  in  the  place  of  such  absent  delegate  or  delegates,  any  citizen 
or  dtizenB  of  this  state:  Proouied,  that  such  citizen  or  citizens  is  or  are 
a  member  or  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 
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Cahom  7.  The  officers  of  this  oonventiooy  «ud  the  deputies  to  the 
Oeneral  CoDvention,  shall  contiaue  in  office^  and  exercise  their  respec- 
tive fimctions  for  one  yesr,  and  until  another  election  take  place. 

Cahon  8.  The  president  of  the  convention  may  make  any  motion 
which  he  shall  judge  conducive  to  the  good  of  the  chuich,  and  may 
deliver  his  sentiments  on  any  proposition  before  the  convention,  but  he 
shall  not  vote  unless  upon  an  equal  division. 

Camon.  9.  The  approving  or  receiving  any  clergyman  into  a  church 
or  congregation  in  this  state,  shall  be  vested  in  the  vestry  of  the  church, 
or  the  vestry  and  Church  Wardens,  as  the  case  may  be,  having  author- 
ity  so  to  do ;  and  where  there  la  no  vestry  and  Church  Wardens,  in  the 
congregation  which  supports  him,  and  receives  the  benefit  of  hii  ministry : 
Promdedf  that  no  clergyman  shall  be  admitted  to  the  pastoral  charge  of 
any  church  in  this  state,  unless  he  first  produce  to  the  vestry  having 
such  authority,  or  the  vestry  and  Church  Wardens,  as  the  case  may  be^ 
a  oertificaie  mxn  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  a  certificate 
firom  the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  has  exhibited  to  him,  the  Bishop, 
or  to  them,  the  Standing  Committee,  as  the  case  may  be,  letters  of  orders, 
and  testimonials  of  religious  and  moral  conduct,  as  required  by  the 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention ;  and  that  his  letters  of  orders  and 
testimonials  of  relimous  and  nK>ral  conduct  are  by  him,  the  Bishop,  or 
by  thoon,  the  Standing  Committee  approved.

Sunday  School  Union,  have  been  used.     The  teachers  have 
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been  punctual,  diligent,  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  andi 
as  might  be  expected  under  such  circumstances,  the  attendance  and  pro* 
ficiency  of  the  scholars  have  been  very  good. 

The  Sunday  Schools  at  Spring  Hill  and  Summerville  have  also  been 
kept  up  during  the  whole  year,  with  undiminished  interest  and  encour* 
aging  success  by  their  indefatigable  superintendunts  and  teachers. 

On  the  first  Sunday  ailer  Easter,  a  school  was  opened  in  the  Chard 
for  the  instruction  of  servants.  They  arc  divided  into  small  classes,  aiM 
to  each  class  is  assigned  a  teacher.  The  mode  of  instruction  is  al 
together  oral.  They  are  tauglit  the  most  important  parts  of  the  servio 
of  the  Church,  psalms  and  hymns,  and  a  regular  series  of  lessons,  em 
bodying  the  fundamental  doctrines  and  precepts  of  Christianity.  Thes 
lessons  are  based  upon  the  Church  catechism,  accompanied  with  Serif 
ture  proofs.  The  exercises  are  oj^ined  and  closed  with  prayers  ao( 
singing,  with  a  short  address  from  the  minister.  These  incipient  efibfb 
have  been  crowned  with  unexpected  succpss;  and  it  is  conGdently  be 
lieved  that  if  the  same  interest  sliould  continue  to  be  felt  for  them,  wbicl 
has  been  thus  far  manifested,  great  good  will  be  done  among  them. 

The  corner-slone  of  the  new  Church  was  laid  last  fall,  during  th 
minister's  absence,  by  the  Rev.  C.  S.  Ives,  with  the  usual  ceremoniei 
The  Church  is  rapidly  progressing  towards  its  completion, and  will,  pit 
bably,  be  ready  for  Consecration  by  next  Christmas,  or  at  farthest  b 
Easter. 

It  was  expected  that  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkansas  would  hav 
visited  the  parish  prior  to  the  Convention.  His  engagements,  howeve 
were  such  that  he  could  not  do  so,  and  consequently,  no  confirmatiQ 
has  been  held  this  year,  to  the  great  disappointment  of  the  ministeri  an 
of  those  who  were  desirous  of  receiving  that  apostolick  rite. 

The  minister  will  only  add,  that  alihough  there  has  been  no  increase 
attention  to  religion  of  a  very  marked  character  in  his  parish,  during  tli 
past  year,  yet  he  believes  he  can  say  with  truth,  that  the  comraunican 
of  the  Church,  genervtlly,  are  strengthening  in  their  attachment  to  tt 
doctrines  and  distinctive  principles  of^the  Church,  and  are  also  growin 
in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.

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BEPOKT  OF  SET.  WM.  JOHNSON.  MONTGOMERY. 
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Up  to  the  fourth  Sunday  in  Lent,  St.  John's  Church  in  this  city  was 
under  my  pastoral  charge;  and  had  heen  so,  at  that  time,  for  more  than 
three  years.  The  circumstances  attending  the  disolution  which  then 
took  place  were  these. 

On  receifing  the  invitation  from  the  Vestry  to  continue  my  services, 
1  declined;  and  I  stated,  as  my  reason  for  doing  so,  the  want  of  interest 
in  the  Church,  as  manifested  by  tlie  congregation  in  general,  and  by  the 
Vestry  in  particular,  in  their  non*attendance  at  public  worship.  As  I 
would  not,  however,  have  left  the  Church  destitute,  I  expressed  a  toil- 
Ungness  to  officiate,  if  a  congregation  could  be  got,  during  the  time  that 
I  mi^t  keep  my  school  open,  until  another  minister  could  be  procured. 
My  refusa/  of  course  they  could  not  otherwise  than  accept.  But  my 
offer  they  also  formally  declined. 

Since  the  last  diocesan  Convention,  I  have  preached  regularly  once 
every  Sunday,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  Sundays  when  I  was  absent 
on  account  of  sickness  in  my  family.  Afler  my  return,  the  services 
vrere  performed  twice  every  Sunday. 

Daring  the  time  that  the  Church  was  under  my  charge,  there  were 

Bmptitms 2  fnrant*. 

Burials 2  (one  Infant:) 

Marriages 2, 

and  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lords  Supper  was  administered  six  times. 

In  addition  to  the  baptisms  in  this  Church,  I  baptised  five  chil- 
dren  in  SL  Peter's  Church,  Lowndes  county.  I  also  preached  in  that 
Church,  on  the  fourth  Sunday  after  Caster  to  a  large,  and  orderly,  and 
attentive  congregation.  This  congregation  has  done  a  religious  work, 
without  the  services  of  a  minis' er,  which  too  many  are  slow  in  perform- 
ing,  and  even  neglect  to  perform,  while  their  minister  is  necessitated  to 
occupy  places  that  are  tolerable  only,  because  necessity  requires  it.  I 
allode  to  the  erection  of  an  edifice,  in  which  to  worship  Grod.  It  is  a 
very  neat  building  situate  where  it  possesses  every  advantage  that  could 
be  desired  for  it.  Since  resigning  the  charge  of  St.  John's  Church  in 
this  city,  I  have  accepted  the  charge  of  St.  Peter's,  and  hope  in  a  few 
weeks  to  commence  ray  efforts  in  behalf  of  those  who  have  so  worthily 
iaboied  lor  themselves.

REPORT  FROM  TRINITY  CHURCH,  LA  FAYETTE. 

Rev.  THOS.  A.  COOK,  Rector. 

My  report  must  necessarily  he  short,  as  I  arrived  at  my  present  fieM 
of  labors  no  farther  hack  than  the  23d  ol  October,  1838.  l*a  Fayette 
contains  about  12  or  1300  inhabitants,  and  is  on  account  of  its  salabrity 
and  other  local  advantages  liitely  to  be  a  place  of  considerable  impor* 
tance.  I  have  organised  a  Church  there  and  many  of  the  citizens  hare 
manifested  considerable  interest  m  it. 

We  have  there  8  communicants  in  good  standing,  and  some  prospects 
of  an  increase.  I  have  abo  an  interesting  ^Sunday  School  with  40  scbo- 
lars  and  three  teachers,  actively  engaged  in  the  interesting  work  of 
giving  them  instructions,  an  effort  is  also  making  to  collect  funds  for 
.building  a  Church  which  we  have  great  hopes  will  succeed.  As  yet  we 
jiave  had  no  baptisms  and  only  one  marriage  ceremony — but  trusting  to 
ihe  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  we  hope  in  a  few  more  years  to  be  able 
to  give  a  good  account  of  our  stewardship. 
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The  Sector  of  8t.  John^s  Churchy  on  ike  Prairiee,  would  reporL 
That  he  took  charge  of  this  parish  in  January,  and  has  officiated'in 
it  ngularlj  sbce,  to  small  but  respectful  and  attentive  congregations. 
The  Church  building  has  recently  been  completed,  and  the  congrega- 
tioo  manifest  every  deposition  to  support  the  institutions  of  the  Gospel 
ind  the  Church  among  them.

Report  of  the  Rev.  Caleb  S.  Ives^  Missionary  in  Texas,  to  the  Conven  - 

Hon  of  the  Dio  :ese  of  Alabama* 

Until  November  last,  I  was  employed  in  the  same  place  and  in.  the 
same  manner  as  when  I  made  my  last  report  to  the  Convention,  which 
was,  acting  as  chaplain  and  professor  of  ancient  languages  of  the  Mobile 
Institute  in  Mobile.  Besides  my  appropriate  duties  during  that  time, 
I  occasionally  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis,  minister  of  the  Church  in 
that  city.  From  the  middle  of  July  to  the  first  of  Nov.  I  supplied  his 
place  altogether,  in  his  absence  on  a  visit  to  the  northern  States  to  at- 
tend the  general  Convention,  as  a  delegate  from  the  Church  in  Alaba- 
ma. In  the  months  of  May,  June  and  July,  before  he  lefl  for  the  north, 
I  read  the  morning  service  for  him  four  times,  the  evening  service  six 
times^  assisted  him  once  at  the  communion,  and  preached  for  him  four 
times.  Afler  he  left  for  the  north,  I  officiated  twice  on  each  Sunday, 
in  the  Church  in  the  city  in  the  morning,  and  at  Spring  Hill  in  the  after- 
noon, and  administered  the  communion  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each 
month.  1  left  Mobile  for  this  place  on  the  20th  of  Nov.,  and  arrived 
here  on  the  12th  of  Dec.  Since  my  arrival  I  have  been  actively  and 
closely  employed  in  the  duties  of  the  ministry,  and  in  teaching  a  school. 
I  perform  the  service  and  preach  twice  on  every  Sunday,  and  administer 
the  communion  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month,  and  on  all  the  festi- 
vals OQ  which  it  is  customary  to  administer  it.  I  administered  it  for  the 
first  time  in  Matagorda,  on  Christmas-day,  that  being  the  first  time  it 
was  ever  administered  in  the  place,  and  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  the 
im  tune  it  was  ever  administered  in  Texas  by  a  clergyman  of  the  Pro. 
testant  EfHSCopal  Church.  Eight  persons  received  the  communion  on 
Chrisbnas-day,  fburteea  on  the  first  Sunday  in  February,  and  eleven  on 
the  fint  Sunday  in  this  month.  All  the  members  of  the  protestant  de- 
Bonnnations  w^h  hold  to  open  communion,  partake  with  us.  We  have 
JD  tlus  place,  six  communicants,  two  male,  and  four  femal#  Public 
worafaip  bad  never  been  held  in  Matagorda  but  six  times  before  my  ar- 
rival; two  Presbyterian  ministers  havfng  each  preached  here  three 
timea.  I  have  established  a  Sunday  School,  which  now  numbers  twen- 
ty<«z  acholars,  and  four  teachers  besi'le  myself.  We  use  no  books  in 
oar  inatructioas  but  those  of  the  Bpiscopal  Sunday  Union  in  the  United 
States^  iiicludiagy  eqiecially,  the  Church  catechismi  and  also  the  New 
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Testament.  We  have  organised  a  Church  here  under  the  title  of  "The 
Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  Christ  Church  Matagorda;** 
and  under  what  appears  to  mo  favorable  auspices.  This  community  is 
a  very  intelligent  one,  and  I  beheve  the  impression  thus  far  is  generally 
favorable  to  the  Church,  and  in  a  good  number  of  cases  I  know  there  ii 
already  a  preference  for  her  scriptural,  primitive,  and  sober  character, 
both  as  to  her  doctrines,  and  liturgy.  I  have  distributed  almost  sixty 
Prayer  Books,  and  find  them  highly  acceptiblc  to  almost  all  who  attend 
Church.  I  have  found  but  few  persons  destitute  of  the  Bible,  but  have 
distributed  many  Tracts,  and  find  them  highly  acceptable;  indeed  I 
have  never  distributed  them  with  so  much  pleasure  to  myself,  nor  with 
more  apparent  benefit  to  those  who  receive  them.  There  are  between 
fifly  and  sixty  families,  and  probably  about  a  thousand  souls  at  this  time 
in  Matagorda,  and  this  number  is  rapidly  increasing.

CHRIST'S  CHURCH,  TUSKALOOSA. 

Rev.  N.  p.  KNAPP,  Rector. 

Having  taken  charge  of  this  parish,  (in  June  last,)  under  discour. 
aging  circumstances,  the  present  Rector  is  deeply  impressed  with  a  sense 
of  obligations,  and  he  trusts,  of  devout  gratitude,  to  the  Great  Head  of 
the  Church,  for  the  mercies  which  have  enabled  him  to  make  the  report 
which  he  now  submits  to  the  Convention. 

He  found  the  parish,  which  was  once  flourishing,  reduced  by  frequent 
emigrations  to  a  feeble  body  of  worshippers,  who  could  with  difRculty, 
support  a  minister,  without  missionary  aid,  which  had  been  for  some  time 
received,  but  the  vestry  having  determined  to  renew  their  efibrts,  and 
several  liberal  individuals  having  pledged  themselves  for  his  support,  fae 
applied  himself  to  the  duties  of  hisoflice  in  faith  and  hope,  and  has  been 
cheered  with  repeated  assurances  that  he  has  Qot  labored  in  vain. 

The  parish  has  gradually  gained  strength,  and  the  Rector  has  been 
prompted  by  the  conviction  that  it  could  fully  sustain  itself  to  resign  his 
jnissionary  appointment,  and  to  trust  to  the  liberality  of  the  people  for  his 
support.  His  confidence  has  been  fully  justified.  The  vestry  has  voted 
a  liberal  salary  for  th^  ensuing  year,  and  there  is  a  strong  feeling  of 
unanimity  and  deep  interest  in  its  welfare,  pervading  the  whole  parish, 
which  iMTorthy  of  praise,  and  peculiarly  gratifying  to  the  Rector. 

The  Church  has  gained  many  friends  here — much  of  the  prejudice  with 
which  she  has  been  assailed  has  been  removed,  and  her  evangelical  char- 
acter, which  has  been  constantly  set  forth,  has  been  freely  acknowledged. 

Our  congregations  iiave  been  generally  large,  intelligent  and  atten- 
tive; and  the  spiritual  condition  ofthe  parish  is  very  encouraging.  Sev- 
eral persons  have  lately  ^'joined  themselves  unto  the  Lord  in  a  perpetual 
covenant;"  and  it  is  acknowledged,  with  devout  thanksgiving,  that  God 
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has  blessed  the  humble  efforts  of  his  servant  to  preach  <Hhe  unsearchable 
riches  of  Christ,"  trustin;?  to  the  never  fiiiliog  hflp  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

The  Rector  would  do  equal  violence  to  his  sense  of  duty  and  to  the 
warm  feelings  of  his  heart,  should  he  fail  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude, 
tbeaniform  kindness  of  his  congregation,  and  their  elfurts  to  make  him 
comfortable  and  happy. 

A  Ladies'  society  has  been  lately  fornned,  which  is  designed  to  promote 
the  general  interests  of  the  parish,  and  from  which  much  good  may  be 
exp(x:ted. 

Our  small  Sunday  School,  which  was  closed  during  the  winter,  has 
not  been  re-opened.  The  few  children  belonging  to  the  parish,  will  re- 
ceive due  attention  in  futu  re. 
The  Rector  has  preached  twice  on  Sundays  throughout  the  year;  and 
Leld  extra  services  during  Lent.  He  has  also  p(»rformed  some  mis- 
sipoary  service,  having  twice  visiiod  the  Epi«copaliuns  in  the  Fork  of 
Green  county,  preaching  and  baf)tising.

Eeporl  of  the  Churches  at  Tuscumhia  and  Florence. 
I  arrived  at  Tuscumbia  on  the  1st  of  December  last,  and  have  been 
offidating  in  each  parish  on  alternate  Sundays,  On  my  arrival  there,  I 
found  but  four  communicants  of  the  Church;  we  now  number  six,  and  scv- 
end  additions  are  expected  next  communion  season.  Our  meetings  are 
tnilj  apostolical,  being  held  in  an  upper  room.  Much  interest  is  mani- 
fissted  in  our  services,  which  have  been  very  well  attended,  and  the  re- 
^Nxsesare  audibly  made.  Several  perso:  s  who  were  originally  Episco- 
ptliana,  have  long  since  connected  themselves  with  other  denominations, 
and  are  lost  to  us. 
The  Church  at  Florence  is  in  a  vary  unfinished  state.  We  have  just 
in  having  it  glazed,  and  hope  by  the  fall  to  pluster  it.  Our 
have  been  held  in  a  private  house.  I  expected  to  have  adminis- 
tered the  sacrament  of  baptism  to  five  or  six  children  at  Florence  on 
Sunday  last,  but  was  prevented  by  sickness  from  attending.

Resolved,  That  the  Standing  committee  report  to  the  next  annual  con- 
vention, on  the  feasibility  of  establishing  an  Episcopal  school  in  this  Dio- 
cese. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  G.  M.  lMallett,it  was 

Resohedf  That  the  next  annual  convention  be  held  in  Christ  Church, 
Mobile,  on  the  last  Saturday  in  April  next. 

The  Delegates  from  St  .Paul's  Church,  Carlowville,  requested  leave 
of  absence,  which  was  granted. 

The  Convention  adjourned  until  after  evening  service. 


AFTER  EVENING  SERVICE. 
Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  Committee  on  the  comi nun ical ions  from  Florida  and  Georgia, 
presented  their  report,  which  was  read  and  unanimously  adopted. 

Report  of  the  CommiUee  upon  the  Communications  of  the  Dioceses  qf 

Georgia  and  Florida, 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  communications  received 
from  the  Diocese  of  (^eorgia  and  Florida,  proposing  an  association  of 
the  said  Dioceses  with  this  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  common 
Bishop  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  the  first 
Canon  Of  the  General  Convention  of  1833, 

Report  that  they  have  perused  with  no  ordinary  interest  the  important 
documents  submitted  to  them,  which  afford  most  gratifying  evidences  of 
the  existence  within  our  s:ster  dioceses  of  a  well  directed  zeal  for  the 
highest  interests  of  that  beloved  Church,  to  the  maintenance  of  all  whose 
institutions  every  obligation  of  duty  binds  its  members. 

The  high  and  peculiar  importance  of  providing  suitably  for  the  effici- 
ent exerciseof  the  Episcopal  functions  within  this  diocese  none  can  feel 
more  sensibly  than  your  committee.  That  the  energy  the  harmony  and 
extended  usefulness  of  tho  Church  are  most  intimately  connected  with 
such  provision  for  the  Episcopal  office  is  a  proposition  which  cannot  in 
this  place  require  extended  argument  or  illustration,  nor  will  it  be  denied 
that  the  period  has  arrived  when  serious  injury  to  the  interests  of  the 
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Church  within  this  dioceao  must  result  from  the  postponement  of  sealous 
and  decided  action  upon  this  subject. 

Most  /cLTorably  therefore  might  your  Committee  have  been  inclined  to 
view  the  mode  of  co-operation  proposed  by  our  sister  dioceses  had  they 
tit  at  liberty  to  consider  its  mere  expediency.     But  the  discharge  of 
tlieir  duty  has  necessarily  obliged  them  to  consider  whether  the  projected 
tfsociation  is  authorised  by  the  Canon  under  which  it  has  been  proposed. 
From  the  views  of  this  question,  which  discussion  and  reflection  have 
impressed  upon  the  minds  of  your  committee  the>  are  forced  to  entertain 
the  opinion  that  the  association  is  not  thus  authorised.     It  seemed  to 
jour  committee  that  the  provisions  of  the  canon  bearing  upon  the  propo- 
sition are  applicable  to  those  cases  only  in  which  each  of  the  co-operatmg 
dioceses  is  destitute  of  the  requisite  number  of  Presbyters  to  entitle  its 
oODvaation  to  the  separate  election  ol  a  Bishop.     It  therefore  became 
Iniportant  for  them  to  inquire  whether  such  might  not  be  the  fact  within 
the  Diocese  of  Alabama.     The  result  of  that  inquiry  is  that  there  are 
DOW  therein  six  officiating  Presbyters  regularly  settled  in  their  respective 
churches  or   parishes,  and  that  these  Presbyters  have  resided  for  the 
jpace  of  more  than  one  year — therein  constantly  officiating  during  that 
period  under  permanent  or  annual  engagements  with  some  parish  therein 
although  all  of  them  have  not  resided  for  one  year  in  the  same  parish. 
This  state  of  facts  they  deem  such  as  to  qualify  this  diocese  for  aaeperate 
Episcopal  election  and  therefore  to  render  the  plan  of  association  propos« 
ed  liable  to  the  fatal  objection  which  they  have  above  expressed. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  constrained  to  believe  it  unnecessary  to 
consider  the  expediency  of  the  proposed  association  beg  leave  to  recom- 
meixi  the  following  resolutions : 

Reschedf  Ist.  That  this  diocese  cannot  consistently  with  the  provi- 
maoM  of  the  1st  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1838,  associate  with 
our  sister  dioceses  of  Georgia  and  Florida,  for  the  election  of  a  common 

bishop. 

Besohed^  2d.  That  it  is  the  duties  of  the  church  within  the  dioceses, 
to  deriae  prompt,  efficient  and  liberal  measures  for  the  establishment  of 
the  Episcofiate  therein. 

Resahedf  3d.  That  this  Convention  does  most  earnestly  and  afiection- 
9tgfy  urge  upon  their  fellow  churchman  the  due  consideration  of  this 
•object  with  a  view  to  final  action  in  the  next  Diocesaa  Convention.

CONSTITUTIOxN 

or    THE

STATE  OF  ALABAMA. 


Be  it  Resolvcdf  That  the  following  Constitution  be  agreed  to  and 
adopted  by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Stale  of  Alabama: 

Article  1.  This  Churcli  liereby  accedes  to  the  autliority  of,  and 
recognizes  and  adopts  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  St.ites  of  America. 

Art.  2.  There  shall  bo  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church,  to  be 
held  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  have  been  designated  by  the  next 
yeceding  Convention. 

Aet.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions 
when  he  may  judge  it  conducive  to  the  good  of  the  Church  ;  or  when 
applied  to  Cor  that  i)uri)osc  by  the  Standing  Commltiee.  x 

Abt.  4.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  all  ministers  of  this 
Church,  in  regular  standing,  who  may  at  stated  periods  minister  in  any 
congregation  or  congregations  within  this  state  ;  or  who  may  be  engag- 
ed as  professors  or  teachers  in  any  college,  academy  or  school,  (whether 
iocorporatcd  or  not)  within  this  state  ;  and  of  lay  members,  consisiing 
of  Delegates  from  each  congregation. 

Art.  5.  In  all  matters  whicii  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  the 
clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body  ;  and  in  voting,  the  clergy 
8hall*vote  by  individuals  and  the  laity  by  congregations;  and  a  majority 
of  roles  of  th-'3  two  orders,  jointly,  shall  be  decisive  ;  but  if,  in  any  case, 
it  be  required  by  five  votes,  tlie  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  in  the 
manner  aforesaid,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  order  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  decision.  In  the  case  of  electing  a  Bishop 
the  two  orders  shall  always  vote  separately,  agreeably  to  the  mode  last 
prescribed. 

Art.  6.  No  minister  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in' the  election  of  a 
Bishop,  who  shall  not  have  resided  within  the  state  at  least  twelve  months 
next  preceeding  the  time  of  such  election. 

Art.  7.  The  bishop  of  the  Church  in  this  state  shall  be  ex  officio  Pre- 
ndentof  the  Convention;  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  if  there  be  no 
fiishop,  a  president  j9ro  tempore  shall  bo  elected  from  among  the  clericle 
members  present.  A  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  ex  officio  Treasurer, 
riiall  be  annually  choseD,  who  shall  keep  a  correct  journal  of  the  proceed 
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ings,  aud  also  a  correct  account  of  all  monies  he  may  receive,  to  be 
nually  submitted  to  the  Convention.   It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  give  d 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  every  Convention. 

Art.  8.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  not  more  than  three  cler- 
gymen and  three  laymen,  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual  meeting  of  tb^ 
Convention,  for  the  purposes  expressKid  in  the  Constitution  and  Canooi 
tlie  General  Convention.  Vacancies  in  the  committee,  caused  by  dettth, 
resignation  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  suffrages  of  the  re- 
maining members.  Two  clerical  members  and  one  lay  member  of  the 
committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Aht.  9.  Every  Convention  shall  beopcned  with  prayer  and  a  sermon; 
and  the  pre  acher  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop,  and  if  there  bs  no 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Art.  10.  a  proposition  to  alter  this  Constitution  must  be  ma9e  in 
wi-iting,  and  approved  by  two  thirds  of  the  Convention.  It  shall  then  lie 
over  to  the  next  Convention,  and  then  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
two  orders  of  clergy  and  laity,  (voting  separately,)  the  amendment  shall 
become  a  part  of  this  Constitution.

Canon  1.  The  Vestries  of  the  several  congrr^rations  com]K)sing  tho 
Church  in  this  State,  and  if  there  be  no  vestry,  tJio  congregations  shall 
in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  proper,  elcrt  a 
number  of  Delegates,  not  exceeding  five  to  represent  them  in  the  Con- 
vention of  the  State,  and  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  who  belore 
they  shall  be  permitted  to  take  their  seats  in  the  convention,  shall  pro- 
duce a  certificate  of  their  election. 

Canon  2.  Two  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  a  delegate  or 
delegates  of  the  lay  order,  from  three  churches  shall,  together,  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn. 

CAXoy  3.  The  representatives  of  any  congregation  hereafter  organ- 
ized  within  tliis  state,  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  this  convention,  by  a 
rote  of  the  same.  ' 

Canon  4.  When  a  Special  Convention  is  called,  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of 
the  Secretary,  in  issuing  the  notification,  to  specify  tho  business  and  pur- 
pose for  which  the  convention  is  assembled. 

Canon  5.  Whereas,  the  regular  attendance  of  the  clergy  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Convention  is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interest  of  the 
church,  this  duty  b  hereby  enjoined  on  them,  and  it  is  recommended  to  tho 
different  parishes  to  make  provisions  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  their 
respective  ministers  in  attending  the  convention.  At  the  opening  of  every 
convention,  the  names  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  therein  shall  be  called 
over,  and  the  absentees  npted. 

Canon  9.  To  the  intent  that  the  church  in  this  state  may  not  be  unrep- 
resented in  General  Convention,  the  clerical  and  lay  delegate  or  delegates, 
who  may  hereafter  be  nominated  thereto,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  one  or 
more  of  their  colleagues,  be  empowered  to  nominate  and  appoint,  in  the 
place  of  such  absent  delegate  or  delegates,  any  citizen  or  citizens  of  this 
state;  Provided,  that  such  citizen  or  citizens  is  or  arc  a  member  or  mem- 
bers of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Canon  7.  The  ofiicors  of  this  convention,  and  the  deputies  to  the  Gene- 
ral Convention,  shall  continue  in  oflice,  and  exercise  their  respective  func- 
tions for  one  year,  and  uutil  another  election  take  place. 
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Oanon  8.  Thft  president  of  the  ccmvcntion  may  make  any  motion 
wlilcli  he  slinll  jikI.g^o  coiKhictivo  to  tlie  good  of  the  church,  and  may  deli- 
ver his  .s(  ritinienls  or^  any  i)ro|>osition  before  tlie  convention,  but  he  shall 
hot  vote  unless  upon  an  e(iual  division. 

Canon  9.  The  a|)provin«;f  or  receiving  any  clergyman  into  a  church  or 
congregation  in  this  state,  shall  be  vested  in  the  vestry  of  the  church,  or 
the  vestry  and  Churcli  Wardens,  as  the  case  may  be,  having  authority  Ji 
ho  to  do;  and  where  there  is  no  vestry  and  Church  Wardens,  in  the  con- 
gre;^'ation  which  sujiports  him,  and  receives  the  benefit  of  his  ministry: 
rrovidcd,  that  no  clergyman  shall  be  admitted  to  the  pastoral  charge  of 
any  church  in  this  state,  unless  he  first  produce  to  the  vestry  having  such 
authority,  or  the  vestry  and  Church  Wardens,  as  the  case  may  be,acer- 
tlHcate  from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  a  certificate  from 
the  ^Standing  Committee,  that  he  Ikis  exhibited  to  hun,  the  Bishop,  or  to 
thcni,  the  Standing  Committee,  as  tlie  case  may  be,  letters  of  orders,  and 
testimonials  of  religious  and  moral  conduct,  as  required  by  the  Canons  of 
the  (juneral  Convention;  and  that  his  letters  of  orders  and  testimonials  of 
rciligious  and  moral  conduct  are  by  hiin,  the  Bishop,  or  by  them,  tlie  Stan- 
ding Commitee  ap|>roved. 

Canon  10. — Of  the  forming  a  church  or  Parish. 

iNo'  church  or  parish  shall  be  received  into  union  with  this  Diocese, 
unless  articles  of  association,  authenticated  by  the  chairman  and  secreta- 
ry of  such  association,  be  presented  to  this  convention,  by  a  clerical  or 
lay  member  thereof. 

Canon  11. — Of  Presentments. 

Every  trial  of  a  clergyman  in  this  Diocese  for  misbehavior,  shall  be 
on  presentment  made  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
clerical  members  of  the  standing  committee,  signed  by  two  thirds  of  the 
whole  vestry  of  any  church,  of  which  the  accused  is,  or  has  been  a  min- 
ister, or  by  any  two  Presbyters**of  the  Diocese,  or  by  the  convention  of 
the  Diocese. 

Canon  12. — Of  the  trial  of  a  clergyman. 

For  the  trial  of  every  clergyman,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  clerical  members  of  the  standing  eommittee,  shall  ap[)ointsix  presby- 
ters, if  there  are  six  in  the  Diocese,  or  if  there  be  not  six  in  the  Diocese, 
tlieri  any  number  more  then  three,  for  trying  the  accused  person,  from 
which  number  the  accused  person  sliall  choose  three,  who  shall  bo  con- 
slit.ited  a  board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused  person. 

The  Ih'shop  or  clerical  members  aforesaid,  shall  fix  thctime  and  placo 
of  trial,  of  both  wliieh,  at  least  a  month's  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  per- 
son accused,  and  should  he  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend,  the  trial  shall 
proceeil.  The  Bonrd  thus  constituted;  shall  examine  fully  the  charges 
allc<l.!;^vl,  and  k'.«ep  a  miniiie  and  accurate  record  of  the  testimony  ofthe 
uji.,c.>:.-:'-.v,  and  of  ( \riv  (jll('^J♦:()!l  and  proceeding  that  comes  before  them. 
Xo  charge  shall  he  auhstantiatwi  on  the  testimony  of  less  than  two  wit- 
iies-<,»s.  On  the  cxiininnlio!!  of  any  wiiin'ss,  sliould  the  accused  party 
r-'.-'iiiirc  It,  au  oat.il  or  alilimaLioii  ijiiall  he  ndnimiMered  by  a  magistrate, 
ill  id!  r|u.;,ii..,.i.<,  ii  uiiari.moui  v^lc  (,;"  the  Board  shall  be  necessary  to 
conviciMXi.     liuvijig  comu  to  a  decision,  thcDtKird  shall  comruuaicate 
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thordadaon  to  the  Biahop  or  derioal  members  aforeeaid,  and  abo^  in 
CBse  they  baye  found  the  aceoBed  guilty,  the  sentence  which  in  their 
opinkn  abould  be  pronounced.  A  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  their 
proceedings  shall  be  laid  before  the  Bishop,  and  his  judgment  in  the  case 
be£iia];  uid  should  there  be  no  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  clerical  mem* 
bsn  aforeiaidy  ahall  submit  the  recent  decision,  and  proposed  sentence, 
to  sono  oolifeiiieat  Biihop,  whoso  judgment  in  the  case  snail  be  final.

Church  business,  and  when  absent  one  Sunday  with  Bishop  Polk. 
There  vaa  service  also  on  Chri»tmas  day  and  Good  Friday.     The 
•oacranMDtof  the  Lord's  Supper  has  been  administered  six  times- 
Oar  Domber  of  communicants  is  quite  small.     There  are  at  present 
bntfoiir.    We  are  encouraged,  however,  to  hope,  that  there  is  such 
iiterest  manifested  in  the  Church  as  characterizes  this  Congregation, 
wpedalJy  hj  those  who  put  themselves  within  the  reach  of  the  Gos- 
pel ;  its  power  will  be  shown  upon  their  hearts,  and  our  number  of 
coDmuning  members  will  soon  be  enlarged. 

The  condition  of  the  roads  in  the  Winter  and  early  in  the  Spring, 
is  a  great  hindrance  to  a  full  and  regular  attendance  at  Church  du- 
nog  those  seasons.  But  throughout  the  balance  of  the  year  this 
dwty  is  faithfully  performed.  I  also  owe  it  to  my  Congregation  to 
state,  that  they  have  never  been  backward  in  showing  those  friendly 
attentions  so  gratifying,  as  coming  from  those  in  whom  we  feel  the 
greatest  interest. 
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Since  ray  arrival  in  (he  Pan%\\,  the  Vealry  hare  had  built  a  com- 
niodiouB  Parionage,  Dot  more  than  one  hundred  yards  from  the 
Church ;  and  at  no  time  are  tliey  onoccnpied  by  the  affah-a  of  the 
Church.  Thj  Ladies  too,  by  their  ifidiisrry,  have  raij«ud  about  four 
hundred  dollars,  with  a  part  of  which  a  service  of  silver  will  be  pur- 
chased for  the  Altar,  and  u  siiificieiicy  of  paint  and  oil  for  ilieChurcb 
and  the  Parsonage.  The  remainder  ihi'y  will  aj»propriate  according 
to  their  own  judgment. 

In  addition  lo  the  services  of  Sunday  mornings,  I  hii'^c  aervi%^ibr 
the  colored  pe()ple  in  the  afternom  of  tlie  si'coiid  Sunday  ofcfcry 
month.  And  I  am  ghid  to  say,  ihui  from  :i  commencement  with 
about  six  or  eight,  th«  ciingrc;^aiion  has  increased  to  upwards  of  au 
hundred.  I  never  depart  from  <»ur  ini»nita;jlc  book  of  worship,  both 
in  prayer  and  singin;;,  and  my  plan  is  to  read  to  thfin  and  explain  a 
chapter,  or  as  much  of  one  us  they  seem  capable  to  bear,  insteaJ  of 
a  formal  sermon.

REPORT 

OF 

CHRIST  CHURCH,  MOBILE. 

During  the  past  year  *^  judgment  nnd  mercy  ^*  have  attended  this 
Parish.  It  is  well  known  that  dcbtroyiiit^  sickness  has  carried  off 
nany  of  our  population,  and  desohuiuj;  iircs  have  conbunicd  a  large 
number  of  buildings,  and  much  oihei  property. 

Among  the  buildings  consumed  hy  lire  was  the  temporary  Episco- 
|Ni1  Church.  In  consequence  of  the  new  Church  not  being  finished 
10  early  by  several  months  as  was  expected,  the  congregation  were 
compelled  to  hold  divine  service  in  the  Court  House  until  February, 
wheo  the  new  Church  wns  sufficiently  completed  to  allow  of  itsbf^ing 
occupied.  The  interior  of  the  Church  is  now  entirely  finished,  and 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  votry  to  furnish  it,  and  complete  the  exte- 
rior during  the  ensuing  season.  The  niini^fter  was  compelled  to  be 
absent  during  most  of  the  last  Summer  and  Autimin,  in  consecpience 
t>f  n  severe  nnd  protracted  illness,  hut  the  service  of  the  Church  was 
read  a  pnit  of  the  time  hy  the  Wardens  on  Sunday  mornings. 

In  November  he  n^turned,  and  the  usual  services  have  been 
ngularly  performed,  and  it  ailnrds  him  the  highest  gratification  to 
state  that  an  ancommon  degree  of  religious  sensibility  has  pervaded 
the  congregation  since  that  time.  Under  God  his  labors  have  been 
blessed  in  a  large  increase  to  the  Congregation  and  Communion,  for 
which  he  devcutly  renders  thanks  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church, 
to  whom  alone  belongs  all  the  honor  nnd  nil  tlic  praise. 

On  the  third  Sunday  in  Lent  the  Parish  received  a  very  interesting 
and  profitable  visit  from  the  Ri^ht  Rev.  Ltonidas  Pulk^  D.  D.,  our 
excellent  Southern  Missionary  Bishop,  who  preached  several  times, 
and  administered  the  Apostolic  right  of  Confirmaiinn. 

The  Sunday  School  continues  to  be  very  thmrishing.  The  atten- 
itace  has  been  better  than  ever  before.  The  Teachers  are  all  Com- 
immicants,  who,  with  the  indefati^^able  Su])erintendant,  have  ren- 
Aelrcd  the  School,  through  the  Divine  blessing,  exceedingly  prosper- 
OM.  The  Colored  School  has  been  interrupted  oeveral  imies  from 
rariooa  causes,  but  is  now  in  successful  operation.  The  contributions 
to  benefolent  objects,  have  been  liberal,  when  the  expense  of  building 
the  new  Church,  and  the  calamitous  events  alluded  to  iu  the  begin* 
Aingof  this  Report  are  taken  into  the  account.

The  Minister  of  this  Parish  having  been  absent  from  the  State* 
during  five  months  of  the  year  which  has  passed  since  the  last  Con- 
vention, cannot  give  so  favorable  a  report  as  he  otherwise  might  hare 
given,  and  gladly  would  give  at  this  time.      During  his-  abeeDcer 
his  Church  was  closed,  and  his  flock  without  a  Shepherd,  but  oo  his- 
return  he  found  them  eagerly  looking  for  the  ministrations  to  whieh 
they  had  been  accustomed,  and  which  they  have  since  continued  U> 
receive  with  constantly  increasing  interest  and  attention.

the  Parish  generally,  if  he  neglected  this  opportunity  of  publicly 
expressing  his  deep  sense  of  gratitude  for  the  many  proofs  of  their 
desire  and  determination  to  promote  his  comfort  and  happiness  dur- 
ing the  year  past.     May  God  bestow  upon  them  the  abundance  of  Hia- 
Grace  and  spiritual  benediction,  and  build  them  up  continually  ia 
true  holiness,  for  the  sake  of  his  Son,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Divine  Service  is  read,  and  a  Sermon  preached  twice  on  Sunday, 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  usual  Feasts  and  Festivals  are  uniform- 
ly observed.

During  the  year,  I  have  been  enabled  to  perform  Divine  Service  in 
Mcb  Parish  wi'.h  but  little  interruption.  We  have  had  much  to  en- 
eoarege,  and  much  to  discourage  uis.  Until  the  Fall,  our  services  Iq 
Toscumbia  were  celebrated  in  a  room  used  for  Balls,  Military 
Traioinp,  Idc; — ^thev  are  now  held  in  the  Rev.  W,  H.  C.  Yeage^s 
School  House,  which  is  rather  out  of  the  way,  and  the  Congrega- 
tiom  are  therefore  not  so  large;  the  members  are  regular,  however, 
in  their  attendance,  ond  exhibit  much  interest  in  the  services,  and 
could  the  Church  be  sustained  two  or  three  years  longer,  I  have  no 
^^t  a  good  congregation  could  be  gathered  together.  Uutthe  dif- 
fieuHv  o<  obtaining  a  support,  will,  I  fear,  oblige  me  to  forward  my 
i^ctignation  to  the  committee,  in  which  case,  I  shall  leave  on  or  be- 
forethe  first  day  of  June.     In  this  step,  Bishop  Polk  justifies  me. 

The  prospects  of  the  Church  at  Florence  are  not  so  flourishing— 
the  members  do  not  feel  a  proper  interest  in  its  prosperity,  and  they 
laekfrniness  to  face  the  strong  opposition  we  meet  with. 

The  Episcopal  Church  ii  the  Church  that  Christ  established,  and 

li^  having  promised  to  be  tciih  her  Ministers  always^  no  opposition, 

Irawever  strong,  can  stay  her  prosjress.     Nothing  but  the  luke-worm- 

Mia  and  unfaithfulness  of  her  members,  can  do  that ;  and  woe  be  to 

that  communicant,  who  having  put  bis  hand  to  the  plough,  looks 

btek.    It  is  enough  to  conciliate,  but  we  should  never  compromise. 

On  the  1 1th  day  of  August,  wc  adopted  Articles  of  Association 

which  I  have  forwarded  with  a  request  that  we  be  received  into  union 

with  the  Convention.

REPORT  OF  TRINITY  CHURCH,  LAFAYETTE. 

Since  my  last  report  I  havf;  been  obliged  to  part  with  two  mem- 
bers of  my  Church,  who  have  removed  away*  Our  present  number 
in  the  town  is  four.  I  have  ufiiciated  ut  five  Weddings,  and  hare 
baptized  three  children.  It  is  extremely  difiicult  to  tell  what  feelings 
the  people  in  general  entertain  towards  us,  as  we  still  occupy  the 
Methodist  Church  in  routine  with  two  other  denominations,  but  our 
Services  are  always  well  attended,  and  the  people  are  orderly  and 
respectful.  Several  individuals  have  turned  more  decidedly  io  our 
favor,  and  1  believe  nothing  deters  them  from  casting  in  their  lot 
among  us,  but  the  unfortunate  impression  that  we  cannot  get  moiiej 
to  build  a  Church,  and  are  therefore  not  permanently  settled.  This 
impression  was  strengthened  last  Winter  by  a  report  that  I  was  going' 
to  remove ;  but  if  it  were  in  our  power  to  present  some  ocular  de* 
monstration  of  a  Church,  we  should  have  our  number  doubled  in  less 
than  a  month.  The  present  moment  may  be  looked  upon  as  the 
darkest  page  in  the  history  of  our  enterprise.  In  all  our  demonstra- 
tions, the  people  are  neither  hot  nor  cold ;  there  is  neither  the  voice 
of  prayer  nor  praise,  but  a  listless  assent  to  any  thing.  Even  the 
storm  of  opposition  is  more  pleasanc;  for  the  Minister  of  the  Gos- 
pel is  much  like  a  seaman,  who  has  become  su  inured  to  tempests  and 
storms,  that  he  dreads  nothing  but  a  calm.  It  is  true,  we  hear  some 
sly  hints,  now  and  then,  about  Roman  Catholics,  &c.,  but  from 
quarters  where  prejudice  is  fully  acquitted  by  ignorance.  At  pre- 
sent our  Sunday  School  is  not  large  ;  there  are  from  twelve  to  twen- 
ty scholars,  but  at  no  time  have  I  been  more  encouraged  : — my  onlj 
fear  is,  that  the  parents  of  those  we  have,  may  take  the  alarm,  but  I 
trust  and  believe  some  good  seed  has  already  commenced  springing 
up  in  the  hearts  of  the  Scholars. 

We  suffered  a  great  disappointment  in  not  receiving  a  visit  from 
Bishop  Polk.  There  was  quite  a  stir  made  in  expectation  of  his 
:^ming,  and  the  chagrin  was  yrery  evident  when  I  was  forced  to  an- 
nounce that  he  could  not  come.  We  confidently  expected  six  or 
^eigbt  candidates  for  confirmation.

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The  following  report  from  the  Rev.  Caleb  S.  Ivas,  Missionary  at 
Matagorda,  Republic  of  Texas,  was  received  after  the  udjourniiient 
of  the  Convention,  but  is  spread  upon  the  journal  by  order  of  the 
JPresident : 

REPORT  OF  THE  REV.  CALEB  S.  IVES, 

I^ISSIONARY   AT  MATAGORDA,  REPUBLIC   OF  TEXAS,  TO  THE 
CONVENTION  OF  THE  DIOCESE   OF  ALABAMA. 

AAer  my  report  to  the  last  Conven'.ion,  I  was,  until  the  8th  of  May, 
regularly  employed  here  ns  Missionary ;  when,  by  invitation  of  tho  ci- 
tizens, seconded  and  urged  upon  inc  by  tho  Vestry  of  the  Church,  I  em- 
barked for  the  United  States,  to  solicit  aid  to  build  a  Chjurch  in  tliis 
place.  In  visiting  tho  Churches  in  tho  United  States,  I  was  uniformly 
received  with  kindness  and  aflcction,  and  witnessed,  wherever  I  went, 
the  warmest  interest  in  tho  establishment  and  support  of  the  Church  in 
this  town,  and  in  Texas  generally.  On  arriving  in  the  United  States,  I 
found,  from  the  great  stagnation  of  business,  and  scarcity  of  money,  that 
Dre  hon  selected  a  very  unpropitious  time  for  our  object;  I  however 
recetved,  tc^ether  with  what  we  hope  yet  to  receive,  almost  sufficient  to 
build  us  a  Church.  Tho  funds  I  gathered,  I  lell  in  New  York,  and 
made  a  contract  with  a  gentleman  there  to  procure  the  materials,  and 
prepare  and  ship  out  to  us  a  building,  to  be  thirty-four  by  fifty.five  feet 
on  the  ground,  and  to  contain  eighty  pews.  It  is  to  be  a  wooden  build- 
iqg,  and  when  completed,  will  cost  about  four  tuousand  dollars.  Our 
tewn  is  very  pleasant,  gradually  increasing  in  numbers,  with  a  fair  pros- 
pect  of  being  of  commercial  importance,  having  now  a  population  of  a 
thousand  or  twelve  hundred  persons.  It  is  no  doubt  before  any  other 
pUice  in  the  Republic  in  point  of  tho  quality  of  buildings,  the  tone  of 
moral  feelings,  the  good  order  and  elevated  character  of  tho  society, 
mnd  in  exertion  to  promote  religion  and  learning.  There  is  no  public 
worship  in  Matagorda,  except  the  services  of  the  Church,  and  the 
Church  is  almost  universally  received  with  approbation,  and  in  many 
imlUiDces  with  the  liveliest  interest.  The  continued  and  increasing  at^ 
tendanoe  at  Church,  and  the  general  and  livoly  interest  in  the  services, 
are  highly  commendable,  and  very  encouraging  to  my  feehngs.  We 
iiave  the  same  number  of  communicants  that  I  reported  last  year,  twa 
baviDg  left,  and  two  having  been  added,  one  of  whom  has  recently  joined 
the  communion,  and  the  other  removed  to  the  place.  We  have  an  inter- 
esting Sunday  School,  including  almost  every  chUd  in  town.  And  now 
we  pray  that  the  blessing  of  tue  great  Head  of  the  Church  may  accom- 
pany the  ordinances  and  ministrations  of  his  Gospel  here,  and  through- 
<Nit  the  world,  to  the  renovation  and  sanctification  of  the  wayward  sons 
of  men.

DIWIAND  VisTRT  OP  St.  JoHA'S  ChuRCH." 

S.  This  Church  acknowledges  itself  to  be  a  member  of,  and  to  belong  to,  the  Proteetint 
Episcopal  Charch  in  die  United  States  of  America.  As  soch,  it  accedes  to,  vecqg* 
.  nixes,  and  adopts  the  Constitution,  Canons,  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Alabama,  and  of  the  Protestant  Episc<^ 
pal  Charch  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  acknowledges  tbeir  anthorilj  ■€> 
cordingly. 

3.  Any  member  of  this  Church  or  Association,  who  shall  disclaim  or  refuse  conformity  tt> 

the  said  authoritv,  shall  cease  to  be  a  mt^mber  of  this  Association,  and  shall  not  be 
elected,  or  vote  in  the  election  of  Vextrv-men,  or  exercise  any  office  or  faoctioa  in, 
concerning,  or  connected  with,  the  said  Church  or  Association. 

4.  The  rents  and  revenues  of  this  Association,  shall  be  from  time  to  time  applied  for  the 

maintenance   and  support  of  the  Rector.  Mini.^ters  and  Officers  of  the  said  Chnrcb, 
and  of  the  Church  Church-yard,  and  Parsonage  Hou^e,  and  other  houses  whicb  now 
do,  or  may  hereafter  belong  to  the  said  Association,  and  to  n'j  other  purpuies  what- 
ever. 

5.  Ttie  said  Association,  or  Charch,  or  Trustees,  in  who^e  name  their  propertv  ahall  be 

vested,  shall  not  by  dped,  or  by  an\  other  means,  without  the  consent  of  tne  Bishop 
of  the  Proteitant  t- pi^cnpal  Church,  in  whose  Dioceee  this  Churrh  shall,  for  llw 
time,  canonically  be.  under  his  hand;  or  in  ihe  cane  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Eptacopel ' 
office,  of  the  standing  committee  of  the  said  DioK-ese.  by  a  major  number  thereof, 
under  their  hands  pieviously  had  and  »btai':ed,  ffrnnu  alien,  or  otherwise  dispose  of, 
any  lands,  mei^sua^e^.  tenements,  or  hereditaments,  in  them  vested  for  the  OM  and 
benefit  of  ^aid  Church  or  Congregation,  nor  charge,  nor  encumber  the  same  lo  any 
person  whomsoever.

la  die  aaid  Chnreo ;  Provxdid.  That  until  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the 
Easier  Monday  next  after  the  opening  of  the  said  edifice  for  reffular  worship,  any 
worahippera  in  the  said  Conjrregation,  who  shall  hare  contributed  and  paid  any  sum 
for  the  building  of  the  said  Church,  who  shall  have  contributed  any  sum  to  the  sup* 
poR  of  a  Rector,  or  Mhiiater  thereof  and  not  disqualified  as  aboTO/  shall  be  eadtled 
to  vote  at  the  elecdon  of  Vestrymen.  And  if  the  elecdon  of  Vestrymen  shall  not  be 
ejected  on  Baster  Monday,  it  may  take  place  on  anv  subsequent  day,  nociae  to  that 
•feet  btfing  given  pablicly  to  the  Congregation  en  the  Sunday  immediately  prece* 
ding  the 


No  peraoB  ahall  be  Rector  or  Minister,  or  Aaaistdnt  Minister  of  this  Church,  or  al> 
lowed  to  execute  any  of  the  functiona  of  the  same,  unless  he  shall  be  recognized  by 
the  BiAop  in  whoae  Diocese  this  Church  shall  canonically  be;  or  if  there  be  no 
l^hop,  then  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Proteatant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the 
Siate  of  Alabanm,  aa  a  Miniater  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Cnurch,  in  good  standing. 

Tbn  aaid  Veatry  shall  hare  power  to  elect  two  Church  Wardens,  and  sneh  other  offi- 
eera  aa  may  be  reomred  by  the  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  c^ America,  or  ahall  seem  to  ihem  necessary.

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of 
the  Treasurer,  have  examined  the  same,  and  find  it  correct. 

Since  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  was  handed  in,  the  committee 
have  ascertained  that  the  assesment  of  Christ  Church,  Tuscaiooen, 
h.-is  been  paid,  which  will  leave  the  balance  due  Christ  Churekr  Mo» 
bile,  forty-five  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents. 

The  Committee  would  reeomniend  to  the  Convention  the  appro- 
priation of  fiAy-one  dollar?,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Jnluison  tliirty-six  dollars,  and  to  the  Rev.  V\  H.  Kaiif^on,  fifteen 
dollars,  being  the  amount  of  their  expenses  while  attending  the  trial 
of  the  Reverend  William  Matthews,  during  the  last  Summer. 

To  meet  the  above  sums,  and  to  pay  the  expense  of  printing  the 
Journal  of  this  Convention,  and  other  incidental  expenses,  your 
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connnittee  would  recommend  the  followiog  nssessments  upon  the 
different  Churches  in  the  Diocese,  to  wit:

Tuesday,  28th  Apml,  ISiO.- 

The  Convention  met  (pursuant  to  adjournment)  on  Tuesdajr 
morning,  28th  April,  1840,  at  10  o'clock. 

A  quorum  being  present,  the  Convention  was  opened  with  Prajers 
by  the  President 

The  roll  being  called,  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were* 
read,  amended,  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  made  their  report,  b»' 
follows,  viz : 

**  The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  beg  leave  to  report, 
that  from  an  inspection  of  the  Parochial  Reports,  which  have  been 
submitted  to  them,  and  whicli  embraces  a  view  of  the  condition  of 
most  of  the  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  they  derive  much  satisfiu^n 
and  encouragement  The  Church  is  steadily  growing,  not  only  in 
all  the  elements  of  outward  prosperity,  but  likewise  in  true  holiness, 
which  is  the  best  security  for  its  permanent  establishment  While 
the  elder  Parishes  afford  cheering  evidence,  that  God  has  blessed 
the  patient  and  persevering  efforts  of  His  servants,  to  glori^  his 
name,  some  of  the  new  Parishes  have  given  an  earnest  of  future 
excellence,  which  the  committee  were  not  prepared  to  expect  And 
although  there  are  important  places  in  which  the  Church  has  been 
planted  which  have  not  been  reported  to  the  Convention,  and  which 
it  is  ascertained,  from  various  sources,  arc  unprovided  with  the 
ministrations  of  the  Word,  yet  the  Committee  feel,  that  they  have 
reason  ''to  thank  and  take  courage,"  when  the  whole  state  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese  is  fairly  viewed.  This  conclusion  they  feel 
inclined  to  adopt,  the  more  readily,  when  they  consider  that  the 
Church  has  never  yet  been  presented  in  its  completeness,  but  has 
been  hitherto  without  a  head — shorn  of  its  chief  glory  and  its  great- 
est strength.  Having  no  Bishop,  and  enjoying  only  occasional  su- 
pervision, (which,  although  not  sufficient  for  our  wants,  is  yet  ac- 
knowledged with  deep  gratification,)  the  Diocese  could  not  reasona- 
bly be  expected  to  grow  witli  that  rapidity,  which  has  marked  the 
progrress  of  other  Dioceses  having  a  complete  organization.  When 
this  want  shall  be  supplied,  which  we  hope  and  pray  may  be  as  spee- 
dily as  possible,  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  there  will  be 
any  limit  to  the  advancement  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  but  that 
whieh  our  own  unfaithfulness  may  impose. 

The  following  summary  of  the  statistical  information  from  eight 
Parishes,  viz:  Christ  Church  Mobile,  Christ  Church,  Tuscaloosa, 
St.  Paul's   Church,   Greensboro,'   St.  Peter's  Church,    Lowndes 
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oounty,  St.  James*  Churchi  Liviagston,  St  Johii*S|  Tpscuinbia,  Tri- 
laitj  Chnreh,  Lafayette;  Trioitj  Church,  Florencei  ( a  'HiBision- 
curr  Btatioiii)  aad  Sl  John's  Church,  in  the  Prairies,  Greene  county, 
-^^ill  fully  warrant  the  opinions  above  expressed  in  regard  to  the  con- 
dition and  prospects  of  the  Church.

The  Parishes  from  which  no  repotts  were  presented,  are  the  fol- 
lowing :— St*  Paul's  Church,  Selma;  Christ  Church,  Wetumpka ; 
St.  John's  Church,  Montgomery;  St.  Luke's  Church,  Cahawba; 
Christ  Church,  Haynes?iile ;  Su  Paul's  Church,  CarlowTille ;  St 
Hicliaers  Church,  Marion. 

Of  these  Parishes,  there  are  four  which  are  now  unprovided  with 
Miqisters,  viz :  St  Michael's  Church,  Marion ;  Christ  Church, 
HajrnesTille:  (these  are  small  and  recently  organized  Parishes,  in 
which  there  are  no  places  set  apart  for  public  worshii^)  Christ 
Chprch,  Wetumpka,  and  St.  John's,  Montgomery,  in  which  there 
are  substantial  brick  churches,  and  should  be  settled  Ministers. 

In  view  of  these  faott*,  the  committee  are  constrained  to  utter  one 
cry  of  laowntation,  amidst  the  rejoicing  in  which  they  have  been 
.  inclined  to  indulge  on  a  survey  of  the  whole  Diocese,  and  to  repeat 
jtkeir  earnest  pipiyer,  that  we  may  be  soon  permitted  to  enjoy  the 
exclusive  care  and  supervision  of  a  Bishop,  who  shall,  under  God, 
and  by  the  help  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  enabled  "  to  strengthen  such 
as  do  stand,  to  comfort  and  help  the  weak-hearted,  and  to  raise  up 
those  who  fall." 

The  Committee  cannot  conclude  their  report,  without  expressing 
their  sense  of  the  importance  of  having  a  full  representation  of  the 
Parishes  constituting  the  Diocese,  in  the  Convention  thereof,  es- 
yeeially  at  a  time,  when  questions  deeply  affecting  the  welfare  of 
the  Church,  may  be  expected  to  come  before  the  Convention.  And 
they  would  express  the  hope,  that  in  future,  no  Parish  will  neglect 
to  appoint  a  delegation,  whether  it  be  provided  with  a  Minister  or 
■ot  Some  of  the  Parishes  are  very  attentive  to  this  matter ;  but 
dien  we  shall  be  most  prosperous  when  all  shall  feel  that  the  exer- 
cise of  a  franchise  involving  interests  so  important,  is  a  duiy^  which 
as  Churchmen,  they  ihouUT  neVer  neglect

The  Committee  of  Enquiry,  having  returned,  through  their  chair* 
man,  reported  verbally — "  That  the  committee  did  not  come  to  a  de- 
finite conclusion  upon  the  question  before  them,  arising  from  the 
fact  that  there  was  a  tie,  and  that  the  chairman  felt  it  a  matter  of 
such  importance  and  delicacy,  that  he  did  not  wish  to  assume  the 
responsibility  of  determining  it  by  a  casting  vote,  but  would  rather 
submit  to  the  Convention  the  facts,  and  let  that  body  act  upon  sneh 
iact9. 

This  report  drew  forth  a  lengthy  and  highly  interesting  debate, 
in  which  Messrs.  Martin  and  Tf7itn  supported  the  affirmative  aide  of 
the  question— opposed  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hanson^  Sawyer  and 
Johntan ; — when,  on  the  requisition  of  five  members,  the  Convention 
voted  by  orders  on  the  question — *'  Is  this  Diocese  canonically  enti- 
tled to  elect  a  Bishop  at  this  Convention  ?'*

The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the

3.-— The  Bishop,  or  if  the  Episcopate  be  Yacantp  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  power,  ^hen  it  appears  requisite  for  the 
good  of  the  Church,  to  call  a  Special  Con?ention  by  a  circular  letter 
to  the  scYeral  Churches.  There  shall  not  be  less  tnan  eight  weeks^ 
notice  previous  to  the  day  appointed ;  and  such  meeting  shall  be 
holden  where  the  authority  calling  it  shall  determine ;  and  at  such 
Special  Conyention,  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that

Art.  0.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in 
Convention.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  as  follows : — ^The 
clei|7  shall  vote  by  ballot  for  some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of 
Bishop,  and  in  the  primary  election,  six  Presbyters  shall  be  present 
in  convention!  who  shall  have  been  in  ecclesiastical  connexion  with 
the  Diocese  at  least  twelve  months  prior  to  the  election,  and  shall 
have  officiated  in  some  Parish  or  Parishes,  who  is,  or  are,  in  union 
with  the  Convention  during  the  said  time ;  and  in  all  elections  there- 
after, two-thirds  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  requisite  to 
determine  the  choice.  The  nomination  thus  made  shall  be  commu- 
nicated to  the  lay  members,  who  shall  proceed  to  vote  by  ballot, 
whether  to  receive  or  reject  it,  two  thirds  of  whom  shall  be  necessa- 
ry to  confirm  the  election.

The  Vefltries  of  the  several  coogregations  compovioflr  the 
Church  ia  this  State,  and  if  there  be  no  vestry,  the  congregatioBS 
shall  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
elect  a  number  of  Delegates,  not  exceeding  five  to  represent  them  in 
the  Convention  of  the  State,  and  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  jear,  whoy 
before  they  shall  be  permitted  to  take  their  seats  in  the  convention, 
shall  produce  a  certificate  of  their  election.

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CaHon  2.  Two  mcnilicrs  of  the  clerical  order,  and  a  delegate  or 
delegates  of  the  lay  order,  from  three  churches  sliall,  togetlieri  consti- 
lute  a  quorum  for  the  trausnction  of  business,  hut  a  snmller  miiiibcr 
mnj  adjourn. 

CANOir  3.  The  representatives  of  any  congregation  licreafter  or- 
^nized  within  this  State,  8hall  he  admitted  to  a  scat  in  this  convcu- 
tioo,  by  a  vote  of  tlie  same. 

Canon  4.  When  a  Special  Convention  is  called,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary,  in  using  the  notification,  to  specify  the  busi- 
ness and  purpose  for  which  tlie  convention  is  assembled.

Every  trial  of  a  Clergyman  in  this  Diocese  for  mbbcharior,  dnll 
be  on  presentment  made  to  the  iiisliop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  tft 
the  clerical  members  of  the  standing  committee,  signed  by  two 
thirds  of  the  whole  Vestry  of  any  Church,  of  which  the  accused  is» 
or  has  been  a  Minister,  or  by  any  two  Presbyters  of  tlie  DioceM«  ot 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Canon  12. — Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

For  the  trial  of  every  ClergyranQ,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  he  Mm 
Bishop,  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  ap- 
point six  Presbyters,  if  there  are  six  in  the  Diocese,  and  if  there  be 
not  six  in  the  Diocese,  then  any  number  more  than  three,  for  tiyiatf 
the  accused  person ;  from  which  number,  the  accused  person  ihaU 
choose  three,  who  shall  be  constituted  a  board  for  the  trial  of  the  ao* 
cused  person. 

The  Bishop,  or  Clerical  members  aforesaid,  shall  fix  the  time  and 
place  of  trial,  of  which  at  least  a  month's  notice  shall  be  given  to 
the  person  accused,  and  should  he  neglect  or  refuse  to  attendt  the 
trial  shall  proceed.    The  board  thus  constituted,  shall  examine  ful^ 
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the  charges  alleged,  and  keep  a  minute  and  accurate  record  of  tM 
testimony  of  the  witnesses,  and  of  every  question  and  proceeding  that  j 
comes  before  them.  No  charge  shall  be  substantiated  on  the  testi'  k 
mony  of  less  than  two  witnesses.  On  the  examination  of  any  wit-  ^ 
ness,  should  the  accused  party  require  ity  an  oath  or  affirmation  ihaB 
be  administered  by  a  magistrate^  In  all  questions,  a  unanimoaa 
vote  of  the  Board  shall  be  necessary  to  conviction.  Having  come 
to  a  decision,  the  Board  shall  communicate  their  decision  to  the  | 
Bishop  or  Clerical  members  aforesaid ;  and  also,  in  case  they  have  \ 
found  the  accused  guilty,  the  sentence  which  in  their  opinion  ahooU 
be  pronounced.  A  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  their  prooeedinii 
shall  be  laid  before  the  Bishop,  and  his  judgment  in  the  case  be  fi- 
nal, and  should  there  be  no  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Clerical  mem* 
bers,  shall  submit  the  record,  decision  and  proposed  sentence,  to 
some  convenient  Bishop,  whose  judgment  in  the  case  shall  he  finaL

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


TusKALOosA,  May  7,  1841. 

This  being  tlie  day  appointed  by  a  Resolution  of  the  last 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  for  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  same,  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assem* 
bled  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.  in  Christ  Church  in  the  City  of  Tuska- 
loosa,  the  same  having  been  appointed  as  the  place  of  meeting* 

The  Convention  having  been  called  to  order,  the  Rev.  N.  P. 
KifAFP  viras  requested  to  take  the  Chair,  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Nixon 
was  appointed  Secretary  pro  tempore.  The  Secretary  then 
proceeded  to  call  the  names  of  such  Clergymen  as  were  enti- 
tled to  seats  in  the  Convention,  when  the  following  gentlemen 
were  found  to  be  present,  and  took  their  seats  as  members,  viz:

A  constllulional  quorum  being  present,  the  Convention  was 
declared  duly  organized.

The  President  having  taken  the  Chair,  the  Convention  a- 
dopted  the  following 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

Rule  1.  The  br.sincss  of  the  first  day  of  the  session  of  every 
Convention  shall  be  introduced  bv  the  mornini]^  service  of  tho 
Church,  read  by  the  President,  or  by  a  clerical  member  ap- 
pointed by  him  ;  and  that  of  each  succeeding  day  by  such 
prayers  as  he  may  select  from  the  Liturgy. 

Rule  2.  The  order  of  transacting  the  business  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  be — First.  The  appointment  of  a  President,  (if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  or  if  he  be  absent,)  and  a  Secretary,  pro 
tern.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call,  in  alphabetical  order,  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats.  He  shall  next  call  the 
Churches  entitled  to  representation  ;  when  the  Delegates  shall 
lav  their  certificates  on  the  Secretarv's  table.  These  shall  be 
referred  to  a  committee  of  thrce,*'who  shall  forthwith  examine 
them,  and  report  to  the  Convention.  A  (constitutional  quorum 
having  been  found  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Con- 
vention dulv  orr^janized. 

Rule  3.  The  further  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows  : 
1.  The  appointment  of  a  President  from  among  the  clerical 
members  present,  if  there  be  no  Bisliop,  or  if  he  be  absent.  2. 
The  appointment  of  a  Secretary.  3.  The  consideration  of  the 
application  of  Churches  or  Parib;hcs  for  admission  into  union 
with  the  Convention.  4.  Tho  api)ointincnt,  by  the  President, 
of  Standing  Committees,  viz:  the  Committeo  on  the  state  of  the 
Church — the  Committee  on  Finance — the  Committee  on  Unfi- 
nished Business.  5.  The  annual  address  of  the  Bishop,  if  there 
be  one,  and  he  be  present,  (j.  The  annual  communication  of 
the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.  7.  Tlie  reports  of 
Committees  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  with  instruction 
to  report  to  this  Convention.  8.  The  reading  of  the  Parochial 
reports.     0.  The  election  of  the  standing  conunittec  of  the  Dio- 


ccsc,  by  ballot.  10.  The  election  of  delegates  to  the  General 
Convention,  by  ballot.  11.  Reports  to  be  called  for.  12.  Mis- 
cellaneous business. 

Rule  4.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  stand  up  unless  to  address  the 
President. 

Rule  5.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  pre- 
sent any  subject  to  the  Convention,  he  shall^  with  due  respect, 
address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly  to 
the  matter  before  the  Convention. 

Rule  G.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sessions 
of  the  Convention,  unless  he  have  leave  from  the  President,  or 
be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  7.  No  member  shall  speak  move  than  twice  upon  the 
subject  in  debate,  unless  he  have  leave  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  8.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as 
the  decision  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  again  discussed^ 
unless  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Convention  :  Pro* 
videdj  howevej',  that  any  member  of  the  Convention  voting  in 
the  aiBrmativc,  may,  on  the  same  day  in  which  the  vote  is  ta- 
ken, move  for  a  re-consideration  of  the  said  vote. 

Rule  9.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  or  be  considered  as  be- 
fore the  Convention,  (except  a  motion  to  adjourn,)  unless  se- 
conded, and  reduced  to  writing  by  the  mover,  and  read  by  the 
Secretary. 

Rule  10.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other 
motion  shall  be  made,  except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit, 
or  to  postpone.  A  motion  to  adjourn,  however,  shall  always 
be  in  order,  and  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  11.  A  question  on  amendment  shall  be  decided  before 
the  original  motion. 

Rule  12.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present,  when  the 
question  is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested, 
or  be  excused  from  votin/?  bv  the  Convention. 
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A  recess  was  then  declared  for  the  celebration  of  Divine 
Service. '  Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  Rev.  J.  J,  Soonv  as- 
sisted by  Rev.  James  Young,  who  read  the  Lessons;  and  a  Sar- 
mon  was  preached  by  Rev.  J.  E.  Sawyer.

The  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  proposed  at  the  laai 
Convention,  and  approved  by  the  constitutional  majprity»  were 
taken  up  for  final  consideration ;  and,  after  much  discuasioii  upon 
the  sixth  article,  were  fully  ratified  by  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  half  past  three  o'clook.

1.  Resolved,  That  Ibis  Convention  is  of  opinion  that  such  a  Society  as  that 
contemplated  bj  the  resolutiun  of  the  Inst  Convcniiun,  is  of  gnat  importance  to 
the  prosperity  of  thiH  Diocese :  but  that  .while  weightier  suhjectp,  involving  spi. 
ritual  interests,  are  before  us,  it  is  thouprht  inexpedient  to  take  this  in  hand. 

2.  Resolved,  That  this  Convent ion^  fully  impressed  with   the  importance  of 
providing  some  permanent  means  of  relief  for  the  funiilics  of  the  less  favored  dc^ 
ceased  Clergy,  whose  lot  may  bo  cast  among  us — having  neither  temporal  inheri- 
tance nor  depcndancc — recommrnd  to  the  clergy  and  Ltiily  of  the  diocese  at  large, 
the  immediate  formation  of  a  voluntary  association  which  may  answer  this  end.

The  Rev.  James  Young  presented  the  following  Articles  of 
Association  of  Trinity  Church,  Florence,  and  requested  that 
said  Church  might  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention. 

ARTICLES   OF   ASSOCIATION 

OF  TRINITY  CHURCH,  FLORENCE,  ALABAMA. 

Whereas,  we  the  undersigned  persons,  togctlicr  with  others,  have  associated  tou 
gcther  for  the  porposc  of  forming  and  establishing  a  Church  in  which  the  worship 
of  God  shall  bo  conducted  according  to  the  faith  and  discipline  of  Uief  t.  Epis. 
Church  of  the  U.  S.  of  America,  and  have  for  that  purpose  formed  a  congregation 
at  Florence,  in  the  State  of  Alabama — and  now,  this  April  17th,  184Q,  worshiping 
in  Florence,  we  do  hereby  declare  the  following  to  be  tlic  objects,  articles,  and 
conditions  of  our  Association. 

Article  1.  The  name  of  tlie  Association  sirall  be  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  ' 
Vestrymen  of  Trinity  Church. 

Art.  2.  This  Church  acknowledges  itself  to  be  a  member  of,  and  to  belong  to 
the  Frot.  Epis.  Church  in  the  State  of  Ala.  and  the  Frot.  Epis.  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  of  America:  As  such  it  accedes  to,  recognises  and  adopts  the  constitution, 
canons,  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Frot.  Epis.  Church  in  the  State 
of  Ala.  and  of  the  Frot.  Epis.  Church  in  the  U.  S.  of  America,  and  acknowledges 
their  authority  accordingly. 

Art.  3.  Any  member  of  this  Church  or  association,  wlio  shall  disclaim,,  or  re. 
fuse  conformity  to  the  said  authority,  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  this  associa- 
tion, and  shall  not  be  elected,  or  vote  in  the  election  of  Vestrymen ;  or  exercise 
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my  office  or  function  in,  concerning,  or  connected  with  the  said  Church  or 
ciaUcm. 

Art.  4.  The  rents  and  rcycnues  of  this  Association  sliall  be  (from  time  to  time) 
apph'ed  to  tho  maintenance  and  support  of  the  Rector,  Ministers  and  officers  of 
the  said  Church,Church  and  Church  Yard,  and  Parsonage  house  and  other  houses, 
which  now  do  or  may  belong  to  the  said  Association,  and  to  no  other  purposes 
whatever. 

Art.  5.  The  said  Association,  or  Church,  or  Trustees  in  whose  name  their 
property  shall  be  vested,  shall  not  by  deed,  or  by  any  other  means,  without  tho 
consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Prot.  Epis.  Church  in  whose  Diocese  this  Church 
shall,  for  the  time  canonically  be,  under  his  hand— or  (in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopal  office,)  of  tho  standing  committee  of  the  said  Diocese,  by  a  migor 
number  tliercof,  under  their  hands,  previously  had  and  obtained — ^gront,  alien,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of,  any  lands,  messuages,  tenements  or  hereditaments  in  them 
Tested  for  tlie  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  Church  or  congregation ;  nor  charge  nor 
encomber  the  same  to  any  person  whomsoever. 

Art.  6.  The  Rector  of  this  Church  shall  be  elected  by  the  Wardens  and  Ves. 
trjmen  in  open  meeting  duly  convened  for  that  purpose.  The  Vestry  of  this 
Church  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  two,  nor  more  than  seven  persons,  members 
of  the  said  Church,  or  attendants  upon  her  services,  who  shall  continue  in  office 
one  year,  and  until  others  be  chosen ;  and  tho  election  of  said  Vestrymen  shall 
be  made  annually,  on  Easter  Monday,  by  a  majority  of  such  persons,  worshippers 
in  the  said  Church,  and  not  disqualified  under  tho  second  of  these  articles, — as 
shall  appear  by  the  Vestry  books  to  have  paid  for  two  successive  years  immediately 
preceding  the  time  of  tho  election,  the  full  rent  of  a  pew  in  tho  said  Church  : 
Provided,  That  until  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  Easter  Monday  next 
after  the  opening  of  the  said  Churcli  edifice  for  regular  worship,  any  worshippers 
in  the  said  congregation,  who  shall  have  contributed  and  paid  any  sum  to  the  sup. 
port  of  the  Rector  or  Minister  thereof  and  not  disqualified  as  above,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  vote  at  the  election ;  and  if  the  election  of  Vestrymen  be  not  effiscted  on 
Easter  Monday,  it  may  take  place  on  any  subsequent  day;  notice  to  that  cffaci  be. 
ing  given  publicly  to  the  congregation  on  the  Sunday  immediately  preceding  tho 
same. 

AaT.  7.  No  person  shall  bo  Rector,  or  Minister  or  Assistant  Minister  of  this 
Church,  or  allowed  to  execute  any  of  the  functions  of  the  same,  unless  he  shall 
bo  recognized  by  tho  Bishop  in  whose  Diocese  this  Churoh  shall  canonically  be ; 
or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  standing  committee  of  tho  Prot.  Epis.  Church 
in  the  State  of  Alabama,  as  a  Minister  of  the  Prot.  Epis.  Church  in  good  standing. 
And  this  Church  shall  not  be  usctl  for  any  other  purpose  tlian  th?  celebration  of 
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DiWno  Worship  according  to  the  usages  of  the  Prot.  Epis.  Church,  by  a  Miniater 
thereof. 

Akt.  8.  The  said  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  elect  two  Church  Wardena,  and 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  required  by  the  Canons  of  the  Prot  Epis.  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  of  America,  or  by  the  constitution  and  Canons  of  the  said  Church  in 
Ala.  or  shall  seem  to  them  to  be  necessary — they  shall  exercise  all  ofher  powers 
customarily  belonging  to  their  office,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorshq^, 
shall  exercise  all  the  powers,  by  these  articles  vested  in  the  Rector,  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen :  Provided  always^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen  to  elect  another  Rector  to  supply  such  vacancy  as  soon  as  oonven. 
iently  may  be. 

Art.  9.  In  case  of  the  dissolution  of  this  Association  for  any  cause  whatever, 
the  lands,  tenements,  and  other  estate,  real  or  personal,  if  such  there  be,  shall  vest 
in  the  Bishop  of  the  Prot.  Epis.  Church,  in  whose  Diocese  this  Church  may,  at 
the  time,  be,  and  his  canonical  successors ;  to  be  by  him  and  them  held  in  trust  for 
the  benefit  of  a  future  congregation  of  members  of  the  Prot.  Epis,  Church,  which 
may  be  formed  in  the  same  vicinity,  and  upon  the  same  principles  as  the  present 
congregation  and  this  Asfociaticn.  JAMES  YOUNG.

When  the  Minister  of  this  Church  casts  his  thoughts  back 
six  years,  and  recollects  that  then  there  were  but  twenty-eight 
communicants,  and  that  the  congregation  could  then  be  held  in 
a  house  not  half  the  size  of  the  present  beautiful  edifice,  which 
they  have  recently  erected,^with  a  liberality  that  never  tires — 
and  which  the  constantly  increasing  number  of  worshippers 
demanded, — he  feels  impelled  to  raise  his  heart  in  gratitude  to 
the  Supreme  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  "  great  tilings"  which 
He  has  done  for  them. 
The  new  Church  was  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty 
,  God — Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost — ^by  the  Right  Reverend 
Leoxidas  Polk,  D.  D.  provisional  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  on  the 
second  Sunday  in  Lent.  The  holy  rite  of  Confirmation  was 
also  administered  to  seventeen  persons,  one  of  whom  belong- 
ed to  another  Parish.  There,  probably,  would  have  been  as 
many  more  candidates  for  that  solemn  rite,  if  the  Bishop  had 
not  arrived  nearly  a  month  earlier  than  he  was  expected. 

There  are,  at  this  time,  two  flourishing  Sunday  Schools  con- 
nected with  the  Parish ;  one  of  which  is  held  in  the  Parish 

* 

Church,  in  the  morning ;  the  other  in  the  afternoon,  in  a  hired 
room  in  the  upper  part  of  the  City, 

The  exercises  of  the  colored  School,  which  had  been  sus- 
pended during  the  winter,  were  commenced  again,  a  few  Sun- 
days ago,  under  very  favorable  auspices. 

During  the  past  winter,  the  Church  has  been  furnished  with 
a  large  and  elegant  Organ,  at  a  cost  of  about  three  thousand 
dollars;  more  than  half  of  which  was  raised  by  private  subscrip- 
tion ;  with  Cushions  for  the  Pews,  and  with  Cushions  and 
Hangings  for  the  Desk  and  Pulpit.  The  Ladies  of  the  Parish 
furnished  the  Desk  with  a  beautiful  Bible  and  Prayer  Book. 

In  view  of  these  great  blessings,  the  Minister  feels  and  ac- 
knowledges his  gratitude  to  his  people  for  the  liberal  and  afiec- 


tjonatc  manner  in  wliich  they  have  sustained  liim,  and  for  Ihc 
zeal  which  they  have  manifested  in  beautifying  the  House  of 
the  Lord ;  and  he  would  pray  more  earnestly  than  ever  to  the 
Lord  of  the  Harvest,  for  the  outpouring  of  the  blessed  Spirit  of 
God,  and  for  the  increase  of  pure  and  Evangelical  Religion ; 
never  forgetting,  "  in  all  our  doings,**  that,  unless  they  be  ac 
companied  by  the  good  Spirit  of  God,  they  will  avail  nothing  ; 
but  that,  when  they  are  so  accompanied,  they  must  prove 
mighty,  through  God,  to  the  conversion  and  salvation  of  the 
Soul.  '

Remarks. — One  of  the  deaths  above  reported,  was  that  of  a» 
intelligent  and  pious  young  Church-man,  who  had  for  some  time 
been  a  Vestry-man,  and  the  Junior  Warden  of  our  Church. — 
He  was  also  a  Delegate  to  the  last  Convention,  and  while  in 
Mobile,  for  that  purpose,  he  was  unexpectedly  summoned  home^ 
to  attend  on  a  sick  member  of  his  family,  who,  I  am  happy  to 
say,  recovered;  but  he  was  suddenly  removed  from  the  com- 
munion of  Saints  on  earth,  to  the  society  and  fellowship  of  just 
men  made  perfect  in  Heaven.  I  believe  that  this  (as  well  as 
other  instances  of  death  among  us,)  has  been  overruled,  in  an 
especial  manner,  for  the  benefit  of  the  living. 

The  incumbent  of  this  Parish,  cannot  refrain  from  recording 
in  this  Report,  his  gratitude  to  God,  for  whatever  of  successr 


\ins  attended  hn  eteftions  in  behalf  of  Christ  and  the  Church* 
Building  on  **  no  man's  foundation,''  but  attempting  to  put  up 
a  new  edifice,  he  is  not  discouraged  that  so  little  has,  as  yet 
been  accomplidied.  Pursuing  the  figure,  he  can  say,  with 
some  degree  of  confidence,  that  the  materials  are  in  active 
preparation  for  the  future  superstruc*ure. 

Amid  some  inconveniences,  and  not  wholly  without  opposi- 
tion, I  have  endeavored  to  inform  the  minds  Of  the  people  as  to 
the  distinctive  features  of  the  Church,  and  preaching  "  Christ 
Crucified,"  to  all  who  have  attended  on  my  ministry,  1  have  good 
evidence  that  a  few  have  become  Church-men,  and  that  o- 
thers,  who  had  already  "  chosen  the  better  part,"  have  become 
more  firmly  wedded  to  the  Gospel  in  the  Church. 

It  is  due  to  the  ladies  of  the  congregation,  as  well  as  toothers, 
who  cheerfully  assisted  them,  that  I  should  here  state,  that,  (af- 
ter a  preparation  which  they  regret  had  not  been  longer,)  on 
Tuesday  of  Easter- week,  they  had  a  Fair ;  the  proceeds  of 
which,  $414  12,  they  have  deposited  in  the  hands  of  our  Trea- 
surer, as  an  appropriation  towards  building  a  Church  edifice. 
In  this  matter  the  Parishioners  seem  deeply  interested,  and  I 
hope  the  result  will  be  favorablow

REPORT 

Of  tHE  Rev*  Caleb  S.  Ives,  Missionary  ia  Matagofda^  JZe- 

jmblic  of  Texas. 

I  have  labored  regularly  and  uninterruptedly  in  the  same 
field  I  occupied  the  last  year,  with  the  following  exceptions. — 
On  the  first,  second,  and  third  Sundays  in  Aufrust,  I  was,  from 
an  attack  of  bilious  fever,  tinaWe  to  officiate ,  and  on  the  se- 
cond Sunday  in  September,  I  was  unable  to  do  so  from  inter- 
mittent fever.  On  the  fourth  Sunday  of  August, — oi>  the  third 
of  September — the  first  and  fourth  of  October,  I  was,  for  the 
above  causes,  only  able  to  read  the  morning  service.  On  the 
first  Sunday  in  May,  and  the  second  in  October, — the  room 
and  seats— the  use  of  which  the  Masonic  Lodge  of  tfcis  place 
gratuitously  affords  us — were  otherwise  occupied  ;  so  that  we 
had  no  services  on  those  days.  The  first  four  Sundays  in  De- 
cember, I  was  absent  on  a  tour  to  our  scat  of  government, 
%vhere  I  went  to  regain  the  health  and  strength  I  had,  by  the 
above  mentioned  fevers,  lost.  During  this  tour,  I  preached 
twice  in  Austin — administered  the  communion — and  also  bap- 
tism to  one  adult,  (a  lady,)  and  to  two  infants  ;  and  on  my  re- 
turn, I  preached  once  in  Bastrop. 

On  such  of  the  Festivals  and  Fasts  as  it  is  customary  to  do 
so,  and  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month,  I  have  administered 
the  Holy  Communion,  except  interrupted  by  the  same  causes 
which  I  have  already  mentioned,  as  preventing  my  officiating 
altogether. 

We  have  now,  by  the  favor  of  God,  a  Church  almost  com- 
pleted ;  that  is,  almost  ready  for  lath  and  plastering,  which 
is  as  far  as  our  means  will  allow  us  to  go.  The  building 
is  a  plain,  yet  very  respectable  one — (of  wood) — with  Church 
room  sufficient  for  the  whole  town,  for  the  present.     The  ma- 
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terials  were  procured,  and  fitted  for  erectioti,  in  New- York, 
and  shipped  out  to  us.  The  Church  has  already  cost  us  at 
least  #3,500,  a  third  or  more  of  which  we  have  raised  here 
•among  ourselves,  and  for  tlie  rest  we  are  indebted  to  the  mu- 
nificence of  our  brethren  in  the  United  States.  And* here,  I 
avail  myself  of  the  opportunity,  of  rendering,  in  the  name  of 
our  Parish,  our  heart-felt  gratitude  to  those,  :who  have  so  gene* 
rously  aided  us  in  this  good  work,  and  in  our  time  of  need. 

We  arc  daily  looking  for  the  arrival  of  Bishop  Polk»  from 
the  United  States,  to  consecrate  the  Church,  to  administer  con* 
iirmation,  and  to  do  all  other  things  needed  to  build  us  up  in 
the  faith  of  the  GospeL  We  have  now,  nine  or  ten  ready  for 
confirmation. 

Baptisms,  (adults,)  7 ;  white  children,  20 ;  colored,  14 ;  to-^ 
tal,  41.  One  of  the  adults  was  baptized  by  immersion,  ^ar* 
riagesy  5.  Funerals,  6.  Communicants,  12 — besides  4  remov- 
ed. Of  these,  8  have  been  added  the  last  year — 5  new  ones» 
and  3  by  removals  to  the  place.  Sunday  School  Teachers,  9. 
•Scholars,  38. 

As  is  the  case  in  all  communities,  there  is  here  a  lamentaUa 
deficiency  in  attending  to  the  great  concern  of  a  preparation 
for  death ;  yet  I  most  devoutly  thank  God,  that  there  is  here  and 
there  one  among  us,  who  would  be  wise  unto  salvation, 
who  comes  out  and  devotes  himself  to  God,  and  thus  gives  his 
influence  in  favor  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  We  are,  moreover, 
at  amity  with  ourselves,  notwithstanding  occasional  attempts  to 
the  contrary  ;  and  the  whole  community,  with  very  few  ex- 
ceptions, are  interested  in  the  establishment  and  progress  of 
the  Church.  Indeed,  my  heart  glows  with  gratitude  to  God, 
in  saying,  that  when  the  present  state  of  things,  as  regards  the 
Gospel  and  the  Church  of  Christ,  is  compared  with  what  it  was 
when  I  came  here,  I  consider  this  a  bright  spot.

Our  Church  has  been  gradually  increasingthrough  the  course 
of  the  past  year ;  but  such  is  the  general  gloom  that  hangs  over 
all  classes  of  society,  that  all  financial  aid — so  necessary  in  an 
infant  Parish — has  been  entirely  cut  off  from  us;  and  we  have 
been  laboring,  with  liope  deferred,  until  we  have  almost  given 
up  all  idea  of  seeing  a  comfortable  ^Church  erected  for  some* 
yiears.  This  is  the  main  point,  (next  to  a  calm,  rational  expo*- 
sition  of  the  Scriptures,)  at  which  I  have  aimed.  So  far  as  to 
outward  deportment,  remarks  have  afready  been  made,  highly 
creditable  to  the  Church.  Surrounded  as  we  are,  by  the  gross*- 
est  corruptions,  it  is  extremely  difficukto  maintain  the  dignity, 
as  well  as  the  spirit  of  Christ's  religion.  Our  present  temp<K 
rary  Church  is  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  town,  nni 
by  no  means  as  agreeable  as  we  could  desire ;  but  we  have* 
reason  to  be  thcmkful  that,  hitherto,  the  Lord  hath  helped  us*.

A  letter  was  also  laid  before  the  Committee  from  the  Bishop  of  NewJTorsoy, 
giving  the  canonical  notice  that  he  had  displaced  from  the  Ministry  the  Rev.

REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  Re* 
port  to  the  Convention,  that  from  an  inspection  of  the  Parochial 
Returns^  which  have  been  submitted  to  them,  they  have  been 
induced  to  form  a  favorable  estimate  of  the  ecclesiastical  affairs 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Church  seems  steadily,  though  slowly  increasing  in  tem- 
poral prosperity  and  spiritual  holiness,  which  afford  the  best 
security  for  its  permanent  establishment.  But  while  this  cheer- 
ing evidence  is  permitted  us  by  a  gracious  God,  the  Committee 
arc  constrained  to  reiterate  their  laments,  that  we  are  yet  with- 
out a  Diocesan  Bishop  to  guide  and  strengthen  our  efforts  to 
promote  the  prosperity  of  our  branch  of  God's  Holy  Catholic 
Church.  This  deficiency  in  our  organization  is  an  unhappy 
anomaly,  which  requires  the  Convention  to  put  forth  all  its  en- 
ergies to  remedy,  as  expeditiously  as  possible.  We  may  then 
hope  to  see  our  beloved  Zion  extend  her  borders,  and  array 
herself  in  all  the  beauty  and  strength  of  majesty  and  true  Holi- 
ness.

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On  motion,  the  above  Report  was  accepted. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hanson,  from  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Busf* 
ness,  reported  verbally,  that  there  was  no  unfinished  business 
before  the  Convention. 

Inquiry  having  been  made  respecting  the  agency  for  raising 
a  fund  for  the  support  of  a  Bishop,  Rev.  Mr.  Scott  reported, 
that  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  last  Convention,  he  had 
been  appointed  the  substitute  of  the  Agent  for  collecting  contri- 
butions to  a  Bishop's  fund ;  and  that  on  inquiry,  it  was  not 
deemed  expedient  to  attempt  making  collections  for  that  pur- 
pose, in  the  present  depressed  state  of  the  pecuniary  resource* 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  expediency  of  c* 
lecting  a  Bishop  at  the  present  Convention,  were,  on  motion, 
permitted  to  retire  and  prepare  their  Report. 

After  a  short  recess,  Rev.  Mr.  Sawyer,  on  behalf  of  said 
Committee,  reported  to  the  Convention,  that  they  had  come  to 
the  conclusion,  though  not  with  entire  unanimity,  that  it  was  in- 
expedient to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  at  this  lime. 

A  motion  having  been  made  and  seconded,  that  the  report  be 
accepted,  inquiry  was  made  for  the  reasons  which  moved  the 
majority  of  the  Committee  to  this  conclusion ;  when  it  appear- 
ed that  there  were  two  principal  reasons  which  influenced  their 
minds  :  first,  the  supposed  want  of  canonicf  1  right  to  elect  a 
Bishop  at  this  Convention,  on  the  ground  that  the  2d  section  of 
Canon  1  of  the  General  Convention  of  1838,  could  not  be  com- 
plied with.  Second — the  want  of  available  means  of  support- 
ing a  Bishop  at  this  time. 

The  Committee  having  expressed  their  opinions  individually 
upon  these  points, — on  motion,  the  Convention  went  into  a 
committee  of  the  whole.  Rev.  Mr.  Sawyer  in  the  chair.  The 
whole  subject  having  been  fully  discussed,  the  committee  rose 
and  reported  progress  ;  when  it  was  found  that  they  concurred 
in  the  Report  of  the  Special  Committee,  viz  :  "  that  it  is  inex- 
pedient to  go  into  the  election  of  a  Bishop  at  the  present  Con- 
vention. 

The  question  being  put.  the  Report  was  accepted  by  the 
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Convention,  voting  by  orders,  in  pursuance  of  a  constitutional 
call  for  such  vote. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adopted  the  following  resolutions, 
viz : 

1.  lUmlvedf  That  it  be  the  duty  of  each  PaHsh  in  union  with  this  Dioceae,  to 
report,  through  their  Minister,  if  there  be  one  officiating  in  the  Parish,  and  if 
there  be  no  Minister,  then  bj  the  Vestrj  of  said  Parish,  what  sum  they  wiU  ae- 
verally  pledge  to  the  Convention  for  the  support  of  a  Bishop. 

3.  Reaolvtd^  That  each  Minister  in  this  Diocese  be  required  to  report  to  the 
oext  Convention  what  sum  may  probably  bo  realized  by  individual  donations  in 
his  Pariah,  or  elsewhere,  for  the  same  object. 

The  Convention  then  went  into  the  election  of  two  Trustees 
of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  ,  when,  on  nomination. 
Rev.  S.  S.  Lewis  and  Hon.  E.  W.  Peck  were  elected  viva  voce. 

On  motion, 

Retolved,  That  the  next  Annual  Convention  be  held  in  the  City  of  Mobile,  on 
the  third  Thursday  in  February,  1842. 

On  motion. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  tendered  to  the  citiiens  of 
1>B8lnIooea,  for  their  hospitality  and  politeness  extended  to  the  members  of  tho 


Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  cause  400  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Conven- 
tion to  be  printed. 

Rev,  Mr.  Hanson  being  called  to  the  Chair,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  presented  to  the  President 
and  Secretary,  for  the  faithful  and  impartial  manner  in  which  they  have  discharg- 
ed their  respective  duties. 

After  joining  in  prayer  by  the  President,  and  receiving  his 
benediction,  the  Convention  adjourned,  to  meet  in  the  City  of 
Mobile,  on  the  third  Thursday  in  February,  1842.

The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  ihe  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the- cause 
of  Religion  and  Piety,  establishing  order,  and  securing  to  them- 
selves  and  their  posterity,  the  advantages  of  the  Ministry  and 
Ordinances  of  the  Church,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  CoNsn- 
Tunox. 

Article  1.  This  Church  hereby  accedes  to  the  authority  of, 
and  recognises,  and  adopts  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Article  2.  There  shall  be  an  annual  Convention  of  the 
Church,  to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  have  been 
designated  by  the  next  preceding  Convention. 

Article  3.  The  Bishop,  or  if  the  EpiscJopate  be  vacant,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  have  power,  when  it  appears  requi- 
rite  for  the  good  of  the  Church,  to  call  a  Special  Convention  by 
a  Circular  Letter  to  the  several  Churches.  There  shall  not  be 
liss  than  eight  weeks'  notice  previous  to  the  day  appointed,  and 
such  meeting  shall  be  holdcn  where  the  authority  calling  it 
shall  determine ;  and  at  such  Special  Convention,  no  other  bu- 
siness shall  be  transacted  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  calling 
the  Convention. 

Article  4.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  all  Minis- 
ters of  this  Church  in  regular  standing,  who  may  at  stated  times» 
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officiate  in  any  Congregation  in  this  Diocese,  and  of  Lay  mem* 
bars,  consisting  of  a  delegation  from  each  Parish. 

Article  5.  In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Con- 
vention, the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body ; 
and  in  voting,  the  Clergy  shall  vote  by  individuals,  and  the 
Laiiy  by  congregations :  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
two  orders,  jointly,  shall  be  decisive  ;  but  if  in  any  case  it  ba 
required  by  any  two  Clergymen,  or  by  the  delegation  of  any 
two  Parishes,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  in  the  man- 
ner aforesaid,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  order, 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  decision.  In  case  of  electing 
a  Bishop,  the  two  orders  shall  always  vote  separately,  agree- 
ably to  tne  mode  last  prescribed. 

Article  6.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  in  this  Diocese  shall  be 
made  in  Convention.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  as  fal* 
lows :  The  Clergy  shall  vote  by  ballot  for  some  suitable  per* 
son  for  the  office  of  Bishop,  and  m  the  primary  election,  mx 
Presbyters  shall  be  present  in  Convention,  who  shall  have  been 
in  ecclesiastical  connection  with  the  Diocese,  at  least  twelve 
months  prior  to  the  election,  and  shall  have  officiated  in  some 
Parish  or  Parishes,  which  is,  or  are,  in  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, during  the  said  time  ;  and  in  all  elections  thereafter,  a  ma* 
jority  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  required  to  deter- 
mine the  choice.  The  nomination  then  made  shall  be  codouoiu- 
nicatcd  to  the  lay  members,  who  shall  proceed  to  vote  by  bal- 
lot, whether  to  receive  or  reject  it,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 

Article  7.  The  Bishop  of  the  Church  in  this  State  shall  be 
ex  officio  President  of  the  Convention,  and  in  case  of  bis  abr 
sence,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  a  President,  pro  tempore^  shall 
be  elected  from  among  the  clerical  members  present,  A  Secre- 
tary who  shall  also  be  ex  officio,  Treasurer,  shall  be  annually 
chosen,  who  shall  keep  a  correct  journal  of  the  proceedings, 
and  also  a  correct  account  of  all  monies  he  may  receive,  to  be 
annually  submitted  to  the  Convention.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty 
to  give  a  written  notice  to  every  Clergyman  and  Parish  in  the 
XMocese,  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  every  ConventicA 


Akt.  8.  The  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  not  more 
than  three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  shall  be  appointed 
at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  for  the  purposes  ex- 
pressed in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. Vacancies  in  the  Committee,  caused  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  suflragcs  of  the  re- 
maining members.  Two  Clerical  members  and  one  Lay  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  9.  Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  prayer,  and 
a  sermon ;  and  the  Preacher  shall  be  nommated  by  the  Bishop, 
and  if  there  be  no  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

Art.  10.  a  proposition  to  alter  this  Constitution,  must  be 
made  in  writing,  and  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  Conven- 
tion. It  shall  then  lie  over  to  the  next  Convention,  and  then, 
if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  two  orders  of  Clergy  and  Lai- 
ty, (voting  separately)  the  amendment  shall  become  a  part  of 
the  Constitution. 
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PROPOSED   CAJSrONS 


CANON  I. 

Of  the  Vestry  of  a  Church. 

Sec.  1.  In  every  Church  of  this  Diocese,  there  shall  be  an  an* 
nual  election,  on  Easter  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not 
less  than  five,  and  not  more  than  eleven  members,  who  shall 
continue  in  office  until  their  successors  arc  chosen.  Twoof  these 
Vestrj'men  shall  i  o  appiMiited  to  serve  as  Wardens;  one  of 
whom  shall  be  designated  by  appointment,  the  Senior  Warden 
of  the  Parish. 

The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secrc;arj%  whose  duty  shall  be  to 
take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings — attest  the 
public  acts  of  the  Vestry — preserve  all  records  and  papers  be- 
longing to  the  Parish,  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  le- 
gally assigned  him,  and  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his 
successor,  all  books  and  documents  belonging  to  the  Parish  that 
may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote,  who  has  not  signed  the  Articles  of  Parochial  Association ; 
or  who  is  not  a  holder  or  renter  of  one  entire  Pew ;  and  when 
two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  Pew,  they  shall  be  en- 
titled jointly  to  one  vote.  In  those  Parishes  in  which  there  are 
no  Pews  held  or  rented,  no  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
who  is  not  a  contributor  to  the  Church,  to  such  an  amount  as 
the  respective  Parishes  shall  appoint. 

Sec  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Vestry-man,  who  is  not 
a  Pew-holder,  or  a  qualified  voter  in  the  Parish  for  which  he  is 
elected. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of 
the  property  of  the  Church — to  regulate  all  its  temporal  con- 
^rns-— elect  and  call  a  Minister,  and  provide  for  his  maintC' 
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nance — to  keep  ordcfr  in  the  Church  during  the  celebration  of 
Divine  Worship — and  in  general,  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Mi- 
nister, in  whatever  is  appropriate  to  lay-men,  for  the  further- 
ance of  the  Gospel ;  it  being  understood  always,  that  the  s^pu 
ritual  concerns  of  the  Church  are  under  the  exclusive  direction 
of  the  Minister,  in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority 
and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tho  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the 
elements  of  the  Lord's  Supper — to  collect  the  alms  at  the  ad- 
ministration for  the  same — to  keep  and  disburse  such  alms  in 
case  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  Minister — and,  while  the 
Church  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  to  provide  for  ths  celebra- 
tion of  public  worship,  and  the  instruction  of  the  congrega- 
tion by  occasional  clerical  services,  or  by  lay-reading,  as  cir- 
cumstances may  permit. 

(Parishes  now  incorporated,  are  excepted  from  any  parts  of 
this  Canon  interfering  with  their  articles  of  association,  or  by- 
laws.) 

CANON  II. 
Of  admitting  a  Church  or  Parish  into  union  with  this  Diocese. 

No  Church  or  Parish  shall  be  received  into  union  with  this 
Diocese  unless  the  Articles  of  Association,  authenticated  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  of  such  Association,  be  presented  to 
the  Convention  by  a  clerical  or  lay-member  thereof. 

And  no  Parish  or  Church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  lay-delega- 
tion, until  any  assessment  made  by  the  Convention  shall  have 
been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  III. 
Of  a  quorum,  in  Convent  inn. 
Three  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  a  delegate,  or  dele* 
gates  of  the  lay-order  from  four  churches,  shall,  together,  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  ;  but  a  smaller 
number  may  adjourn. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  attendance  on  Convention,  and  requisites  for  the  admission 

of  Lai/  Delegates. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the 


Convention^  to  attend  the  same,  and  of  every  church  or  cong]%<« 
gation  in  union  with  tht«  Diocese,  to  send  a  number  (not  ex« 
ceeding  five)  of  Lay-Delegates  to  the  Convention  ;  who  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  from  the  communicants  of  the  Cburcht 
if  possible,  or  from  such  persons,  of  good  moral  chatacter^  as 
are  entitled  to  vote  in  the  election  of  Vestry-men. 

CANON  V. 

Of  Delegates  to  the  Geveral  Convention, 

The  Convention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meeting, 
four  Clergymen,  who  shall  be  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Convention,  and  four  latj-men,  who  shall  be  communicants, 
in  good  standing,  of  some  Church  in  union  with  the  Diocese — 
or  persons  of  good  moral  character  connected  with  such  Church, 
as  delegates  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention ;  who 
shall  continue  in  ofHce  until  their  successors  be  chosen. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  delegates  elect,  to  make  known 
to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention,  whether  they  will  attend,  or  not,  to 
the  duties  of  their  office. 

In  case  any  of  said  delegates  shall  decline  to  attend  the  Gen* 
eral  Convention,  the  Bishop,  or  (if  there  be  no  Bishop)  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Standing  Committee,  may  appoint  as  many  of 
each  order  as  may  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  full  representa* 
tion  of  the  Diocese. 

.    CANON  VI. 
Of  the  Term  of  Office  of  Delegates,  4'c. 

The  Officers  of  this  Convention,-  and  the  Delegates  to  the 
General  Convention,  shall  continue  in  office,  and  exercise  their 
respective  functions  for  one  year  ;  and  until  another  election 
take  place. 

CAXON  VII. 
Of  Speoial  Conventions. 
"When  a  Special  Convention  s^hall  be  called,  it  shall  be  the 
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duty  of  the  Secretary*  in  issuing  the  notification)  to  spediy  the 
business  and  purpose  for  which  the  Convention  ii  called* 

CANON  vra. 

Of  Attendance  qf  the  Clergy  m  Conventions. 

The  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Convention,  being  deemed  of  great  importance  to  the  interests 
of  the  Church,  is  a  duty,  hereby  enjoined,  with  which  no  slight 
obstacle  should  be  allowed  to  interfere :  and  it  is  recommended 
to  the  different  Parishes  in  this  Diocese  to  make  provision  for 
the  expenses  incurred  by  their  respective  Ministers  in  attend- 
ing  the  Convention. 

At  the  opening  of  every  Convention,  the  names  of  the  Cler- 
gy entitled  to  seats  therein,  shall  be  called  over,  and  the  absen- 
tees  noted. 

CANON  IX. 

A  List  to  be  made  of  the  Ministers  in  the  Diocese, 

Sec.  1.  Before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this  Ko* 
cse,  the  Bishop,  ot  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  .of 
all  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing 
the  names  of  their  respective  cures  or  parishes,  or  stations  as 
Missionaries ;  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning  in  which  they 
arc  engaged ;  and  the  places  of  residence  of  such  as  are 
not  employed  in  cither  of  the  ways  above  mentioned ;  spe* 
cifying  at  the  same  time  who,  of  eithcfr  class,  are  Deacons : 
but  no  Clergyman  while  suspended  from  the  ministry  shall 
have  a  place  on  such  list.  •  And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Convention  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to 
order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  thereih>nii 
*rhe  same  shall  be  appended  to  the  Journal,  and  sent  to  theSe* 
cretary  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman,  to  a  seat  iA  the 
Convention,  is  disputed,  it  shall  be  aetermined,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Con* 
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'^iiveiitioiiy  to  attend  the  same,  and  of  every  church  or  congt^* 
{[ation  in  union  with  this  Diocese,  to  send  a  number  (not  ex« 
ceeding  five)  of  Lay-Delegates  to  the  Convention  ;  who  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  from  the  communicants  of  the  Churchy 
if  possible,  or  from  such  persons,  of  good  moral  chatacter,  as 
are  entitled  to  vote  in  the  election  of  Vestry-men. 

CANON  V. 

Of  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention. 

The  Convention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meeting, 
four  Clergymen,  who  shall  be  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Convention,  and  four  lay-men,  who  shall  be  communicants, 
in  good  standing,  of  some  Church  in  union  with  the  Diocese-— 
or  persons  of  good  moral  character  connected  with  such  Church, 
as  delegates  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention ;  who 
shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  be  chosen.

.    CANON  VI. 

Of  the  Term  of  Office  of  Delegates,  ^'c. 

The  Officers  of  this  Convention,-  and  the  Delegates  to  the 
General  Convention,  shall  continue  in  office,  and  exercise  their 
respective  functions  for  one  year  ;  and  until  another  election 
take  place. 

CANON  VII. 
Of  Special  Conventions, 
Vhen  a  Special  Convention  shall  be  called,  it  shall  be  the 
D 
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oese, unless  he  first  produce  to  the  Vestry  and  Church  Wardens^ 
or  to  the  Congregation,  if  there  be  no  Vestry,  &c,  a  Certificate 
from  the  Bishop,  or  (in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,)  firom  the 
Standing  Committee,  that  he  has  presented  Letters  of  Orders, 
and  Testimonials  of  Religious  and  Moral  Conduct,  as  required 
'by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that  his  Letters 
of  Orders,  and  Testimonials  of  Religious  and  Moral  Conduct^ 
are  by  him,  the  Bishop,  or  by  them,  the  Standing  Committee^ 
approved, 

• 

CANON  XII. 
Of  Parish  Registers  and  Reports. 

Sec.  1.  Every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Re«» 
gister  of  all  the  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Fiine- 
rals  solemnized  by  him,  or,  in  his  Parish,  by  any  other  Episco^ 
pal  Minister  ;  specifying  the  names,  and  times  of  birth  of  the 
children  baptized,  toj^ether  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and 
sponsors  ;  the  names  of  the  adults  baptized ;  and  also  the  wit- 
nesses of  the  baptism  ;  the  names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by 
whom  ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married ;  and  of  persons  bu- 
ried ;  and  also  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed. 

This  Register  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister,  in  a  book  to  be 
provided  for  that  purpose,  and  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each 
Church ;  which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish  Register,  and 
shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  Records  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  the  Register  above  named,  the  Minis- 
ter of  each  Parish  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  communicants  and 
families  within  his  cure  ;  specifying  the  time  when  the  former 
became  communicants  of  the  Church  under  his  charge,  and 
whether  by  removal  from  some  other  Parish,  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  Every  Minister  of  the  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  deliver,  or  cause  to  be 
dehvered,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  (or,  if  there  be  no  Bi«* 
shop,)  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  Statement  of  the 
number  of  Baptisms,  Marriages,  Funerals,  and  Confirmations^ 
within  his  cure,  since  the  last  Convention  ;  and  also,  of  the 
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"vsiidon  hself ;  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  afore- 
saicU  or  omitted. 

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Ssc.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Conven- 
tioD»  in  pursuance  of  the  seventh  article  of  the  Constitution,  to 
send  to  every  Minister  ol  a  Parish  in  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, (or  to  the  Wardens  thereof,  if  the  Parish  be  destitute  of  a 
Minister,)  at  least  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  a  written  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  said 
meeting.  Said  notification  shall  also  contain  the  assessment 
laid  upon  the  Parish  for  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

Sac.  8.  In  conformity  to  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convea- 
tion,  on  this  subject,  he  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  tho 
Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention,  a 
copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  (as  well 
lis  of  any  charge  or  pastoral  letter  recently  published,)  and  to 
the  Greneral  Convention,  a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  cle- 
rical and  lay  delegates. 

He  shall  also  forward  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Con- 
Tention,  on  or  before  any  meeting  thereof,  seventy-five  cents 
for  each  Clergyman  within  this  Diocese,  according  to  the  pro- 
vision of  the  Canon  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  General 
Convention — ^such  sums  to  be  charged  to  the  Diocese,  in  his  ac- 
count as  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  receiving  a  Clergyman  into  a  Parish  or  Church. 

The  authority  to  receive  any  Clc'gyman  into  a  Church  or 
Congregation  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Vestry 
*nd  Church  Wardens,  if  there  be  any  ;  otherwise,  in  the  con- 
gregation which  supports  hiip,  and  receives  the  benefit  of  his 
oumstry :  Provided^  That  no  Clergyman  shall  be  admitted  to 
thepwtoral  charge  of  any  Church  or  Congregation  in  this  Dio- 
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Vestry  of  any  Church  of  which  the  accused  is,  or  has  been,  a. 
Mmister,  or  by  any  two  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  entitled  ta 
seats  in  tlic  Convention,  or  by  a  Board  of  Inquiry  appointed  as 
follows: 

Whenever  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop,  (or 
the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  if  there  be 
no  Bishop,)  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergyman  is: 
under  the  imputation  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offence  or 
misconduct,  for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  in- 
terest of  the  Church  requires  an  investigation,  it  shall  be  liis  (or 
their)  duty  to  apppint  three  persons,  two  of  whom  shall  be 
Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case;  and  iC  there  be,  in  the  opinion; 
of  a  majority  of  tho:n,  sufFicicnt  ground  for  presentment,  they 
shall  present  the  Clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  of  the  modes  above- 
prescribed,  the  Bishop,  or  the  Clerical  Members  aforesaid,.if 
there  be  no  Bishop, — may  dismiss  it,  if  the  facts  charged  shall 
not  appear  to  him  (or  them)  to  constitute  an  offence;  or  if  it 
allege  facts  some  of  which  do,  and  some  of  which  do  not,  con- 
stitute an  offence,  he  (or  they)  may  allow  it  in  part,  and  dis- 
miss the  residue,  or  may  allow  it  to  be  amended. 

When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop,  (or 
the  Clerical  Members  aforesaid)  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be 
served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  six  Presbyters 
(if  there  be  six  in  the  Diocese)  and  if  there  be  not  six  in  the  Di- 
ocese, then  any  number  more  than  three,  who  shall  be  entitled 
to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be 
served  on  the  accused,  who  shall  within  thirty  days  after  such 
service,  select  three  of  them,  and  notify  their  names  in  writing 
to  the  Bishop,  (or  Clerical  Members  aforesaid:)  and  if  he  shall 
not  give  such  notification  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the  Bishop- 
or  Clerical  Members  aforesaid,  shall  select  three:  and  in  either 
case,  the  three  selected  Presbyters  shall  constitute  a  Board  for 
the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board^shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the* 
Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  Members  afore- 
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mention  itself;  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  afore- 
«8id»  or  omitted. 

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Sxc.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Conven- 
tion, in  pursuance  of  the  seventh  article  of  the  Constitution,  to 
send  to  every  Minister  ol  a  Parish  in  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, (or  to  the  Wardens  thereof,  if  the  Parish  be  destitute  of  a 
Afinister,)  at  least  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  a  written  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  said 
meeting.  Said  notification  shall  also  contain  the  assessment 
laid  upon  the  Parish  for  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

Shc  8.  In  conformity  to  the  Canon  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, on  thb  subject,  he  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  tho 
Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention,  a 
€opy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  (as  well 
as  of  any  charge  or  pastoral  letter  recently  published,)  and  to 
the  General  Convention,  a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  cle- 
rical and  lay  delegates. 

He  shall  also  forward  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, on  or  before  any  meeting  thereof,  seventy-five  cent* 
for  each  Clergyman  within  tliis  Diocese,  according  to  the  pro- 
vision of  the  Canon  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  General 
Convention — such  sums  to  be  charged  to  the  Diocese,  in  his  ac- 
count  as  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  receiving  a  Clergyman  into  a  Parish  or  Church. 

The  authority  to  receive  any  Cle^'gyman  into  a  Church  or 
C<Higregation  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Vestry 
and  Church  Wardens,  if  there  be  any  ;  otherwise,  in  the  con- 
gregation which  supports  hiip,  and  receives  the  benefit  of  his 
ministry :  Provided^  That  no  Clergyman  shall  be  admitted  to 
the  pastoral  charge  of  any  Church  or  Congregation  in  this  Dio- 
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ktitn  or  Layman  as  Ccmniissioner  to  take  the  testimony  of  siTcti 
\iritness ;  and  the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  par- 
ty, at  least  six  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the 
testimony.  And  if  the  person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be 
senred,  shall  reside  more  than /or/y  miles  from  the  place  of  ex- 
amination, an  additional  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every 
iweniy  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties  may  at- 
tend and  examine  tlie  witness ;  and  the  questions  and  answers 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and 
shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his 
seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Board  ;  and  shall  be  received  by 
them  as  evidence. 

A  witness  examined  as  aforesaid,  may  be  sworn  by  the  Com- 
missionen 

Sbc.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in 
the  presentment,  in  a  writing  signed  by  the  whole  Boards  if  the 
accused  be  declared  guilty ^  or  by  a  majority  of  them,  if  other- 
wise,—distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not 
guilty  of  such  charges  respectively;  and  also  stating  the  sen- 
tence which,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced. 

A  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communica- 
ted to  the  accused,  and  also  to  the  persons  making  the  present- 
ment. And  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence, 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  if  there  be  one  ;  who  shall  pro- 
nounce such  canonical  sentence,  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be 
proper ;  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity,  the 
sentence  recommended  by  the  Board  ;  and  such  sentence  shall 
be  final. 

If  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  said  decision,  with  the  evidencCf 
shall  be  'deUvered  to  tlic  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  who  shall  submit  the  same  to  some  convenient  Bish- 
op, whose  judgment  in  the  case,  with  the  hmitation  aforesaid, 
shall  be  final. 

Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon 
the  accused,  and  any  two  or  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  hini 
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number  of  Communicants;  specifying  the  number  of  rcmoTal^ 
deaths,  and  additions  from  other  Churches,  or  otherwise,  dur- 
ing  the  same  time ;  and  also  of  the  number  of  Pupils  and 
Teachers  connected  with  the  Sunday  School ;  and  of  all  contri- 
butions for  benevolent  objects,  by  subscription  or  public  collec- 
tions ;  together  with  a  concise  statement  of  whatever  other 
matters  may  be  important  in  showing  the  state  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  4.  In  every  case  where  a  Parish  is  destitute  of  a  Mi- 
nister, the  Register  contemplated  by  this  Canon,  shall  be  kept 
by  some  person  appointed  by  the  Vestry  for  that  purpose ;  and 
the  Annual  Parochial  Reports  shall  be  presented  or  forwarde<i 
to  the  Bishop,  or  the  President  of  the  Convention,  if  there  be 
no  Bishop,  by  the  Wardens  of  the  Parish. 

CANON  XIII. 
0/ preparing  a  Report  mi  the  State  oj  the  Church. 

In  conformity  to  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, (Canon  VII.  1835,)  a  Committee  of  the  Convention  of 
this  Diocese,  shall  be  appointed  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
same,  next  before  every  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the  Bishop 
(if  there  be  one,)  a  Report  of  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  be 
presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  XIV. 
Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman,  not  being  a  Bishop. 

Whenever  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  (not  being  Bishop 
thereof,)  shall  become  Uable  to  presentment  and  trial,  accord- 
bg  to  the  provisions  of  any  Canon  of  the  General  or  Diocesan 
Convention,  the  mode  of  proceeding  shall  be  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1,  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  ad- 
dressed to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  (or  to  the  Clerical  Mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,)  specify- 
ing the  offences  of  which  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty, 
with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances. 
Such  presentment  may  be  made  by  the  majority  of  the  whole 
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ktitn  or  Layman  as  Ccmniissioncr  to  take  the  testimony  of  siich 
Wtness ;  and  the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  par- 
ty, at  least  six  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the 
testimony.  And  if  the  person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be 
served,  shall  reside  more  than /or/y  miles  from  the  place  of  ex- 
amination, an  additional  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every 
iweniy  mil^s  of  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties  may  at- 
tend and  examine  tlie  witness  ;  and  the  questions  and  answers 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and 
shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his 
seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Board  ;  and  shall  be  received  by 
them  as  evidence. 

A  witness  examined  as  aforesaid,  may  be  sworn  by  the  Com- 
missionen 

Sbc.  9.  The  Board  having  deli])crately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in 
the  presentment,  in  a  writing  signed  by  the  whole  Boards  if  the 
accused  be  declared  guilty,  or  by  a  majority  of  them,  if  other* 
wise,— distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not 
guilty  of  such  charges  respectively;  and  also  stating  the  sen- 
tence which,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced. 

A  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communica- 
ted to  the  accused,  and  also  to  the  persons  making  the  present- 
ment. And  the  original  decision,  together  wiih  the  evidence* 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  if  there  be  one  ;  who  shall  pro- 
nounce such  canonical  sentence,  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be 
proper ;  provided  th(^  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity,  the 
sentence  recommended  by  the  Board ;  and  such  sentence  shall 
be  final. 

If  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  said  decision,  WMth  the  evidence, 
shall  be  [delivered  to  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  who  shnll  submit  the  same  to  some  convenient  Bish- 
op, whose  judgment  in  the  case,  with  the  limitation  aforesaid, 
shall  be  final. 

Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  sununoi 
the  accused,  and  any  two  or  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  hu 
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oiQy  shall  direct^  and  thall  have  power  to  adjourn  frotn  time  td 
time,  and  from  place  to  place  (within  the  Diocese)  as  they  shall 
think  necessary. 

Sbc.  4.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first 
meeting,  shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meet" 
bg,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the 
presentment,  and  upon  such  person  as  may  be  appointed  to 
conduct  the  prosecution. 

The  Bishop,  or  the  Clerical  Members  aforesaid,  shall  appoint 
a  suitable  person  ta-prosecute  the  case. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  dne  no- 
tice, «Aa//  not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed 
for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were 
present,  unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till 
another  day. 

Sbc.  6.  At  their  first  meeting  the  Board  shall  choose  a  Pre- 
sident from  their  own  body,  and  a  Secretary  from  their  own 
body  or  otherwise,  as  they  shall  determine. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  evidence  as  may  be  produced  ;  and  shall  cause  the  oral 
testimony  to  be  written  down  by  the  Secretary,  and  together 
with  the  depositions  and  other  evidence  read  upon  the  trial,  to 
be  carefully  preserved ;  and  shall  cause  a  full  record  to  be  kept 
of  their  proceedings* 

The  President  shall  be  atithorised,  at  the  desire  of  either  par- 
ty, to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses ;  and 
the  examination  of  the  witnesses,  and  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
trial  «hall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused,  and  not  others 
wise. 

No  Layman  shall  be  permitted  to  advocate  for  either  party 
in  the  trial,  though  both  parties  may,  at  their  option,  consult  le- 
gal or  other  advisers. 

Sec  8.  Application  being  mad6  to  the  Bishop,  (or  clerical 
members  aforesaid,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,)  by  either  party, 
shewing  satisfactorily  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  pro^ 
cured  upon  the  trial,  he  (or  they)  may  appoint  some  Clergy 
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fiuch  case,  the  same,  unless  negatived  by  &  majority  of  themem* 
bers  present,  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  until  the  next  an<» 
nual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  xvn. 

Repealing  former  Canons,

Caxon  1.  The  Vestries  of  the  ncveral  Con^rcgationB  composing  the  Choioh  in 
this  State,  and  if  there  be  no  Vestry,  tlic  Congregations  shall,  in  sneh  BOftnneTt 
and  at  puch  times  as  they  may  deem  proper,  elect  a  number  of  Delegates^  not  ex* 
cceding  five,  to  represent  them  in  the  Convention  of  the  State,  and  to  senre  for 
the  term  of  one  year,  who,  before  they  shall  be  permitted  to  take  their  seats  in 
the  Convention,  shall  produce  a  certificate  of  their  election.

Sbc.  4.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first 
meeting,  shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meet« 
bg,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the 
presentment,  and  upon  such  person  as  may  be  appointed  to 
conduct  the  prosecution.

The  President  shall  be  authorised,  at  the  desire  of  either  par- 
ty, to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses ;  and 
the  examination  of  the  witnesses,  and  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
trial  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused,  and  not  others 
wise. 

No  Layman  shall  be  permitted  to  advocate  for  either  party 
in  the  trial,  though  both  parties  may,  at  their  option,  consult  le- 
gal or  other  advisers. 

Sec.  8.  Application  being  mad^  to  the  Bishop,  (or  clerical 
members  aforesaid,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,)  by  either  party, 
shewing  satisfactorily  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  pro- 
cured upon  the  trial,  he  (or  they)  may  appoint  some  Clergy-*

bers  present,  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  until  the  next  an^ 
nual  meeting  of  the  Convention.

If  a  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  dne  no- 
tice, «Aa//  not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed 
for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were 
present,  unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till 
another  day. 

Shc.  6.  At  their  first  meeting  the  Board  shall  choose  a  Pre- 
sident from  their  own  body,  and  a  Secretary  from  their  own 
body  or  otherwise,  as  they  shall  determine. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  evidence  as  may  be  produced  ;  and  shall  cause  the  oral 
testimony  to  be  written  down  by  the  Secretary,  and  together 
with  the  depositions  and  other  evidence  read  upon  the  trial,  to 
be  carefully  preserved ;  and  shall  cause  a  full  record  to  be  kept 
of  their  proceedings. 

The  President  shall  be  autliorised,  at  the  desire  of  either  par- 
ty, to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses ;  and 
the  examination  of  the  witnesses,  and  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
trial  shall  be  in  pubUc,  if  desired  by  the  accused,  and  not  others 
wise. 

No  Layman  shall  be  permitted  to  advocate  for  either  party 
in  the  trial,  though  both  parties  may,  at  their  option,  consult  le- 
gal or  other  advisers. 

Sec.  8.  Application  being  mad6  to  the  Bishop,  (or  clerical 
members  aforesaid,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,)  by  either  party, 
shewing  satisfactorily  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  pro- 
cured upon  the  trial,  he  (or  they)  may  appoint  some  Clergy*' 
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M&n  or  Layman  as  Ccmmissioner  to  take  the  testimony  bfsifch 
\iritness ;  and  the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  par-^ 
ty,  at  least  six  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the 
testimony.  And  if  the  person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be 
senred,  shall  reside  more  than /or/y  miles  from  the  place  of  ex- 
amination, an  additional  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every 
iwenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties  may  at- 
tend and  examine  tlie  witness ;  and  the  questions  and  answers 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and 
shall  be  certified  bv  the  Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his 
seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Board  ;  and  shall  be  received  by 
them  as  evidence. 

A  witness  examined  as  aforesaid,  may  be  sworn  by  the  Com- 
missionen 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in 
the  presentment,  in  a  writing  signed  by  the  whole  Boards  if  the 
accused  be  declared  guilty^  or  by  a  majority  of  them,  if  other- 
wise,—distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not 
guilty  of  such  charges  respectively;  and  also  stating  the  sen- 
tence which,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced. 

A  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communica- 
ted to  the  accused,  and  also  to  the  persons  making  the  present- 
ment. And  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence, 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  if  there  be  one  ;  who  shall  pro- 
nounce such  canonical  sentence,  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be 
proper ;  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity,  the 
sentence  recommended  by  the  Board ;  and  such  sentence  shall 
be  final. 

If  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  said  decision,  with  the  evidence, 
shall  be  [deUvered  to  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  who  shall  submit  the  same  to  some  convenient  Bish- 
op, whose  judgment  in  the  case,  with  the  limitation  aforesaid, 
shall  be  final. 

Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  sunmion 
the  accused,  and  any  two  or  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  hini 
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fit  such  time  as  may,  in  his  opinion,  be  most  convenient,  in  softie 
Church  to  be  designated  by  him,  (always  within  the  Diocese,) 
which  shall,  for  that  purpose,  be  open  to  all  persons  who  may 
choose  to  attend  ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be 
publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop,  (if  he 
shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial 
to  the  accused ;  in  which  case,  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  before-menlioned. 

Sec.  11.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon, 
may  be  served  by  a  summoner  or  sumnioners,  to  be  appointed 
for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop,  (or  clerical  members  aforesaid, 
as  the  ca^se  may  be,)  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall 
be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person, 
the  fact  shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A 
written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last 
pfclce  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such 
notice  or  paper. 

Sec.  12.  If  a  Clergyman  presented,  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  before  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Board  for  his  trial,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  or  of  the  Bishop  to  whom  the  matter  shall  have 
been  referred  by  the  clerical  members  aforesaid,  to  proceed  to 
pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  above  specified,  as  soon  as  may 
be  convenient  after  proper  notice  of  such  confession. 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  alterations  hi  the  Canons  and  additions  thereto. 

No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to  the  Canons,  shall 
hereafter  be  considered  by  the  Convention,  unless  at  least  one 
day's  previous  notice  thereof  be  ^ivcn  in  open  Convention  ;  nor, 
unless  by  unanimous  consent,  until  such  alteration  or  addition 
shall  have  been  referred  to,  and  reported  upon  by  at  least  two 
Presbyters  and  two  Laymen  .  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or 
addition  be  adopted,  during  the  same  Convention,  if  two-thirds 
of  the  votes  of  both  orders  shall  not  concur  therein ;  but  in 
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euch  case,  the  same,  unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  themeoK 
bers  present,  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  until  the  next  an^ 
nual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  xvn. 

Repealing  former  Canons,

CANONS 

OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH, 


IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  ALABAMA. 


Canon  1.  The  Vestries  of  the  several  CongrcgationB  composing  the  Church  in 
tliis  State,  and  if  there  be  no  Vestry,  the  Congregations  shall,  in  snch  mannery 
and  at  such  times  as  tliey  may  deem  proper,  elect  a  number  of  Delegatea,  not  ex- 
ceeding five,  to  represent  them  in  the  Convention  of  the  State,  and  to  seire  for 
the  term  of  one  year,  who,  before  they  shall  be  permitted  to  take  their  seats  in 
the  Convention,  shall  produce  a  certificate  of  their  election. 

Canon  2.  Two  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  a  delegate  or  delegates  of 
the  lay  order,  from  three  Churches  shall,  together,  constitute  a  qnorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn. 

Canon  3.  The  representatives  of  any  congregation  hereafter  organised  within 
this  State,  shall  bo  admitted  to  a  seat  in  this  Convention,  by  a  vote  of  the  same. 

Canon  4.  When  a  Special  Convention  is  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Se- 
cretary,  in  issuing  the  notification,  to  specify  the  business  and  purpose  for  which 
the  Convention  is  assembled. 
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Canon  5.  Whorcas,  the  icgalar  atlcndancc  of  llic  C'lcrpry  at  tlio  mrotinjj*  of 
the  Convention  is  of  cwcntjal  conFcqucncc  to  t]ic  iiidrcKt  of  [\\c  (Miurcli,  thiB  du. 
ty  ii hereby  enjoined  on  Uiein;  aod  it  is  recommended  tu  tlio  dilljrcnt  rarinhes 
to  make  provision  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  tlieir  respective  ministers  in  at- 
tending Lho  Convention.  At  the  openings  of  every  Convention,  tin  name*  of  tho 
Clergy  entitled  to  seats  therein,  sliall  be  called  over,  and  tlic  absrntccs  noted. 

Canon  6.  To  the  intent  that  the  Church  in  this  State  may  not  be  unrepresent- 
ed  in  General  Convention,  the  clerical  and  lay  dclejfatc  or  dclogatos,  who  may 
be  hereafter  nominated  thereto,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  one  or  more  of  their  col. 
leagues,  be  empowered  to  nominate  and  appoint,  in  tlie  ])!acc  of  ifiuch  abs^ent  Do* 
legate,  any  citizen  or  citizens  of  the  State :  Provided y  that  such  citizen  or  citi. 
zens,  is,  or  are,  a  member  or  members  of  tlic  Protestant  Kpiscopal  Church. 

Canon  7.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  and  tho  de])ntics  to  the  General 
Convention,  shall  continue  in  ofHce,  and  exercise  their  rcspcctivu  functions  for 
one  year,  and  until  another  election  take  place. 

Canon  8.  The  President  of  the  Convention  may  make  any  motion  which  lie 
shall  judge  conducive  to  the  good  of  the  Chureh,  and  inny  deliver  liis  scntimentn 
on  any  proposition  before  the  Convention,  but  he  shall  not  vote  unless  ui>on  an 
equal  division. 

Canon  9.  Tho  approving  or  receiving  any  Clergyman  into  a  Church  or  Con- 
gregation in  this  State,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Vestry  of  the  Chureh,  or  the  Ves- 
try and  Chureh  Wardens,  as  tlic  case  may  be,  having  authority  so  to  do;  and 
where  there  is  no  Vestry  and  Chureh  Wardens,  in  the  congregation  which  sup- 
]K>rts  him,  and  receives  the  benefit  of  his  ministry  :  Provided^  that  no  Clergy- 
man shall  be  admitted  to  the  pastoral  charge  of  any  Cliurch  in  this  State,  unless 
he  first  produce  totlie  Vestry  having  such  authority,  or  the  Vcslry  and  Chureli 
Wardens,  as  the  case  may  be,  a  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  there  bo 
no  Bishop,  a  certificate  from  the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  has  presented  let- 
ters of  orders,  and  testimonials  of  rcljirious  and  moral  conduct,  as  required  by  tho 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention  ;  and  tliat  his  letters  of  orders  and  testimo- 
nials of  religious  and  moral  conduct,  are  by  him,  the  Bibhop,  or  by  them,  tho 
Standing  Committee,  approved. 

Canon  10.  Of  Uie  forming  a  Church  or  P-^mZi.—Xo  Church  or  Parish  shall 
be  received  into  union  with  this  Diocese,  unle?s  the  articles' of  Association,  au- 
thenticated by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  such  Association,  be  presented  to 
this  Convention,  by  a  Clerical  or  Lay  member  thereof.  ''And  no  Parish  or 
Chureh  shall  be  entitled  to  a  Lay  delegation^  until  any  assessment  made  by  the 
Convention  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention:* 
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Ca:(o.v  11.  Of  Presentments. — Every  trial  of  a  Clergyman  in  Uiis  l)ioceM  foif 
toiisbehavior,  shall  be,  on  jiroscntmcnt,  liiailc  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bi. 
fehop,  to  the  clerical  inciiihiTsoniic  sf:tii<!in:T  coininittcc,  signed  by  two-thirdi  of 
the  whole  Vestry  ofany  Ciiun  li,  ni'  which  the  accused  is,  or  has  been  a  Miniiter, 
or  by  any  two  rrc>l)yti;rs  (if  ih-.

JOURNAL 
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THE  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


MoBiLB,  Tbvmdat,  Feb.  17, 1842 — 10  o'cxack,  A.  M. 

This  being  ifie  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  C<nh 
▼BNTioN  OF  TBE  DiocEflE  OF  ALABAMA,  a  nnmber  of  the  Clergy  and  Ltity 
^sembled  at  Christ  Church.  The  Convention  being  called  to  ofdeTf 
Rey.  F.  R.  HANSON  was  appointed  President,  pro  tern.,  and  ReT« 
N.  P.  KNAPP,  Secretary,  pro  lem. 

The  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  were 
then  called  over,  when  the  following  were  found  to  be  present,  who  took 
their  seats  accordingly  :  Rev.  F.  R.  Hanson,  Rev.  N.  P.  Knapp,  Rev.

The  eommittoe,  tipon  a  earefol  examination  of  the  present  reiooroeeof  the  Di-. 
oceee,  are  of  the  opinion,  that  bj  giving  our  Bishop  the  charge  of  a  Parish,  it 
ooaid  safely  pledge  itself  for  the  sam  of  $2,5001,  whieh  ie^belietred  to  he  an  ade*. 
qoatl  sopport. 

They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  by  the  Convention  of  Um  foUowiof 
tatBloiion :

The  Ladies  of  the  Parish 
have  furnished  the  church  with  a  beautiful  Communion  Table,  and  two  chairs^ 
One  hundred  and  forty  dollars  wore  collected  a  few  weeks  sinee  by  the  Ber.  Mrr 
Eaton,  of  Galveston,  Texas.  The  customary  yearly  Parochial  collections  for 
Missions,  and  other  benevolent  nbjects,  have  not  yet  been  made,  they  ftmvi 
been  deferred  until  the  spring  uf  the  year.

Though  the  above  statistics  exhibit  no  accession  from  the  wicked  world,  or 
«TeD  (he  baptised,  yet  we  are  encouraged  that  the  blessed  truths  of  the  cross 
have  awakened  an  enquiring  spirit  and  desire  to  know  the  truth,  oo  the  part  of 
ae?eral  such.  The  character  of  our  communicants,  as  a  body,  indicate  that  they 
are  swayed  by  the  spirit  of  Holiness.  One  of  them,  I  am  happy  to  report,  has 
been  admitted  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  and  is  pursuing  hia 
studies  successfully  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

ne  Vestry  contracted  for  the  building  of  a  neat,  though  small  church  edi- 
fice daring  the  last  summer,  which  is  now  enclosed  and  shingled,  and  may  hm 
so  far  completed  in  a  month,  as  to  admit  of  its  being  used  for  public  senrice. 
It  Is  of  sufficient  dimensions  for  our  ordinary  congregation— 46  by  30  feet^> 
with  gallery  and  ?estry  room  ten  feet  square.  I  have  officiated  on  alternate 
Sundays  at  Demopolis,  and  occasionally  at  the  following  places,  viz:  Pattonshill« 
Gainesville,  Dehon  and  Gaston;  at  all  of  these  places  we  have  a  few  members. 
I  liave  baptised  one  infant  at  Demopolis,  and  administered  the  Lord*s  Supper 
several  times  to  about  ten  persons,  who  are  members  of  tho  church.  If  tba 
constant  services  of  a  clergyman  could  be  secured  for  this  place,  I  have  littla 
dftubt  of  his  success  in  building  up  a  congregation.

CAHAWBA. 

Having  been  prevented  by  unavoidable  circumstances  from  attending  the 
two  last  Conventions  of  this  Diocese,  the  following  report  will  cover  this  period: 

The  church  edifice  at  Selma,  which  was  incomplete  at  the  last  Report,  and 
straggling  under  many  adverse  circumstances,  may  now  be  considered  as  fin. 
ished. 

Thebailding  hat  cost  about  eight  thousand  dollars ;  and  means  have  been  ob. 
tained  to  diacfaarge  all  its  liabilities,  less  the  c^um  of  four  or  five  hundred  dollars: 
nearly  ibar  hundred  dollars  of  this  amount  has  been  contributed  without  the  Par. 
jf(b,  and  most  of  it  without  the  Dioccfe.  One  of  Geo.  Jardine's  best  "barrel  and 
finger  Organs'*  has  been  obtained;  a  good  chaxch  Bell  has  also  been  furnished, 
and  during  the  absence  of  the  Rector  on  a  visit  to  the  north  last  summer,  among 
many  valoable  donations  he  will  mention  particularly,  a  communion  service  from 
tho  "Sewing  Society  of  St.  Ann*8  church,  Annapolis,  Md.;  a  Surplice  from  a 
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Ijhdy  in  New  York,  and  a  very  convcnieot  Alfar  airftng^ement  from  friench  is 
Baltimore.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Ladies  of  the  Parish  have  provided  Ike  Ree. 
tor  with  a  gown.  From  a  view  of  these  encouragring  facta,  it  ia  erideal  that 
tha  blessing  of  God  has  accompanied  our  feeble  efibrts  in  building  a  Hoiae  to 
His  Name :  and  has  sustained  the  Rector  under  circumstances  of  some  little 
trial.    The  congregation,  though  not  large,  is  believed  to  be  steadily  increasing. 

Five  Baptisms  have  been  celebrated — three  marriages — ^he  baa  offiotatcd  at 
seven  burials,  at  one  of  which  he  preached  a  sermon— contributions  to  Miaaiona* 
rj  porposes,  $11. 

Four  persons  have  been  added  to  the  communion — two  have  withdrawn,  and 
two  have  i^emoved  from  the  Parish — present  number  five. 

The  Rector  visits  Cahawba  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month,  where  he  uso- 
ally  preaches  twice  to  very  respectable  congregations.  There  are,  bowevor^ 
as  yet,  no  decided  indications  of  the  permanent  establishment  of  our  servicea  at 
this  point.

I  have  officiated  in  Divine  service,  and  preached  every  Sunday,  except  tm 
two  or  three  occasions,  alternately,  in  Florence  and  Tuscumbia,  since  the  laat 
Convention, — celebrating  the  Holy  Sacrament  every  other  month  at  each  place. 
I  have  attended  three  Funerals,  and  preached  the  same  number  of  Foneral 
Sermons.  '  The  collections  for  tho  D.  M.  Fund  amount  to  $49  44  from  both 
Parishea 

In  Florence  we  sustained  a  severe  loss  by  the  death  of  R.  H.  Madra  Esq.,  do. 
ring  the  summer.  His  many  excellent  qualities,  his  piety,  and  strong  attach- 
ment to  the  Church  endeared  him  to  us  all  in  an  eminent  degree,  and  rendered 
his  early  death  the  greatest  trial  I  have  been  called  upon  to  bear  in  this  field  of 
labour. 

The  church  edifice  erected  some  time  since  in  Florence,  is  now  in  the  oonrao 
of  completion.  In  a  few  days  more  it  will  bo  pewed  and  a  neat  pulpit  eieeted, 
for  which  work  the  sum  of  $200  00  was  subscribed  by  the  people  of  the  town. 
This  I  consider  a  great  step  towards  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Obtirch 
here,  and  in  the  event  of  the  present  Missionary's  leaving  the  station,  another 
would  have  greater  inducement  to  take  hold.

Abticlb  1.  This  Cboreh  hereby  accedes  to  the  authority  of,  and  recognises, 
and  adopts  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  of  tbs 
Piolsslant  Episcopal  Cboreh  in  ths  United  States  of  America. 

Articlb  3.  There  shall  be  an  annual  convention  of  the  church,  to  be  held 
at  soeh  time  asd  place  as  shall  have  been  designated  by  the  next  preceeding 
Conviention. 

AancuB  3.  The  Bishop,  or  if  the  Episcopate  be  vacant,  the  Standing  Com.

AarxcLB  4.  The  Convention  ^hall  be  composed  of  all  Ministers  of  this  Church 
in  regokr  standing,  who  may  at  stated  times,  officiate  in  any  congregation  in 
this  Diocese,  and  of  Lay  members,  consisting  of  a  delegation  from  eaeh  Pkffiah. 

AancLB  5.  In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  the  eler- 
gy  and  Laity  aball  deliberate  in  one  body ;  and  in  voting,  the  clergy  shall  vote 
by  individoals,  and  the  Laity  by  congregations;  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of 
ths  two  orders,  juintly,  shall  be  decisive;  but  if  in  any  case  it  be  reqm'red  by 
any  two  clergymen,  or  by  the  delegation  of  any  two  Parishes,  the  two  orders 
shall  vote  separately,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majori- 
ty  of  each  order,  shall  bo  necessary  to  constitute  a  decision.    In  case  of  electing 
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«  Binhop,  the  two  ordera  ihall  alwajt  voU  leparalely,  agreeably  to  tlic 
l^t  prescribed.

Article  9.  Every  Convention  shall  bo  opened  with  prayer  and  a  sermon  | 
and  the  Preacher  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop,  and  if  there  be  no  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  by  the  standing  committee. 

Aeticjls  10.  a  proposition  to  alter  this  constitution,  must  be  made  in  wri. 
ting,  and  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  Convention.  It  shall  then  lie  over  to 
the  next  Convention,  and  then,  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  two  orders  of 
the  clergy  and  laity,  (voting  separutely)  the  amendment  shall  become  part  of 
the  constiiation.

bW  TBI  VEBTRT   OF  A   CHURCH. 

Skc.  2.  in  every  Church  of  this  Diocese,  there  shall  be  an  annn^  elecftioii,  off 
faster  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  consistinir  of  not  less  than  five,  and  not  more  than 
eleven  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 
TWd  of  these  Vestrymen  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  as  Wardens ;  one  of  whom 
■ball  be  designated  by  appointment,  the  Senior  Warden  of  the  Parish. 

The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  take  and  record  the 
mindtes  of  their  procdedings — attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Vestry — preserve  ill 
recfil'dB  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Parish,  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be 
legally  assigned  him,  and  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all 
iMbks  and  documents  belonging  to  th6  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sbc.  1.  In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  who  has  not 
signed  the  Articles  of  Parochial  Association ;  or  who  is  not  a  holder  or  renter  of 
one  entire  Pew,  and  when  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  Pew,  they 
shall  be  entitled  jointly  to  one  vote.  In  those  Parishes  in  which  there  are  no 
Pews  held  or  rented,  no  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a  con- 
triimtor  to  the  Church,  to  such  an  amount  as  the  respective  Parishes  shall  ap- 
point. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Vestry.man,  who  is  not  a  Pew-holder, 
or  a  qualified  voter  in  the  Parish  for  which  he  is  elected. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  property  of 
the  Charch—^to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns— elect  and  call  a  minister, 
and  provide  fot  his  maintenance — to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during  the  cele- 
brstkm  of  Divine  Worship — and  in  general,  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Micrster,  in 
whatever  is  appropriate  to  lay  men,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel;  it  being 
understood  always,  that  the  tpiritual  eoneerm  of  the  Church  are  under  the  ex- 
elusive  direction  of  the  minister,  in  subordinatioD  to  the  eclesiaslical  authority 
ao4  laws  of  tbo  Dioctfe.  ' 
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ti  itiali  be  die  duty  of  Uie  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  (be  dements  of  ik^ 
tsord's  Supper — to  collect  the  alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same — to  kelefr 
knd  disburse  such  alms  in  case  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  mfinister — and,  wUBa 
the  church  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  wor.

enjoined,  with  which  no  slight  obstacle  should  be  allowed  to  interfere :  and  it  is 
recommended  to  the  different  Parishes  in  this  Diocese  to  make  provision  for  tho 
eipenses  incurred  by  their  respective  ministers  in  attending  the  Convention. 

At  the  opening  of  every  Convention,  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats 
therein,  shall  be  called  over,  and  the  absentees  noted. 

CANON  IX. 

A   UST  TO   BE   MADE   OF  THE   MINISTERS    IN  THE   DIOCESE. 

Sec.  1.  Before  the  meeting  of  every  convention  of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop, 
or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  clcricai  members  of  the  Standing  committee, 
Khali  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  cures  or  parishes,  or  stations 
as  Missionaries;  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning  in  which  they  arc  engaged; 
and  the  places  of  residence  of  such  as  are  not  employed  in  either  of  the  ways 
above  mentioned ;  specifying  at  the  same  time  who,  of  either  class,  are  Deacons ; 
but  no  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  such 
list.  And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  immediately  after  it  shall 
have  been  called  to  order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  oalled  there 
from.  The  same  shall  be  appended  to  the  Journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman,  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  is 
disputed,  it  shall  be  determined,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  4th  article  of 
the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself;  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  tho 
list  aforesaid,  or  omjttcd. 

CANON  X. 

OF  TUB  SECRETARY  OF  THE  CONVENTION- 

Sec.  ].  It  ^hall  be  the  doty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  in  pursuance 
of  the  7th  article  of  tho  Constitution,  to  send  to  every  minister  of  a  Parish  in 
union  with  this  Convention,  (or  to  the  Wardens  thereof,  if  tho  Parish  be  dcsti- 
tute  of  a  minister,)  at  least  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting  pf  Uie  Conven- 
tion, a  wntten  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  fnectiug.  Said  notili. 
cation  shall  also  contain  the  assessment  laid  upon  the  Parish  for  the  expenses  of 
ho  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  In  conformity  to  Canon  7th,  1835,  of  the  General  Convention,  on 
this  subject,  he  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan 
Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  (as  well  as 
of  any  charge  or  pastiiral  letter  recently  published,)  and  to  tho  General  Con vcn. 
lion,  a  certificate  of  tho  ap:)ointment  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates. 

He  sliall  forward  to  tho  Treasurer  of  the  General  Convention,  on  or  before 
any  meeting  thereof,  seventy  five  ccnU  for  each  Clergyman  within  this  Diocese, 
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ti  liiall  be  ttie  duty  of  Uie  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  elements  of  Cbitf 
ltord*B  Supper — to  collect  the  alms  at  the  administration  of  the  tame — to  ktiep

OF  PRKPARnfO  A   REPOET  ON  TUB   STATE   Or  TKK   CnURCII. 

In  conformity  to  tho  recommendation  of  tho  General  Convention,  (Canon 
VII.  1B35J  a  eommittce  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  shall  bo  ap{>ointcd 
at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral  Conyentioo,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  tlio  Bishop  (if  thero 
be  one,)  a  Report  of  the  state  of  tho  Church,  to  bo  presented  to  the  General 
Contentioo. 

CANON  XIV. 

OF  TBI  TRIAL  OF  A    CLERGYMAN,   NOT   BEING   A   BISUOP. 

Whenever  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  (not  being  Bishop  thereof,)  shalf 
become  liable  to  presentment  and  trial,  according  to  the  provisions  of  any  Can- 
on of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention,  the  mode  of  proceeding  shall  be  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  (or  to  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  com. 
mittoe,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,)  specifying  the  offences  of  which  ihe  accused  is 
alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place,  and  eircam- 
stances.  Soch  presentment  may  be  made  by  the  majority  of  tho  whole  Vestry 
of  any  ehurch  of  which  the  accused  is:,  or  bus  been,  a  Minister,  or  by  any  two 
Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  or  by  a  board  of 
inquiry  appomted  as  follows : 

Whenever  from  publio  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop,  (or  the  Clerical  mem* 
bers  of  the  Standing  Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,)  shall  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve  that  any  elergyman  is  under  tho  imputation  of  having  been  guilty  of  any 
offence  or  misconduct,  for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest 
of  the  cbiirch  requires  an  investigation,  it  shall  be  hia^or  tlieir)  duty  to  appoint 
threo  persons,  two  of  whom  shall  be  Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case;  and  if 
there  be,  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  them,  suHicicnt  ground  for  presentment, 
they  shall  present  the  clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  3.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  of  the  modes  above  prescribed, 
tho  Bishop,  or  the  Clerical  Members  aforesaid,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  may  dis. 
miss  it,  if  the  facts  charged  sliall  not  appear  to  him  (or  them)  to  constitute  an 
ofienee ;  or  if  it  allege  factf^  some  of  whicii  do,  and  some  of  which  do  not,  con- 
stitQte  an  offence,  he  (or  they)  may  allow  it  in  part,  and  dismiss  tho  residue,  or 
may  allow  it  to  be  amended. 

When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop,  (or  the  clerical  mem- 
bera  aforesaid)  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  al- 
80  nominate  six  Presbyters  (if  there  be  six  in  the  Diocese)  and  if  there  be  not 
six  in  the  Diocese,  then  any  number  more  than  three,  who  shall  be  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accu. 
sed,  who  shall  within  thirty  dai/n  after  such  service,  select  three  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  tho  Bishop,  (or  clerical  members  aforesaid:^ 
JUidif  he  shall  not  give  such  notification  within  the  said  thirty  (I-jy«,ihc  Bitliop 
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according  to  the  provision  or  Canon  10,  1830,  for  defraying  ibd  ezpeiMes  of  \lw 
General  Convention — such  sums  to  be  charged  to  the  Dioceae,  in  his  account  a» 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XI. 

OF   RECEIVING   A    CLEROTMAX   I?rrO   A    PARISH   OR   CHURCB. 

The  authority  to  receive  any  Clergyman  into  a  church  or  congregation  in  this 
Diocese,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Vestry  and  church  Wardena,  if  there  be  mnjf 
otherwise,  in  the  congregation  which  supports  him,  and  receives  the  benefit  of  hi* 
ministry:  Provided^  that  no  Clergyman  shall  be  admitted  to  the  paaloral  charge 
of  any  church  or  congregation  in  this  Diocese,  unless  ho  first  produce  to  the  Vc*. 
try  and  Church  Wardens,  or  to  the  Congregation,  if  there  be  no  Vestry,  &c.,  a 
certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or  (incase  there  be  no  Bishop,)  from  the  Standingr 
Committee,  that  he  has  presented  Letters  of  Orders,  and  Testimonials  of  Religions 
and  moral  Conduct,  as  required  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  and 
that  his  Letters  of  Orders,  and  Testimonials  of  Religious  aikl  Moral  Conduct, 
are  by  him,  the  Bishop,  or  by  them,  the  Standing  Committee,  approTcd- 

CANON  XII. 

OF   PARISH   REGISTKRS   AND    REPORTS. 

Sec.  I.  Every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  tlM 
Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals  solemnized  by  him,  or,  in  hi* 
Parrish,  by  any  other  Episcopal  minister ;  specifying  the  names,  and  times  of 
birth  of  the  children  Baptised,  together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  spon- 
sors; the  names  of  the  adults  baptized ;  and  also  the  witnesses  of  the  baptism^ 
the  names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married  , 
and  of  persons  buried  ;  and  also  the  times  when  each  rite  was  performed. 

This  Register  shall  be  kept  by  the  minister,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  tbet 
purpose,  and  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each  Church ;  which  book  shall  be  callecl 
the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  Records  of  thor 
Parish. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  the  Register  above  named,  the  minister  of  each  Parialt 
shall  keep  a  list  of  tho  communicants  and  families  within  his  cure ;  specifyingr 
the  time  when  the  former  became  communicants  of  tho  Church  under  his  charge, 
and  whether  by  removal  from  some  other  Parish,  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  Every  minister  of  the  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every 
Annual  Convention,  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio. 
ccse,  (or,  if  tliere  bo  no  Bishop,)  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  state* 
ment  of  the  number  of  Baptisms,  Marriages,  Funerals,  and  Confirmations,  with- 
in his  cure,  since  the  last  Convention;  and  also,  of  tlie  number  of  Communi- 
cants; specifying  the  number  of  removals,  dcatlis,  and  additions  from  other 
Churches,  or  otherwise,  during  the  same  lime ;  and  also  of  the  number  of  Pupils 
and  Teachers  connected  with  the  Sunday  School;  and  of  all  contributions  for 
benevolent  objects,  by  subscription  or  public  collections;  together  with  aeon. 
ciso  statement  of  whatever  other  matters  may  be  important  in  showing  the 
state  of  the  Paril^Ii. 

Sec.  1.  In  every  case  where  a  Parish  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  tho  Register 
corilcinpliilcd  by  tliis  Canon,  shall  be  kepi  by  some  person  appointed  by  the  Ves- 
try for  llial  purpojc ;  and  the  Annual  Parochial  Reports  shall  be  presented  or 
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mack  6hirgM  refpeotifoly;  tnd  als*  elating  the  fcntenee  which,  in  their  opini 
ibould  be  pronounced. 

A  eojfy  of  each  deciMon  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accc 
«ed,  and  aLio  to  the  penons  making  the  presentment.  And  the  original  decis- 
ion, together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  if  there  be  one; 
who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence,  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  prop, 
er ;  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity,  the  sentence  recommended 
by  the  Board ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  6nal. 

If  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  said  decision,  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  clerical  members  of  the  standing  committee,  who  shall  submit  the  samo 
to  some  convenient  Bishc^,  whose  judgment  in  the  case,  with  the  limitation  afore, 
said,  shall  bo  final. 

Skc.  10.  Before  pronouncing  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  tho  accused, 
&r  any  two  or  more  of  the  clergy,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may,  in  his  opinion, 
be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated  by  him,  (always  within  tho 
Diocese,)  which  shall,  for  that  purpose,  be  open  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to 
attend ;  and  tho  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the 
Bishop.  But  the  Bishop,  (if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,)  may 
grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused ;  in  which  case,  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters 
•ball  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  before 
mentioned. 

Sec.  11.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon,  may  be  served 
by  a  sommoner  or  sommoners,  to  bo  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop,  (or 
clerical  members  aforesaid,  as  the  case  may  be,)  and  wbosa  certificate  of  such 
service  shall  be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the 
iaet  shall  be  proved  by  ths  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  notice  or  pa* 
per  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  suf. 
ficient  service  of  such  notiee  or  paper. 

Sec.  12.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges 
contained  in  the  presentment,  before  the  appointment  of  a  Board  for  his  trial,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  of  the  Bishop  to  whom  the 
matter  shall  have  been  referred  by  the  clerical  members  aforesaid,  to  proceed  to 
pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  above  specified,  as  soon  as  may  bo  convenient 
after  proper  notice  of  such  confession. 

CANON  XVI. 

OF    ALTBRATIOM8   IN   THE     CANONS   AND   ADDITIONS   T^EIlETO. 

No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to  the  canons,  shall  hereafter  be 
considered  by  the  convention,  unless  at  least  one  day's  previous  notice  there^. 
of  be  given  in  open  convention  ;  nor,  unless  by  unanimous  consent,  until  such 
alteration  or  addition  shall  have  been  referred  to,  and  rc^rted  upon  by  at 
least  two  Presbyters  and  twc  Laymen,  Nor  shall  sucli  alteration  or  addition 
be  adopted,  during  the  same  convention,  if  two. thirds  of  the  votes  of  both  or* 
ders  sliall  not  concur  therein ;  but  in  sueh  case,  tho  same,  unless  negatived  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  present,  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  until  the  next 
aonoa]  meeting  of  the  convention. 

CANON  XVII. 

V  REPEALING    FORMER   CANONS. 

AU  former  CtnonB  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed. 
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or  clerical  members  aforesaid,  shall  select  three:  and  in  either  case,  the  tbrea 
Eelect<td  Presbyters  shall  cunstitute  a  Board  for  the  trial  of  the  accb*ed. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  such  tiino  and  place  as  the  Bishop,  or,  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  the  clerical  members  aforesaid,  shall  direct,  and  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place  (within  the  Diocese) 
as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

Sec  4.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meeting,  shall  bo 
served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  one 
of  the  persons  making  the  presentment,  and  upon  such  person  as  may  be  ap- 
pointed  to  conduct  the  prosecution. 

The  Bishop,  or  the  clerical  members  aforesaid,  shall  appoint  a  saitable  penon 
to  prosecute  the  case. 

Sec  5.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice.  Mhall  not  ap- 
pear before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  nev- 
ertheless proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to 
adjourn  till  another  day. 

Sec.  6.  At  their  first  meeting  the  Board  shall  choose  a  President  from  their 
own  body,  and  a  Secretary  from  their  own  body  or  otherwise  as  they  shall'  de> 
terminc. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence  aa 
may  be  produced ;  and  shall  cause  the  oral  testimony  to  be  written  down  by  the 
Secretary,  and  together  with  the  depositions  and  other  evidence  read  upon  the 
trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved ,  and  shall  cause  a  full  record  to  be  kept  of  their 
proceediogs. 

The  President  shall  be  authorised,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  to  admininter 
an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses ;  and  the  examination  of  the  witnesses, 
and  all  the  proceedings  of  tlie  trial  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused, 
and  not  otherwise. 

No  Layman  shall  be  permitted  to  advocate  for  either  party  in  the  trial,  though 
both  parties  may,  at  their  option,  consult  legal  or  other  advisers. 

Sec.  8.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop,  (or  clerical  members  aforesaid, 
if  there  be  no  Bishop,)  by  eitlier  party,  shewing  satisfactorily  that  any  material 
witness  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  he  (or  they)  may  appoint  some  Cler. 
gyman  or  Layman  as  Commissioner  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness ;  and 
the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  party,  at  least  six  days  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.     And  if  the  person  on  whom  the  notice 
shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more  \h^r\  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination, 
one  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.     And 
both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness;  and  the  questions  and  an- 
swers  shall  be  redbced  to  writing,  and  signed  hy  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certifi. 
ed  by  the  commissioners,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the 
Board  ;   and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence. 

A  witness  examined  as  aforesaid,  may  be  sworn  by  the  commissioner. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence,  shall  declare 
their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  in  a  writing  signed 
hy  ihe.  whole  Boards  if  the  accused  he  declared  guilty ^  or  by  a  majority  of  them, 
if  otherwise,— di?tincily  staling  whether  the  accused  is  guUtjor  not  guilty  of

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


MoiuLK,  TiiuRSHAV,  Feb.  10,  1813 — 11  o'clock,  a.m. 

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  annual  meeting 
O'  tVie  Convention  of  the  Diocessof  Ala]»ani!i,  the  Clergy  and  Laity 
■*soinbled  at  Chrisl  Church.     Divine  worship  was  then  held, — the 
**-Gv,  Mr.  Scott  reading  tlifj  service,  assisted  in  the  lessons  by  the 
^<2v.Mr.  Knapp:  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson  ])reached  the  Conven- 
tion Sermon.     The  Kight  Kev.  Lkonidas  Polk,  provisional  Bishop 
oi  the  Diocess,  tlien  called  the  Convention  to  order.     The  Kev.  Mr. 
"-Napp  was  ap])()inted  Secretary  pro  tern.,  and  the  names  of  the 
clergj'  who   were  entitled   to  seats  in  the  Convention,  were  called 
over;  when   the    following  were  found  to  be   present :    the  Kev.

On  motion  of  llie  Rev.  Mr.  Knapp,  articles  of  association  of  a 
parish  at  Huntsville  were  read,  and  tiie  j)arisli  admitted  into  union 
with  the  Diocess,  under  the  name  of  the  **Church  of  the  Nativity, 
at  Huntsville." 

The  following  Standing  Committees  were  then  appointed  by  the 
President: — 

Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church — Rev.  Messrs.  Lewis, 
Hanson,  and  Wriglil. 

Com  mill ee  on  Finance — Messrs.  Hazcird,  Green,  Winn,  Macon, 
Parker,  Peck,  and  Jeffries. 

Committee  on  Unfinished  Business — Rev.  Messrs.  Scott,  Knapp, 
and  Mr.  E.  Hall. 

The  Right  Rev.  President  then  made  a  concise  and  pointed 
Address  to  the  Convention;  and  urged  with  much  feeling  the  neces- 
sity of  a  complete  organization  of  the  Church  to  the  prosperity  of 
the  Diocess,  by  the  selection  of  some  suitable  person  to  the  office  of 
a  Bishop. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning, 
at  10  o'clock. 

Friday,  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Convention  mot  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

After  prayers  by  the  l^ight  Rev.  President,  the  minutes  of  the 
iast  meeting  were  rend  and  approved.

He  spent  one  Sunday  in  Florence,  and  one  in  Hunts ville,  where  he 
assisted  the  E[)iscopalians  in  organ izmg  a  parish,  which  has  applied 
for  admission  into  union  with  this  Convention,  under  the  name  of  the 
(Miurch  of  tlie  Nativity,  Huntsvillo.  It  is  very  desirable  that  a  min- 
ister should  be  located  in  that  important  place  immediately. 

With  regard  to  the  prospects  of  his  own  parish,  the  minister  can 
truly  say  that  lliey  are  encouraging,  though  he  has  learned  to  be  satis- 
fied with  the  **small  things'*  that  liave  fiillen  to  his  lot.  The  preach- 
ing of  the  word  has  been  received  with  senous  attention;  and,  it  is 
hoped,  not  without  profit.  Wliat  its  fruits  may  be,  can  be  known 
only  to  Him  who  has  called  ns  as  laborers  into  His  vineyard.

Besides  these  amounts,  u  small  sum  of  money  was  collected,  by 
subscription,  for  the  Missionary  at  Matagorda,  Texas;  amount  not 
known. 

It  is  expected  that  the  rite  of  Confirmation  will  be  administered 
by  the  Provisional  Bishop  of  the  Diocess,  to  about  fifty  persons,  on 
Sunday  next;  and  from  the  increased  attention  to  religion,  which 
now  prevails  in  the  ])arish,  it  is  hoped  that  the  rite  will  be  again  ad- 
ministered to  a  considerable  number  of  persons,  inunediatcly  after 
Easter. 

The  minister  of  the  parish  cannot  let  the  present  occasion  pass, 
without  expressing  his  sincere  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for 
imparting  to  him  physical  strength  (notwithstanding  the  general  ill 
health  from  which  he  has  suiFercd  during  the  last  three  years)  suffi- 
cient to  enable  him  to  remain  in  his  parish  throughout  the  year,  and 
to  oiRciate  on  every  Sunday,  with  the  cxce])tion  of  three,  and  to  per- 
form all  his  other  parochial  duties.  The?  Church  is  opeiipJ  for  Di- 
vine service  twice  on  every  Sunday,  on  every  Wednesday  morning, 
and  every  Friday  night,  except  during  the  last  three  months  of 
the  warm  season  of  the  year.  The  instruction  to  colored  persons  is 
still  continued,  throughout  the  year,  on  every  Sunday  afternoon,  by 
competent  and  faithful  teachers. 

For  the  encouragement  of  the  Sunday  School  Teachers,  it  ought 
here  to  be  remarked,  that  nine  of  the  candidates  for  confirmation  are 
young  persons,  who  are,  or  have  been  recently,  connected  with  the 
Sunday  School,  and  that  several  others  are  expected  to  receive  that 
rite  in  the  Spring. 

No  persons  are  presented  to  tljo  Risliop  for  confirmation  in  this 
parish,  who  are  not  prepared  to  receive  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
supper. 

In  concluding  his  report,  tlie  minister  feels  it  to  be  a  duty  thus 
poblicly  to  acknowledge  his  deep  sense  of  the  abounding  nrpace  and 
goodness  of  God,  to  him  and  his  parish,  not  only  in  having  increased 
the  number  of  attendants  upon  the  services  of  tlie  Church,  but  in 
having  added  to  her  communion  a  much  larger  number  than  ever 
before  in  one  year,  "of  such  as,'*  he  triists,  "shall  be  saved."

The  substitute  for  the  sixth  article  of  the  Constitution,  which  was 
proposed  and  adopted  by  the  last  Convention,  then  came  up  for 
consideration,  and  after  discussion,  was  ratified  by  a  constitutional 
vote ;  the  clergy  and  laity  voting  by  orders. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Knapp  then  reported  to  Convention,  that  the  Rev, 
Mr.  Parks  had  declined  the  Episcopate  of  this  Diocess,  tendered  to 
him  by  oui  Xasi  annual  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright,  it  was  resolved,  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  by  the  President,  to  consider  and  report  upon 
the  expediency  of  electing  a  Bishop  at  the  present  Convention. — 
Whereupon,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Knapp,  Lewis,  Sawyer,  and  Messrs. 
Garrow,  Peck  and  Winn  were  appomted  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  A.  B.  Winn,  Esq.  it  was  "  resolved  that  a  committee 
of  three  clergymen  and  two  lay  members  be  appointed  to  enquire 
into  tlie  expediency  of  originating  a  Diocesan  Missionary  Society ; 
and  if  deemed  expedient,  that  they  report  to  the  next  Convention 
suitable  measures  to  carry  the  same  into  effect."  Whereupon,  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Lewis,  Hanson,  Scott,  and  Messrs.  Winn  &  Cleveland 
were  appointed  said  committee. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morn- 
ing, at  10  o'clock. 

Saturday,  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and,  after  prayers 
by  the  President,  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  then  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  through  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis: 

The  committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report, 
that  in  reference  to  the  actual  condition  of  the  Diocess,  they  hmva 
nothing  to  communicate  beyond  what  is  contained  in  the  parochial 
reports ;  from  which  it  appears,  that  the  spiritual  condition  of  the 
church  is  highly  encouraging,  and  that  there  is  good  evidence  of  the 
fidelity  of  the  clergy  in  the  discharge  of  their  high  and  refpomible 
^lutias.     The  annual  statistics  of  the  parishes  are  as  follows;

The  gi'cat  obstacle  in  the  way  of  a  more  rapid  growth  of  the 
Church,  your  committee  feel,  is  the  want  of  an  Episcopal  head. 
Past  experience  teaches  us,  that  the  Church  cannot  rapidly  increase, 
in  a  new  Diucess  like  ours,  until  it  is  provided  with  a  Bishop,  who 
shall  be  able,  by  frequent  visitations,  to  strengthen  the  new  and 
more  feeble  parishes,  to  prepare  the  way  for  the  introduction  of  our 
scriptural  services  and  apostolic  regimen  in  places  where  the  church 
is  but  little  known,  and  to  furnish  the  destitute  parts  of  the  Diocesa 
with  the  ministry  and  ordinances  of  our  Zion,  And  hence,  your 
committee  do  most  cordially  approve  of  the  sentiments  expressed 
at  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  by  the  Ri«;ht  Kev.  the  provisional 
Bishop  of  the  Diocess,  with  rospect  to  the  Episcopate,  and  earnestly 
recommend  that  the  Convention  adopt  some  efficient  measures  to 
secure  an  object  so  importint  to  ihe  permanent  ]>rosperity  of  the 
Church;  l)elieving  that  the  cause  of  religion,  ns  well  as  the  growth 
of  the  Church,  demands  that  a  Bisliop  should  bo  elected  and  conse- 
crated as  soon  as  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  parishes  will  enable 
the  Diocess  to  fulfil,  in  good  faith,  tlie  promise  made  to  him,  of  a 
competent  and  pennaniMit  support. 

The  imperfect  character  of  some  of  the  parochial  reports,  leads 
your  committee  respectfully  to  iwgr  upon  the  Convention  the  pro- 
priety of  taking  measures  to  .secure  more  minute  and  definite  re- 
turns; they  being  (he  only  means  I'roni  which  information,  as  to  the 
true  state  of  the  Dioces-*,  can  bo  oblairu^l.  They  do,  therefore, 
suggest  ihat  a  form  bi!  drawn  out,  and  printed  as  an  Appendix  to 
the  Journal. 

Your  committee  regret  that  tliere  are  so  few  Catechumens  re- 
ported in  the  several  parishes:  while,  however,  thc^y  regret  the  fact, 
tliey  do  not  presume  that  any  fault  is  to  be  attribnlod  to  the  want  of 
zeal  on  the  part  of  the  clergy,  but  to  the  peculiar  situation  of  most 
of  the  parishes;  some  of  them  being  'new,  and  some  located  in 
sparsely  populated  neighborhoods,  ami  all  of  them  finding  it  difficult 
to  procure  competent  teachers. 

From  the  reports,  there  seems  to  have  been  but  little  or  no  atten- 
tion given  to  the  instruction  of  our  slave  population.  Your  com- 
itiittee  \Vould  therefore  earnestly  renew  the  recommendations  made 
by  tho  committee  on  the  state  of  the  church  last  year,  and  urge  upon 
both  the  clergy  and  laity  the  moral  obligation,  which,  as  Christians, 
We  ire  under,  to  impart  to  tliem,  at  regular  periods,  a  knowledge  of 
th6  fai)dd.tnental  doctrines  and  precepts  of  our  Holy  religion,  which 
is  equally  necessary  for  the  eternal  salvation  of  "  bond  or  free."

The  comniiltee  who  were  instructed  lo  cncjuire  into  the  expe- 
diency of  electing:  ei  Bishop  tor  this  Diocess  V>y  the  present  Conven- 
tion, reported  as  I'ollows,  through  the  Rev.  Mr.  Knapp. 

The  coinmillcc  appointed  to  consider  the  expediency  of  electing 
a  Bishop  at  the  present  (Convention,  Leg  leave  to  report,  that  they 
have  unanimously  concluded  that  it  is  expedient  to  proceed  to  such 
election  immediately.  The  necessity  of  a  perfect  organization  to  the 
growth  and  permanent  welfare  of  the  Church,  seems  too  obvious  to 
admit  of  a  doubt;  and  the  only  question,  viz:  whether  the  resources 
of  the  Diocess  wore  adequate  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  has 
been  fairly  met,  and  so  far  settled  affirmatively  as  to  justify  the  con- 
clusion already  stated.  They  are  not  equal  to  our  desires,  or  our 
hopes;  but  it,  is  conHdently  believed  that  they  will  enable  us  to  offer 
a  support  commensurate  with  any  reasonable  expectations  from  a 
vouni;  Diocess.  The  committee  feel  assured — and  the  assurance  is 
founded  on  a  sulFiriont  guaranty — that  the  Convention  could  safely 
pledge  the  sum  of  two  tliousand  dollars  annually  for  the  support  of 
a  Bishop,  in  coiiuexion  with  a  parochial  charge,  or  twelve  hundred 
dollars  mde|)cndently  of  such  charge.  This  sum  does  not  include 
the  interest  on  the  Bi-;h()])'s  fund,  which,  we  trust,  will,  by  and  by, 
aflbrd  a  cnusi'.lerable  addition  to  our  present  available  resources. 
And  wh'.*n  it  i:?  considered  that  the  salary  above  na'.jied  is  the  offer- 
ing of  a  pco])l<i  in  cironnistanres  of  temporary  embarrassment,  and 
is  the  lowest  estlniaie  of  the  means  of  supporting  the  E[»iscopate, 
it  is  deemed  advisable  to  incur  whatever  risk  the  case  may  involve, 
with  an  humble  trust  that  Gud  will  surely  help  those  who  seek  his 
C^ory  in  his  appointtjd  way. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  submit  the  following  resolution: — 
Resolved,  that  this  Convention  do  now  proceed  to  elect  a  Bishop. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  above  re])oit,  afiei  beinor  read,  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Hon.  G.  W.  Peck,  it  was  "resolved,  that  this 
body,  as  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocess,  hereby  bind 
themselves  to  pay  annually  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  the  sum 
of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  independent  of  a  parochial  charge,  or  two 
thousand  dollars,  with  such  charge." 

The  Convention,  after  silent  prayer,  then  proceeded  to  the  elec- 
tion.of  a  Bishop:  and  upon  counting  the  votes  of  the  clergy,  the 
Rev.  James  T.  Johnston,  of  the  Diocess  of  Virginia,  was  found  to 
be  chosen  for  the  nomination.  The  nomination  thus  made  was  then 
submitted  to  the  laity  for  their  action^  through  a  committee,  com- 
posed of  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Sawyer  and  the  Rev.  N.  P.  Knapp.  The 
laity  presently  reported,  through  Dr.  Maynard,  that  the  nomination 
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was  unauimously  acceded  to: — whereupon,  the  Rev.  James  T. 
Johnston  vras  declared  hy  the  Right  Rev.  President  to  be  duly 
elected  Bifthop  of  the  Diocess  of  Alabama. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Knapp,  it  was  **  resolved,  that  the 
clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  be  authorised  to  inform 
the  Rev.  James  T.  Johnston,  of  the  Diocoss  of  Virginia,  of  his  elec- 
tion to  the  Episcopate  of  Alabama,  and  of  the  provision  made  for 
his  support;  and  in  case  of  his  acceptance,  to  make  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  his  consecration.'' 

The  testimonials  of  the  Bishop  elect  were  then  prepared  by  the 
Secretary,  and  duly  signed  by  the  clerical  and  lay  members  of 
Convention. 

A  verbal  report  was  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  fund, 
stating  "its  resources  to  be  on  the  increase,  and  gentirally  satisfac- 
tory." 

On  motion,  E.  W.  Peck,  A.  B.  Winn,  and  D.  Files,  were  elected 
Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  fund. 

On  motion  of  the  Hon.  E.  W.  Peck,  the  followinir  subslilute  for 
the  fifth  article  of  the  Constitution  was  pro[)Osed,  and  accepted  by 
the  Convention. 

Article  5.  **  In  convention,  the  clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate 
and  vote  as  one  body:  But  if  it  be  required  by  two  clergymen,  or 
the  delegation  of  two  parishes,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately; 
in  which  case,  each  clergyman  shall  cast  one  vote,  and  the  delegr- 
tion  of  each  parish  one  vote;  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  each 
order,  thus  cast,  concurring,  shall  be  decisive.  In  electing  a  Bishop, 
the  laity  shall  vote  by  parishes,  as  herein  provided." 

Tlic  Rev.  Mr.  Scott  presented  the  following  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion, which  were  unanimously  ado[)ted. 

"  Whereas,  during  the  conventional  year.  Dr.  Jomes  M.  Daven- 
port has  been  removed  by  death  from  tlie  militant  church, — there- 
fore: Resolved,  that  the  Convention  deeply  lament  an  occasion,  by 
which  we  have  been  deprived  of  a  truly  pious  and  intelligent  church- 
man, and  one  whose  zeal  and  devotion  in  the  cause  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocess  has  been  undiminished  from  an  early  period  in  her 
history;  Resolved,  that  this  Convention  tenders  its  kindest  sympathy 
to  the  bereaved  widow  of  the  late  Dr.  Davenport." 

On  motion  of  J.  H.  Parker,  Esq.  it  was  "resolved,  that  when 
this  Convention  adjourns,  it  adjourn  to  meet  again  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Greeensboro*,  on  the  first  Thursday  in  May,  A.  D.  1844.'' 
On  motion,  the  Finance  Committee,  were  directed  to  prepare  a 
plan  of  assessment  upon  the  different  parishes :  in  accordance  with 
which,  said  committee  submitted  to  Convention  a  system  of  paro- 
chial contribution,  which  was  approved  and  ordered  to  be  appended 
to  their  previous  rcpo'rt. 

The  dues  of  delinquent  panshcs  were,  by  vote,  then  remitted, —

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Knapp»  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis  took  the 
chair;  and  it  was  "resolved,  that  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be 
tendered  to  the  Right  Rev.  Leonidas  Polk,  D.  D.  for  the  kind  as- 
sistance which  he  lias  afforded  to  us,  and  for  the  able  and  impartial 
manner  in  which  lio  has  presided  over  our  deliberations." 

The  Right  Rev.  President  then  resumed  tiie  chair,  and  addressed 
the  Convention  in  terms  of  kindness  and  Ciiristian  feeling. 

On  motion,  the  Convention,  after  prayers  and  the  benediction  of 
the  President,  adjourned  nine  die,

At  a  meeting  heU  at  Areola,  Marengo  county,  13th  of  May,  the 
President  being  unble  to  attend,  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Sawyer,  was  call- 
ed to  the  Chair : — ^whereupon,  the  testimoniab  in  behalf  of  the  Rev. 
John  Prentis  Kewly  Henshaw,  D.  D.  Bishop  elect  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Rhode  Island,  were  examined  and  found  to  be  regular 
and  canonical,  and  consent  was  given  to  his  consecration."

The  report  cf  the  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Convention 
for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  Constitution  for  a  Diocesan  Mission- 
ary Society,  was  called  for,  and  not  being  prepared,  the  subject  was 
postponed  until  tomorrow.

Article  5.  "  In  Convention,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliberate 
as  one  bodv :  But  if  it  be  required  by  two  clergymen,  or  by  the  de- 
legation oi  two  parishes,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately;  in 
which  case,  each  clergyman  shaU  cast  one  vote,  and  the  delegation 
of  each  parish  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  each  order, 
thus  cast,  concurring,  shall  be  decisive.  In  electing  a  Bishop,  the 
laity  shall  vote  by  parishes,  as  herein  provided." 

The  Convention  adjourned  until  tomorrow  morning,  at  9  o'clock. 

In  the  evening,  divine  service  was  performed.  Rev.  Wm.  B. 
Otis  read  prayers;  and  a  sennon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Wm. 
Johnson.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjoummont. 

After  prayers  by  the  rrcsident,  the  minutes  of  yesterday  were 
read  and  approved.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  made  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted. 

"  The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report, 
that  from  an  examination  of  the  Parochial  Reports  which  nave 
been  snbmitted  to  them,  they  are  enabled  to  represent  the  Diocese 
as  steadily  growing  in  strength,  and  developing  its  resources  in  a 
degree  fair  surpassme  their  expectations.  The  number  of  official 
acts  reported  by  the  Ministei's  of  Parishes  long  since  established, 
greatly  exceed  those  of  the  post  year,  and  the  contributions  which 
have  been  made,  for  Missionary  and  other  religious  purposes,  show 
either  an  enlarged  zeal  for  the  cause  of  Christ  and  the  Church,  ot 
a  higher  degree  of  prosperity  in  those  who,  hitherto  warmly  inter- 
ested in  that  cause,  have  been  comparatively  under  the  restraint 
of  pecuniary  embarassment.  In  either  case,  they  deem  it  a  good 
promise  of  a  liberal  support  of  any  enterprise  wiiich  the  Diocese 
may  judiciously  undertake,  especially  that  of  providing  for  its  per- 
manent Episcopal  supervision.  Several  new  parishes  have  been 
received  into  union  with  the  Convention  at  this  session,  from  which 
we  may  reasonably  expect  some  aid  in  the  work  of  completins  our 
organization.  One  parish  that  was  at  tlie  last  Convention,  and  had 
been  for  three  years  vrithout  a  Minister,  has  recently  revived,  and 
is  now  in  a  very  encouraging  condition.  And  on  the  whole,  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  the  Diocese  is  such  as  to  call  forth  an  expression 
of  devout  gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church. 

The  statistics  of  the  Diocese  are  as  follows: — ^Baptisms,  148; 
Confirmations,  69;  Funerals,  54;  Marriages,  28;  Communicants,  349. 
Sunday  School — Teachers,  37;  Scholars,  187.  Contributions  for 
Missionary  and  other  religious  purposes,  $2411.05.

Rev.  L.  Polk,  D.  D.  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  for  the  efficient 
aid  wfaieh  he  has  kindly  rendered  this  Diocese  as  provisional  Bishop 
of  the  same,  with,  the  assurance  of  their  high  sense  of  the  ffenerous 
selMenial  with  which  the  Episcopal  supervision  thereof  has  been 
ittended. 

The  resolution  to  change  the  4th  Canon  was  brought  up  and  lost. 

The  proposed  substitute  for  the  4th  article  of  the  Constitution 
was  discussed,  and  laid  over  for  the  action  of  the  next  Convention. 

The  time  having  arrived  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  on  motion, 
it  was  Rnohed,  that  before  the  Convention  pi^oeeed  to  the  election 
of  a  Biakop>  silence  be  observed  for  a  few  mmutes,  to  afford  oppoT' 
tonitj  to  tae  nUemben  to  eneage  in  praver  to  die  great  Head  or  the 
Church  for  direction  in  this  important  Inisiness.

(m  motion,  it  was  resolved,  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal 
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iiito  the  expediency  of  originating  a  Diocesan  Missionary  ScMnety, 
and  if  deemed  expedient,  to  report  to  the  present  Convention  suit- 
able measures  to  cany  the  same  into  effect,  do  respectfully  report 
to  the  Convention, — That  they  have  endeavored  to  give  that  exami- 
nation to  the  subject  which  its  importance  demands.  Of  the  value 
and  importance  of  such  a  society  they  think  there  can  be  no  differ- 
ence ot  opinion;  the  only  question  with  them  is,  the  expediency  of 
originating  such  a  socie^  at  the  present  time,  and  even  so  long  as 
we  may  be  destitute  oi  an  Episcopal  head,  to  give  efficiency  to, 
and  thereby  to  ensure  success  in,  its  operations.  Your  committee 
regard  nearly  the  whole  of  our  large  Diocese  as  strictly  Missiona- 
ry ground  as  any  portion  of  our  wide-spread  country;  and  hence, 
they  feel  the  deep  importance,  and  if  practicable,  the  necessity  and 
expediency  of  introducing  some  more  efficient  operations  than  we 
now  have.  They  have  been  assured  that  there  are  Episcopal  fa- 
milies scattered  throughout  the  whole  Diocese,  some  of  whom  we 
are  losing  to  the  Church  annually,  from  their  having  despaired  of 
ever  receiving  the  visits  and  instructions  of  the  Ministers  of  their 
own  Church. 

Now,  from  the  existence  of  facts  such  as  these,  your  committee 
are  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  if  a  few  Missionaries  could  be  en- 
tirely employed  in  the  service  of  the  Society,  so  that  they  might 
explore  every  county,  town,  neighborhood,  and  family  in  die  Dio- 
cese, where  parishes  are  not  already  organized,  catechise  and  bap- 
tise children,  and  preach  the  Word  to  any  number  of  persons  who 
would  assemble  any  where  for  that  purpose,  and  from  house  to 
house;  organize  churches,  and  assist  the  Ecdesiastical  authority 
in  securing  for  tliem  the  regular  ministrations  of  the  Gk)6pel, — 
that  no  measure,  next  to  the  possession  of  a  Bishop  of  the  same 
character,  will  be  so  likely,  under  Grod,  to  build  up  our  Apostolic 
Church.  And  they  fiilly  believe  that  congregations,  and  the  means 
of  sustaining  cleri^fmen,  might  be  organized  and  procured  more 
rapidly  than  suitable  men  to  occupy  such  parishes  could  be  obtain- 
ed. To  give  ah  impalse  to  the  obfoct  thus  to  be  gained,  and  to  ex- 
cite a  Missionaiy  spirit  among  die  brethran,  generally,  your  com- 
inittee  are  prepared  to  recommend  the  appointment,  fint,  of  one 
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fsneral  Miamonalry^  iy{id  (undeir  the  c6ntzx>l  and  iustructioiu  of  the 
cdesiastical  authority)  shall  visit  every  portion  of  the  Diocese, 
record  the  names  of  Episcopal  families  wherever  he  might  find 
them  not  in  conmiunion  with  existing  panshes,  baptifle  their  chil- 
dren, &G.,  and  encourage  them  with  ute  hope,  that  oy  proper  exer- 
tions on  their  part,  they  mig^t  soon  enjoy  the  services  of  the 
Church  at  regmar  periods,  and  do  all  other  things  in  accordance 
with  his  Missionary  character.  Thus  new  congregations  will  be 
gradually  built  up  throughout  the  Diocese,  and  whenever  one  or 
two  parishes  felt  able,  with  or  without  assistance  in  the  simport 
of  a  clergyman,  the  seneral  Missionary  should  then  give  up  tnoae 
parishes,  and  extend  nis  services  to  other  new  places.  But  to  c^- 
ry  on  this  work,  and  to  begin  with  only  one  Alissionary,  will  re- 
quire money  to  pay  Us  salary  and  necessary  expenses,  which  must 
be  raised  by  the  Diocese  at  large,  and  henco  tne  Convention  wiS 
see  the  necessity  of  adopting  some  metliod  by  which  the  required 
sum  win  certainly  be  procured.  How  that  can  be  done, — whether 
by  taking  up  pHrockial  collections  at  regular  periods,  or  by  indivi- 
dual subscnption», — ^your  committee  leave  with  the  Convention  to 
determine.  If  the  Society  be  organized,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  effi- 
cient measures  will  be  adopted  to  carry  into  practical  operation  the 
objects  of  the  Society  at  once,  and  not  to  leave  the  means  unpro- 
Tiaed,  as  has  been  the  case  heretofore,  under  similar  organizations. 
A  liberal  appropriation  must  be  made,  in  order  to  secure  the  ser- 
vices of  a  suitable  man  for  such  a  work.  We  want  a  man  full  of 
Apostolic  zeal,  and  fire<l  \vith  the  spirit  of  that  love  and  devotion  to 
tbe  souls  of  men  which  animated  tne  'liearts  and  strengthened  the 
physical  energies  of  the  first  Evangelists  and  Missionaries,  and 
with  God*s  blessing,  success  will  be  certain  to  attend  us;  and  in  a 
short  time,  instead  of  one,  some  five  or  six  Missionaries  may  be  in 
the  service  of  the  Society. 

Your  committee  will  only  add,  in  conclusion,  that  they  are  not 
only  fiilly  persuaded  of  the  importance  of  the  plan  thus  proposed 
for  the  future  spiritual  prosperity  of  the  Parish,  but  also  of  its  ex- 
pediency, provided  the  requisite  funds  are  raised;  the  mode  of 
doing  which  they  leave  to  the  Convention  to  determine,  and  to 
enable  the  Convention  to  give  efficiency  to  the  Society,  they  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  Constitution : 

Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Society  of  Alabama;  the  object  of  which  shall  be  to  aid  in  sustain- 
ing and  propagating  the  principles  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  and  of  preaching  the  Gospel  in  the  destitute  parts  of  the 
Diocese,  and  that  every  baptised  member  of  this  Church  shall  be 
regarded  as  a  member  of  this  Society. 

Art.  2.  There  shall  be  a  committee,  consisting  of  two  clergymen 
and  two  laymen,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Convention, 
and  empowered  to  transact  all  the  business  of  the  Society,  and  who 
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shall  present  to  every  Convention  a  full  statement  or  report  of  their 
prociiefngB.  The  Bishop,  or  if  th^re  be  no  Bishop,  the  Presideiot 
of  llie  Stiioding  Committee,  shall  be,  ex  <fficio.  President  of  the 
Committee. 

Art  i.  There  shall  be  a  Sermon  on  the  subject  of  Missions,  and 
a  collection  made  for  the  aid  of  the  same  in  tms  Diocese,  at  every 
nmual  Convention.  It  shall  devolve  on  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be 
no  Bishop,  on  the  Standing  Committee,  to  appoint  the  Minister  to 
deliver  the  Sermon. 

Art  4.  There  shall  be  a  seneral  Missionary  cmpointed  by  the 
Committee,  whose  duties  shul  be  pointed  out  by  the  Kshop,  or  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  SCssionaiy  Committee,  and  v^hose  aahiy 
diaDbe  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

Art  5.  A  collection  shall  be  annuaHy  made  by  every  regulvly 
organised  congregation  for  the  Diocese,  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  ti|e 
S^iety. 

Art  6.  No  Missionary  aided  or  employed  by  this  SodeCj  abaD 
leave  his  station  or  stations,  until  he  has  given  two  months  notice 
ofhis  intention  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  totiie  Pie- 
aident  of  the  Missionary  Committee. 

Airt  7.  Any  conffreffation  which  has  received  aid  from  diis  Skiei- 

y,  and  who  shall  be  deprived  more  than  one  year  of  the  services 
a  Ifinister,  shall  be  required  to  send  one  lourth  of  the  sahiy 
paid'bv  them  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  until  such  time  as 
nm  shaD  procure  the  services  of  another  Minister. 

Alt  8.  The  BGssionary  Committee  may  provide  at  some  conve- 
nient point  or  points  witmn  the  Diocese,  a  supply  of  prayer-books, 
tracts,  and  sucn  other  books  of  approved  character  as  may  be  cal- 
culated to  aid  their  Missionary  or  Missionaries  in  the  attainment  of 
their  object."

It 
will  keep  him  at  school  ten  years.  One  gentleman  of  the  parish 
i^ave  8350  for  the  education  of  one  such  boy.  The  Boy's  Mission- 
ary Society,  composed  chiefly  of  the  scholars  of  the  Sunday  School, 
have  contributed  $25  for  the  first  year's  education  of  one  sucli  Chi- 
nese youth,  and  they  are,  also,  about  to  educate  in  the  saihe  \tn^\ 
aV  the  Baihe  expense,  an  Indian  boy.  The  girl's  Missionair  Soci^ , 
coiziposcd  chiefly  of  the  female  scholars  ofthc  Sunday  Scnool,^bavr" 
<!OTitributed  the  same  amount  for  the  support  of  an  African  giH.'* 
They  will  contribute  these  sums  (at  least)  annually,  until  the  ncii-  ' 
flkMi  youths  taken  by  them  ai'e  qualified  to  teach  others;  and  from 
|);:esent  indications,  I  doubt  not  that  several  children  more  vrill  .bc- 
supported  in  the  same  way  by  individual  memlxirs  of  the  Parish. 
Such  acts  require  no  comment:  The  scitIc^s  of  the  Church  have 
l)oen  fully  and  regulariy  maintained  throughout  the  year;  that  is, 
two  services  on  Sunday,  prayers  everj-  Wednesday  morning,  and 
the  full  service  \v\ih  a  Lecture  on  every  Friday  .night.  The  greater 
Festivals  and  Fasts  of  the  Church,  in  particular,  have  been  speci- 
ally observed.  During  the  Minister's  sickness  and  absence  oi  "six 
months,  last  summer,  the  Rev.  N.  P.  Knapp  officiated  the  greater 
part  of  the  time.  The  Sunday  School  continues  as  flotiri^ing  as 
ill  years  pa-st,  and  tlie  coloroa  children  of  the  par^li,  as  many  as 
ran  be  assembled,  continue  to  ]>e  taught  every  Sunday  afternoon, 
throughout  the  y(?ar. 

Pages  might  l>c  ^vnttcn  upon  the  various  modes  of  doing  good, 
practised  liy  many  of  the  young  persons  of  the  Parish,  ana  in  de- 
railing interesting  incidents  of  a  religious  character,  of  the  influence

AfYer  an  absence  of  six  week?*,  on  a  voyage  ti>  (^uba,  h«* 
was  able  to  resume  his  niiui.sKiriul  labors,  and  on  the  2I.Ht  of  JoJlii- 
ar)'  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  present  charge.  The  I'ariali 
had  heem  without  a  Minister  for  four  years.  But  the  scattered  flock 
have  rutunied  to  the  fold,  and  the  condition  of  tlie  parish  is  ver\' 
onroii raging.     The  Church  pews  are  iili  I'ented  and  well  filled. 

Divine  senice,  with  ])reacliing  of  the  word  of  life,  h.'m  Iwcn  held 
twice  on  Sundays  and  once  on  Good  rriday.

The  at- 
idance  on  all  of  our  public  services  is  uniformly  good,  and  we 
ve  cause  of  diankfuhMia,  and  at  the  same  time  of  encouragement, 
Mt  our  labor  baa  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  While  tbs  nam« 
r  of  ^wrcoBununioanCs  has  been  diminished,  by  removal  tootfaor 
iMip  yiet  by  the  £vth&l  use  of  the  sacraments  and  ordtnancaa  of 
a  Orarch  of  God.  the  remaining  p(»tion  have  improved  in  mli- 
3fiis  character,  and  they  seem  now  more  earnest  than  over  in 
iriviDg  together  for  the  faith  o£  the  goapeL" 
Hie  «oan|f  ladies  of  the  parish,  firom  the  proceeds  of  a*' Doroaa 
Maetir*  which  vms  formed  two  years  since,  have  contributed  very 
leraiiy  towards  the  completion  and  beautifying  of  the  Church. 
3j  the  liberality  of  a  gentleman  residing  near  our  tovni,  and 
m  aome  other  source  with  which  I  am  not  acquainted,  we  have 
len  supplied  with  an  organ  of  sufficient  power  and  excellent  tone. 
In  connexion  with  this  parish,  I  officiated  for  the  congregation 
'  St.  Paul's  Church,  Greensboro',  until  Ash-Wedneeday  before 
e  last,  on  which  occasion  the  Rt.  Rev.  Leonidas  Polk,  D.  D.  con- 
crated  the  Church  edifice  and  administered  the  rite  of  confirma- 
Ml  to  six  persons,  all  of  whom  came  forward  to  the  next  commu-* 
(m.  I  b^tised  three  children  in  this  parish,  one  in  the  Church, 
id  two  at  "Vaughn's  Meeting-house,  where  I  performed  the 
Homing  service  and  preached  to  a  small  though  orderiy  and 
tentive  congregation. 

I  visited  Tuscaloosa  on  business  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
d  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  being  absent,  at  the  reouest  of  the 
stiy  I  officiated  twice.

CANON  1. 

OF  THE  YESTRT  OF  A  CHURCH. 

Sic.  1.  In  every  Church  of  this  Diocese,  there  shall  be  an  annual 
election  on  Easter  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than 
five,  and  not  more  than  eleven  members,  who  shall  continue  in  of- 
fice until  their  successors  are  chosen.  Two  of  these  Vestrymen 
flhall  be  appointed  to  serve  &s  Wardens;  one  of  whom  shall  be  de- 
signated, by  appointment,  the  Senior  Warden  of  the  Parish. 

The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  take 
and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings — attest  the  public  acts 
of  the  Vestry,  preserve  all  records  and  papers  belongmg  to  the 
Parish,  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  legally  assigned  him. 
and  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and 
documents  belonging  to  the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
who  has  not  signed  the  Articles  of  Parochial  Association ;  or  who 
18  not  a  holder  or  renter  of  one  entire  Pew;  and  when  two  or  more 
persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  Pew,  they  shall  be  entitled  jointly  to 
one  vote.  In  those  Parishes  in  which  there  are  no  Pews  held  or 
rented,  no  individuil  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a  contri- 
butor to  the  Church,  to  such  an  amount  as  the  respective  Parishes 
shall  appoint. 

Sac.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  A^'estryman  who  is  not  a 
Pew-holder,  or  a  qualified  voter  in  the  Parish  for  which  he  is  elected. 

Sec  4.  It  shnll  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestrv  to  take  charge  of  the 
pT0T>erty  of  the  Church,  to  reorulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  elect 
and  call  a  minister  and  provide  for  his  maintenance;  to  keep  order 
in  the  Church  during  the  celebration  of  Divine  Worship,  and  in 
general,  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Minister,  in  whatever  is  appro- 
priate to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel:  it  being  un- 
derstood always,  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  thp  Church  are  under 
the  exclusive  direction  of  the  Minister,  in  subordination  to  the  ec- 
eklnaadcal  authority  and  la^vs  of  the  Diocese. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wudeiui  especially,  to  provide  the 
elements  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  to  collect  the  alms  at  the  admiiiis- 
tntbii  of  the  same,  to  keep  and  dishorse  such  afans  in  esse  the 
dmrch  is  destitute  of  a  Bfimster,  and  while  the  Church  is  destitute 
of  a  Uinister  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  wonhip  and 
the  instruction  en  the  congregation  by  occasional  clerical  senrices, 
or  by  lay  reading,  as  circumstances  may  permit. 

(Parishes  now  incorporated  are  excepted  from  any  parts  of  thii 
Canon  interfering  with  their  articles  of  association  or  by-laws.) 

CANON  11. 

or  ADMITTINO  A  CHURCH  OR  PARISH  INTO  UNION  WTTH  THIS  DIOCSSl. 

No  Church  or  Parish  shall  be  received  into  union  with  thb  IXo> 
cese  unless  the  Articles  of  Association,  authenticated  by  the  Chair- 
man and  Secretary  of  such  Association,  be  presented  to  the  Con- 
vention by  a  clerical  or  lay  member  thereofV 

And  no  Parish  or  Church  shaU  be  entitled  to  a  lay  delegatioiit 
until  any  assessment  made  by  the  Convention  shall  have  been  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  in. 

OF  A  QUORUM  IN  CONVENTION. 

Three  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  a  delegate  or  dele- 
gates of  the  lay  order  finom  four  churches,  shall,  together,  oonati- 
tute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  a&maUer  nvm- 
ber  may  adjourn. 

CANON  IV. 

or  ATTENDANCE  ON  CONVENTION,  AND  REQUISITE8  FOR  THE  ADMlSSIOir 

OF  LAY  DELEGATES. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  cler^men  entitled  to  scats  in  the  Con- 
vention, to  attend  the  same,  and  of  every  Church  or  con&rregation 
in  union  with  this  Diocese,  to  send  a  number  (not  exceeding  6ve) 
of  lay  delegates  to  the  Convention ;  wlio  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Vestry  from  the  communicants  of  the  Church,  if  poi*siblc,  or  from 
such  persons,  of  good  moral  character,  as  are  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
election  of  Vestrymen. 

CANON  V. 

OF  DELEGATES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

The  Convention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meeting,  i^rttr 
Cler^yment  who  shall  be  Presbyters  entitled  to  scats  in  the  Cob* 
vention,  and  four  lay  men,  who  shall  be  communicants,  in  good 
standing,  of  some  Church  in  union  with  the  Diocese,  or  persons  of 
ffood  moral  character  connected  with  such  Church,  as  delegates 
from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention;  who  shall  oontinoe 
in  office  until  their  successors  be  chosen. 

CANON  VI. 

OF  THE  TERM  OF  OFFICE  OF  THE  OFFICERS  OF  CONVENTION.

tad  parpoae  for  which  the  Convention  is  called. 

CANON  VIII. 

or  ATTBlffDANCa  OF  TUE  CLERGY  ON  CONVENl'IONS. 

The  regular  attendance  of  the  clergy  at  the  meetings  of  the  Gon- 
rention  being  deemed  of  great  importance  to  the  intereats  of  tte 
Chnrohy  is  a  duty  hereby  enjoined,  with  which  no  slieht  obstacle 
sboald  be  allowed  to  interfere :  and  it  is  recommended  to  the  dif- 
fsrent  Parishes  in  this  Diocese  to  make  provision  for  the  expenses 
incurred  by  their  respective  Ministers  in  attending  the  Convention. 

At  the  opening  of  every  Convention,  the  names  of  the  clergy 
rjntitled  to  seats  therein  shall  be  called  over,  and  the  absentees 
noted. 

CANON  IX. 

A  LIST  TO  BE  MADE  OF  THE  MnflSTEBS  IN  THE  DIOCESE. 

Sbc.  1.  Before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 
he  Biahop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  clergy- 
nen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of 
heir  respective  cures  or  parishes,  or  stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of 
.he  institutions  of  learning  in  which  they  are  engaged;  and  the 
pfauxw  of  residence  of  such  as  are  not  employed  m  either  of  the 
ways  above  mentioned;  specifying  at  the  same  time  who,  of  either 
clasa,  are  Deacons;  but  no  clergyman  while  suspended  from  the 
miniatry  shall  have  a  place  on  such  list.  And  such  list  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Convention  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  callea 
to  order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom. 
The  same  shall  be  appended  to  the  Jonmal,  and  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  General  Convention. 

6kc.  8.  When  the  risht  of  any  cler^fyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention is  disputed,  it  shall  be  determmed,  according  to  the  ^rovi- 
siona  of  the  4xh  article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself, 
whedier  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesud,  or  omitted.

mittee. 

Article  10.  A  proposition  to  alter  this^  Constitution  must  be 
made  in  writing,  and  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  Convention. 
It -shall  then  lie  over  to  the  next  Convention,  and  then,  if  approviid 
b^  a  majority  of  the  two  orders  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  (voting  m-

Chavoh,  is  a  duty  hereby  enjoined,  with  which  no  slicht  obstade

The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  (or  to  the  clerical  membexb  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,)  specifying  the  ofTenoes 
of  whi(£  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  cer- 
tainty as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances.  Such  presentment  may 
be  made  by  the  majority  of  the  whole  Vestry  of  any  Church  of 
which  the  accused  is,  or  haa  been,  a  Minister^  or  by  any  two  Prea- 
byters  of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  or  by  a 
Board  of  Inquiry,  appointed  as  follows : 

Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  (or  the 
clerical  members  ofthe  Standing  Committee,  if  there  be  no  Biib* 
op,)  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  clergyman  is  under  the 
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Sbc.  a.  In  conformity  to  canon  7th,  18:55,  of  the  Crenenl  Con- 
vontbn,  on  this  nubject,  be  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the 
TiishujiB  of  the  Protestant  £p»a>pal  Church  p  die  United  dtatea. 
and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  the 
Journal  of  the  Convention  of' this  Diocese,  (as  well  as  of  any  charge 
or  pastoral  letter  recently  published,)  and  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion, a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates.

Conduct,  as  required  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  that  his  Letters  of  Orders  and  Testimonials  of  Religious  and 
Moral  Conduct,  are  by  him,  the  Bishop,  or  by  them,  the  Standing 
Committee,  approved.  \ 

CANON  XII. 

OF  PARISH  REGISTERS  AND  REPORTS. 

Sec.  1.  Every  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Register 
of  all  the  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  MarriageSt  and  Funeraib  ao- 
Icmnizcd  by  him,  or  in  his  Parish  by  any  other  Episcopal  miniatcr; 
specifying  uie  names  and  times  of  birth  of  the  children  bqidsed, 
together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors;  the  names  oi' 
the  adults  baptised,  and  also  tne  witnesses  of  the  baptism;  the 
names  of  those  confirmed,  und  by  whom;  the  names  of  the  parties 
married,  and  of  persons  buried,  and  also  the  times  when  each  rite 
was  i>eifbrmed.  i 

This  Register  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister,  in  a  book  to  be  pro- . 
vided  for  that  purpose,  and  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each  Chnrch; 
which  book  shall  be  called  the  Pansh  Register,  and  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  a  part  of  the  Records  of  the  Pvish. 

Sac.  8.  In  addition  Co  the  Register  above  named,  tfa^

Such  presentment  may 
be  made  by  the  majority  of  the  whole  Vestry  o£  any  Church  of 
wlddi  the  accused  is,  or  haa  been,  a  Minister,^  or  by  any  two  Preis- 
bjters  of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seata  in  the  Convention,  or  by  a 
Bond  of  Inquiry,  appointed  as  follows :

If  a  clergyman  presented,  shall  confiSss  the  truth  of  die 
charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  before  the  appointment  of 
a  Board  for  his  trial,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese, (or  of  the  Bishop  to  whom  the  matter  shall  have  been  referred 
by  the  clerical  members  aforesaid,)  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence*  in 
the  manner  above  specified,  as  soon  as  may  be  convenient  after 
proper  notice  of  such  confession.

Whenever  any  clergy-man  o£  thid  Diocese,  (not  being  Bishop 
thereof,)  shall  become  liable  to  presentment  and  trial,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  any  cauon  of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention, 
the  mode  of  proceeding  shall  be  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  (or  to  the  clerical  memben  of  the 
Scandine  Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,)  specifying  the  ofTenoes 
of  whi<£  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasooid>le  cer- 
tamty  as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances.  Such  presentment  may 
be  made  by  the  majority  of  the  whole  Vestry  of  any  Church  of 
which  the  accused  is,  or  has  been,  a  Minister^  or  by  any  two  Pres- 
byters of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  or  by  a 
Board  of  Inquiry,  appointed  as  follows: 

'  Whenever,  fiom  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  (or  the 
clinical  membezs  or  the  Standing  Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bish- 
op,) shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  clergyman  is  under  Uie^ 
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hnpittation  of  haviiig  be«n  guilty  of  any  offence  or  miaeondnct,  for 
wkwh  be  is  UaUe  to  be  cried,  and  tbat  the  interest  of  tbe  Ohoidi 
requires  an  investigation,  it  ^all  be  bis  (or  tbeii)  duty  to  Mpaini 
tbwe  persons,  two  of  wbom  sball  be  Presbyters,  to  exaimae  die 
case;  and  if  there  be,  in  tbe  opinion  of  a  majority  of  them,  mS- 
dent  ^[Tound  for  presentment,  they  shall  present  die  der^ymsEH 
accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  of  the  modes  above 
prescribed,  the  Bishop,  (or  the  clerical  members  aforesaid,  if  diere 
be  no  Bishop,)  may  dismiss  it  if  the  iacts  charged  shall  not  iqppear 
to  him  (or  them)  to  constitute  an  offence;  or  if  it  allege  facts  some 
of  which  do,  and  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  offence,  be  (or 
they)  may  allow  it  in  part,  and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  may  allow  it 
to  be  amended. 

When  it  shall  be  allowed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop,  (or 
the  clerical  members  aforesaid,)  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served 
on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  six  Presbyters,  (if  diere  be 
six  in  the  Diocese,)  and  if  there  be  not  six  in  the  Diocese,  then  any 
number  more  than  three,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Con- 
vention, and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused, 
who  shall,  within  t)urty  days  afler  such  service,  select  three  of  them, 
and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  (or  clerical  mem- 
bers aforesaid):  and  if  he  shall  not  give  such  notification  within  the 
said  thirty  days,  the  Bishop,  (or  clerical  members  aforesaid,)  shall 
select  three;  and  in  either  case,  the  three  selected  Presbyters  shall 
constitute  a  Board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop,  (or,  if  there  be  no  "Bishop,  the  clerical  members  aforesaid,) 
shall  direct,  and  sball  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,, 
and  fntm  place  to  place,  (within  the  Diocese)  as  they  sball  think 
necessary. 

Sec  4.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meet- 
ing shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the 
accused,  and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the  presentment, 
and  upon  such  person  as  may  be  appointed  to  conduct  the  prose- 
cution. 

The  Bishop,  or  the  clerical  members  aforesaid,  shall  appoint  a 
suitable  person  to  prosecute  the  case. 

Sac.  5.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  nodce, 
shaU  noi  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  hia 
trial,  the  Board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  presenc, 
unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day. 

Sac.  6.  At  their  first  meeting  the  Board  shall  choose  a  Pvesideiit 
from  their  own  body,  and  a  Secretary  from  their  own  body  or  odi- 
v^rwise,  as  they  shall  determine. 

I%K.  7.  Wlien  ih^  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  bear  audi 
evidence  as  may  be  produced,  and  shall  eanse  the  oral 
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to  be  wntten  down  by  the  Secretary,  and  toffctker  with  the  d^po- 
ailinii  and  odier  evidience  read  upon  the  triu,  to  be  carefiiUy  pro- 
eeme^  and  shall  cause  a  full  record  to  bo  kept  of  their  proceedingi. 

1%^  President  shall  be  authorised,  at  the  desire  of  either  paitjf, 
tosSmlnister  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses;  and  the  exar 
inin&aion  of  the  witnesses,  and  all  the  proceedings  of  the  trial,  shall 
be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused,  and  not  otherwise. 

^No  lay  man  shall  be  permitted  to  advocate  for  either  party  in  the 
tnd,  though  both  parties  mayi  at  their  option,  comult  legal  or  other 
iidnsen. 

SfeO.  ^S.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop,  (or  clerical  mem- 
ben  iSbresaid!,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,)  by  either  party,  shewing  sa- 
ti^&etotily  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  procured  upon  the 
txial,  he  (or  they)  may  a]}poiut  some  cler^man  or  lay  man,  as  com- 
missioner to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness;  and  the  party  so  ap- 
j>lying  shall  give  to  the  other  party,  at  least  six  days  notice  of  the 
dme  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the  person  ofi 
whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more  thnnjartif  milea 
Btom  the  place  of  examination,  one  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for 
evety  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties  may  at- 
tend and  examine  the  witness;  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  cer- 
tified by  the  commissionei's,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  Board;  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence. 

A  witness  examined  as  aforesaid,  may  be  sworn  by  the  commis- 


Sbc.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  ovidence» 
shaD  declare  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  pre- 
sentment, in  a  writing  signed  by  the  tchofe  Boards  if  the  accused  he 
declared  guilty,  or  by  a  majority  of  them,  if  otherwise,-— distinctly 
stating  whether  tlie  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  ch&xgcs 
respectively;  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which,  in  their  opinion, 
AcRild  be  pronounced. 

A  copy  of  such  decision  s)iall  be,  without  delay,  communicated 
to  the  accused,  and  also  to  the  persons  making  the  presentment.— 
And  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  de> 
livered  to  the  Bishop,  ii'  there  bo  one,  who  shall  pronounce  such 
canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear  uy  him  to  be  proper:  Provided, 
the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  seutence  recommended 
by  the  Board;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final. 

If  there  bo  no  Bishop,  the  said  decision,  with  the  evidence,  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
who  shall  submit  the  same  to  some  convenient  Bishop,  whose  judg- 
ment in  the  case,  with  the  limitation  aforesaid,  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  10.  Before  pronoui^cing  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon 
the  accused,  and  any  two  or  more  of  the  clergy,  to  meet  him  at 
0udi  time  as  may.  in  his  opinion,  be  most  convenient,  in  some

These  shall  be  referred  to  a 
Committee  of  three,  who  shall  forthwith  examine  them,  and  report  to  the 
Convention.  A  constitutional  quorum  having  been  found  presentt  the  Pre- 
sident iball  declare  the  Convention  duly  organized. 

RuLi  3.  Thefurtherorderof  business  shall  be  as  follows:  l.Theappotnt* 
meat  of  a  President  from  among  the  clerical  members  present,  (if  there  be 
DO  Bishop,  or  if  he  be  abHpnt.)  2.  The  appointment  of  a  Secretary, 
3.  The  consideration  of  the  application  of  Churches  or  Parishes  for  admis- 
aion  into  union  with  the  Convention.  4.  The  appointment,  by  the  PresU 
dent,  of  Standing  Committees,  viz:  the  Committee  on  the  state  of  the 
Church — the  Committee  on  Finance — the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Bqm« 
neM.  5  The  annual  Address  of  the  Bishop,  (if  there  be  one,  and  he  be 
prasent.)  6.  The  annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese.  7.  The  Reports  of  Committees  appointed  at  the  last  Convention, 
with  instructions  to  report  to  this  Convention.  8.  The  reading  of  the  Pa- 
rochial Reports.  !).  The  Election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio- 
cese, by  ballot,  10.  The  Election  of  Delegates  to  tiie  general  ConveciioOv 
by  ballot.    11.  Reports  to  be  called  for.     Di.  Miscellaneous  business. 

RvLK  4.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  stand  up  unless  to  address  the  President. 

RuL«  5.  When  a  member  is  aliont  to  speak  in  debate,  or  present  any 
■abject  to  the  Convention,  he  shall,  with  duo  rciipect,  address  himself  to  the 
Pkesident,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  matter  before  the  Convention. 

RuLK  0.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  positions  of  the  Con- 
veotion,  unless  ho  have  leave  of  the  President,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

RoLV  7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the  subject  in 
debate,  unless  he  have  leave  of  the  Convention. 

RuLK  8.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  decision 
of  the  C  onvention,  and  shall  not  be  again  discussed,  unless  with  the  consent 
oTtwo  thirds  of  the  Convention:  Provided,  however,  that  any  member  of  the 
CoDvention  voting  in  the  affirmative,  may,  on  the  same  day  in  which  the 
Tote  is  taken,  move  for  a  re-consideration  of  the  same  vote. 

RvLK  0.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  or  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention, (except  a  motion  to  adjourn,)  unless  seconded,  and  reduced  to 
writing  by  the  mover,  and  road  by  ttie  Secretary. 

Rule  10.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall 
be  made,  except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  te  postpone.  A  motion 
to  adjourn,  however,  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  ll.  A  question  on  amendment  shall  be  decided  before  the  original 
notion. 

RuLK  12.  Evcrv  member  sliall  be  present,  when  the  question  is  put,  and 
sliall  vote,  unless  "he  be  personally  inlercslcd,  or  bo  excused  from  voting  by 
tlic  Convention.

The  Bishop  tlicti  read  his  Address,  as  follows  : 

Before  I  procerd  to  fr'ivc  an  account  of  the  affaira  of  the  Diocew,  ineoHbr 
pliancc  wiih  the  8ih  Canon  of  1344,  I  beg;  leave  to  aay  a  word  in  reference 
to  my  present  position.  AlMjoiirrh  I  felt  constrained  from  a  seiwe  of  duty  t9 
accept  the  solemn  and  responsible  office  of  Bisiiop,  to  which  I  waa  called  by 
the  voice  of  ih'is  D iocu.se — ond  fur  which  cxpregsion  of  confidence  I  in 
deeply  thankful— yet  I  mnst  confess,  that  I  come  amongdl  you  with  mtoy 
doubts  and  fears,  from  an  abiding  consciousness  of  my  many  weakneaaea  ana 
infirmities.  And  this  1  say,  not  from  any  affectation  of  humihty,  bat  in  the 
full  sincerity  of  my  heart.  My  simple  trust  is  in  the  Grace  of  that  God  who 
has  promised  to  ^ive  his  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask  him  ;  and  who  often- 
times, throdgh  the  fooblcnoss  of  t!ic  instrument,  magnifies  his  own  power 
and  wisdom.  1  shall  aUu  look  with  confidence  to  the  kindness  and  aopnoit 
of  those  who  have  called  me  to  the  arduous  duties  of  the  Episcopal  office. 
Greatly  shall  1  need  their  sympathy  and  their  counsel,  and  most  earneatly 
do  I  ask  the  charity  of  their  prayers.  If  the  Apostles,  in  all  the  plenitude  oif 
their  gif^s,  must  a&k  fur  the  interci^ifsion  of  others,  with  what  propriety  and 
emphasis  may  we  in  the  prosout  day  sny  to  you — "  Brethren  pray  for  oa." 
As  to  myself,  all  that  I  can  prnriii^u  is  this — that  as  [  come  amonjrst  yoe 
in  the  spirit  of  meekness  andoftcar,  I  slinli  bo  a  man  of  peace;  and  tbatny 
daily  prayer  shall  be  offerad  up  in  behalf  of  the  Church  of  this  Oioceae— 
that  she  may  spread  and  flourish,  and  answer  the  end  of  her  institution,  by 
promoting  the  glory  of  (jod  in  the  rialvation  of  souls. 

Immediately  after  my  consecration,  which  took  place  m  Christ  Cfaoreht 
Philadelphia,  on  the  20th  of  October,  1  made  arran^rements  for  enterinf  en 
my  new  field  ef  labor,  and  arrived  with  my  family  in  >1obito  in  the  last  week 
of  November,  after  havinnr  passed  throujrh  my  former  fields  of  labor  in  F^ 
tersburj^h  and  Bedford  county,  Viririnia,  and  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,^-and 
receiviiijr  from  my  much  loved  IMrishinncrs  such  manifestations  of  respect 
and  attachment  as  cm  nevrr  be  fbrKOiten  as  long;  as  life  shall  last.  In  the 
county  of  Bedford,  Vi'-rrinin,  at  the  n.'qiicritof  Bishop  Meade,  1  administered 
the  riie    of  Confirmotion  to  tvvelvo  persons,  and  Consecrated  a  new  Church. 

Shortiy  after  my  arrival  in  Mobil<s  I  was  notified  by  the  Presiding  Bisliop 
to  attend  the  Trial  of  ni>hnp  Bknj.  T.  O.ndeuuonk,  in  the  city  of  New 
York.  OwinjT  to  the  rrreat  distanoj  of  that  city — the  inclemency  of  the 
season — the  late  period  at  which  the  letlfr  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  waa 
received — and  the  pressing  n'-ccssiiy  of  providing  a  home  for  my  family— 
I  was  prevenied  from  co:n[)lyinir  with  the  notice. 

Sunday,  1st  December,  1811— rn-nrhcd  in  Christ' Church,  Mobile,  and 
assisted  the  Rector,  tho  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis,  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper.  This  large  and  liberal  congregation  1  found  in  a  most  flouriibing 
condition. 

Sunday,  8th  D"!combor — Proaclp?.!  niorninij  nnl  evpnin*  in  Christ 
Church,  Mobile  ;  and  in  the  nf\rrnoon  met  the  Juvenile  Missionary  Society 
of  that  Church,  and  was  nrntitiL'd  tu  find  amonizsithc  children  a  lively  in- 
terest in  the  caii^e  of  Missions.  iMay  tlie  Lord  ^rrant  that  this  interest  may 
be  felt  and  manifo^ted  more  and  more  by  every  member  of  the  Churcn 
throughout  the  Dioci^so. 

Tuesday  and  Wodnosnay,  10th  and  11  th  Docomber — Visited  De- 
mopolis,  aiid  preached  tvvico  to  a  con::regaMon,  which  ihongh  not  lar^e,  was 
very  attentive.  Il^re  we  have  no  lIoiis»j  of  Worship  and  no  rejrular  ser- 
vices, but  there  are  scvora!  wnnnly  attacii'^d  members;  and  with  proper 
attention  this  place  ougiit  to  become  a  most  inierc.xting  station  for  the 
Church.  I  hope,  vrry  soon,  to  sec  a  Minister  sellled  here.  Whilst  here 
i  baptized  one  infant. 

Saturday,  14ch  December,  1^44— Arrived  in  Tuscaloosa,  and  preached 
at  night — the  Rev.  Mr.  At.len  reading  prayers.  This  Parish  had  been  for 
tome  time  vacanti  yet  I  found  the  members  zealous  and  warmly  attached

to  the  Church.  Mr.  Allih  has  Bince  been  called  to  the  Rectorship  of  the 
Cborcb,  and  hoa  entered  upon  his  dutips  with  the  most  encouraging  pros- 
pect of  uaefulneaa.  On  Sunday  morning,  Mr.  Allen  again  read  prayers, 
and  I  preached  to  a  very  attentive  congregation.  In  tlio  afternoon,  I  per- 
formea  service,  and  Mr.  Allen  preached  to  a  largo  and  interesting  audience. 
On  Tuesday  evening  I  again  preached  ;  and  on  Wednesday  evening,  aAer 
preaching  to  a  large  audience,  1  admitted  twenty-eight  persons  to  the  rite 
of  Con6rmation.  I^y  heart  was  truly  gladdened  by  this  manifestation  of 
ihe  flourishing  stato  of  tlie  Parish. 

Friday,  20th  December — After  preaching  on  the  way-side,  in  a 
Methodist  House  of  Worship,  to  a  small  congregation  collected  on  a  hastj 
notice.  1  arrived  at  Greensboro*,  where  1  was  met  by  the  Kev.  Messrs.  Har- 
flOii  and  Hats.  I  preached  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  and  administered 
the  rite  of  Confirmation  to  six  pcrsonR.  1  also  Baptized  two  adults  and  three 
children.  Here,  as  yet,  we  have  no  Minister  in  charge,  but  i  hope  soon  to 
MA  one  permanently  settled  in  that  interebting  and  promising  field. 

Tuesday,  24th  December — Preached  at  Prairicvillc,  in  the  Parish 
of  Mr.  HAireov,  to  a  very  reppcctable  and  attentive  congregation.  As  1 
intended  at  a  future  day  to  revisit  this  Parish,  i  did  not  admiiiititer  the  rite 
4>f  Confirmation  on  this  occasion.  I  trust  tiiat  the  Church  is  destined  to 
«pretd  extensively  and  permanently  among  this  intelligent  and  hospitable 
people. 

Tuesday  night,  24th  December — Preached  In  Dcmopolia  afler  pray- 
efe  by  Mr.  nAssoN,  and  admitted  seven  persons  to  the  rite  of  Confir- 
matiOD.  The  services  were  well  attended,  and  seemed  deeply  to  interest 
the  aadience. 

Christmas  Day — I  preached  again  In  Dcmopolis,  and  administered  the 
Comma nion  to  about  forty  members — of  whom  a  number  belonged  to  other 
denominations.  By  this  second  visit,  1  was  mure  confirmed  in  my  opinion 
of  the  importance  of  promptly  occupying  this  point,  in  which  there  is  an 
encouraging  prospect  of  buildin^r  up  the  Church.  J  trust  that  J  shall  be 
nble  in  a  abort  time  to  send  a  Clergyman  to  settle  in  that  town. 

Saoday,  29th  December,  1844 — Preached  both  morning  and  evening  in 
Christ  Church,  Mobile. 

Saoday,  5th  January,  1845 — Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Mobile,  and 
admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons  Edmund  C.  Murdauoii,  from  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  Virginia.  Morninrf  prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
HAii80K,and  the  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rector  of  the  Church — the 
Rev.  Mr.  Lxwis.  Mr.  Mukdauoh  has  since  settled  in  the  county  of  Ma- 
nngOt  in  an  interesting  field  of  labor. 

Snnday,  11th  January-^Visited  Montgomery',  and  preached  m  the 
morning  and  afternoon — prayers  being  reod  by  the  Rector  of  the  Church,  the 
Jlev.  Mr.  Knapp.  This  is  a  flourishing  town,  with  every  prospect  of  future 
growth ;  and  there  is  good  reason  to  hope  that  the  Church,  by  the  blessing 
of  God,  will  prosper  through  the  active  labors  of  the  present  Pastor. 

Saturday  and  Sunday,  18th  and  IDt^  January — Preached  in  the  morn- 
ing and  evening  of  each  day  in  the  town  of  Selma,  prayers  being 
R«d  by  the  Rector — the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright,  and  who  also  assisted  in  the 
ndminiitration  of  the  Communion.  Ilero  we  have  a  small  congregation  of 
very  devoted  members,  and  it  is  obvicus  that  the  Church  must  grow  with 
the  ordmary  blessing  of  God  on  the  labors  of  his  Ministers. 

Monday,  20th  January— Preached  in  the  town  of  Cahawba,  to  a  very 
attentive  congregation — the  Rev.  Mr.  VVriout  reading  the  service. 
Here  we  have  no  resident  Minister,  and  no  House  of  VVorship ;  but  as  there 
«are  aeveral  very  zealous  members  and  friends  of  the  Church,  it  seems  to  be 
an  inviting  field  for  the  establishment  of  our  Zion.  It  will  be  my  effort  to 
nettle  a  Mmister  in  that  town  during  the  present  year. 

Sunday.  26th  January— Officiated  in  Christ  Church,  Mobile,  in  the 
jDoming  ;  and  in  the  afteinoon  of  the  same  day^  preaclied  to  a  small  con- 
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frcgation  of  Colored  peoplo*  It  is  my  porpooe  to  pay  special  tttention  to  the 
Slave  popolatlon  in  the  Diocese,  and  thus  to  remove,  if  possible,  one  of  the 
popular  objections  to  the  Church,  and  I  am  most  happy  in  the  belief  that  in 
this  purpose  I  shall  be  sustained  both  by  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  State. 

February  1st — Visited  a  neighborhood  in  the  county  of  Greenot  called 
the  Forks,  and  preached  to  a  sm%ll  but  very  aitentive  congregalion— 
prayers  being  read  by  the  Rev.  Air.  Hanson,  who  very  Jciod^  acconpft- 
niad  me.    On  the  same  day  I  baptized  two  infant  children. 

Quinquagessima  Sunday,  February  2d — Preached  to  a  large  and  at- 
tentive congregation  at  Burton's  Udl,  and  confirmed  one  ladf .  On  the 
same  day  1  baptized  eight  children.  In  this  neighborhood  we  have  some 
attached  friends,  and  there  is  much  cause  to  believe,  that  by  the  eflbita  of  a 
faithful  minister,  a  flourishing  conorregatioii  might  soon  be  collected. 

Ash  Wednesday,  February  5th — Officiated  in  the  Church  in  Oreena- 
boro',  which  I  still  found  vacant,  the  Vestry  having  been  unsjcceaaflil  in 
the  call  given  to  the  Kev.  Mr.  Gibson,  of  Petersburg,  Virginia. 

February  6th — Preached  to  a  small  and  mteresting  congregation 
in  St.  John's  in  the  Prairies.  This  little  Church  was  eMabliahed  by 
the  labors  of  the  late  Dr.  Avert,  who  was,  for  several  years,  a  most  use- 
ful Minister  in  this  Diocese,  and  whose  memory  is  still  fondly  cherished 
by  bis  former  parishioners.  Over  his  grave,  near  the  Charch,  there  ia 
erected  a  neat  and  appropriate  monument  by  the  members  of  the  Church  in 
Edenton,  North  Carolina,  of  which  he  was  for  many  years  the  Rector,  it 
is  not  only  gratifying  to  me  feelings,  but  it  should  be  an  eooouragement 
to  ministerial  fidelity,  when  we  behold  such  affecting  evidencea  of  devoted 
attachment  on  the  part  of  a  congregation. 

First  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  9th— Officiated  in  Christ  Charch« 
Tuscaloosa,  and  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Deacons — John  Hbmet  Limb- 
BAUOH.  The  prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson,  and  the  can- 
didate wsb  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Allen.  Mr.  Linebavgh  expects  to 
devote  bis  time  to  the  town  of  Eutaw,  and  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Forica 
in  Greene.     1  consider  this  field  of  labor  an  encouraging  one. 

Sunday,  Feb.  16th — Preaclipd  in  the  town  of  Huutsville,  both  morn- 
ing and  afternoon,  and  Confirmed  five  persons.  Prayers  were  read  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Massey,  who  has  recently  removed  into  this  Diocese  fhnn 
Virginia,  and  who  has  been  officiating  as  a  Missionary  in  the  Valley  of  tho 
Tennessee.  As  yet,  we  have  no  house  of  worship  in  tho  town  of  Hunts* 
ville,  but  measures  arc  is  progress  for  the  erection  of  a  Church.  With  the 
blessing  of  God  on  the  efforts  being  now  made  by  the  Hector  of  the  Parish 
»the  Kev.  Mr.  Laird,  there  will  be  a  strong  and  flourishing  congregation 
built  up  in  this  beautiful  town. 

February  l7tli — Preached  again  at  night  to  a  respectable  and  atten« 
tive  congregation  in  lluntsville. 

February  Idth — Preached  in  a  Mclhodidt  house  of  worship  to  a  small 
congregation,  gathered  on  a  hasty  notice,  on  the  road  from  Huntsville 
to  Decatur,  lu  this  pleasant  neighbourhood  wo  have  a  few  frieudsi  and 
with  proper  efforts  a  Church  might  easily  be  established. 

February  21st — Arrived  in  the  town  of  Tiiscunibia,  and  preached  se- 
veral  times  to  a  small  .but  attentive  audience,      ilere  five  persona  were 
Confirmed.    In  this  town  and  neighbourhood  there  would  be  good  hdj^e  of 
establishing  a  flourishing  Church,  if  tho  services  of  a  resident  Minister 
could  be  obtained. 

Sunday,  February  23d — Preached  in  Florence  to  a  very  attentife 
oongregation,  and  Consecrated  the  House  of  Worship  there  by  the  name  of 
'IVinity — being  assisted  in  tho  t«orvices  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Baowic  ^and 
Massby.  Ten  prrboiis  received  the  rite  of  Confirmation.  In  this  plaoo 
the  Rector — the  Rev.  Mr.  Drown— should  have  good  reason  to  believe  tliat 
his  labors  will  be  blessed  iu  tlic  incieaae  of  the  Church. 
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March  ^—Arrived  in  Livingston,  in  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scott 
officiatet,  and  alter  preichtn^  tu  an  audience  that  listened  with  markfd 
•ttenlion*  1  Coofiroied  seven  persons,  'i  here  were  inure  in  the  neighbor- 
bood  deairoui  of  Confirmation,  but  they  were  prevcnit-d  by  my  failure  to 
fteftch  my  appointment  at  the  specified  time — the  failure  being  caused  by 
CMualties  beyond  my  control. 

March  9th — Officiated  for  Mr.  Lewis  in  Christ  Church,  Mobile, 
tod  in  the  afternoon  preached  at  the  Orphan  Asylum. 

Palm  Sunday,  March  I6th — Officiated  in  Christ  Church,  Mobile, 
and  confirmed  thirty-four  persons. — Of  these  three  were  Colored  persons. 
I  cannot  bat  express  the  hope,  that  'ere  long,  we  shall  see  multitudes  of 
the  African  race  coming  to  the  Ordinances  of  the  Church.  By  kind  and 
peiwfering  attentions  on  the  pari  of  ministers  and  masters,  many  of  these 
people  might  be  brought  to  appreciate  the  advantages  of  our  primitive 
Churches  Church,  which  in  the  elenuntary  instruction  contained  in  her 
•ervices,  peculiarly  commends  herself  lo  the  ignorant  and  the  poor. 

On  the  same  day,  in  the  same  Church,  tht're  was  taken  up  a  collection 
of  three  hundred  and  two  dollars  for  that  most  valuable  institution  the  Dio- 
cesan Missionary  Society — a  ISociety  which  in  the  present  state  of  the  Dio- 
ceee,  has  upon  its  members  a  claim  stronger  than  any  other  that  can  be  pre- 
sented to  their  consideration.  With  such  evidences  of  zeal  and  liberality 
OB  the  part  of  her  mentbers,  we  cannot  doubt  but  that  God  will  cause  the 
Church  to  grow  in  the  Diocese.  It  is  but  just  to  add,  that  the  bame  con- 
gregation has  made  most  liberal  contributions  to  the  Chinese  Mission — to 
the  General  .Missionary  Society — and  to  the  African  Mission,  in  the 
Chmfse  Mission  there  is  here  fell  a  very  lively  interest,  from  the  fact,  that 
Miss  Emma  Jokes — for  many  years  a  most  devoted  and  a  much  loved 
member  of  I'hrist  Church — is  now  one  of  the  little  band  who  have  gon^ 
with  Bishop  Bcome  to  proclaim  the  gospel  to  the  millions  of  China.  May  the 
blessing  of  God  rest  upon  that  devoted  and  self-denying  young  lady  ;  and 
may  she  prove  to  be  as  useful  in  her  new  field  of  labour,  as  she  was  in 
Mobile. 

In  the  aflernoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  to  a  congregation  of  Colored 
people,  and  at  night  again  officiated  in  Christ  Chuich. 

Easter  Sunday,  Maich  :i:^d — Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Tuscaloosa 
Id  the  afternoou — having  in  the  nioining  assiotcd  the  Hector,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Allch,  in  the  adminisiration  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Sunday,  March  30th — Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Tuscaloosa,  in 
the  morning ;  and  in  ihe  town  of  Northport,  in  tlie  aflernoon. 

April  2d,  1845 — Preached  In  the  morning  and  afternoon  to  t  very  at- 
tentive congregalioD  in  St.  John's,  in  the  Prairies. 

April  4th,  5th  and  Gth — Preached  *to  attentive  and  interested  con- 
gregations m  Prairieville;  and  on  Sunday  admittiMl  eleven  persons  to  the 
rite  of  Confirmation.  In  this  i'urish  there  are  abundant  materials  for  build- 
ing up  a  large  and  flourishing  Church.  My  previous  hopes  as  to  the  pros* 
pects  of  this  Parish  were  fully  confirmed; 

April,  8th  and  9th— Preached  to  a  small  hut  interesting  congregation 
on  each  of  those  days  in  the  Prairie  Chapel.  !n  thin  Neighbourhood 
we  have  some  very  attached  friends  and  niembers  of  the  Church. 

April  lllh,  l2th  and  i;)th— On  each  of  these  days  1  ofliciuted  in  Wood- 
ville,  being  assisted  in  the  services  b)  the  Uev.  Messrs.  Hanson,  JoiiNsoir, 
and  MvRDAUOii.  On  Snnduy  1  administered  the  rite  of  Confirmation  to 
nine  persons,  i  was  greatly  oncoiinged  by  the  hopfful  prospects  of  this 
Parish,  and  look  forward  with  conlidence  tu  the  formulion  of  a  large  and 
flourishing  congr -nation. 

April  l8lli,  J9th  and  *2Uth— Preached  in  St.  David's  Church,  Dallas 
County,  bemg  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lbb,  and  the  Rector 
—the  Rev  Mr.  Jounson.  Though  the  con;;regation  here  is  a  small  one, 
3ret  it  ia  a  very  interesting  onci  ou  account  of  the  well  behaved  children  that 
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attend  and  unite  in  the  Borvices  ofthe  Church  with  becoming  reverence  tn4 
^ievotion.  Here  I  Confirmed  two  persons,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Rector 
Baptized  two  infants. 

April  2]8t — Preached  in  Cahawba,  and  Confirmed  one  person. 

April  22d — Preached  in  Sclma,  and  Confirmed  one  person. 

April  25ih,  2(ith  and  27th — On  each  of  these  days  I  preached  to 
very  attentive  congregations  in  Carlowville,  being  assisted  in  the  ser^iceaby 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Wriudt  and  Lbs.  On  the  25th  I  Consecrated  a  very 
•decent  Church  by  the  name  of  St.  Paul's.  On  the  27th,  I  administered  tba 
rite  of  Confirmation  to  fifteen  persons  ;  and  also  at  the  request  of  tho  Rec- 
tor, Baptized  one  adult.  All  the  services  were  marked  by  seriousnesa  and 
jiolemnity*,  and  as  1  trust,  have  left  behind  them  a  lasting  impresiion.  I 
con8id«*r  the  prospects  of  this  Parish  decidedly  encouragmg. 

April  29th — Officiated  in  St.  Peter's,  l^wndes  county,  and  Con- 
Jfirmed  one  person.  This  Church  at  present  is  without  a  Minister ;  I  hopet 
however,  soon  to  obtain  a  Clergyman  to  labor  in  this  Church,  and  in  Hayue* 
viiie.    The  two  places  united  would  form  a  promising  field  of  labor. 

I  have  granted  letters  of  dismission  to  the  Kev.  Mr.  Ot»,  who  bat  been 
tranferred  to  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

The  Kev.  Ethan  Allen  has  been  n-ceived  into  this  Diocese  from  Ohio, 
and  the  Rev.  J.  A.  M abbey  from  Virginia,  'I'he  Rev.  Fsakcjs  Bbekmaw 
Lke  has  also  been  canonically  transferred  from  South  Carolina.  1  earnestly 
hope  to  see  our  numbers  increased  in  a  short  time  by  several  other  vaJuable 
additions. 

I  am  pained  to  state  that  we  have  but  one  candidate  for  Orders  in  the 
Diocese — William  A.  Stickney  ;  though  there  are  several  yooog  men 
whose  thoughts  are  directed  to  the  Ministry,  and  who,  1  trust  will,  m  due 
time,  be  commissioned  to  proclaim  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation.  lo  the 
present  exigency  of  the  Diocese,  in  which  thero  is  so  much  work  to  be  donet 
and  BO  few  to  labour  in  that  work,  I  would  ask  ofthe  Clergy  that  in  their 
respective  fields  ot  labor  they  would  diligently  enquire  if  there  be  no  mit- 
able  young  men,  who  might  be  consistently  induced  to  devote  themselves  to 
the  Ministry  ofthe  Word.  Oftentimes  those  that  would  be  the  most  uaefal 
in  the  Ministry  are  timid  and  retiring,  and  need  a  word  of  encouragement 
in  draw  them  out,  and  to  cause  them  to  take  their  proper  position  in  the 
Church  of  Christ.  But  for  the  want  of  a  kind  word  of  encouragement 
there  has  been  lost  to  the  Ministry  many  a  gifted  youih,  who  might  have 
shone  as  -a  bright  luminary  therein,  and  have  been  the  instrument  of 
bringing  many  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth.  At  this  time,  I  am  fully 
persuaded,  there  is  in  tho  Diocese  a  number  of  young  men,  who  only  need 
to  be  sought  out  and  encouraged,  in  order  to  be  induced  to  devote  them- 
selves to  the  work  of  the  Ministry.  In  urging  upon  the  brethren  this  duty, 
I  feel  conscious  that  1  am  sustained  by  the  example  ofthe  Apostles  the  m^ 
•elvea,  who,  when  on  a  certain  occasion  there  was  a  want  of  more  roinisle* 
riallabori  addressed  themselves  to  the  Church,  and  said — "wherefore,  breth* 
Ten,  look  ye  out  among  you  seven  men  of  honewt  report,  full  of  the  Holj 
Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may  appoint  over  this  business." 

As  another  means  of  increasing  our  ministerial  supply,  I  would  recom- 
mend to  the  friends  and  members  of  the  Church,  who  are  heads  of  families* 
that  in  all  cases  in  which  they  would  wish  to  establish  private  and  select 
fichools,  they  would  employ  young  men  who  are  candidates  for  Orders. 
In  this  way  competent  teachers  of  irreproachable  characters  might  readily 
be  obtained ;  and  young  men,  af\cr  having  resided  one  or  two  years  in  the 
South,  and  having  formed  acquaintance's  and  friendships,  would  very  na- 
turally and  willingly  be  induced  to  settle  permanently  in  the  Dioccae,  when 
clothed  with  the  ministerial  commission. 

But  especially  and  solemnly  would  I  address  myself  to  christian  parents, 
«nd  in  the  name  of  the  Church  of  God  would  call  i  heir  serious  and  prayer- 
fuj  attention  to  the  great  necessity  of  an  increase  cf  Ministers.    It  will 
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ftkinly  depend  under  God  upon  parental  influence,  and  instruction  and  pray- 
erSt  whether  ornot  the  Church  is  to  be  furniflhed  with  an  ad^^quate  supply  of 
kborers.  We  may  rest  asssurcd,  that  if  parents  were  half  as  anxious  that 
their  sons  should  be  useful  in  llie  service  of  God  and  his  Clinrch,  as  that 
they  should  be  nch,  and  honorable,  and  iiiflu»>ntial  in  the  wcrld,  there  would 
be  no  lack  of  Ministers  of  the  Sanctuary.  When  multitudes  are  rushing^ 
ewen  to  overflowing,  into  all  other  departments  of  life,  whilst  none  are  found 
willing  to  minister  at  the  altars  of  the  Lord,  it  is  a  melancholy  sign  of  pre- 
vailing worldliness,  and  a  fearfiil  proof  that  the  claims  of  the  Church,  as  • 
Divine  Institution,  are  not  duly  appreciated.  Should  the  present  state  ot 
tbmgs  continue,  what  is  to  become  of  the  Church  7  Let  then  christian 
parents,  in  view  of  the  pressing  wants  of  the  Church,  be  aroused  to  a  sense 
of  their  solemn  obligations  and  responsibilities:  let  them  act  as  becomes 
those  who  rerognizc  the  claims  of  the  Gospel,  and  who  look  upon  the  instil 
tntion  of  the  Ministry  in  the  Church  as  one  of  the  means  of  perpetuating 
and  diflusing  the  benefits  of  that  Gospel ;  and  in  due  time  many  faithful  men 
will  be  found  ministering  at  our  altars,  who  might  ascribe  their  choice  of  Che 
ministry  like  holy  men  of  old,  to  the  advice  of  a  pious  father  or  the 
prayers  of  a  devoted  mother. 

lam  happy  to  inform  the  Convention  that,  by  the  last  Legislature  of  Ala* 
bama,  an  act  was  passed  incorporating  the  Trustc^es  of  the  Episcopal  Fund, 
1  would  respectfully  suggest  that  a  timely  and  judicious  attention  should  be 
directed  to  that  Fund,  as  one  of  the  means  of  promoting  the  permanent  in- 
terests of  the  Diocese. 

Having  now  travelled  throusfh  much  of  the  State,  nnd  having  visited  nearly 
every  organized  Parish  within  its  limits,  I  wouhl  here  exprcgq  the  opinion, 
that  there  are  in  the  Diocese  abundHut  materials  for  the  building  up  of  the 
Church.  There  is  truly  a  wide  and  open  door  before  us.  All  that  is  wanted 
is  an  adequate  number  of  pions,  devoted,  and  self-deny in(r  Ministers,  who 
would  be  faithful  in  preaching  the  ^reat  doctrines  of  the  Gospel  as  held  by 
the  Church ;  and  who  would  be  diligent  in  visiting  the  people  in  a  kind, 
coodescending,  and  affectionate  manner.  In  almost  every  part  of  the  Di- 
ocese new  Parishes  might  be  tornied,  if  we  had  Ministers  of  faith  and  zeal 
to  enter  in  and  labor.  May  Almisrhty  God  of  his  infinite  mercy  cull  by 
bis  Spirit,  and  send  forth  into  his  Vineyard  many  of  such  laborers. 

To  the  little  band  of  CIcrcry  who  are  now  ofBciating  in  the  Diocese— and 
to  whose  general  fidelity  I  would  here  give  my  public  testimony — I  would 
affectionately  recommend  that  they  wouid  occasionally  preach  in  the  desti- 
tute neighborhoods  contiguous  to  their  respective  stations.  Let  each  one 
in  his  proper  circle  hncome  in  some  mnasure  an  itinerating  missionsry.  In 
this  wsy  they  will  demonstrate  that  iliey  are  really  desirous  for  the  sal' 
vation  of  souls,  and  they  will  thus  secure  to  the  Church  many  members  and 
families  that  would  otherwise  stray  aw<iy  from  her  fold.  Let  it  be  borne 
in  mind,  that  in  a  new  country,  one  single  family  will  of\pn  prove  the 
basis  of  a  large  and  flourishing  Parish.  Ijet  the  Clergy  show  that  they  have 
the  spirit  of  the  Master  whom  ihry  serve,  by  seeking  out  people  in  order 
that  they  may  be  saved.  Whore  there  is  implanted  in  the  heart  an  earnest 
desire  to  be  fsithful  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  ministerial  oflSce, 
there  will  never  be  wantins^  opportunities  and  places  for  usefulness.  In 
making  these  suggestions  to  my  brethren  of  tho  Clergy,  I  know  that  I  anr» 
taking  much  at  their  hands,  but  yet  1  feel  that  [am  addressing  those  who- 
recognize  the  solemn  obligations  of  thnir  commissions,  and  who  know  frono 
their  own  obpervaiion,  thai  if  ever  the  Church  is  established  in  this  Diocese, 
it  must  be  done — not  by  simple  wishes  and  lan^^uid  efforts — but  by  faithful^ 
earnest,  self  denying,  persevering,  and  oO-repeated  labor. 

I  would  here  urge  the  importance  of  taking  prompt  and  cflicient  measures 
for  the  establishment  of  a  school,  both  male  and  female,  to  be  under  the  con* 
tro!  of  the  Epis cops  I  Church,  and  in  which  education  should  be  connec- 
ted with  religion  according  to  the  doctrines  and  worship  of  the  Church. 
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Tlic  advanta«Q^C9  of  such  a  school  ire  so  obvious,  and  the  ncod  of  foch  to 
one  so  urgent,  that  1  deem  it  snperflions  to  say  any  thinr  more  thui 
merely  to  suofjifcst  it  to  your  consideration;  merely  adding,  Iwill  hotitily 
co-operate  with  the  Convention  in  any  measures  that  may  be  adopted  for 
the  furtherance  of  the  desired  object.  I  would  also  direct  the  attentieii  ef 
the  Convention,  and  of  the  whole  Diocese,  to  the  claims  of  the'Diocemi 
Missionary  Society.  That  institution  may  be  regfsrded  as  eesential  to  tbe 
prosperity  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  ;  and  I  would  gladly  see  its  fbndf 
increased,  not  only  by  con^re^^fational  collections,  but  by  individual  ooatri« 
buttons.  If  that  society  be  duly  fostered  many  places  in  the  Dioeeee  auj 
be  advantageously  occupied,  that  otherwise  will  be  entirely  lost  to  tbe 
Church.  In  the  present  exigency  of  the  Diocese,  I  conceive  that  no  chftP> 
itable  object  can  have  stronger  claims  upon  the  members  of  the  Chorch  thu 
this  society. 

And  now,  Brethren,  in  conclusion,  let  me  express  the  earnest  hopp,  thtt 
in  all  our  deliberations  wo  would  labor  after  the  things  that  make  for  petoe ; 
always  remembering  that  we  stand  before  the  world  as  tbe  profeeeed  fbl* 
lowers  of  One,  who  taught  us  to  fcarn  of  him  because  he  was  meek  ftod 
lowly  in  heart.  VVc  may  learn  the  importance  which  the  Savior  at- 
tached to  the  virtue  of  peace  amongr  his  followers  fmm  his  last  converM- 
tion  with  the  Apostles,  saying :  **  Peace  I  leave  with  you — my  petce  I  give 
unto  you.'*  Let  us  then  boar  in  mind  this  solemn  injunction  of  the  Saviorf 
and  let  us  be  as  prayerful  to  ciijtivnt(>  the  graces  of  charity  at  zeakwa  to 
contend  for  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  onints.  In  the  present  day,  when 
there  is  so  much  of  strife?  and  contention  ii\  the  christian  world,  lei  Of  6e« 
pecially  guard  arrninst  a  bitter  and  prn<icriptivc  spirit.  Let  ua  love  and 
labor  as  brethren  of  the  same  household;  anM  let  onr  conventional  meeting* 
b6  the  occasion  ot  drawincr  iis  nearer  to  each  other  in  the  communion  of 
mints.  By  cherishing  this  spirit  of  love  and  harmony,  God*s  blessing  will 
rest  upon  us,  and  the  Chnrrh  of  Christ  will  spre:id  and  flourish  in  tbe  Di» 
ocesn  to  the  joy  and  comfort  of  our  ponls  And  ihat  God  may  grant  this  to 
be  the  case  is  our  earnest  pravcr  for  Ciirisl's  sake,     jimen,

Their  names  were  then  called,  and  Edward  Hall,  Wil- 
liam M.  Garrow,  and  E.  G.  Benxers,  were  found  to  be 
present.

REV.   ETHAN  ALLEN. 

In  obedience  to  the  3d  Sec.  of  Canon  XII.*  of  this  Diocese,  the  Rector 
of  Christ  Church,  Tuscaloosa,  presents  to  the  Bishnpf  the  followinnf  Report. 
His  first  service  performed  here  was  on  the  14th  December,  1844.  The 
Parish  beingf  vacant,  I  complied  with  the  request  of  the  Vestry  made  me 
through  yourself,  to  prolonor  iry  visit  and  officiate  till  your  return.  At  your 
second  visit  in  February,  I  received  a  call  to  the  Rectorship  of  the  Parishp 
which  was  accepted.  Previous  to  my  eomin^ir  here — and  duringr  the  absence 
of  the  former  Rector,  the  Rev.  \Vh.  B.  Otis— the  Parish  was  supplied  for 
about  five  months  by  the  Rev.  E.  M.  Forbes,  whoso  labors  it  gives  me  plea^ 
sure  to  testify  were  abundant,  and  Mis  succss  most  gratifying. 

The  statistics  of  the  Parish  Records  arc  as  follows  : 

Baptisms — Adults  8.  of  which  7  were  by  Mr.  F.  Children  16 — 12  by 
Mr  F.,  of  which  3  were  Colored,  making  in  all  24.  Marriages — 2,  by  Mr. 
F.     Fuuerals — Children,  6,  of  which  5  were  by  Mr.  F.     Confirmations  7Su 

Communicants,  reported  last  year,  20;  of  these,  one — Mr  J.  H.  Linebtugh 
—has  been  ordained  to  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  and  two  have  reinoTrd ; 
three  however,  previously  added,  were  not  found  rscorded  or  reported. 
Added  since  Convention — by  removals  into  the  Parish  10 — from  the  Con- 
tpregation  15,  9  of  which  by  Mr.  F.— present  number  45.  The  Parish  wts 
formed  Jannuary  7ih,  1628.  Tiie  whole  number  on  record  from  that  time  is 
103*  of  these  25  were  added  since  the  Convention.  Of  the  whole  number 
3  only  have  died  while  in  connection  with  this  Parish,  while  54  are  found  to 
have  removed. 

Sunday  Schools— White— 7  Teachers,  40  Pupils  :  Colored— 4  teachers, 
25  pupils— in  all  11  Teachers  and  05  Pupils  in  attendance.  The  contri- 
butions fur  the  year  have  been  as  follows :  for  a  building  erected  for  the 
Clergyman,  8600  ;  at  a  Diocesan  Missionary  Collection  by  the  Bishop,  S60; 
at  various  Communions,  951 ;  fur  the  Bishop's  Annual  Parish  Assessment,

Twice  1  was  pre- 
vented  from  going  to  Tuscumbia  by  the  rain,  and  once  because  we  could  not 
have  the  house.  Allow  me  to  say,  it  seems  very  desirable  that  this  place

I  took  charge  of  this  Parish  about  ten  months  ego,  intending  to  divide  my 
time  between  this  and  St.  James',  Eufuula,  Barbour  Co.  1'his  arrangement 
wu  continued  until  Christmas,  when,  for  want  of  a  comfortable  place  ia 
which  to  worship — from  inconvenience  and  for  other  satisfactory  reasoni« 

1  reaigued  its  charge.  During  my  connection,  however,  with  this  Pariahv 
i  officiated  at  theUsyvichce  {School  House  fifteen  times,  and  aeveral  timet 
ia  the  neighboihood.

REV.    J.    L.    GAY, 

A/inu^er  of  St.  Jamea'  Church,  Eufaula,  Barbour  county, 

1  entered  upon  the  Pastoral  charnrc  of  this  Parish  about  the  same  time  at 
ibove,  to  wit :  the  last  of  June,  1644.  For  the  fir^t  six  months  I  officiated 
ia  a  large  room  in  a  building  which  had  formerly  been  used  as  a  tavern. 
Since  the  Ist  of  January,  however,  our  eorvices  have  been  held  in  the  Female 
Academy.  Since  that  period  1  have  given  my  whole  time  to  the  Pariah, 
officiating  regularly  twice  on  every  Sunday,  with  two  exceptions,  which 
were  given  to  other  places,  and  on  which  the  service  was  performed  and  a 
Krmon  read  by  a  lay-readnr.  Our  congregations  have  been  generally  good 
it  thifl  place,  and  a  considerable  degree  of  bensibility  to  religious  influence 
itti  been  manifested. 

Since  I  took  charge  of  this  Parish  Divine  Service  has  been  performed 
64  times.  When  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  this  Parish  the  number  of 
Communicants  was  7.  Since  that  time  G  have  been  added,  1  has  died,  and 
2  have  removed  :  present  number  lU.  NVo  hope  soon  to  have  leveral  ad- 
ditions  to  our  number  of  Communicant?.  The  Holy  Eucharist  has  ne?er 
been  administered  but  once  in  this  Psiri^h.

Money  cq/iectud  for  Prayer  Books,  Tracts,  and 
Sanday  School  books,  830.

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A  Lot  hM  been  given,  ind  about  81000  aobecribed  for  a  Chareh,  bot  tiM 
irork  has  not  yet  been  commenced.  Proepects  for  buildiagr  up  the  Church 
here  are  decidedly  good. 

Glenville,  Barbour  county. 

In  addition  to  the  abovf*,  I  officiated  at  this  p  ace  dui  in«  a  short  reindonce 
here  laat  Summer  and  Fall,  and  on  every  occaiimn  eic«-pt  one  on  week 
days,  13  limea.  Baptizc^d  1  Infant,  and  distriliuted  about  a  dos<>D  Prayer 
Booka,  and  several  hundred  pacrtM  of  Tracts.  There  are  here  2  familiea,  io 
whole  or  in  part,  Kpiscopal;  2  Coiniiiunicants;  and  as  I  have  learned,  S  can- 
didates for  Confirmation. 

MouHT  MoRun.  M  H.  Cowika  Creek. 

At  this  place,  25  miles  north-wc 8t  of  Kufdula,  I  have  officiated  four  timee, 
and  Baptiznd  11  Children.  There  are  hrre  5  or  G  families  more  or  leaa, 
altai'hed  to  the  Churrh.  Only  1  Communicant.  Do  not  know  of  any  can. 
didate  for  Confirmation  Ik  re.  Tin-re  may  be  here  materinls  for  baildin^  up 
a  small  country  Pdrish,  as  there  id  a  g^iod  degree  of  intelligence,  energy, 
^nd  wealth. 

Clatto.n,  Barbour  Court  House. 

I  hav%  officiated  here  4  tlmeei  to  larnre  md  attentive  congre^tions. 
There  are  here  3  families  attached  to  our  communion,  and  among  whom 
there  are  4  persons  who  are  dextrous  of  ratifying  their  baptismal  engage- 
ments. A  small  Sunday  School  has  been  gattiered  here,  numbering  about 
3  teachers  and  20  acholars. 

The  three  last  named  places  arc  distant  from  my  pariah  16.  25.  and  20 
miles,  and  I  have  been  able  only  to  officiate  in  them  on  week  day  a,  with  two 
exceptions.  I  have  perforated  occasional  {Services  in  various  places  about 
a  dozen  times. 

On  the  whole,  I  have  been  much  encouraged,  more  so  certainl?,  tban  I 
could  have  expected.  In  most  of  these  places  our  Church  was  almoat  en- 
tirely unknown,  but  by  the  bles^infr  of  God,  it  seems  now  to  be  taking  hold 
upon  tlie  good.will  and  affections  of  the  people.

The  Vestry  have  made  every  exertion  to  secure  a  Minister  who  can  give 
hia  undivided  attention  to  the  services  and  interests  of  the  Church.  In  this 
object  he  sincerely  hopes  they  will  succeed  at  an  early  day,  as  thia  P^riih 
presents  an  encouraging  field  for  the  labors  of  a  faithful  Minister.

Remarks. — In  June  last  I  relinquished  the  Parish  (St.  Peter*s,  Lowndes 
county,)  in  connexion  with  which  I  had,  for  one  year,  been  serving  the 
Parish  of  St.  David's.  This  latter  is  now  my  only  charge.  In  the  removal 
pf  my  family  hither,  two  communicants  have  been  added.  And  by  removals 
from  the  Parish  we  have  lost  three.  Two  new  Communicants  have  been 
added.  ')ne  Colored  Communicant  lias  moved  into  the  Parish.  And, 
since  my  residence  here.  1  have  found  two  mofe  Colored  Communicants* 
who  were  nol  known  to  me  wh(^n  my  last  report  wos  made.  To  reconcile 
the  present  number  of  Communicants  (12)  with  the  number  reported  last 
year,  (9,)  wh^^n  there  have  b"r>n  seven  accessions,  and  :hrcc  removals,  I 
most  mention  that  for  the  want  of  pergonal  knowled^^c  when  living  at  a  dis- 
tance from  here,  1  gave  the  number  last  year  as  it  h.:d  been  stated  to  me, 
and  there  was  a  mistake  in  regard  to  one  person.  In  the  present  report 
1  count  those  only,  to  whom  I  hive  administered  tho  Communion. 

Of  the  two  Marriages  reporteij  hero,  one  was  pcrfurrned  out  of  this  Parish. 

iiiave  had  Service  once  on  every  Sunday,  except  during  an  absence  from 
the  Diocese,  last  fall,  which  included  several  Sundays,  and  a  few  times  that 
rain  has  prevented  the  congrci;at<on  from  assembling,  except  also,  two  other 
Sundays;  on  one  of  which  I  prr^nched  at  Woodville,  (where  there  was  at 
that  time  no  Minister,)  and  on  the  other  at  Prairieville.  1  have  occasional 
services  in  the  aflemoon  of  Sunday  for  the  Colored  people.  1  have  just  com- 
nenced  catechising  the  Childn:n ;  and  design  doing  it  once  a  month. 
There  is  a  Snndsy  School  for  the  Wh<te  Children  on  Sunday  morning ; 
and  in  the  afternoon  religious  instruction  is  given  orally  to  the  Colored  peo- 
ple, both  adults  and  children. 

The  Communion  has  been  administered  about  once  in  two  months.  I 
design  hereafter  to  administer  it  on  the  first  Sunday  of  every  month.

The  condition  of  this  Parish  has  greatly  improved  since  the  meeting  of 
the  last  Convention.  Our  Church  is  wpH  tilled  with  attentive  hearers  of  ibe 
word — the  pews  being  all  rented,  and  there  is  yet  an  unsatisfied  demand  Ibr 
sittings.  Ihe  Church  edifice  has  been  made  more  commodious,  and  beeo 
much  adorned  by  the  addition  of  a  large  Vestry  room,  and  an  entire  change 
in  the  chancel  arrangements.  The  drapery  of  the  church  is  entirely  oeWt 
provided  in  part  by  individual  contributions,  and  partly  like  the  other  im* 
provements,  by  the  proceeils  of  a  Fair,  which  amounted  to  $360.  A  fund 
of  about  1^300  has  been  raised  by  subscription  for  the  purchase  of  an  ezceU 
lent  Bell,  which  will  be  provided  as  soon  as  possible. 

These  things  are  very  encouraging.    But  the  spiritual  interests  of  the 
Parish  are  of  greater  importance.    And  there  is  good  ground  for  hope  that 
the  preaching  of  the  word  of  God  will  be  attended  with  the  sure  manifes- 
tations of  God's  Holy  Spirit — an  increase  of  vital  piety. 

Divine  Service  has  been  held  twice  on  Sundays  during  the  year,  except- 
ing about  three  months,  while  the  Minister  was  absent  at  the  North,  u  k 
Delegate  to  the  Genera]  Convention. 

Services  have  also  been  held  on  the  Festival  of  the  Nativity,  and  on  the 
Fasts  of  Ash  Wednesday  and  Good  Friday.  The  Church  has  been  open  for 
prayers  on  Wednesday  mornings  during  Lent,  and  subsequently. 

A  Colored  Susday  School  has  been  organized  and  kept  open  every  Sunday 
evening;  and  the  evening  of  the  first  Sunday  in  every  month  is  usually  de* 
voted  to  preaching  to  the  Blacks.  It  is  hoped  that  good  will  result  from  the 
attempt  to  give  them  religious  instruction,  which  is  greatly  needed,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  masters  as  well  as  of  the  servants. 

There  are  several  candidates  for  Confirmation.  On  the  whole,  we  thank. 
God  and  take  courage.

Incredible  as  it  may  seem,  it  is  nevertheless  true,  as  my  record  book 
shows,  that  the  present  number  of  Communicants  is  exactly  that  which  has 
been  added  since  my  arrival.  We  have  lost  by  death,  removal  and  suspen- 
sion, 8  persons,  which  is  the  number  1  found  here.  The  frequent  draughts 
made  on  m/  hearers,  as  well  as  communicants,  have  inflicted  on  us — a  smtll 
band — considerable  discouragement.  And  that  affliction  is  deepened  and 
embittered  by  the  reflection,  which  in  every  instance  forces  itself  upon  at, 
that  those  no  longer  with  us  were  promising  and  sctively  engaged.  I  re* 
joice  to  think  that  a  less  partial  spectator  than  myself  might  be  able  to  per* 
ceive  among  our  few,  an  increased  consistency  of  christian  conduct — an 
augmented  and  still  augmenting  zsal  for  the  Church,  as  they  succeed  in 
throwing  oflT  the  ioflueiicefl  of  Uie  sects  which  had  been  brought  to  bear 
upon  them.

Divine  Service  has  been  performed  as  heretofore,  (except  on  a  lew  oc- 
casioos,  when  the  Minister  was  ekewhere  engaged,}  twice  on  every  Sun- 
day, every  Wednesday  morning,  and  Friday  nights,  and  on  all  the  larger 
Fntivals  and  Fasts.  Communion  has  been  administered  on  the  first 
Lord's  Dsy  in  every  month,  and  also  on  the  larger  Festivals  of  the 
Cbomh.  On  Palm  Sunday,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Massby  commenced  his  labors 
in  the  Parish,  and  has  kindly  consented  to  remain  here,  so  long  as  the 
health  of  the  Minister  may  require  an  Assistant.  The  Ladies*  Missionary 
Sewiog  Society  of  this  Parish  determined,  last  fall,  to  employ  a  City  Mia. 
sionary,  wlio  should  preach  the  gospei,  **  without  money  and  without  price,*' 
to  all  who  might  feel  disposed  to  attend  upon  his  services,  as  well  as  to  psy 
particular  attention  to  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  colored  population,  and  to 
visit  tbe  poor,  sick  and  distressed,  without  regard  to  denominational  distinc- 
tions, so  far  as  enabled  to  do  so.  During  Easter  week  the  Society  held 
a  sale  of  fancy  and  useful  articles  for  the  support  of  their  Missionsryt 
and  were  generously  sustained  by  the  community  at  large.  Tbey  invited  to 
tiui  ftation  the  Bev.  Mr.  MiLLia,  of  Norfolk,  Virginia,  who  has  signified 
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hit  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  will  enter  open  his  datiea,  proXitbiy 
iu  I  he  course  of  a  few  we^ks. 

The  Sunday  School  has  b<^pn  very  flourishing  durm£f  '.he  paat  season ; 
and  the  instruction  to  the  Colored  children,  and  othem  ot  the  ptriah,  has 
been  also  continued  with  encouraging  success,  by  a  few  indefiuigaMa 
teachers.  • 

In  conclo^ion,  the  Minister  cannot  fail  ro  express  his  sincere  gratitnde  to 
Alm'^hty  God  for  the  prosperity,  both  spiritual  and  temporal,  which  still 
continues  to  attend  his  Parish;  and  he  feels  that  he  would  be  wanting  m 
ffenerous  and  grateful  feelings  to  many  of  his  beloved  people,  not  to  acknow- 
j«dge  the  great  help  ho  hsd  derived  from  them,  not  only  in  promoting  tbo 
general  pn^sperity  of  the  Parish,  but  especially  in  their  unwearied  labon 
In  the  Sunday  Schools,  and  in  visiting;  the  sick,  poor  and  distressed,  and  in 
the  distribution  ot  religious  books  and  tracts  to  all  who  desirrd  them  ;  nor 
can  he  refruin  also,  from  expressing  his  deep  feeling  of  gratitude  and  loTO 
to  ail  of  his  congregation  for  the  generous  and  liberal  manner  in  vhich  they 
have  continued  to  sustain  him,  amidst  his  •*  oAen  infirmities"  and  many 
weaknesses.  May  the  richest  blessings  of  Heaven  ever  rest  on  them,  is  tte 
unceasing  prayer  of  their  devoted  and  affectionate  Minister  and  Pastor.

Mr.  L.  would  respectfully  submit — That  being  in  Mobile  on  privato 
bUsinebs,  he  read  service  and  preached  twice  in  Christ  Church  on  the 
second  Sunday  in  Lent,  at  the  solicitation  of  the  Rector,  he  being  in  delicato 
health :  that  he  read  bcrvice  and  preached  on  the  subsequent  Saturday 
evening,  by  appointment  at  Eutaw,  in  the  Methodist  house  of  worship;  and 
on  the  next  day,  being  third  Sunday  in  Lent,  he  preached  to  a  very  large  and 
attentive  congregation  in  the  Presbyterian  house  of  worship,  at  the  polite 
request  of  the  Minister:  that  he  preached  on  the  next  Friday  afternoon  to 
a  small  congregation  at  the  Presbyterian  house  of  worship  in  Gainesville, 
and  on  the  subsequent  Sunday  morning,  fourth  Sunday  in  L^nt,  at  Burton's 
Hill,  in  the  **  Fork  of  Greene":  that  owing  to  dom^btlc  affliction,  his  la- 
bors  were  suspended  several  weckfi,  except  to  preach  once,  litth  Sunday  in 
Lent,  at  Christ  Church,  Tuscaloosa,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector;  to  read 
service  on  Wednesday  df  Passion  Week,  and  assist  in  the  morning  service 
on  the  first  Sunday  afier  l!2a3ter  at  the  same  place,  and  on  the  evening  of 
the  same  to  read  tho  service  for  the  Bishop,  at  Northport :  that  he  resumed 
his  labors  at  Kutaw  on  second  Sunday  after  Easter,  by  preaching  in  the  eve- 
ning at  the  Methodist  house  of  worship  :  that  he  Baptized  an  Infant  on  (he 
subsequent  Tuesday  cvonmg,  at  the  same  place  ;  and  upon  the  next  day,  at 
a  meeting  of  those  friendly  to  the  Cnurch,  he  or<ranized  a  Parish,  by  the 
adoption  of  articles  of  association,  and  appointing  a  Vestry.  On  the  third 
Sunday  after  Easter  he  read  the  service  and  preached  at  Burton's  Hill.  At 
£utaw  there  are  two  or  more  Communicants,  and  several  persons  waiting  * 
Confirmation.  1'here  are  a  nunibi^r  of  persons  decidedly  prefering  the 
Church ;  and  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  discover,  a  very  favorabls  consi* 
deration  of  its  claimn  in  the  community;  and  it  is  his  decided  coatictiorv 
though  he  may  be  more  sanguine  than  he  should  be,  thit  if  undertaken  in 
faith,  and  prosecuted  with  prudence  and  jurigment,  in  time,  and  that  not  far 
distant,  there  may  be  a  tluuiishing  Parish  there.  The  prospect  in  the' 
•*  Fork"  is  not  so  good  as  is  desirable,  owing  to  the  neighborhood  being 
chiefly  made  up  of  those  exclusively  devoted  lo  other  systems.  There  are 
however,  a  few  faithful  souls,  who  should  have  the  services  of  the  Church. 
Their  unbhaken  attachment  to  her,  amid  their  privations,  and  the  proselyting 
spirit  by  which  they  have  been  surrounded,  augurs  well  for  her.  1  have  de* 
teriniaed  to  locate  myself  at  Eutaw,  for  the  present  year,  and  hpive  service' 
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upon  alterniite  Sundaje  between  Entaw  and  the  Fork.  The  ciiicr  dlfficiiUy 
will  be  a  want  of  adequate  Miniaterial  support.  The  friends  of  the  Church 
Will  do  all  in  their  potver,  but  he  is  fi^arful,  that  it  will  not  bo  sufficient. 
Could  a  email  suin  be  contributed  for  one  year,  he  thinks  afler  that,  they 
would  bo  able  to  sustain  ihemielves.

Church  Tuscaloosa,  in  the  absence  ofth')  R*ctor,  and  at  his   request.    In 

the  afternoon,  he  read  the  s'^rvice  and  preached  at  the  Methodist  house  of 

woTiliip  at  Northport,  to  a  lar^e  and  very  attentive  connfregation.     He  will 

be  pardoned  if  he  su^i|rest8,  that  he  thinks,  there  is  nor  a  more  inviting  field 

of  labor,  than  that  pre:«ented  by  the  latter  viliaore.    A  faithful  Minister,  and 

slight  help  fmm  the  Missionary  Society  or  some  other  quarter,   would   not 

be  Without  their  fruits.    Tne  people  are  anxious  to  hive  stated  services* 

tnd  are  enj^ged  in  fitting  alar^e  academy  room  with  pulpit,  desk,  and  seata 

for  that  purpose. 


REV.    J.    A.    MASSEY, 

Reports,  that  he  became  connected  with  the  Diocese  of  Alabama  by  letter 
ol  dismission  from  the  Bishop  of  Virgrinia  early  in  January  last.  During; 
NX  w^ks  from  that  time  he  was  en^a^ed  in  ^oneral  Missionary  work  in 
the  Vallpy  of  the  Tennessee.  Ho  visited  most  places  and  neighborhoods 
ofinportance  in  the  Vallejr.  and  every  Bpiscooal  settldmeiit  and  family  of 
vhieh  he  could  gain  information.  His  visits  were  always  welcome,  and 
often  hailed  with  delight;  and  hin  full  conclusion  is,  that  if  suitable  men 
eookl  be  obtained,  our  beloved  Church  might  be  established  at  oace  in  very 
onny  parts  of  that  rich  and  beautiful  valley. 

About  the  ist  March,  vour  Missionary,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop4  went 
ta  Mobile  to  assist  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  whose  hf>a1th  had  been 
enfeebled  by  the  arduous  duties  of  his  Parish.  Fiom  that  time  he  has  been 
ooQsuntly  employed  as  Assistant  Minister  of  Christ  Church,  officiating 
Qoee^  twice  or  thrice  every  Lord's  day,  and  twice  in  each  week.

The  Convention  phall  be  composed  of  all  Ministers  in  Ecclesiastical  con- 
nexion with  the  Diocese,  who  may  at  stated  times,  officiate  in  any  Congre- 
gation therein,  or  who  may  be  connected  with  any  incorporated  institalion 
of  Icaroing;  therein,  or  who  may  have  become  disabled  in  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  the  Ministry  ;  and  of  Lay  roembere,  consisting  of  a  delegatioQ 
from  each  Pariah. 

The  Convention  adjourned  till  9  o'clock,  to  morrow.

The  Convention  met,  and  the  Session  was  opened  with 
Prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Allen.

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The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  in  obedience  to 
a  Resolution  passed  yesterday  respecting  the  unpaid  Assess- 
ments for  the  Bishop's  Salary,  made  the  following  Report : 

The  CommiUce  on  Finance  have  had  under  consideration  a  Resolution 
upon  the  subject  of  delinquent  AadCBsments  referred  to  them,  and  they  hate 
instructed  me  to  Report — that  upon  an  examination  of  the  Aaaesanients 
made  by  the  last  Convention  for  (he  Salary  of  the  Bishop,  Ihey  find  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Selma,  assessed  at  one  hundred  dollars.  Upon  consultation 
with  the*  Rector,  thn  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  assessment  upon 
this  Parish  vas  too  lar^e.  An  assurance  has  been  ^iven  by  the  Rector,  that 
fifty  dollars  will  be  paid,  and  the  Committee  recommend  the  remission  of 
the  remaining  fitly  dollars. 

Upon  consultation  with  the  Rector  of  St.  Jamrs',  Livinj^ston,  the  Com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  assessment  be 
remitted  ;  fifly  dollars,  which  has  been  paid,  bein^  the  vrry  largest  sum  that 
can  at  the  present  be  raised  by  this  Parish.  N«:ither  Trinity  Church  L&*- 
fayette,  6t.  John's  Church  Tuscumbia,  or  Trinity  Church  Florence,  were 
represented  at  the  last  Convention,  nor  are  at  this;  and  the  Committee  must 
theref)re  d^^pend  upon  very  imperfect  niformation  as  to  the  ability  of  these 
Churches  to  meet  any  assessment.  From  such  information  however,  aa  they 
have  before  them,  they  would  recommend  that  the  assessment  on  Trinity 
Church,  Lafayette,  be  remitted,  and  that  the  Treanuror  address  the  Rector 
of  St.  John's  Tuscumbia,  and  Trinity  Church  Florence,  advising  him  of  the 
itill  unpaid  assessment  upon  his  Parish,  and  we  believe  it  will  be  provided  for. 

The  Committee  would  remark,  that  with  the  sums  yet  due  upon  the  as- 
sessments, which  will  be  paid  as  we  are  assured,  the  salary  of  ihe    Bishop 
will  be  amply  provided  for,  after  the  remission  of  such  assessments  as  wo 
have  recommended. 

All  of  which  the  Committee  respectfully  recommend.

by  About  190— the  whole  number  being  552.  Sunday  Scholars  by  aVivis

be  formed  and  new  CNurches  built.  Nor  has  this  been  the  result  of  any 
spasmodic  eflrort«,but  from  a  sober,  straightforward  performance  of  christian 
duty,  and  a  correspond mgr  incrense  of  ir)t<;resi  and  attachment  to  those  (ifood 
old  paths  of  primitive  truth  and  order  in  which  we  profe*>8  to  walk.  There 
are  new  sij^ns  of  life,  and  we  doubt  not,  that  the  example  and  devoted  ef- 
forts of  our  Diocejian,  and  his  kind  encouragements  and  cheering  words,  will 
tend  under  God,  to  nourish  these  into  vigorous  and  healthy  action.  We 
congratulate  the  Diocese  on  her  now  coiuplctc  organization.

The  Committee  wore  glad  to  find  Briptifims,  Confirmations,  and  Comma-' 
nicants  among  nur  Colored  population ;  ani!  (hey  would  express  the  belief, 
that  were  this  class  of  people  more  zealously  sought  after  and  instructed  in 
the  principieH  and  Liturgy  of  the  Church,  our  efforts  would  be  crowned  with 
abundant  success.  The  attention  bestowed  upon  them  in  a  neighboring^ 
Diocese,  and  the  result  of  that  attention,  servo  to  convince  us  that  the  Ser- 
vices of  the  Church  are  peculiarly  adtpted  to  their  wants  and  thefr  capaci- 
ties. Particularly  have  thoy  been  found  to  be  attracted  by  the  musical  por- 
tions of  our  Liturgy,  wherever  thoy  have  been  taught  its  language,  and  thua 
been  enabled  to  participate  in  it.  And  we  earnestly  recommend,  as  a  duty, 
the  availing  ourselves  of  this  source  of  usefulneps.

The  Committee  appointed  to  "exanjine  the  Report  on  the  Bishop's  Fund, 
together  with  the  pnpprn  relatinrr  ihoreto",  respectfully  report  to  the  Conven- 
tion, that  as  no  Report  on  the  Oishop'i;  Fund  was  presented  to  tlie  Conventiont 
they,  of  course,  have  noihing  to  report  thereon  :  and  as  to  *'  papers  relating 
thereto,"  they  find  the  followinj,  viz  :  \t-UB,  Dt^ed,  duly  executed  by  the 
late  Jacob  Lorillard,  Esq.,  ot  the  city  of  New  York,  of  a  tract  of  land  ia 
Baldwin  County,  State  of  Alabama,  and  duly  recorded,  given  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  the  foundation  of  a  Hishop^s  Fund  for  the  support  of  a  Bishop  in  the 
Diocese  of  Alabamn.  With  respect  ro  this  land,  your  Committee  recom^ 
mend  tliat  it  be  sold  as  eaHy  os  is  practicable,  and  that  they,  the  TruateeSt 
be  authorized  to  take  earlv  measures  to  ascertain  the  value  of  the  same, 
and  dispose  of  it  by  salo.  Your  (^oininittee  have  learned  that  the  said  land 
is  Worth,  at  least,  $500,  as  a  gentleman  of  Baldwin  county  is  ready  to  i^iva 
that  sum,  so  soon  as  he  shall  receive  a  proper  deed  for  the  same.  Vour 
Committee  find  2d,  a  subscription  boo-{,  of  the  date  of  18*36,  containing  thn 
names  of  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  several  thousand  dollars  to  a  fund  for 
the  support  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese;  that  all  the  subscriptionp  are  pay- 
able either  on  demand,  or  within  throe  years  from  their  date.  Having  been 
informed  that  only  a  few  subscriptions  have  been  paid,  small  in  amounfi  and 
which  have  been  *»xpend»'d  in  paying  njiMitsof  the  Trustees,  your  Com- 
mittee recommend  that  the  Trustees  be  authorized  by  thir  Convention  to 
call  upon  all  the  subscriber:*  to  the  E^amr*,  contained  in  the  said  book,  wha 
may  now  be  living  in  tho  Diocese,  in  order  to  learn  how  much  of  the  same 
can  be  callectcd,  and  that  they  h.-iveifiven  them  full  power  in  the  premises.* 

Your  Committee  also  find  a  Notp  of  ham!,  in  the  Mim  of  j^.TOO,  dated  Au^. 
10,  1S42,  given  by  K.  VV.  Peck,  Esq.  of  I'uscnloosa,  payable  one  day  afler 
date,  with  inter»*Rt,  which  Note  they  have  the  satist'aciion  of  learnmg  ha« 
been  paid,  with  950  interest  thoreon,  and  the  Committee  recommend  that  the 
balance  of  the  mtcrcat,  up  to  the  present  time,  be  released. 
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Theatf  are  all  the  pipen  which  year  Committee  find  in  their  pofsenion. 
They  learii  that  there  is  the  turn  of  825  in  cath,  in  the  poeseMJon  of  A.  B. 
H'lVH.  Eiq.,  one  of  the  Trasteo.^  all,  or  nearly  all,  of  which  it  will,  pro-' 
bably  take  to  pay  the  taxes  which  have  accrued  upon  the  land  afareaaid. 

Your  Committee  also  take  great  plons'jro  in  infoimifij^  the  Conventioni 
'that  the  friends  of  the   Church  have  fliinlly  succeeded  in   procuring  >>  Ail 
Act  to  incorporate  the  Truateea  of  the  Bishop's  Fund,  in  the  Diocese  of 
Alabama.'* 

,  Your  Committee,  finally,  recommend  thit  a  new  board  of  Tnistees  be 
elected,  who  shall  have  po^er  to  adopt  such  m'^asures,  in  order  to  make 
available  wbst  has  been  slready  aubscribod  to  the  ffaid  fund,  and  to  add 
theietOi  ae  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  most  advisable.

To  incorporate  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund,  in  the  Diocese  of 

Alabama. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Srnate  and  Hume  of  Repretentatizes  of 
Ae  Stiile  of  Alabama,  in  General  Atsembly  eontened.  That  Ana  B  VVmn, 
Difid  Filest  and  B.  VVolsoy  Peck,  and  their  succesiiors  in  office,  be,  and 
tl»y  sre  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  naino  and  style 
oT'^The  Trustees  of  thn  Bishop's  Fund  of  the  ProteKtaiit  Episcopal  ChurcU 
in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,"  and  by  thit  name  and  stylo,  may  sue  and  be 
Hedi  in  any  Court  of  law  or  equity  ;  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter 
Ike  same  at  pleasure  ;  and  may  take  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate  to 
the  value  of  fiHy  ihou^and  dollars,  and  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  in  sucK 
Banner  an  may  bfi  most  tor  the  benefit  of  said  fund. 

Sec.  2  ^nd  be  it  further  enacted,  Thai  the  tru^itees  hereby  incorporated, 
may  bold  their  office  until  the  next  annual  convi^ntion  of  saiJ  Church,  and 
Util  the  r  succe^nors  be  duly  elected  and  qnalified. 

Sec.  3i  Jind  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the;  convention  of  said  Church, 
•teach  annual  meeting  thereof,  shall  have  power  to  e]f*ct  throe  trusties  of 
Mid  fiind,  and  the  truateea  so  to  be  elected,  rhall  hold  the  said  fund  sub- 
jpct  10  said  convention,  and  in  the  mana(Sf>\7;ens  invost.'ncnt,  and  application 
of  the  iaine«  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  said  con- 
tention may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacttd.  That  if  at  any  time,  between  the  an^ 
BBal  meetings  of  said  Convention,  a  vacancy  shall  happen  hy  the  death, 
leiignation,  or  removal,  or  otherwis**,  of  ^ny  one  or  more  of  said  trustees, 
■CD  vacancy  or  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  standing  committee  of  said 
Chnrch 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  a  trustee  ehal!  at  any  time 
iesire  to  resign,  he  mnv  do  so  by  a  written  resignation  to  be  signed  by  him, 
tadaddreased  to  the  President  of  the  said  standmg  committee. 

Bec^  0.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  ell  donations  and  promises  to 
pay  monev,  or  other  thing,  heietoforc  made  to  any  person  or  persons,  the 
(Ijectaiia  intent  of  which  was  to  support  the  Episcopate  of  said  Church 
io  eaid  Diocese,  shall  by  virtue  of  this  act,  vest  in  said  trustees  and  their 
McceMorn  in  office  ;  and  that  no  donation  or  promise  hereafter  to  be  made 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  shall  be  lost  or  dt*feated,  by  reason  of  any  want 
of  description  or  misdescription  of  the  donee  or  promisee :  ProvtdSnc/, .  th'6 
intention  of  the  donor  or  promiser  can  be  made  to  appear :  Provided^  that 
nqihing  herein  contained  ahall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Legislature 
hon  altering  or  repealing  this  act. 

Approved  January  24, 1945.  [Act  Na'l85,  Gen.  AiteinbYy.}

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  cleried 
members,  who  mavi  with  the  approbation  oflhe  Convention,  appoint  an  Aeaie- 
tant;  and  in  case' of  absence  or  removal  from  the  Diocese  or  the  Sccnetary, 
hii  Assistant  shall  be  consideied  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

The  duties  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  keep  a  fair  well  written  aeeoont 
of  all  the  proceedings  of  this  body,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpoee^ 
to  anangc  and  preserve  all  valuable  and  original  papers,  and  to  transfer  the 
same  with  the  Record  Book  to  his  successor  in  office.  It  *shall  also  be 
his  duty  to  give  a  written  notice  to  every  Clergy  nan  and  Pariah  in  the  Di* 
ocese«  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  A  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  chosen,  who  shall  keep  a  correct  ac- 
count of  all  Assessments  mode  by  the  Convention,  and  of  all  moneys  received 
and  disbursed  by  its  order,  and  report  the  same  at  every  Annual  Meeting.

OV  THS   DIOCESE   OF  ALABAMA. 

Seo.  8.  Every  Minister  of  the  Dioceee  ehall,  on  or  before  the  first  daj  of 
everjr  Annual  Convention,  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  fiinbop  of 
the  Diocese,  or  (if  there  be  no  Bishop)  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a 
■tst^nent  of  the  nnmber  of  Baptisms,  Marriages,  Funerals,  and  Confirma- 
tions, within  his  cure,  since  the  la«t  Convention,  and  also  the  number  of 
Comnianicants  :  specifying  the  number  of  removals,  deaths,  snd  additions 
ffftm  other  Churches,  or  otherwise,  during  the  same  time  ^  and  also  of  the 
number  of  Pupils  and  Teachers  connected  with  the  Sunday  School ;  and  of 
all  contributions  for  benevolent  objects,  by  subscription  or  public  coilectioiw; 
together  with  a  concise  statement  of  whatever  other  matter  may  be  impor- 
tant in  showing  the  state  of  the  Parish; 

Seo.  4.  In  every  c^se  where  a  Parish  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  the  Re« 

Sfister  contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  some  person  appointed 
y  the  Vestry  for  that  purpose  ;  snd  the  Annual  Parochial  Reports  shall  be 
presented  or  forwarded  to  the  Bishop,  or  the  President  of  the  ConventioOf 
if  there  be  no  Bishop*  by  the  Wardens  of  the  Parish. 

CANON  VIIL 

OF  THE    GENESAL  COITVEKTIOK  OF   1841. 

Seo;  1.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  from  time 
to  time,  is  highly  useAil  and  necessary,  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  every  Mi- 
nitler  of  this  Church  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  every  Annual  Cenvention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  where 
there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriaffes,  and  Funerals,  and  of  the 
number  of  Communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church,  and  of  all  other  matters 
that  mfy  throw  light  on  the  slate  of  the  same.  And  every  other  Cletgymsn, 
not  regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the  ooca* 
■ional  services  he  msy  hsve  performed ;  and  if  he  hsve  performed  no  such 
eervioes,  the  causes  or  ressons  which  have  prevented  the  same.  And  these 
reportSi  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in 
Coovention,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journals  thereof.

THE  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


Carlo wviLLE,  May  7,  1846* 

This  bebg  the  day  and  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  15th  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Alabama,  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  in  St*  Paul'a 
Church,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M. 

The  Right  Rev.  N.  H.  Cobbs,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  took 
the  Chair,  and  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

The  Rev.  F.  B.  Lee  was  appointed  Secretary  fro  tern.

Messrs.  Allison  and  EUerbee  were 
appointed  tellers. 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolted^  That  a  committee  of  nomination  be 
appointed  by  the  President,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Kjiapp,  Hanson  and 
Massey,  and  Messrs.  Wilson  and  Tayloe  were  appointed  said  com- 
mittee. 

The  above  committee,  aflor  consultation,  recommended  the  follow- 
ing named  gentlemen  to  compose  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  en- 
suing year,  viz :  Rev.  Messrs.  N.  P.  Knaff,  B.  M.  Miller  and  J. 
A.  Massby  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  M.  J.  Conley,  Wm.  M. 
Gasbow  and  Thomas  W.  McCoy  of  the  Laity  ^  and  tney  wore  duly 
elected. 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved^  That  the  following  amendment  be 
made  to  the  9th  rule  of  order,  viz:  after  the  word  ^'and"  insert  ^*if  de- 
manded," so  as  to  read  ''if  demanded  reduced  to  writing." 

The  report  of  the  late  Secretary  and  Treasurer  was  handed  in  by 
the  Bishop,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Finance. 

The  report  of  E.  W.  Peck,  Esq.,  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's 
fimd,  was  presented  by  the  Bishop,  and  read. 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved^  That  the  report  of  E.  W.  Peck,  from 
the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  fund  be  accepted,  and  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen,  with  instruc- 
tions to  report  to  this  Convention  the  best  means  of  increasing  that 
finid«  The  Rev.  Mr.  Knapp  and  Messrs.  Taylor  and  Garrow  were 
appointed  said  committee. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  for  Divine  Service. 

After  Divine  Service  the  Convention  was  called  to  order. 
L.  E«  Daw8<m,  a  delegate  firom  St.  Paul's  Church  at  Carlowvillo, 
inieared  and  took  his  seat« 
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The  Biihop  then  delivered  his  addiess,  as  follows : 

In  pretenting  myielf  again  before  the  Convention  of  the  Diooeae  and  In  tandeiiiif 
to  the  brethren  my  aflectionate  Chriitian  salutation,  I  would  offer  my  humble  thasb 
to  Almighty  God  for  that  kind  Providence  which  has  spared  us  to  meet  together  in 
council — ^for  the  blessings  of  his-  Grace  that  have  aeconpanied  the  ministntion  of 
his  word,  and  for  the  peace  and  harmony  that  have  prevailed  in  the  midst  of  oar 
borders.  And  I  am  sure  that  all  will  unite  with  me  in  the  earnest  prayer  that  our 
Conventional  meetings  may  ever  be  characterized  by  kindness  aqd  brotherly  hife, 
that  in  all  our  delibemtions  we  may  remember  our  high  and  holy  vocation,  and  that 
all  our  works  may  be  so  begun,  continued  and  ended,  as  to  glorify  God  in  our  nnitnsl 
edification,  and  in  the  extension  and  prosperity  of  his  Church.  In  all  that  we  say 
and  in  all  that  we  do,  let  us  never  forget  that  we*are  the  professed  followers  of  the 
meek  and  lowly  Jesus,,  and  that,  whatever  may  be  our  protestations,  unless  we  have 
the  spirit  of  Christ  we  are  none  of  his.  If  we  will  meet  and  act  together  in  the  true 
spirit  of  our  Lord  and  Master,  and  under  a  solemn  sense  of  our  accountability  to  God, 
our  Conventions  will  always  be  refreshing  seasons,  we  shall  be  knit  together  in  the 
bonds  of  love,  and  we  shall  go  forth  to  our  respective  fields  of  labor  encouraged  and 
strengthened  to  be  more  and  more  zealous  and  &ithftil  in  the  great  work  of  laboring 
for  the  conversion  and  salvation  of  souls. 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  our  last  Convention  in  Montgomery,  I  admitted  to 
the  order  of  Priests,  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Gay.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  Sunday  I  eon- 
firmed  nine  persons,  and  on  the  next  day  left  the  city  with  the  convictioa  that  the 
exercises  of  our  Convention  had  left  a  salutary  impression. 

May  6th,  1845— Visited  the  neat  and  flourishing  town  of  Tuskegee,  and  preaehed 
at  night  to  a  large  congregation.  Here  we  have  no  house  of  worship  and  no  IGnialer, 
and  yet  I  should  consider  the  field  an  inviting  one  for  the  building  up  of  the  ChnreL 
Whilst  here  I  baptized  two  children. 

May  9th,  10th  and  11th — Preached  several  times  to  good  congregations  in  En&nla, 
and  administered  the  rite  of  Confirmation  to  six  persons.  There  were  two  or  three 
other  points  in  the  neighborhood  which  I  wished  to  visit,  but  was  prevented  fi>r  the 
want  of  time.  Although  this  Parish  is  now  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Gay,  I  regard  it  as  an  interesting  and  promising  field.  By  the  union  of  Eufenla 
and  St  John's  in  the  Wilderness,  a  Minister  could  be  most  comfortably  supported, 
and  I  know  of  no  place  in  the  Diocese  in  which  one  might  labor  with  more  encourag- 
ing prospects  of  success.  Indeed  I  doubt  not  but  that  by  the  addition  of  the  villages 
of  Glenville  and  Clayton,  in  a  little  time  two  Parishes  could  be  formed  having  tha 
ability  to  sustain  themselves. 

May  15th — Visited  the  interesting  town  of  Marion,  and  preached  at  night  to  a  large 
and  respectful  auditory.  Although  a  Parish  was  organized  here  some  years  ago, 
yet  we  have  no  Church  and  no  Minister.  There  are  however  some  attached  mem- 
bers and  friends.  On  many  accounts  this  is  a  very  important  point  to  be  occupied, 
and  I  cannot  but  believe  that  a  good  congregation  might  readily  be  formed.  There 
is  hardly  a  place  in  the  Diocese  in  which  I  am  more  anxious  to  see  the  Church  estab- 
lished than  in  Marion. 

Sunday,  May  18th — OflSciated  in  the  morning  and  in  the  afternoon  in  Greens- 
boro', and  baptized  three  children.  Since  my  visit  to  tMs  place  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mar> 
bury  was  called  to  the  Rectorship  of  the  Parish,  and  in  the  fell  entered  on  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  virith  very  flattering  prospects  of  useftdness.  Previous  to  liw 
arrival  of  Mr.  Maibury,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hayi  very  kindly  oflkiated  in  the  Church,  and 
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Iwpt  the  oongregttion  from  dispening.  For  hii  faithftil  and  diBinterested  ■ervioef , 
lb,  Hayt  detervw  much  c(mmiendation.  He  is  now  preaching  to  some  congrega- 
tioiM  in  the  neighborhood  of  Greensboro',  and,  as  I  trust,  will  thus  lay  the  foundatioA 
flf  fiitiire  IVurJahef . 

SuHDAT,  May  85th— Assisted  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa,  in  the  ad- 
ndnistratioin  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  in  the  afternoon  preached  in  Northport. 

SinrDAT,  June  1st— Read  prayers  for  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church  in  the  morning, 
•od  in  tha  afternoon  preached  to  a  large  congregation  of  colored  people. 

Jane  7th  and  8th— Visited  Eutaw,  and  preached  several  times  to  large  and  atten- 
ttn  congregations.  I  confirmed  five  persons,  and  was  much  gratified  by  the  good 
proipecis  of  this  interesting  field.  I  felt  encouraged  to  hope  that  the  Church,  though 
10  recently  presented,  would  commend  itself  to  this  intelligent  community. 

June  10th — Preached  to  a  small  congregation  at  Burton's  Hill,  in  the  Fork  of 
Gfeene* 

Jme  11th — ^Visited  the  town  of  Gainesville,  but  was  prevented  from  holding  ser- 
fke  by  a  heavy  £sll  of  rain.  In  this  town  the  ground  is  so  much  pre-occupied,  that 
Iter  there  is  not  much  prospect  of  building  up  the  Church  at  present. 

Jme  ISth— Visited  Sumpterville,  and  preached  at  night  to  a  good  congregation. 
In  this  neighborhood  are  materials  for  the  formation  of  a  congregation.  Nothing  is 
wanted  but  the  regular  services  of  a  Clergyman. 

Jane  13th,  14th  and  15tb— Went  lo  Livingston,  and  preached  a  number  of  times  to 
good  and  interested  audiences  and  confirmed  four.  Sevenl  had  been  previously 
eoofiiiiied  during  my  visit  in  March.  The  Church  here  is  in  a  healthy  and  flourish- 
iag  slate.  Since  my  visit  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scott  has  resigned  his  charge,  and  the  Parish 
biMiw  vacant.  Measures  are  being  taken  for  the  obtaining  of  another  Clerg]rman, 
ttd  I  trust  that  by  the  blessing  of  God  this  important  point  will  soon  again  be  occu- 
pied* 

June  17th — Again  visited  Eutaw,  and  confirmed  four  other  persons. 

Jiiiie28d — Officiated  in  Northport,  a  town  hitherto  overlooked  by  the  Church, 
hot  in  which  we  have  some  friends  and  members. 

June  89th — Preached  again  in  Northport 

July  8d— Admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  Mr.  Charles  F.  Peake,  from 
reiMifoliii  Florida,  being  authorised  to  do  so  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Stephen  Elliott,  Jr., 
providonal  Bishop  of  Florida.  Prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hanson  and 
Unetwngh.  The  Sermon  was  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Allen.  The  Candidate  was  presented 
liylheBev.  Mr.  Hanson. 

July  0tb— Officiated  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  in  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa. 
tlie  eervices  in  the  afternoon  were  for  the  benefit  of  the  colored  people,  of  whom  a 
food  number  attended. 

July  11th— Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa,  on  occasion  of  the  Governor's 
Arodamation  appointing  a  day  of  fiisting,  humiliation  and  pmyer.  I  felt  it  to  be  a 
tey  and  a  privilege,  both  as  a  citizen  and  a  Minister,  to  comply  with  this  christian 
fH|iiest  of  the  Governor.  I  regard  it  as  a  matter  of  vast  importance  that  God  should 
be  leeognixed  and  worshipped  by  the  whole  nation,  in  the  most  formal  and  official 


In  ceoaequenee  of  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Allen  to  Ohio,  I  have  officiated  in 

,  Chriat  Church,  Tuskaloosa,  whenever  I  was  at  home,  firom  the  first  of  July  to  the  pre- 

•ant  time.    During  my  absence  the  Pidpit  is  supplied  by  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Smith,  who 

iHBe  into  the  Diocese  in  October  last,  and  who  has  established  a  Female  School  in 

lUalooM.    Mr.  Smith  is  also  acting  as  a  Missionary  at  Northport  with  eooooiagiiiff 
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progpectfl  of  usefulneae.  It  'was  my  intentioii  to  devote  fhe  thiee  fidl  monthi  to  avus' 
sionary  tour  through  the  parts  of  the  State  in  which  we  have  no  oiganized  Parithei, 
but  I  was  prevented  from  executing  my  purpose  by  sickness  and  afBictioD  in  my 
family.  I  yet  hope  in  the  course  of  a  year  or  two  to  visit  every  county  and  town  in 
the  State. 

September  30th — In  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa,  administered  the  rite  of  confiiraa- 
tion  to  fifteen  persons.  The  occasion  seemed  to  be  one  of  unusual  solemnity  and 
interest 

October  2l8t — ^This  day  performed  the  painful  duty  of  displacing  from  the  Ministry, 
Julien  E.  Sawyer,  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  in  presence  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Smith 
and  Linebaugh.  This  was  done  at  his  own  request,  and  for  causes  not  aflbcting  hki 
moral  character. 

November  Ist — Held  a  second  confirmation  in  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa,  and  ad« 

mitted  four  persona  to  that  rite. 

November  16th — Preached  in  St  John's  Church,  Montgomery,  and  oonfimed 
twenty-three  persons,  of  whom  two  were  colored.  In  this  town  there  had  been  much 
religious  excitement,  with  which  all  the  different  congregations  more  or  less  sympa- 
thized. To  mbet  this  state  of  things,  and  to  keep  his  congregation  from  being  driven 
about  by  every  wind  of  doctrine,  the  Rector  very  judiciously  multiplied  his  tervioes 
and  diligently  visited  from  house  to  house  among  his  people.  In  this  way,  he  demoo- 
strated  that  the  Church,  without  departing  from  any  of  her  principles  Or  roles,  could 
furnish  an  adequate  supply  of  food  to  the  most  stimulated  appetite,  and  thus  eilects- 
ally  obviated  one  of  the  popular  objections  against  her  forms  and  offices.  By  pann- 
ing this  course,  the  Rector  was  enabled  to  strengthen  his  communion,  and  to  estab- 
lish his  congregation  on  a  permanent  basis. 

November  18th — Preached  at  Mount  Meigs  and  confirmed  four  persons.  Here,  in 
tliis  interesting  neighborhood,  is  a  wide  field  for  the  establishment  of  a  good  C(mgrega- 
tion.    Nothing  is  needed  but  the  regular  serxices  of  a  Minister. 

November  20th — Visited  Wetumpka,  preached  twice,  confirmed  two  persons,  and 
baptized  four  children.  Here  a  Minister  is  greatly  needed.  Since  my  visit,  I  have 
appointed  Mr.  J.  A.  Norman  to  act  as  Lay  Reader  in  the  Church  there,  who  informs 
me  that  he  is  encouraged  by  the  prospects  before  him. 

December  88th — Visited  the  Parish  of  St.  John's  in  the  Wilderness,  Russel  County, 
and  preached  in  the  morning  to  a  very  attentive  congregation.  At  night,  I  officiated 
at  the  house  of  Major  E.  B.  Fishbum,  baptized  ten  of  his  ser\''ant8  and  c(mfirmed 
eighteen.  It  was  truly  gratifying  to  see  how  familiar  these  colored  people  were  with 
the  services  of  the  Cliurch,  and  how  deeply  they  seemed  to  be  interested  in  them.  On 
this  Plantation  there  are  twenty-six  communicants  belonging  to  the  Church.  These 
happy  results  have  been  brouglit  about  by  the  faithful  instructions  of  the  Master  and 
Mistress,  who,  every  Sunday,  read  the  service  of  the  Church  and  a  Sermon  to  Aeir 
assembled  servants.  They  have  tlius  clearly  demonstrated  tlie  adaptation  of  the 
Church  ser\'ices  to  the  capacities  of  the  colored  people,  and  how  much  good  can  be 
accomplished  under  the  most  adverse  circumstances  by  patient  and  persevering 
effort. 

December  30th — Visited  the  town  of  Columbus,  Georgia,  and  preached  at  night 
for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cairns. 

January  5th,  1846— Preached  in  Selma  twice  to  very  attentive  congregations. 

Since  my  visit,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Linebaugh  has  succeeded  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright  in  the 
charge  of  this  Parish  mod  of  Cahawba,  and  has  entered  upon  his  duties  with  the  most 
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flattering  pwipacte  of  being  extenrivelytueftil.  I  trust  that  this  is  yet  to  be  &  flour- 
ishing Parish. 

SuifOAT,  January  lltlH-Preached  in  the  morning  and  evening  in  Christ  Church, 
IViskaloosa. 

Sunday,  January  18th — Preached  twice  in  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa. 

SuifDAT,  January  25th — ^Visited  Mobile,  and  preached  in  Christ  Church  in  the 
morning,  and  in  the  afternoon  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  acting  as  Missionary  in  the 
City,  and  who  is  collecting  around  him  a  new  congregation  with  the  moit  encourag- 
ing hopes  of  success.    All  my  expectations  with  regard  to  this  Mission  were  realized. 

Sunday,  February  1st — ^Visited  Demopolis,  but  held  no  service,  having  mistaken 
the  regular  days  on  which  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Baker,  officiates  in  that  town. 

Sunday,  February  8th — Preached  in  the  morning  in  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa, 
and  in  the  afternoon  in  Northport 

Sunday,  February  15t]i— Officiated  morning  and  evening  in  Christ  Church,  Tus- 
kaloosa. 

February  28dan^  23d — ^Visited  the  town  of  Jacksonville,  Benton  County,  preach- 
ed Ibor  times,  confirmed  three  persons,  and  administered  the  holy  communion.  Here 
we  have  a  few  very  warmly  attached  and  devoted  members,  and  an  interesting  con- 
gregation could  readily  be  built  up,  if  the  services  of  a  Minister  could  be  secured.  I 
dwald  be  greatly  gratified  to  see  a  Missionary  settled  in  that  part  of  the  Diocese. 

February  24th^-Visited  Talladega,  and  preached  twice.  In  this  town  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Cook  resides,  having  the  charge  of  a  large  Female  School.  Being  in  feeble 
health,  he  does  not  now  attend  to  the  duties  of  the  Mimstqfj  but  1  trust  it  will  not  bo 
long  before  he  will  again  be  able  to  go  forth  and  proclaim  the  message  of  falvation. 
It  is  melancholy  to  reflect  that,  in  all  that  beautiful  country  lying  ea^tof  the  Coosa 
River,  there  ia  not  an  officiating  Minister  of  the  Church.  May  the  Lord,  in  his  good 
Providence,  soon  send  forth  a  faithful  Clergyman  to  labor  in  that  neglected  field. 

Sunday,  March  1st — ^Preached  to  a  small  congregation  near  the  town  ofMonte- 
vallo,  in  the  County  of  Shelby. 
Sunday,  March  8th — Officiated  in  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa,  and  in  Northport. 

Sunday,  March  15th — Visited  Eutaw,  and  preached  in  the  morning  and  at  night. 
Since  my  vitit,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Peake  has  taken  charge  of  this  Parish  and  of  the  Fork 
in  Greene  county,  vacated  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Linebaugh.  I  think 
Mr.  Peake  has  very  much  in  the  prospect  before  him  to  encourage  him. 

Sunday,  March  22d — Preached  in  the  morning  and  at  night  in  Christ  Church, 
l^MlEalooea ;  also,  catechised  the  children  of  the  congregation. 

Sunday,  March  29th — ^Visited  Mobile,  and  preached  in  the  morning  in  Christ 
Church,  and  in  the  afternoon  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  in  his  Mission  Church,  and 
again  at  night  in  Christ  Church. 

April  1st  and  2d— At  the  request  of  the  Right  Rev.  Stephen  Elliott,  D.  D.,  Provi- 
rional  Bishop  ofFlorida,  I  visited  Pensacola,  and  administered  the  rite  of  confirma- 
lioo  to  thirty-two  persons  in  the  congregatioo  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Peake.  I  also,  at  the 
nquett  of  the  Rector,  baptised  an  adult  I  found  this  Parish  prospering  under  the 
IGnistry  of  its  &ithftil  Rector. 

Palm  Sunday,  April  5th— Preached  in  Mobile,  in  the  morning,  for  the  Rev.  Mr. 
IGller,  in  his  Mission  Church,  and  in  the  afternoon  in  Christ  Church,  and  confirmed 
twenty-three.  My  pleasure  in  visiting  these  interesting  congregations  was  much 
diminished  by  &e  absence  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis,  who  had  gone  to  Texas  with  the 
ho|to  of  benefitting  his  healA.  I  have  since  leaned  with  unaflfected  sonow  that  this 
Much  loved  and  useftil  Brother  has  felt  himself  constrained,  in  oonseq[iieace  of  in- 
ereaaiBg  bodily  infirmities,  to  rettgn  his  important  charge.  lean  trulysay  thatlre- 
•gaid  the  removal  of  such  an  one  fiton  the  midst  of  us,  as  a  loss  to  the  whole  Diocese. 
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Hii  pmite  u  in  all  the  Church  m  &  faithftil,  devoted,  affisctunmle,  ptudeBt,  ei 
cal,  and  efficient  Miniiter  of  the  Gospel ,  and  I  am  rare  that  every  member  of  thii  Con- 
vention will  unite  with  me,  and  with  multitudei  throughout  the  State  of  Alabama, 
in  the  earnest  prayer  that  Almighty  God  may  mercifully  restore  him  to  health,  and 
■pare  him  yet  many  days  for  the  service  of  his  Church  and  Kingdom. 

Good  Feidat,  E^ter  Eve.  and  Easter— Preached  in  Greensborough  twice  on 
each  day.  There  were  good  congregations  in  attendance  during  all  the  exereim, 
notwithstanding  the  inclemency  of  the  weather.  As  some  of  the  candidates  were 
necessarily  absent,  it  ynm  thought  expedient  to  postpone  the  confinnation  till  another 
period.    The  prospects  of  this  Parish  are  decidedly  improving. 

April  15th — Attended  in  Tuskaloosa  the  first  examination  of  H.  L.  E.  Pntt,  a  can- 
didate for  orders,  conducted  by  two  Presbyters  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

April  17th — Preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  in  the  Prairies,  in  Greene  County,  and 
confirmed  one  BersoB.    This  congregation,  though  small,  is  improving. 

April  18th  and  19th — Preached  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Prairieville,  to  a  very 
good  and  attentive  congregation,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  IWio  calechiaed  the 
children  in  the  presence  of  the  congregation ;  and  this  I  would  reepectftilly  lecon* 
mend  to  the  several  Rectors  to  ask  at  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  on  every  occaaion  of 
his  visit  to  their  Parishes.  The  prospect  for  a  large  and  flourishing  Parish  in  thia 
neighborhood  is  very  encouraging ;  and  yet,  in  my  visit  to  this  Parish,  I  could  nol 
but  notice  with  painful  feelings  the  vacuum  caused  by  the  absence  of  one  who  had 
been  among  the  first  to  espouse  the  cause  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama, 
and  whose  kind  and  cordial  hospitality  had  often  fiimished  a  delightM  home  to  the 
weary  Minister.  I  allude  to  the  late  A.  B.  Winn,  Esq.,  in  whose  death,  the  Chnreh 
has  sustained  the  loss  of  one  of  her  most  devoted  and  &ithful  members. 

April  22d  and  23d — Preached  twice  in  Demopolis,  and  confirmed  one  person.  Al- 
though the  weather  was  very  unfavorable,  and  the  congregations  consequently  small, 
yet  it  was  evident  that  the  prospects  of  the  Church  are  brightening  under  the  labora 
of  the  Missionary  at  that  place.    At  the  request  of  the  Itfinister,  baptized  an  infimt. 

April  24th — Preached  to  a  small  but  very  serious  congregation  in  the  Chapel  of  St. 
Michaers.  In  this  neighborhood  it  is  expected  that  a  new  Church  will  soon  be  built. 
In  the  evening,  at  the  request  of  the  Minister,  baptized  three  children. 

April  25th  and  26th — Preached  to  large  and  attentive  audiences  in  Woodville,  and 
confirmed  four  persons.  In  this  neighborhood  there  is  a  very  encouraging  proqieet 
for  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Church. 

In  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  the  26th,  I  returned  to  the  Chapel  of  St  Michael'i  and 
preached  to  a  large  and  interested  congregation  of  colored  persons,  and  confirmed 
three  of  them.  There  is  good  reason  to  hope  for  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  labora  of 
the  Minister  who  steadily  officiates  among  these  people.  In  the  evening  of  the  sama 
day,  I  visited  the  house  of  Dr.  Thomas  Harrison,  and  heard  his  excellent  Lady  cate. 
chise  her  class  of  colored  children.  For  a  length  of  time  Mrs.  Harrison  has  been  in 
the  habit  of  giving  regular  instruction  to  her  servants  by  reading  the  services  of  the 
Church,  and  by  steadily  catechising  the  children.  I  have  hardly  ever  heard  tbo 
catechism  more  correctly  repeated  than  by  her  interesting  class  of  colored  children. 
It  was  impossible  to  hear  their  prompt  answers,  and  to  listen  to  their  excellent  singing 
and  chanting,  without  the  liveliest  sensibility.  I  am  gratified  in  stating  that  aeveml 
other  wealthy  and  influential  ladies  in  the  same  neighborhood  are  zealously  engaged 
in  the  same  cause,  and  are  statedly  furnishing  religious  instruction  to  the  servants  on 
their  large  estates.  I  am  well  pursuaded  that  experience  will  always  demonatimta 
that  the  services  of  the  Church  are  eminently  suited  to  the  wants  and  drenmitanoea 
of  the  colored  people.  They  embody  the  elementary  instruction  specially  needed 
by  that  clan  of  people,  and  theyaeembyconetuit  repetition  to  &sten  truth  upon  tbe 
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oootcience:  andbeiidef  the  benefit  of  hi  devotional  teaching,  the  Li- 
tatgf  ftuniihei  in  Its  chants  and  responaea  something  that  is  peculiarly  in  haimony 
with  the  genios,  and  taste  and  habits  of  the  African  race. 

"May  8d  aiid  3d— Visited  St  David's  Church,  Dallas  County,  preached  three  times, 
and  oonfinned  four  persons.  Though  the  congregation  here  is  a  small  one,  it  is  yet 
an  interesting  one,  and  I  trust  will  yet  become  large  and  flourishing.  The  Minister 
of  this  Parish  gives  stated  instruction  to  the  colored  people  on  some  of  the  plantadoos 
in  the  neighborhood.  He  is  aided  in  his  benevolent  effi>rts  by  some  members  of  his 
congregation,  who  catechise  a  laige  class  of  the  servants  on  the  afternoons  of  Sunday. 

May  4th— Visited  Cahawba,  and  preached  in  the  evening.  As  the  Rev.  Mr.  Line- 
hanghgives  apart  of  his  time  to  this  town,I  trust  soon  tosee  the  prospects  of  the 
Chvch  reviving. 

I^e  changes  that  have  taken  place  among  the  Clergy  are  as  follows :  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Allen  has  resigned  the  Church  in  Tuskaloosa,  and  though  canonically  connected  with 
this  Diocese,  is  now  residing  in  Ohio.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Scott  and  Gay  have  remov- 
ed to  Florida.  The  Rev.  Mr.  lanebaugh  has  relinquished  the  charge  of  the  Parish 
In  Entaw  and  accepted  a  call  to  the  Church  in  Selma,  which  had  become  vacant  by 
the  resignation  of  the  former  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright  The  Rev.  Messrs. 
JGUer,  and  Marbury,and  Smith,  and  Baker,  and  Peake,  have  been  added  to  the  list 
of  the  Clergy  since  the  last  Convention. 

Tbtstt  are  now  six  candidates  for  Orders,  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  viz :  Wm.  A* 
Slickney,  J.  W.  Smith,  H.  L.  E.  Pratt,  J.  A.  L.  Norman,  J.  H.  Ticknor,  and  R.  A. 
Cobbe. 

I  would  take  this  occasion  to  call  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Church  to 
die  importance  of  sustaining  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society.  In  the  present  exigen- 
deaof  the  Diocese  I  know  of  no  charitable  institution  that  has  stronger  claims  on 
our  Uberality.  At  this  time  there  are  two  BGssionaries  supported  in  part  by  this  So- 
ciety. If  they  could  be  obtained,  T would  gladly  send  Missionaries  to  Livingston,  to 
Chnrch  Hill  and  Hayneville,  to  Mount  Meigs,  to  Wetumpka,  to  St  John's  in  the 
Wilderness  and  Eufaula,  to  La&yette,  Jacksonville,  Talladega,  Tuscumbia,  and 
Marion.  Whibt  on  this  subject  I  feel  it  a  duty  to  bear  my  humble  testimony  to  the 
benefits  conferred  on  Alabama  by  the  General  Missionary  Society,  and  to  express  my 
Moneet  hope  that  contributions  may  annually  be  made  to  its  funds  by  every  Parish  in 
the  Diocese.  I  am  happy  to  say,  that  notwithstanding  our  weakness,  and  the  multi- 
fnde  of  oor  own  wants,  Alabama  gave  during  the  last  year  about  600  dollars  to  that 
oociety. 

I  would  again  urge  the  importance  of  taking  prompt  and  efficient  measures  for  the 
ertablishment  of  a  Female  Institute  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Chnrch,  and  as  one  means  of  securing  an  object  so  desirable,  I  would  suggest 
dwt  a  Board  of  Trustees  be  appointed  by  the  present  Convention,  with  instructions 
Id  take  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  most  expedient  I  am  persuaded  that  in 
anch  a  cause  nothing  is  wanted  to  ensure  success  but  a  beginning.  And  here  I  would 
reeommend  to  the  patronage  of  the  Church,  the  Female  School  of  the  Rev.  A.  8. 
Smith,  who  has  been  induced,  at  my  solicitation,  to  establish  himself  in  Tuskaloon. 
Having  long  and  intimately  known  Mr.  Smith,  I  can  with  g^reat  confidence  com- 
mend him  to  the  fitvorable  consideration  of  the  public. 

As  I  have  travelled  over  the  vnde  tract  of  country  in  this  Diocese,  I  have  asoer- 
tilned  that  there  are  many  Episcopal  fiunilies  thinly  scattered  over  its  surfiu^ — 
nem  fiunilies  are  too  fiur  removed  from  each  other  to  be  organized  into  congrega- 
tions, and  yet  it  is  painftU  to  think  that  they  should  be  lost  to  the  Church.  I  would 
dierefi>re  earnestly  request  of  the  Clergy  that  they  should  occasionally  make  short 
missionary  ezcurrions  into  the  dreo^Jacent  neighborfaoods,  to  find  out  and  visit  the 
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isolated  Episcopal  families.    8Bch  lervices  could  be  rendered  without  mncb  ii 
venience  to  their  regular  congregations,  and  would  be  eminently  useful  in  promoting 
the  best  interests  of  the  Churchr 

In  contemplating  the  present  and  future  prospects  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocde, 
whilst  there  is  much  to  discourage  us  from  the  scattered  condition  of  the  pcqHilation» 
and  from  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  and  sustaining  an  adequate  supply  of  dergy* 
men,  yet  in  view  of  all  things  there  is  more  ground  for  encouragement  and  hope  thaia 
for  despondency.    If  we  be  fiuthful  as  the  Ministers  of  God's  word,  the  Choreh 
must  ultimately  grow  and  prosper.    The  great  difficulty  with  which  wa  have  to 
contend  is  the  distrust  that  pervades  the  community  as  to  the  evangelical  and  eptrit- 
ual  character  of  the  Church.    This  distrust  presents  a  much  greater  banfer  to  tha 
growth  of  the  Church,  than  any  objections  to  our  ecclesiasUcal  polity  or  to  our  liiar* 
gical  worship.    Under  these  circumstances  we  owe  it  to  ourseNet  and  to  the  cauM 
in  which  we  are  engaged,  to  be  clear  and  explicit  in  setting  forth  the  evangelical 
doctrines  of  the  Church  as  taught  with  so  much  distinctness  and  prominenoe  in  the 
Prayer  Book  and  Homilies :  and  thus  to  certify  to  the  world  that  we  have  no  ijrmpa- 
thy  with  those  erroneous  opinions  and  doctrines  specified  and  lepodiated  in  her 
Articles  and  standards.    Whilst,  therefore,  we  should  adhere  to  our  own  prindplei 
and  usages  with  uncompromising  firmness,  and  should  always  perform  the  wordrip 
of  the  Church  with  the  most  scrupulous  observance  of  the  rubrica  and  canona,  wa 
should  ever  be  most  careful  to  set  forth  the  great  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Goe- 
pel,  viz :  the  corruption  of  human  nature,  justification  by  &ith  in  the  meiita  aad 
righteousness  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  need  of  a  renovation  of  heart,  of  the 
sanctifying  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  of  a  dutiful  obedience,  laaniliBsted  not 
only  in  the  observance  of  ordinances,  but  in  the  keeping  of  commandments,  and  in 
the  fruits  of  righteousness  and  holiness.    On  these  essential  doctrines  let  there  be  no 
vague  nor  uncertain  sound.    On  these  points  let  there  be  line  upcm  line  and  precept 
upon  precept.    When  once  we  begin  to  darken  and  mystify  on  these  doctrines,  we 
not  only  run  counter  to  the  plainest  teachings  of  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book,  but  we 
shall  find  in  the  end  that  our  preaching  will  be  notliing  but  as  sounding  brass  and  a 
tinkling  cymbal.    And  here  it  gives  me  unfeigned  pleasure  to  state  that,  aa  fisr  aa  I 
know,  the  Gospel  is  faithfully  preached  in  the  Diocese,  and  that  no  other  doctrine 
is  heard  from  our  pulpits  but  that  of  Christ  and  him  crucified.    I  trust  that  this  may 
ever  be  the  case,  and  that  there  shall  never  be  heard  amongst  us  any  other  naoke 
whereby  men  are  to  be  saved  but  that  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.    Let  us  continue  to 
go  onward  in  this  way,  let  our  preaching  be  full  of  Christ,  let  us  demonstrate  that 
our  object  is  to  win  souls  to  Christ,  and  that  we  would  have  men,  not  only  to  pos- 
sess a  form  of  Godliness,  but  to  show  by  the  holiness  of  their  lives  that  their  hearts 
have  been  brought  under  the  sanctifying  influence  of  the  Spirit  of  God's  grace.    If 
we  persevere  in  this  course,  we  may  confidently  hope  that  the  blessing  of  Almighty 
God  will  rest  upon  our  labors,  and  we  may  look  forward  with  cheerful  anticipations 
to  the  time  when  our  beloved  Zion  will  arise  and  shine,  and  when,  instead  of  being 
spoken  against,  she  will  be  the  joy  and  the  praise  of  all  who  know  her.

E«  WoLsEY  Pkck,  Isaac  Ckoom  and  Gsoros  Clbvbland,  Jr., 
were  then  unanimously  re-elected  'Hhe  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  fimd 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama." 

The  following  resolution  was  then  ofiered,  and  bj  consent  laid  oa 
the  table  until  to-morrow,  viz : 

Resolved,  That  the  Right  Roverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  tho  Diocese  of  Alabama,  be  requested  to  ordain 
penons  to  the  Diaconate,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
sixth  canon  passed  in  tho  General  Convention,  in  October,  1844. 

On*  motion,  it  was  Resolved,  That  a  suitable  person  be  appointed 
bj  this  Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  together  and  di* 
gest  all  the  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of 
Alabama,  now  in  force ;  tho  Conjstitution,  as  amended,  and  all  By- 
Laws  which  are  now  in  force,  together  with  tho  Act  of  Incorporation 
of  the  Trustees  oi  the  Bishop's  fund,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  Mis- 
lioiiary  Society,  and  report  to  the  next  Convention* 

Mr.  E.  G.  Benners  was  appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  said  resolu- 
tion* 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved^  That  the  resolution  passed  in  the  last 
ConTention  ''  providing  that  tho  amounts  paid  in  interest  on  notes,  or 
sabtcriptions  in  money,  given  by  individuals  in  any  Parish  for  the  sup- 
MNTt  of  the  Episcopate,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  which  said 
Parish  is  assessed  by  the  Convention,  provided  said  Parish  may  wish 
to  avail  itself  of  such  contributions,"  be  now  repealed. 

Vho  fi>llowing  substitute  for  the  fourth  article  of  the  Constitution  of 
this  Diocese,  which  was  proposed  at  tho  last  Convention,  was  adopt- 
ed»Tis: 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  all  Ministers  in  ecclesiastical 
connection  with  tho  Diocese,  wlio  may  at  stated  times  officiate  in  any 
congregation  therein,  or  who  may  be  connected  with  any  incorpora- 
ted institution  of  learning  therein,  or  who  may  have  become  disabled 
in  the  discharge  of  tho  duties  of  the  Ministry,  and  of  Lay  Members, 
consisting  of  a  delegation  from  each  Parish. 

The  amendments  to  the  seventh  article  of  the  Constitution,  which 
were  proposed  at  the  last  Convention  and  laid  over  for  the  concur- 
rence of  this  Convention,  were  rejected. 

Convention  then  adjourned  until  9  o'clock  to-morrow.

The  Convention  mot,  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Bishop. 
The  roll  was  then  called,  and  the  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read 
and  approved.

Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  cause  500  copies  of  this  Journal  to 
be  printed  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  that  he  distribute  the  same 
unong  the  several  Parishes  by  mail  or  otherwise. 

The  Bishop  then  addressed  the  Convention  in  a  few  appropriate 
remarks  and  concluded  with  prayer. 

The  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

The  CommittM  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report,  that  although  in 
con»equence  of  the  removal  of  some  of  the  Clergy  from  the  Dioceee,  and  the  fiulore 
of  othera  to  make  Parochial  reports,  they  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  a  ftill  view 
of  the  condition  of  the  Church  within  its  limits,  yet  from  a  collation  of  the  Report! 
presented  to  the  Convention,  together  with  the  Bishop's  Address,  they  have  derived 
much  encouragement  in  renird  to  its  stability  and  growth. 

While  they  lament  the  Tom  of  some  who  nave  labored  among  us  fiuthftallT,  mt  a 
time  when  the  demand  for  Ministers  is  very  great,  they  are  much  cheered  uf  te 
evidences  of  greater  efforts  and  increased  usefulness,  on  the  part  of  thoae  who  art 
■till  employed  in  this  portion  of  the  Lord's  vineyard. 

From  the  imperfect  tabular  view  of  ministerial  acts  which  has  been  snbmittad  t» 
us,  we  are  enabled  to  present  the  following  abstract,  as  evidenee  of  the  chewiuf 
growth  of  the  Church. 

Baptisms— White  (adults  24,  infiuits  128,) 

Colored  (adults  18,  infants  81,) Total  851 

Confirmations, 136 

Communicants,  (added  117) Present  number  669 

Some  of  the  Reports  have  not  specified  the  number  of  colored  persons  embiaeed 
in  the  list  of  communicants  and  confirmations,  but  from  the  particulais  afibrded  ia 
refierence  to  that  cbiss,  we  learn  that  an  increased  attention  has  been  paid  to  their 
spiritual  wants,  and  that  the  testimony  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  agreea  with 
that  of  the  older  Dioceses,  in  setUng  forth  the  admirable  adaptation  of  our  sjsut 
of  liturgical  worship  and  catechetical  instruction  to  their  peculiar  temperaaMiiftand 
social  condition.  And  here  the  Committee  would  recommend  to  the  owners  of  pka- 
tations,  the  practice  already  adopted  by  some  devoted  Churchmen,  of  employiaf 
some  portion  of  the  time  usually  devoted  by  their  slaves  to  labor,  in  their  religxraa 
instruction,  thereby  convincing  them  of  the  sincerity  and  earnestness  of  their  n 
ter's  professed  desire  to  promote  their  spiritual  welfare. 

Your  Committee  perceiving  with  the  Bishop,  the  great  demand  for  Ministerial 
vices  in  many  places,  where  a  Minister  either  cannot  be  suf^rted,  or  cannot  be 
procured,  most  heartily  concur  with  him,  in  recommendiiu^  that  the  parochial  Clergy 
should  make  visits  in  the  regions  lying  about  them,  that  they  may  at  l«ut  occasion- 
ally  remind  the  scattered  ones  without  a  Shepherd,  of  their  privileges  and  obligap 
tions,  and  encourage  them  with  the  hope  of  seeing  the  Churcn  established  in  their 
neighborhoods. 

And  they  trust  that  every  congregation  will,  as  well  from  love  for  the  Church,  as 
from  sympathy  with  their  oestitute  brethren,  be  ready  to  spare  their  Pastor  occaaian- 
ally,  tnat  he  may  minister  to  those  who  might  otherwise  wander  from  the  fold. 

In  conclusion  they  would  congratulate  the  Diocese  on  the  signs  of  God's  fosterias 
care  and  continued  fiivor,  which  its  present  condition  displays,  praying  for  a  grated 
recognition  of  His  favor  by  a  warm  devotion  to  His  service.

THE  REV.  ETHAN  ALLEN, 

Id  obedienoe  to  the  fint  section  of  Canon  8th  of  the  General  Conyentkm  of  1841 « 
lepotti  tt>  the  Bishop  as  follows : — After  the  closing  of  the  last  Convention,  I  contin* 
ned  to  officiate  as  Rector  in  Christ  Church,  Tnskaloosa,  till  the  first  week  in  Jnly. 
Daring  which  time,  besides  ordinary  services,  I  baptized  one  infiint,  preached  to  a 
flill  aiM  inteiestinff  congregation  of  colored  people  in  the  Church  on  a  Sabbath  after- 
noon, and  once  in  Northport  I  attended  also  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  the  exam* 
of  Mr.  Peake,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  from  the  Diocese  of  Florida, 


and  preached  the  ordination  sermon.  On  my  way  north,  at  Bishop  Otey's,  in  Colum- 
bia, Tenn.,  I  attended  the  examination  of  Mr.  Rogers,  and  preached,  at  the  request  of 
die  Biahop,  at  his  ordination.  During  my  visit  in  Ohio,  I  have  preached  seven  times 
in  Dayton ;  three  in  Mount  Vernon ;  three  in  Pioua ;  twice  in  Springfield ;  once  in 
C1iilioolhe,and  once  in  Cincinnati,  and  assisted  several  times  in  administering  the 
Holy  Commtmieii.  At  the  request  of  Bishop  Mcllvaine,  I  attended  an  examination 
«f  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  Cincinnati.  In  August  last,  constrained  by  vuious 
etveanataacet,  over  which  I  had  no  control,  I  resigned  the  ctiarge  of  Christ  Church, 
^nioBloQia.  And  here  I  desire  to  record  my  testimony  to  the  kindness  and  affection 
widi  which  I  was  uniformly  treated  while  connected  with  that  Parish.  The  impres- 
iiona  made  upon  my  heart  there  will  never,  I  trust,  be  effaced.  In  October,  I  came 
to  iwide  for  tne  present  at  this  place,  (Dayton,  Ohio,)  and  since  my  stay  here  I  have 
iOgalariy  aasisted  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  in  the  [Miformance  of  divine  service,  once 
or  oAeoer  every  Sabbath,  when  not  prevented  by  ill  health  or  absence  from  the  city. 
I  mm  HOC  withont  the  hope  of  being  able,  sooner  or  later,  to  return  to  Alabama.

The  two  genllemeo 
who  own  these  wrvanta  are  invariably  present  to  assist  them  in  learning  tne  respon* 
fes.    A  pait  of  the  Friday  exercise  is  initniction  in  wholesome  Church  doctrine ,  with 
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taneeoftbe  Catechkiii  prepared  by  Bishop  Ives.  On  Sondayi  the  Evening 
f  the  Church  is  used  without  alteration,  and  followed  by  asermon. 
Qt  dose  these  remarlcs  without  mentioning  the  well  directed  industry  of  the 
St  David's  Church.

He  would  take  o(:ca.«ion  to  isay  licre,  that  much  credit  is  due  to  the  ladies  of  the  ooi^ 
gregation  for  their  eilbrts  to  sustain  the  Cliurch  amids^t  her  embarrassments.  The 
Minister  cannot  see  much  in  the  present  condition  of  the  Parish  to  encourage.  When 
the  Church  will  bo  finished  or  her  liabilities  extin!;:uishcd  he  cannot  anticipate.  He 
can  but  hope  and  pmy  that  the  time  is  not  remote,  when  he  shall  see  not  only  the  one 
and  the  other,  but  shall  see  her  also  answering  all  the  ends  of  her  creation,  in  win- 
ning souls  to  Christ.  Since  his  connection  with  tho  Parish,  the  Church  hajs  lost  one 
of  its  most  valuable,  and  esiinu))le  member.-i,  in  the  death  of  Dr.  W.  S.  Jeffriee.  He 
passed  hence,  on  Wednesday,  2'Jth  ult.,  *'in  the  confidence  of  a  certain  fhith,  and 
m  the  comfort  of  a  reasonable,  religious,  and  holy  hope."

Rbmjjiks — In  presenting  his  annual  it'jnrt  to  the  Bishop,  the  Miuiater  Indieves 
that  he  can  safely  f>ay,  with  gnu  itude  to  God,  that  the  Parish  hsis  been,  as  in  years 
pest,  in  a  state  of  continued  pro^p^trii/,  not  only  in  the  innreai^e  of  tlif  congregation, 
out,  he  trusts,  in  tlie  increase  also,  of  true  piety,  and  of  corresponding  elTorta  for  the 
eiteBsirinofthc  Redeemer's  Kingdom. 

The  services  of  the  Church  on  Sundnys  and  during  th^  week,  have  been  the  pame, 
and  uniformly  mainuiined,  as  rejMirted  Inst  year.  Tlje  Suiulay  School  has  never 
been  so  large  and  Il<iurishing,tIirou^',hout  the  entire  year,  a.s  it  has  been  during  the 
last,  and  the  proirress  of  the  riC-iolars  in  tlieir  studies  h:u  been  ma-<t  gratifying.  A  new 
and  well  selected  Library  has  been  inirclia^ed,  and  the  old  one  given  away  to  a  new 
school  in  the  city,  lliis  unexampl-'d  pr(».*ij)erity  of  the  school  ir*  mainly  to  Imj  attribu- 
ted to  the  judicious  and  unwearied  lalxirs  fftlie  Su{H-rintendant  and  the  Sunday 
School  Committee,  nssisleil  by  a  fnithiul  and  self-denying  company  of  Tearhere. 
The  school  for  colon^il  <-?iiMron  lias  been,  fur  the  mnA  jmrt,  kept  up,  but  under  great 
disadvantages,  whieh,  it  is  exiK'eteil,  will  s«K)n  l»e  removed,  when  a  most  prosjierous 
school  may  l>o  maintauied.  1  wo  mjiuU  Bible  classes  were  held  weekly  throuirh  iho 
Winter,  with  much  beru'fit  to  iho>e  w hi*  alteml'.d,  and  t^uiall  weekly  religiuus  meet- 
ings at  the  ]irivate  houses  «if  parislio'iers,  with  uiatiilest  ad\antnL'e  to  many.  The 
awve  presents  a  brief  statement  wf  the  condititin  of  tlie  ('hurch,  and  it  gives  the 
Ifinister  great  satisfaction,  to  believe,  that  upon  his  refigniug  tlie  Parish,  it  was 
never  in  a  better  condition,  both  temporally  and  spiritnnfiy. 

And,  although  the  Minister's  health,  wliich  lias  l)een  in  a  declining  state  for  seve- 
ral years,  has  declined  more  rajndly  duriii.:  ilie  p;L«t  year,  and  esj>ecially  the  lai^t 
three  months,  yet,  with  the  constant  and  faitiil>d  labors  of  liis  Assistant,  the  llev.  J. 
A.  MoiiHey.  the  eeri'ie' s  of  the  C'biir«h  liaNeb-en  maintained  wit!i'>ut  nnyinterrup- 
tim;  and  here,  the  Minister  feels  himself  bound  to  bear  the  most  eheerfnl  testimony 
to  the  assiduous  and  devtited  clHirts  of  his  brother  and  f'd  low -labourer  in  th->  ^linistry, 
for  the  advancement  of  the  }H>.st  interests  oitheOuin-h,  and  that  ills,  throuixh  his 
Onremitting  eiorlions,  and  titc  bles-sing  of  God  attendant  U]K)u  his  ])rearhing,  that  its 
pRMperity  has  been  preserved. 

In  consequence  ol  his  extreme  pn)Ktration,  and  utt^r  inability  to  discharge  hii*  pa- 
rochial duties,  th'.'!  3Iiiiisterl)elii.-ved  i}i;U  it  wjis  his<luiy  to  resign  tlie  Uociorship  of 
the  Church,  as  equally  iK'nelleiril  to  hirn<elt',  antl  I'or  the  futur*',  iK>rmanont,  welfare 
of  the  paris^h.  Accordingly  vn  thi*  *J.')th  ult.,  he  ofTI  rcil  his  resi -.'nation,  and  expects, 
for  the  next  few  years,  to  ilevote  his  whole  tim",  in  the  use  of  the  U'st  m<*ans  for  the. 
restoration  of  his  health,  trusting  ih'it  u!id-.;r(io'i,  he  nuiy  be,  inajL-reat  measun*,  re- 
covered to  liis  former  health  and  future  usefulness,  'i'he  spu|Kvlhising  nrul  n fii-ct ion- 
ate  manner  in  which  his  resiirnntion  w.ih  rej'eivi  d  by  his  con'Trejialion,  >ind  the  spon- 
taneous ami  sul>!ttuntial  ix?rnvinent  sni>n<irl  provideii  fur  his  Unruly,  M-rved  greatly  to 
alleviate  the  pain  of  separation,  anil  drew  fnrlli  from  him  tin*  «leeixst  fi-elings  of  ;:rat^- 
tudc,  and  wiUcverexeite  him  to  most  erlrn<•^t  pniyer  for  their  contiinu  il  j)rosiH.'riiy 
and  spiritiial  happiness.

Rt.  Rev.  tad  Dear  Sir-— In  compliaiice  with  the  12th  Canon,  I  herewith  tnnamtS 
to  Toa  a  report  of  my  proceedings  u  a  Prenbyter  of  this  Diocese. 

Having  no  official  connection  with  any  Church,  I,  of  course,  have  nothing  else  to 
report  than  the  amount  of  Clerical  duty  that  I  have  perfbnned  since  my  transfer  to 
this  Diocese,  from  that  of  Virginia. 

I  reached  this  place  on  the  SOth  of  October  last.  On  the  Sunday  following,  I 
preached  in  Northport,  where  I  have  since  kept  np  regular  weekly  services  on  Sun- 
day ailemoons ;  preaching  g[enerally  to  congregations,  highly  respectable,  both  as 
it  regards  numbers,  and  the  mtelligence  of  the  individuals  wno  composed  them.  In 
addition  to  my  duties  in  Northport,  I  have  generally  supplied  your  place  in  Christ 
Church,  Tuskaloosa,  during  your  absences,  preacliing,  always  once,  and  sometimes 
twice  on  Sundays,  and  lecturing  on  Wednesday  evenings.  In  all,  I  have  preached 
88  times  in  Tuskaloosa,  and  18  times  at  Northport ;  baptized  one  in£euit ;  buried  one 
adalt,  and  administered  the  Communion  on  Christmas  day,  on  £^ter  Sunday,  and 
on  the  first  Sunday  of  every  month,  when  you  have  been  aosent.

REV.  D.  BROWN, 

Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Florence,  and  Missionary  at  Tuscumbia, 

Ai  in  duty  bound,  reports  to  the  Bishop  that  during  the  past  year  he  has  officiated 
as  often  and  as  regularly  as  circumstances  within  his  control  would  allow.  The  Holy 
Communion  has  heen  administered  about  12  times,  and  there  has  been  a  small  in- 
crease of  Communicants,  though  we  have  had  to  mourn  the  loss  of  two  by  death,  one 
by  voluntary  suspension,  and  two  by  removal.  Including  some  few  who  attend  but 
imgalAtlY  on  account  of  distance,  we  count  20  Communicants  at  Florence  and  10  at 
Tuscumbia :  8  more  than  last  reported.  There  have  been  baptized  3  children,  and 
several  more  are  soon  to  be  baptized.  Funerals,  3 ;  marriages,  none.  About  $300 
has  been  expended  on  the  finishing  of  the  Churrh  in  Florence,  and  about  $25  raised 
far  Missionary  purposes.  The  assessment  on  Trinity  Parish  for  the  Bishop's  salary 
will  be  ready  at  tiie  visitation,  and  a  portion,  if  not  all  of  that  on  the  Tuscumbia 
station.

An  abstract  from  the  Minutes.  J.  A.  Massey,  Siscrelary. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  same  Committee,  held  in  Tuscaloosa,  on  the  7th  of  May, 
Messrs.  H.  L.  E.  Pratt  and  Robert  Addison  Cobhs,  were  recommended  to  tlie 
Bishop  to  be  ordained  Deacons ;  and  Mr.  John  M.  Mitchell  was  recommended 
to  be  admitted  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

Mr.  Garrow  presented  the  report  of  E.  G.  Benners,  Esq., 
containing  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  togeth- 
er with  the  Act  to  incorporate  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's 
Fund ;  also  a  Form  for  the  organization  of  Parishes — Form  of 
Parochial  Reports — Constitution  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Society — Rules  of  Order — and  Resolutions  having  a  perma- 
nent character. 

On  motion,  it  was  accepted. 

On  motion,  Resolved^  That  a  Committee  of  two  Clergymen 
and  two  Laymen  be  appointed,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the 
Digest  of  Canons,  &c.  drawn  up  by  E.  G.  Benners,  Esq.,  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  the  same,  and  of  reporting  to  the 
next  Convention,  such  Amendments  and  new  Canons,  as  they 
shall  deem  necessary. 

The  Parochial  Reports  were  then  read,  and  on  motion,  refer- 
red to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  (See  Appen- 
dix A.) 

On  motion.  Resolved^  That  the  proceedings  of  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Convention,  be  referred  to  a  select  Commit- 
tee of  three,  with  instructions  to  report  during  the  session  of 
this  Convention,  such  items  as  may  be  important  for  its  action 
previous  to  adjournment. 

Rev.  Messrs.  F.  B.  Lee,  and  J.  A.  Masset  and  C.  R,  Har- 
rison, Esq.,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  whom  it  was  re- 
ferred. 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolvedy  That  one  thousand  copies  of 
the  Convention  Sermon,  preached  by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop 
CoBBS,  be  printed. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  made  the  following 
Report  : 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  rcspcclfully  report,  thai  they  baTC  ex. 
aniincd  the  Journal  of  last  year,  and  find  no  matters  claiming  the  attention  of  the 
Convention.  F.  M.  Baker,  Chairman, 

Which  was  accepted. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  for  Divine  Service.  Im- 
mediately after  Service,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order. 
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The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Cobbs^  then  read  his  Annual  Report^ 
as  follows  : 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  one  of  our  canons,  I  respectfully  pre- 
sent the  following  account  of  my  services  in  the  Diocese,  during  the  past  year. 

Ac  the  close  of  our  last  Convention,  which  was  held  in  CarIowviIle» — and  in 
which  I  am  gratified  to  add  a  most  delightful  spirit  prevailed, — I  admitted  to  the 
Order  of  Priesthood,  the  Rev.  J.  II.  Linebaugh.  The  candidate  was  presented 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson,  and  the  sermon  on  the  occasion  was  preached  by  tho 
Rev.  iVIr.  Johnson.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  nine  persons  were  coq> 
firmed.  A  good  impression  was  evidently  made  by  the  exercises  of  the  Conven* 
tion.  And  here  I  cannot  forbear  to  express  my  sense  of  obligation  to  the  citizens 
of  the  pleasant  village  of  Carlowville,  for  the  kind,  liberal  and  attentive  hospitality 
extended  to  (he  members  of  the  Convention. 

May  11 — Visited  Cahawba,  and  attended  service  in  the  court  house  ;  the  sei'* 
mon  being  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Marbury.  I  trust,  that  at  no  distant  period, 
we  shall  have  a  Church  established  here,  and  the  service  of  the  Church  performed 
every  Sunday.  At  present  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lincbaux;h  officiates  in  this  town  once 
a  month,  and  preaches  to  a  good  congregation.  When,  however,  there  is  preach 
iog  but  once  a  month,  nothing  more  can  reasonably  be  expected  than  the  holding 
together  of  those  who  are  already  churchmen. 

May  12 — Visited  Marion,  and  preached.  As  yet  wo  have  no  minister!  nor 
any  regular  services  in  this  interesting  town.  Had  I  a  suitable  minister  to  present 
(he  claims  of  the  Church  to  the  intelligent  population  of  this  town,  I  cannot  doubt 
bat  that  good  would  be  the  result.  I  shall  be  greatly  disappointed  if  a  clergyman 
be  not  established  there  in  the  course  of  the  next  fall. 

May  14  and  15 — Spent  two  or  three  days  in  Greensboro*.  Preached  on  several 
occasions,  and  confirmed  nine  persons. 

May  21 — Preached  in  the  morning  in  Christ  Church,  Tuscaloosa,  and  in  the 
afternoon  at  Northport.  And  here  I  would  mako  tho  general  remark,  that  whea 
not  Tisiting  other  Parishes,  I  was  uniformly  officiating  in  Tuscaloosa. 

May  30  and  31 — Visited  Huntsville,  preached  on  several  occasions,  and  con- 
finned  two  persons.  In  this  beautiful  town  there  is  now  building  a  neat  and  com* 
modious  Church,  which  I  expect  to  consecrate  during  my  next  visit  to  the  Parish. 
Although  the  Church  at  Huntsville  has  long  straggled  with  difficulties,  I  yet  en- 
tertain no  doubt  but  that  a  strong  and  flourishing  congregation  will  bo  established 
there.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Laird,  alter  having  faithfully  labored  in  this  station,  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Indiana.  His  place  will  be  supplied  by  the  Rev. 
H.  C.  Lay,  who  expects  to  enter  on  his  now  field  of  labor  about  tho  last  of  the 
present  month.  An  active,  zealoas  Minister,  located  in  Huntsville,  might  prepare 
the  way  for  several  new  congregations  in  the  circumjacent  country. 

Jane  6  and  7 — Spent  several  days  in  Florence  and  Tuscumbia,  preached  a 
number  of  times,  and  confirmed  one  person.  I  regret  to  say  that  the  faithful  and 
excellent  Missionary,  rhe  Rev.  D.  Brown,  who  for  more  than  two  years  has  of- 
ficiated in  these  towns,  has  felt  himself  constrained  by  domestic  considerations  to 
remove  into  another  field.  I  expect  to  bavo  two  Ministers  located  at  these  stations 
by  the  fall.  Hardly  any  porion  of  the  Diocese  presents  a  more  favorable  prospect 
bt  the  establishment  of  the  Church  than  this  part  of  tho  Tennessee  valley. 
If  some  of  our  zealous  young  ministers  could  but  cast  their  eyes  on  this  lonely 
met  of  country,  they  would  need  no  persuasion  to  enter  upon  it,  and  to  erect  tho 
standard  of  the  Church. 

Jane  10  and  11— -Returned  to  Huntsville,  preached  soveral  times,  and  con- 
firmed  three  persons. 

July  4  and  5— Visited  Livingston,  preached  three  times,  baptized  three  infants, 
and  confirmed  one  person.  Since  my  visit  the  Rev.  Mr.  Maasey  has  been  called 
to  this  station,  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  bis  office  in  the  beginning  of  last 
winter.  Besides  officiating  in  Livingston,  he  gives  ono  fourth  of  his  time  to  Sump- 
tcrvUle.  I  have  heard  very  gratifying  accounts  of  his  prospects  of  usefulness; 
and  hope  that,  at  the  ond  of  the  present  year,  Livingston  will  cease  to  be  a  mis. 
tionary  station.  At  this  time  wc  ought  to  have  two  ministers  on  »hp  west  of  tho 
Tombeckbco  River. 

August  14 — Officiated  at  the  funeral  of  Ilubart  Cubbs,  infant  son  of  (he  Rev. 
J.  H.  Lincbautrh. 
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Sept.  26  and  37.— Visited  Eutaw,  preivcbed  aod  admitted  to  the  Prieslbood  the 
Rev.  C.  F.  Peakc  and  F.  M.  Baker.  The  candidates  were  presented  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Hanson,  and  the  Ordination  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Smith. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Foake  has  since  been  constrained  to  remove  to  Pensacola,  to  take 
charge  of  the  late  Parish  of  his  diseased  Brother.  It  was  a  source  of  unfeigDed 
'  regret  to  looee  his  valuable  services  from  this  Diocese.  The  Rev.  Jonathan  B.  T. 
Smith  is  expected  to  settle  in  Eutaw,  and  to  give  his  whole  time  to  that  town, 
and  I  trust  will  be  instrumental  in  permanently  establishing  the  Chnrch  there. 
I  am  happy  to  learn  that  nearly  two  thousand  dollars  have  been  subscribed  for 
the  erection  of  a  House  of  Worship.  The  neighbourhood  of  the  Fork  is  now  sup* 
plied  by  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Baker  of  Demopolis. 

Oct.  18 — Preached  in  St.  Peter's  Lowndes,  and  confirmed  two  persona.  This 
Parish,  after  a  long  vacancy,  has  since  my  visit  been  filled  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Zimmer, 
who  has  been  kindly  received  by  the  people,  and  been  much  encouraged  in  his 
labors. 

Oct.  19 — Preached  to  an  attentive  congregation  in  Hayneville.  To  this  town 
Mr.  Zimmer  now  devotes  a  part  of  his  time. 

Oct.  21 — Passed  through  Montgomery  on  my  way  to  the  eastern  part  of  tbs 
Diocese  ;  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

Oct.  24  and  25— Preached  twice  in  the  town  of  Eufaula.  Since  my  Tisit  to 
this  place  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ellis  has  been  sent  as  a  Missionary,  and  divides  his 
time  between  Eufaula  and  St.  John's  in  the  Wilderness.  All  that  is  needes  ts 
build  up  the  Church  in  this  part  of  the  State,  is  a  permanent  and  fiuthfnl 
Minister.  As  Mr.  Ellis  contemplates  only  a  temporary  residence  in  his  present 
location,  he  has  not  been  canonically  transferred  to  this  Diocese. 

Oct.  26 — Preached  in  Glenville,  and  administered  the  Comnfnnbn  to  a  sick 
member  of  the  Church  in  his  chamber. 

Oct.  27— Preached  in  the  Parish  of  St.  John's  in  the  Wilderness,  and  at  night 
confirmed  three  of  the  servants  of  Maj.  Fishburne,  after  delivering  a  lecture  on 
Confirmation. 

Oct.  31 — Visited  Mr.  GeorgeCroft,  an  old  and  estimable  member  of  the  Chnrch, 
residing  in  Chambers  County,  and  baptized  eight  children,  thus  offording  to  the 
parents — what  they  had  long  desired — an  opportuniy  of  giving  to  their  children 
Episcopal  Baptism.' 

Nov.  1 — Visited  La  Fayette,  Chambers  County ;  preached  twice«  confirmed  two 
persons,  and  peptized  one  infant.  In  this  populous  portion  of  the  Diocese  there  is 
presented  an  inviting  field  for  Missionary  labor.  I  shall  use  my  utmost  endsa- 
vors  to  have  a  Minister  located  there,  in  the  course  of  the  present  year. 

Nov.  3  and  4 — Preached  twice  in  Montgomery  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

Nov.  14  and  15 — After  spending  a  Sunday  in  Tuscaloosa,  I  started  on  another 
tour  through  some  of  the  middle  counties  I  visited  Woodville  and  St.  Michael's ; 
preached  several  times,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  admitted  Wm.  I.  Zimmer 
to  the  Order  of  Deacons.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Han- 
son, and  the  Sermon  was  preached  by  myself.  In  this  Parish  a  contract  has 
been  made  for  the  erection  of  a  House  of  Worship,  to  be  located  in  the  village  of 
Woodville  ;  and  I  trust  that  another  Church  will  be  commenced  during  the  pre- 
sent year  to  be  situated  near  St.  Michael's.  In  this  interesting  Parish  there  is 
manifested  on  the  part  of  the  Ladies  an  increasing  interest  in  the  catechitical 
instruction  of  their  servants.  It  is  truly  delightful  to  the  heart  of  a  christian  to  bs 
present  at  the  examination  of  one  of  these  classes  of  colored  children,  to  bear 
their  prompt  answers  and  their  delightful  singing,  and  to  witness  the  pecnliur 
adaption  of  the  services  of  the  Church  to  the  capacities  and  wants  ot  the  colored 
race. 

Nov.  17  and  18— Consecrated  the  Church  of  St.  David's,  in  Dallas  County,  and 
preached  on  two  successive  days.  This  small  but  interesting  Parish  is  now  vacant, 
in  consequence  of  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Johnson  to  Geoigia.  As  Mr. 
Johnson  was  one  of  the  first  Ministers  who  had  settled  in  Alabama,  it  was  with 
unafifected  pain  that  I  parted  from  him.  X  trust  to  have  his  place  supplied  by  the 
ensuing  lalj,  if  not  before. 

Nov.  21  and  22»Preached  in  St.  Andrew's,  Prairicville,  twice  ;  catechised  the 
rliildrcn  in  the  face  of  the  congregation,  and  confirmed  two  persons.  And  here 
;  would  express  the  opinion,  that  hardly  any  service  of  a  Bishop  during  his  visit 


of  a  Pariah,  can  be  more  useful  than  hia  catechitical  examination  of  the  children 
in  the  presence  of  the  congregation.  An  excellent  opportunity  is  thus  furnished 
to  instruct  not  only  the  children  but  the  parents  in  the  doctrines  of  the  gospel  as 
held  and  taught  by  the  Church. 

Nov.  28  and  39 — Visited  Demopolis,  preached  three  times,  catechised  the  chil- 
dren in  the  presence  of  ^fk  interested  congregation,  and  confirmed  five  persons, 
one  of  whom  belonged  to  the  Parish  of  St.  Andrew's..  The  once  gloomy  pros, 
pects  of  this  Pariah,  are  manifestly  brightening,  and  there  is  reason  to  hope,  that 
aoon,  measures  will  be  adopted  for  the  erection  of  a  House  of  Worship. 

0ec.  5  and  6. — Visited  the  Fork  of  Greene,  preached  twice  at  Burton's  Hill, 
and  confirmed  three  persons.  To  this  interesting  field  of  labor,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Baker,  has  devoted  one  half  of  his  time  since  the  removal  of  Mr.  Poake,  and,  in 
lime,  I  expect  to  see  a  strong  congregation  established  there. 

Jan.  16  and  17,  1847 — Preached  in  Greensboro'  four  times,  confirmed  three^ 
perK>ns,  and  catechised  the  children  in  the  presence  of  the  congregation.  At  the 
•ame  time  and  place,  I  admitted  to  the  Order  of  the  Priesthood,  the  Rev.  Edmund 
C.  Mnrdaugh.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr,  Marbury,  and  the 
Sermon  preached  by  myself. 

Feb.  28— Held  a  Confirmation  in  Cbrist  Church,  Tuscaloosa,  after  a  Sermon 
on  the  nature  of  that  Apostolic  Rite,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 

Sunday,  March  7 — Visited  Mobile,  and  preached  in  Cbrist  Church.  It  was  my 
intention  to  spend  this  day  in  Livingston,  but  at  tbe  request  of  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish,  I  postponed  my  visit  to  some  later  period. 

March  14—1  still  continued  my  visit  to  Mobile,  and  after  preaching  on  several 
occasions,  confirmed  five  persons  in  Trinity  Church.  This  Church  is  a  new  Par- 
iah which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Miller  is  endeavoring  to  establish,  and  which  is  obviously 
needed  in  a  city,  embracing  so  large  a  population  as  Mobile.  From  all  that  I  aaw, 
I  had  no  doubt  of  the  success  of  the  experiment,  and  I  look  forward  with  confi. 
dence  to  the  establishment  of  a  large  and  flourishing  congregation. 

March  21 — Preached  several  times  in  Christ  Church,  Mobile,  and  confirmed 
twenty-aix  persons,  one  of  whom  belonged  to  Trinity  Church.  I  was  happy  to 
find  tbia  large  and  influential  Parish  in  a  very  healthy  and  flourishing  condition, 
evidently  strengthening  under  the  faithful  and  acceptable  ministrations  of  its  new 
Rector.  Since  leaving  Mobile,  I  have  heard  with  much  satisfaction,  that  the  con« 
atttntion  of  the  Parish,  which  was  justly  liable  to  some  objections,  has  been  altered, 
io  aa  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  genius  and  the  Canons  of  the  Church. 

April  8 — After  spending  Passion  week  in  Tuscaloosa,  I  set  out  to  visit  some  of 
the  Pariahes  on  the  Alabama  River,  and  preached  at  Woodville,  on  my  way  thither. 

Snnday,  April  11 — Visited  Carlowville,  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  aix  per- 
aons.    This  Parish  continues  steadily  to  grow  and  improve. 

Saturday  and  Sunday,  17  and  18  April — Visited  Montgomery,  and  preached 
fenr  times.  1  was  pleased  to  find  a  neat  and  convenient  Rectory,  provided  by  the 
liberality  of  the  congregation.  I  trust  in  time,  to  see  all  our  Parishes  similarly  fur- 
niriied,  as  being  one  of  the  efiectaal  means  of  sustaining  and  building  up  a  con** 
giegation.  As  I  had  administered  Confirmation  in  thia  Parish  in  the  latter  part  of 
Aatnmn,  there  were  no  Candidates  presented  to  receive  that  Rite. 

April  20 — Preached  in  Hayneville,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

April  21^  Visited  Lowndesborough,  preached ,  and  confirmed  five  persona. 

April  22 — Preached  in  &  t.  Peter's,  Lowndes,  and  confirmed  four  peraona.  At 
tbeae  three  places  laat  mentioned,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Zimmer  officiates,  and  has  great 
reaaon  to  be  encouraged  with  the  measure  of  auccess,  with  which  his  labora  have 
been  attended.  * 

April  23 — Visited  Cahawba,  but  in  consequence  of  some  misapprebenaion,  found 
that  no  appointment  had  been  made  for  Divine  Service,  and  that  therefore  no  con-* 
gregation  had  assembled, 

April  24  and  25— Viaited  Selma,  preached  four  timea,  and  confirmed  four  per- 
aona, of  whom  one  belongs  to  the  Parish  of  St.  Peter's,  Lowndes.  I  waa  much 
gnmified  to  find  the  general  proapects  of  this  Parish  decidedly  improved,  and  to 
learn  that  by  the  active  exertiona  of  the  Rector,  there  would  be  an  entire  liqnida' 
tion  of  the  debt,  which  for  years  had  been  resting  on  the  Church.  1  trust  that  in 
a  abort  time,  Selma  will  cease  to  be  a  Miasionary  station. 

Such  is  a  brief  history  of  my  labors  during  the  past  year,  during  which  time,  1 
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have  travclicJ  several  thousand  miles,  have  preached  about  one  huudred  and  fifty 
lirnos,  have  b.iptized  on  several  occasioDs,  have  cooaecrated  one  Church,  have  Or- 
daincd  one  Doacui),  and  four  Presbyters,  and  have  confirmed  one  hundred  and 
six  persons.  Tiic  number  of  persons  confirmed,  would  doubtless  have  been  great, 
cr,  had  no*,  all  the  Clergy  uniformly,  and  as  I  think  very  properly,  acted  on  the 
principle  of  encouraging  none  to  present  themselves  for  Confirmation,  unless  it 
was  their  purpose  to  come  forward  to  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

The  chanifcs  that  have  occurred  among  the  Clergymen,  are  as  follows — vix : 
The  Rpv.  Wm.  Johnson  has  been  transferred  to  the  l3iocc8e  of  Georgia ;  the  Rev. 
L.  B.  Wright  to  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  ;  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Peake  to  the  Diocese 
of  Florida ;  and  the  Rev.  F.  L.  Laird  to  the  Diocese  of  Indiana.  The  Rev.  F. 
P.  Lee  has  been  received  into  the  Diocese  ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Zimmer  has  been  Or* 
dained  to  the  Ministry  in  this  Diocese ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ellis  is  laboring  in  the  Dio* 
'cese,  '.hough  he  his  not  as  ret,  been  canonically  transferred.  During  the  present 
month,  two  new  Clergymen  will  be  odmitted  into  the  Diocese  to  labor,  the  one  in 
Eutaw,  and  the  other  in  Huntsville.  In  the  course  of  the  year,  two  or  three  of 
our  candidates  will  be  admitted  to  the  Ministry ;  these  together  with  several  CIer« 
gymen  that  I  expect  to  obtain  from  other  Dioceses,  will  so  far  increase  our  band 
of  Ministers,  as  to  enable  us  to  occupy  most  of  our  vacant  stations. 

The  present  number  of  Candidates  belonging  to  the  Diocese  is  seven.  When 
we  consider  the  prospective  claims  and  demands  of  the  Diocese,  wo  perceive  how 
important  it  is,  that  some  measures  should  be  adopted  with  a  view  to  obtaining 
a  permanent  supply  of  Ministers.  It  is  my  wish  and  purpose,  to  establish  in  the 
Diocese,  a  school  for  boys  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  Bishop,  with  the  hope  and 
expectation  of  making  such  a  school  a  nursery  for  the  Ministry  of  the  Church.  We 
can  never  expect  the  Church  permanently  and  extensively  to  flourish,  till  we  havd 
a  supply  of  Ministers  reared  up  in  the  midst  of  us.  The  attempt  however,  to  es- 
tablish such  a  school,  will  depend  upon  the  degree  of  interest  in  its  behalf,  mani* 
fcstcd  on  the  part  of  the  friends  and  members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 
And  here  I  feel  constrained  to  express  my  deep  sense  of  obligation,  for  the  very 
kind  and  liberal  proposition  that  was  made  to  me  on  the  part  of  some  friends  ia 
the  neighborhood  of  the  Greene  Springs.  They  proposed  to  purchase  these 
Springs,  and  to  convey  them  to  me  in  fee  simple,  with  the  understanding  that  I 
should  establish  there  an  Episcopal  school,  for  the  education  of  boys,  under  my 
own  immediate  supervision.  This  proposition  was  the  more  liberal  from  the  fact, 
that  it  was  tendered  by  those  who  were  not  Episcopalians.  And  though,  from 
prudential  considerations,  I  was  induced  to  decline  the  offer,  I  yet  feel  called  upon 
to  express  my  thankfulness  in  this  public  and  formal  manner.  In  conclusion,  I 
should  do  injustice  to  my  feelings  if  I  did  not  bear  my  willing  and  grateful  tesiimo. 
ny  to  the  kindness  and  liberality  which  have  been  uniformly  extended  to  me  in 
every  part  of  the  Diocese  through  which  I  have  travelled.

A  quorum  being 
present,  the  Minutes  of  the  Morning  Session  were  read  and 
approved.

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  Standing 
Committee. 

Dr.  Paul  Lee  and  J,  Withers  Clay,  were  appointed  Tellers. 

The  nominees  of  the  Committee  of  Nomination,  were  elec- 
ted on  the  first  ballot. 

Leave  was  granted  the  Delegate  from  St.  Stephen's  Churcli, 
Eutaw,  to  read  the  Parochial  Report  of  that  Parisli.  On  mo- 
tion, it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Committee  on  Nomination,  recommended  the  following 
gentlemen  as  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  viz  :

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  ballot  for  Delegates 
to  the  General  Convention. 

Dr.  Paul  Lee  and  J.  Withers  Clay,  were  appointed  Tellers. 

Upon  counting  the  ballots,  the  nominees  of  the  Committee 
of  Nomination,  having  a  majority  of  the  ballots  cast,  were  de- 
clared to  be  elected  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  nine  o'clock,  to  morrow. 
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Saturday,  May  8th,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  was  opened 
with  prayer  by  the  President. 

The  roll  was  then  called,  and  the  Minutes  of  yesterday  were 
read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved,  That  this  Convention,  when  it 
adjourns,  adjourn  to  meet  in  Christ  Church,  Mobile,  on  the  4th 
Thursday  in  February,  A.  D.  1848. 

E.  W,  Peck,  Isaac  Croom  and  Henrt  A.  Tatloe,  were 
elected  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Kight  Rev.  Bishop  Cobbs«  read  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee  : 

The  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  thojr  have 
in  their  emplo3rment,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Baker,  who  has  been  laboring  with  evident 
manifestations  of  asefulness  in  Demopolis,  giving  also  a  part  of  his  time  to  the  Folk 
of  Greene.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Peake  was  engsged  daring  a  portion  of  the  year,  at 
Eutaw,  and  although  he  was  constrained  to  accept  a  call  to  Pensacola,  yet  ho  ob« 
viously  advanced  the  interests  of  the  Church  daring  his  short  stay  in  the  Dioeeie. 
If  the  Committee  could  obtain  Ministers,  they  think  they  could  soon  build  up  many 
of  the  waste  places  of  our  Zion. — All  which,  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dr.  H.  L.  Alison  presented  the  Report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, which  was  read. 

The  President  retired,  and  called  the  Rev.  F .  R.  Hanson  to 
the  chair. 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved,  That  the  suggestions  contained 
in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  be  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  : 

The  Committee  on  Finance  report  that  having  examined  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer,  they  find  that  of  tho  assessment  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the 
Convention  of  1846,  omounting  to  $113,  only  $81  have  been  collected;  of  pre- 
vious  assessments,  $39  have  been  collected ;  which,  with  the  balance  on  hand, 
S18  50—9138,50 ;  against  which,  he  has  paid  for  printing,  &c.,  $81,25,  and  $60 
to  the  fiishop^s  travelling  expenses — leaving  that  fund,  $2,75  in  debt. 

Tho  Committee  are  under  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  assessment  for  the  con* 
tingcnt  fund  on  the  Parishes  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  present  year,  and  recom" 
mend  that  fifty  per  cent  be  added  to  the  assessment  of  the  last  year  ;  and  would 
urge  upon  the  Parishes  the  absolute  necessity  of  paying  the  assessments  previous 
to  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention. 

Of  the  assessments  for  the  Bishop's  Salary,  a  sufficiency  has  been  collected  to 
meet  the  engagements  of  the  Convention.  The  Bishop's  Salary  has  been  paid  ; 
and  his  travelling  expenses  and  postage,  amounting  to  $150,  will  be  paid  ae  soon 
as  this  Report  is  accepted. 

The  Committee  do  not  think  it  expedient  to  make  any  change  in  the  assessment 
of  tho  old  Parishes  for  the  Bishop's  Salary,  except  St.  Stephen's  $40,  which  has 
been  divided,  and  have  assessed  the  new,  as  follows  :  Trinity  Church,  Mobile,  $50; 
Trinity  Church.  Dallas,  $25 ;  St.  Mark's  $40,  and  $6  each  for  contingent  expenses. 

Your  Committee  think  the  Bishop  should  not  be  subjected  to  the  inconvenience 
of  keeping  an  account  of  travelling  and  postage  expenses,  and  recommend  that 
his  salary  be  increased  to  $1750  to  cover  those  expenses  ;  and  any  surplus  which 
may  remain  in  hand,  at  this  time,  or  may  be  collected  on  past  assessments,  be  paid 
over  to  the  Bishop  to  meet  the  extraordinary  expenses  of  this  year. 
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The  CommitiM  recommeDd  that  the  unpaid  oMeMinents  of  St.  Ltike'i,  Ctliawba,

Rev.  B.  M.  Miller,  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Chmrch,  read  the  following  Report.  (See  Appendix  B.)  On 
motion  it  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to 
adrertise  in  some  paper  published  in  Mobile,  Tuscaloosa  and 
Greensboro',  the  last  Journal  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Committee — Rev.  A.  S.  Smith,  Rev.  J.  S.  Marbury,of 
the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  M.  J.  Conley  and  E.  W.  Peck,  were 
re-elected. 

Thomas  W.  McCoy,  was  re-elected  Treasurer  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society. 
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The  President  resumed  the  chair. 

Rev.  J.  S.  Marbury  offered  the  following  proposed  Canon — 

When  any  portion  of  a  Parish  in  connection  with  this  Convention,  shall  desire 
to  be  separated  from  the  Parish  to  which  they  belong,  and  to  be  erected  into  a 
new  Parish,  they  shall  first  secure  the  consent  of  the  Parish,  adopt  articlea  of  asao* 
ciation,  and  apply  to  the  Convention  for  admission. 

In  case  the  Parish  should  not  consent  to  the  proposed  division,  the  portion 
seeking  for  it,  shall  make  known  the  fact  to  the  Convention,  and  the  Convention 
shall  then  decide  upon  the  expediency  of  separation, 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

Rev.  F.  B.  Lee,  made  the  following  Report  from  the  Com- 
mittee to  examine  the  Journal  of  the  last  General  Convention : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  examination  of  the  Journal  of  the 
General  Convention,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  whether  there  were  any,  and  if 
so,  what  amendments  of,  or  additions  to,  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church 
calling  for  the  action  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  report  that  they  have  made  such 
examination  as  their  opportunities  allowed,  and  find  nothing  claiming  the  atten« 
ion  of  this  body.  F.  B.  Leb,  Chairman^ 

Which  was  read  and  adopted. 

On  motion,  Resolved^  That  if  any  of  the  Delegates  elected 
to  the  General  Convention  should  be  unable  to  attend*  they 
be  required  to  report  the  fact  to  the  Bishop  thirty  days  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Conveutioui  and  that  he  be  requested  to 
supply  the  vacancies. 

The  hour  tor  Divine  Service  having  arrived,  the  Convention 
took  a  recess.  After  Service  the  Convention  was  called  to  order. 

On  motion.  Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be 
presented  to  the  citizens  of  Tuscaloosa,  for  their  hospitality  ex- 
tended to  its  members. 

On  motion.  Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  cause  600  copies 
of  this  Journal  to  be  printed  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  that  he 
distribute  the  same  among  the  several  Parishes  by  mail  or 
otherwise.

Through  the  enlarged  liberality  of  the  members  of  Christ  Church,  Mobile,  we 
have  received  $340  for  the  extinguishment  of  the  balance.  We  also  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  $50  from  an  esteemed  Layman  of  Christ  Church,  Tuscaloosa.  Al- 
so SlOOfrom  a  Planter  of  Dallas  County — leaving  the  small  balance  of  $147  to  be 
yet  met.  The  ladies,  by  a  fair,  realized  over  $500,  to  be  appropriated  to  the  come 
pletion  of  the  Church.  By  the  next  Convention,  we  are  in  hopes  to  be  able  to  re- 
port the  Church  out  of  debt,  and  finished.  We  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  two 
chairs  for  the  Chancel,  a  present  from  Mr.  Newhouse,  of  Mobile,  also  a  Com- 
munion cloth  from  Messrs.  Henry  Stoddcr,  &,  Co.

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  :— As  ihe  Convention  of  Alabama  will  hold  their  An- 
,nual  Session  in  a  few  weeks,  I  address  this  to  you,  in  accordance  with  the  last 
sentence  of  the  Ist  Section  of  Canon  VIII  of  184 1. 

Since  my  painful  separation  from  my  Parish  in  Mobile,  I  have  resided  chiefly  in 
New  England,  and  for  the  last  three  months  in  this  part  of  it,  with  the  view,  as  you 
well  know,  of  endeavoring  to  restore  my  health.  But,  I  regret  to  be  compelled  to 
say,  that  I  fear  it  has  not  materially  improved.  Indeed,  I  do  not  know  that  I  am 
any  better  than  I  was  a  year  ago.  I  have  not  been  able  to  perform  any  Ministeri. 
al  Services,  nor  have  I  attempted  it,  except  in  a  single  instance,  when  I  assisted 
at  an  Ordination  by  the  Bishop  of  N.  H.,  by  reading  the  Lessons,  and  administer- 
ing the  Wine  at  the  Holy  Communion. 

I  have  nearly  abandoned  all  hope  of  even  a  partial  recovery,  suflicient  to  resume 
my  Ministerial  labors  again.  I  have  now  only  to  prepare  to  die,  and  I  trust  by 
the  grace  of  God,  I  shall  be  prepared,  when  the  summons  is  sent  forth,  calling 
me  to  my  last,  great  account.  My  whole  and  only  hope  of  Salvation  is  founded 
upon  the  merits,  and  Intercession  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  over  all,  God, 
Messed  forevermore.  ^

To  prevent  tedioosnees,  singing  ia  in- 
termingled with  the  instruction — it  never  fails  to  produce  the  desired  effect  Fkom 
time  to  time,  I  attend  the  recitations,  and  often  has  my  heart  been  cheered  by  hear- 
ing  the  Hymns  and  Chants  of  the  Church  by  the^  different  classes.

This  Parish  has  been  without  a  Minister  at  Eutaw,  since  the  20th  of  November 
last.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Baker,  has  officiated  in  the  lower  part  of  the  Parish  since  the 
Rev.  C.  F.  Peake  left  us,  and  has  reported  in  relation  to  that  portion  of  the  P  arish 
7  which  has  been  lately  formed  into  a  new  Parish  called  St.  Mark's.  Eutaw,  and 
the  neighborhood  above,  will  constitute  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  in  which  there  are 
about  fourteen  communicants.  There  have  been  no  addition  to  the  Communi- 
cants since  the  last  Convention,  but  it  is  believed  there  are  several  who  are  wanting 
to  present  themselves  for  Baptism,  and  for  Confirmation.  There  is  more  interest 
manifested  in  behalf  of  the  Church,  than  heretofore.  Some  SI880  have  been  sub- 
scribed for  the  purpose  of  building  an  Episcopal  Church  in  Eptaw,  and  there  is 
every  proepect  that  a  thriving  and  prosperous  Church  may  be  built  up  in  the  Par^- 
ish,  with  the  aid  of  a  permanent  and  efficient  Minister  residing  among  us.  -827 
of  the  Bishop's  Fund  has  been  paid. 
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CHURCH  OF  THE  NATIVITY,  HUNTSVILLE,  ALA., 

The  Delegate  from  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  respectfully  reports,  that,  from 
the  date  of  Uie  last  report  until  the  close  of  the  year,  the  ReV.  Mr.  Laird,  assisted 
by  the  Rot.  John  M.  Robertson,  usually  officiated  twice  on  each  Sunday,  besito 
observing  the  Holy  Days.  On  Rev.  Mr.  Laird's  taking  leave  of  the  Rarish,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Robertson,  by  invitation  of  the  Vestry,  kindly  consented  to  officiate  once  on 
each  Sunday,  until  the  services  of  a  Minister  coold  be  permanently  secured ;  and 
thus  we  have  been  enabled  to  keep  our  little  flock  from  scattering,  **  like  sheep 
without  a  shepherd.**    The  Vestrv  have  called  the  Rev.  Henry  C.  Lay,  of  Virginia, 
to  the  charge  of  the  Parish,  and  Sipect  him  to  enter  upon  his  duties  in  June  next. 
A  small,  but  graceful,  semi-gothio  Church  edifice  is  nearly  completed,  at  an  ex- 
pense something  less  than  94,060,  and  though  we  be  yet  amongst  "the  smallest 
of  the  tribes  of  Israel,**  and  have  many  difficulties  to  contend  with,  our  prospects 
for  increased  prosperity  are  cheering.    The  Church  has  suffered,  as  heretofore,  in 
the  number  of  Communicants  and  Sunday  Scholars,  from  removal.    However,  a 
Good  Providence  has  provided,  in  some  measure  for  our  losses,  and  given  many  uh 
kens  of  encouragement,  and  "through  Christ  which  strengtheneth  us,"  we  hope, 
under  the  faithful  labors  of  our  new  Minister,  to  establish  the  Church  on  a  sore 
and  permanent  foundation. — The  Delegate  reports :

APPENDIX  B. 


The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  respectfally  report  to  the  Conven. 
tion,  that  on  an  examination  of  the  varioas  documents  committed  to  them,  they 
feel  authorized  to  announce  the  present  condition  of  the  Church  as  prosperous 
and  heahhfuf.  Through  the  continued  blessing  of  her  Divine  Head,  our  beloved 
Zion  in  this  South-Western  border,  though  yet  but  young  in  years,  is  gradually 
assuming  the  vigor  of  a  manly  youth,  increasing  yet  more  and  more  in  strength 
as  her  years  increase.  This  is  apparent  from  the  fact,  that  nearly  all  the  organi- 
zed Parishes,  hitherto  vacant,  are  now  supplied  with  an  efficient  and  faithful  Min^ 
istry,  and  that  there  is  a  fair  prospect  within  the  present  year  of  the  occupation  of 
them  all.  Meanwhile,  new  and  interesting  fields  for  the  Spiritual  culture  are 
being  made  known.  Many,  heretofore  ^strangers  to  our  Zion,  desire  the  knowl- 
edge of  her  ways,  and  the  privileges  of  worshiping  at  her  altars. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  taken  together  with  thb  increased  number  of  Candidates 
for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Diocese,  and  the  details  of  the  several  Parochial  Reports  as 
exhibited  in  the  tabular  statement,  your  Committee  feel  themselves  fully  justified  in 
calling  upon  Clergy  and  Laity,  to  unite  with  them  in  rendering  most  hearty 
thanks  to  Him,  who  '*loved  the  Church  and  gave  himself  for  it,"  and  who  has 
hitherto  so  helped  and  blessed  her. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  that  portion 
of  the  Diocesan  Report,  having  reference  to  Parochial  education.  This  subject 
cannot  but  be  of  the  deepest  interest  to  every  parental  bosom,  as  it  manifestly  is  of 
vital  importance  to  the  Church  in  this  Southern  region.  We  would  urge  it  there** 
fore  upon  Clergy  and  Laity,  to  consider,  whether  the  time  has  not  arrived,  when 
the  Lord's  House  should  be  built  up  amongst  us,  by  an  instrumentality  which  be- 
gins, as  does  this,  at  her  very  foundation.  May  not  the  hope  be  indulged,  that  with, 
in  the  current  year,  some  successful  effort  will  be  made  towards  the  estabUshment 
of  a  Diocesan  Institute  for  boys  ? 

When  the  children  of  Israel  **had  a  mind  to  workf"  difficulties  apparently  in- 
superable,  were  speedily  overcome.  We  do  believe  that  piayer  and  consentaneous 
effort  on  our  part,  will  be  crowned  with  entire  success.  We  do  believe,  that  in 
this  we  shall  most  effectually  hold  up  the  hands  of  our  beloved  Diocesan,  cheer  his 
heart  and  render  him  most  effectual  aid  in  building  up  the  waste  places  of  Zion, 
over  which,  he  is  called  of  God  to  preside. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  your  Committee  claim  the  privilege  of  direc« 
ting  the  attention  of  parents  and  guardians  throughout  the  Diocese,  to  the  Fe« 
male  Seminary,  now  in  successful  operation  in  this  delightful  and  healthy  city. 
Established  under  auspices  so  favorable,  in  every  particular,  to  the  mental  and  re- 
ligious improvent  of  its  pupils,  it  cannot  but  commend  itself  to  the  patronage  of

A  special  interest  attaches  to  the  removal  of  this  brother,  in  the  estimation  of  die 
Rector;  for  the  circumMance  of  his  having  been  the  first  male  comnnuiicaal  of 
his  church,  (which  had  existed  several  years  without  one,)  and  moreover  eontri* 
buting  in  effect,  (as  he  believes])  to  recommend  the  profession  of  relij^ion  and  the 
claims  of  the  church  to  the  consideration  and  ado]>tion  of  others ;  bjr  fie  inllaeaee 
of  his  example;  his  general  force  of  character;  his  ywn  ardent  attadunant  and  « 
saalous  ana  enlightened  advocacy  of  our  privileges  and  princijilef.  A  sii<»t  time 
Mbre  his  death,  he  congratulated  himself  that  his  lot  as  a  chrisnan  had  felleB  widk- 
Vk  flie  pale  of  oar  holy  communion.  And,  in  his  last  hoars,  professed  aa  Imaililft 
ana  hopeftil  reliance  on  Christ  his  Savior.  He  has  passed,  as  we  thist«  ttmnffi 
deat|&  unto  life.

Player  Book:— yet  this  claas  of  men,  hcMing  viewi  ao  groady  iBConaHtaaC  with 
the  atiodarda  of  the  Church,  and  being  ao  extremely  ridtcu^us  by  their  pluin- 
aaieal  and  aanctimooious  ob«er\'anccii  of  varioik*  little  pKcuIiaritiea,  will  either 
gradually  be  rebuked  and  restrained  by  the  good  r o:nmoii  sense  and  the  Mraiid 
evangelical  piety  of  the  f^hnrch.  or  in  extreme  cnM»  will  ultimately  pass  over  to  a 
more  corrupt  and  congenial  communion.    I  would  again  repeat  it  as  my  firai 
belief  that  the  ^reat  body  of  t)ie  Church  is  sound — not  only  in  regard  to  tlie  doe- 
trines  taught  m  the  Omces  of  the  Prayer  Book,  but  to  those  great  fundamenlal 
truths  em^Miied  in  the  Articles  and  Homilien.

But  while  they 
are  satiffied  that  the  Church  has  not  retrognuied.  either  in  her  external  or  internal 
eondition,  and  feel  assured  that,  on  the  contrary,  tdie  has  undergone  a  positive 
iuenmse  and  improvenicut,  thoy  regret  to  f>iiy  thai  this  in  not  apparent  in  the  re- 
i>orti  of  the  Heveral  Parishes.  lnd(;ed,  wen;  they  guided  in  their  estimate  by  the 
•videBce  sfTorded  in  these,  they  would  be  cou>itrained  to  make  a  most  unfavora- 
tkle  representation. 

In  ine  past  Conventional  year  there  ha-*  been  much  to  prevent  a  great  increa^ 
in  tile  dnurch.  The  long  absence  of  the  Bishop  and  Ministers  attending  the 
Geivral  Convention — the  sickness  of  otliers — tiic  death  of  one,  leaving  vacant  for 
most  of  the  year  the  most  iniporuiut  po-t — the  sliorteuing  of  the  Convention^ 
tmnn  by  two  mouths — have  prevented  the  usu.il  amount  of  ministerial  labor,  and 
of  comrse  the  cnstoniarv'  progress.  W^e  have  a1.>o  to  hmont  the  frequent  removal* 
of  muiiflterR  from  one  parish  to  -.inotiier  one  of  the  Diocese.  The  Committee 
Icnow  not  that  tiic  expres-iion  of  th«;ir  oi)inion  will  l)e  of  any  avail  to  counteract 
ttny  tendency  to  furtlier  change,  imt  cnuuot  refrain  from  recording  their  deliberate 
convietton  that  few  things  are  more  deieieriousto  tin;  be>t  interests  of  the  Church 
the  frequent  ^eparHtion  of  minister  and  piople.  The  minister  can  neither 
irry  away  with  him  his  slowly  jicqiiired  hut  all  imprriint  personal  influence— 
Lor  can  he  leave  it  as  a  heritage  to  his  succe^^sar.  Under  •<nch  circumstances,  it 
k  a  treasure  ever  being  acquired  and  ever  boir.g  ios".  We  do  not  pretend  to 
■T  that  change  is  never  expiviient.  nor  yt^t  is  the  bhunc  always  to  be  laid  on  the 
umeter — lor  some  congregations  have  lirjjin;;  enr- — h»ve  false  novelties  more 
old  truths,  and  grow  forgeihd  orpiomiscd  own  Still  nmch  should  be  borne 
long  patience  exeiciaed  heibre  we  forsake  ;iu:  old  tieid  to  enter  upon  another 
i's  labors. 

Tb^  Committee  would  again  impress  upon  cnnrrcsations  the  dnty  of  cheer- 
^Villy  consenting  to  their  minist»»:s  nrt;!ig  as  Missionaries  in  their  neighborhood. 
*X7he  self  denial  tins  exercised  wiil  be  rewarded  by  tiic  consciousuess  lliat  in  no 
'%m9JCBn  they  better  aid  to  spread  tiie  Church  around  tlieni.  In  the  present  con- 
^IjtiOD  of  affairs,  no  clerp:>  man's  influence  is  fully  exercised  and  properly  extenti- 
which  is  not  madr;  to  bear  on  more  tiian  one  point  iu  the  public  exercise  of 
rarer  and  preaching. 

Tlie  Committee  are  gratified  to  sec.  tliat  the  instruction  of  colored  children  is 

dnuDf  on  increased  attention.     If  any  thing  is  to  h^  done  by  us  for  that  inter- 

•fltiDg  dain  of  our  population,  it  must  IJe  by  training  the  children  in  tlie  truths  of 

tlio  Gospel  as  held  and  taught  by  the  Church.     \V  e  therefore  earnestly  recoro- 

'mend,  that  the  ministers  of  the  Dioci-si;  use  effort  to  briijg  those  children  to  whom 

4iey  may  have  access  under  the  influence  of  a  regular  course  of  catechetical  iu- 

■tmction-^-ond  it  is  hoped  that  the  meinbers  of  our  Counnuuion  will  give  their 

hearty  co-operation. 

The  Committee  have  great  cause  to  complai:)  of  inaccuracy  and  carelessness 
in  the  Parochial  reports.    They  tlierefore  oder  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved, — That  the  Secretary'  be  instructed  to  have  printed  5CM)  forms  of  Pa- 
rochial reports: — that  it  be  his  duty,  one  month  before  each  Convention,  to  for- 
ward two  copies  to  the  address  of  each  minister,  and  that  no  report  be  accepted 
which  is  not  in  strict  conformity  with  tlie  blanks  fivniabed.

The  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Diocesan  Classical^ 
Institute  and  Mission  School  tras  then  read  as  follows : 

The  Principal  of  the  Dioceaan  School  raapectfully  aubmita  tha  foUowing  re- 
port : 

Thia  Inatitution  waa  onaoiied  by  the  Rl  Rev.  Bishop  of  tbe  Dioceae,  on  tha 
9nd  day  of  January,  1849,  at  Tuacslooaa,  under  the  nana  of  Tbb  CLaaanaL 
Irstttuti  AjfD  MiMoif  ScBooL  of  the  Dioceae  of  Alabama.  Aa  ataied  in  iba 
Circular  iaaued  Dae.  $$d,  1846^  ^^t  eoaata  ^  a  TnoLOMpaii  tod  a  QLkmcAL 
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DvTAiiTifXirr— the  former,  for  the  training  of  yoang  men  for  Uie  work  of  the 
miniatry — the  latter,  for  the  claaiical  edacation  of  iMya." 

The  TfliOLoaiCAX.  DzTAvnEtn  ia  ander  the  peraonal  aopervision  of  the  Riahop 
cyf  the  Dioceae,  who  will  be  aided  by  iiuch  Preabyiera  aa  may  be  connected  with 
rbe  Miaaion.  Situated  in  a  aection  of  countty,  in  which,  beaidea  the  Parish  ai 
Taacakxiea,  there  ia  not  another,  for  the  diatance  of  forty  milea  aroond,  it  ia 
designed  that  the  dergy,  connected  with  the  Inatitution,  shall  act  aa  Misaionaries 
iti  thia  deatitote  diatrict.  They  will  be  aapported  in  part  by  the  School,  and  in 
part  by  the  Dioceaao  or  general  Misaionary  society,  aa  the  Biahop  may  aee  proper 
to  appoint. 

The  atadenta  in  thia  department,  win  cooaiatofthe  candidatea  for  holy  Ordera, 
canonically  connected  with  tbe  Diocese,  and  such  others,  from  neighboring  Dio- 
ceses, aa  may  deaire  to  avail  ihemsfilves  of  the  advantagea  offered  by  the  Mission. 
In  order  to  meet  the  objection,  which  msy  be  rsised  on  the  score  of  expense, 
arrangements  will  be  made,  by  which  ihe  candidatea,  connected  with  the  Dioceae, 
may  meet  their  current  expenses,  by  devoting  a  porrion  of  each  day  under  the 
psraonal  auperviaioo  of  the  Principal,  to  the  labor  of  iaatruciion  in  the  Claaaieal 
Department. 

Thia  arrangement  it  is  thought  will  be  equally  advantageoaa  to  the  Tbeologi* 
cal  and  the  Claasical  Department.  By  devoting  two  or  three  houra  each  day 
lo  the  labor  of  teachmg,  the  candidatea  for  holy  Ordera  will  be  able  to  defray  their 
expenses,  and  at  the  aame  time  be  themselves  pursuing^  a  course  of  training  calcu- 
lated to  fit  them  for  the  better  discharge  of  their  dutiea  aa  "Pastors  and  Teach- 
era."    **There  is,"  aaya  an  able  Prelate,  **no  learning  like  theira  who  teach.** 

Alao  by  thia  arrangement,  the  Principal  will  aecure  for  the  Claaaieal  depart* 
nent  of  the  school,  the  aid  of  men,  who,  virtually  laboring  aa  Missionaries  du- 
ring the  period  of  their  candidateahip,  will  l>e  more  conreieniious  in  the  discharge 
of  their  dutiea  than  could  he  expected  of  thoee  who  labor  aolely  for  pecuniary 
eonaideraiiona. 

There  is  at  thia  time  but  one  candidate  for  holy  Ordera  connected  with  the  Mia- 
aion.*  Another  from  the  Dioceae  of  N.  York  will  join  it  at  the  commencement 
of  the  Fall  term.  Many  advantagea  it  ia  believed,  may  confidently  be  expected 
from  a  Department  of  thia  character.  Thoae  educated  here,  wiU  probably  be 
ibr  the  moat  part,  narivea  of  the  State,  and  as  sach  will  naturally  feel  a  atronger 
attachment  to  the  Dioceae,  and  a  deeper  interest  in  its  welfare,  than  would  thoae 
from  abroad.  They  would  alao  have  Ihe  advantage  of  a  familiar  acquaintance 
with  the  Inatitotiona  and  the  habits  of  thought  and  feeling  of  the  South  ;  which 
advantage  cannot  be  amalL  at  a  time  when  much  diairust  and  apprehenaion 
pervade  the  public  mind*  ariaing  out  of  the  diversity  of  aentimenta  exiating  be- 
tween different  portiona  of  the  Union. 

The  Claaaieal  Department  ia  under  the  eara  of  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Peake  as  Princi- 
pal, aaaikied  by  Geo.  F.  Cushman,  and  Geo.  W.  Stickney,  aa  Ushers.  The  school 
waa  opened  with  aix  pupila. — The  present  number  connected  with  this  Depart- 
ment ia  twenty-two.  Of  thia  number,  six  are  admitted  free  of  charge  for  tuition. 
No  one  deairoua  of  attending  upon  the  exerciaea  of  the  School,  haa  aa  yet  been 
refused.  Several  applicationa  fur  admisaion  at  the  commencement  of  the  Fall 
term,  have  already  been  received,  and  the  probability  ia,  that  there  will  be  quite 
aa  many  pupils  as  it  will  be  jodicious  to  receive  during  the  first  year. 

The  course  of  a:udiea  in  ihia  Department  embracea  such  aa  are  necessary  to 
**qaality  the  pupils  for  adniistiou  into  College,  or  for  entering  upon  the  active  du- 
tiea of  life-**t  The  aystem  of  inatruction  in  thia  Department,  looks  to  thorough 
scholarahip,  rather  than  to  rapid  advancement.  The  pupil  ia  required  to  advance 
Btep  by  atep  ;  in  no  caae  entering  upon  an  advanced  atndy,  until  he  have  (airly 
maatered  the  principlea,  with  which  tl^t  aiudy,  pre-auppoaaa  an  acquainunce. 

The  Principal  ia  aware,  that  thia  system  msy  perhaps  prove  detrimental  to 
the  immediate  proaperity  of  the  aohool.  He  acarcely  expecta  that  the  Claaaieal 
Department  will  at  once  compete  in  point  of  nombera,  with  thoae  achools,  where, 
by  a  auperficial  aystem,  the  pupii*a  prograas  ia  aeemingly  much  more  rapid.  Yet 
he  eonfideatly  belie vea,  that  uUimatel/  thia  ayatem  will  be  duly  appreciated i  and 
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and  Isberinff  ia  eseMetioH  with  the  MiMiM. 
t8ff«.Ciraalar  of  Diseember  13,  IS4I. 
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finally  secura  for  the  School  a  high  and  andoring  reputation.  But  were  be  aware 
that  under  this  rystem,  the  Department  would  ultimately  fail ;  it  would  atill  make 
no  diiference,  in  the  plan  of  natruction.  If  the  School  cannot  be  auatained  with- 
out aacrificing  the  beat  intereiata  of  the  pnpila,  for  the  aake  of  a  temporary  and 
unmerited  popularity,  the  aooner  it  fail,  the  better. 

Established  aa  it  ia  under  the  auapicea  of  the  Church,  and  resting  upon  a  re- 
ligious basis,  nothing  can  be  done  merely  for  the  sake  of  appearance  or  popu- 
larity. Every  thing  pertaining  to,  or  connncted  with  it,  must  necessarily  be  aa 
real,  aa  the  principtoa  upon  which  it  haa  been  founded,  and  by  which  it  profess- 
es to  be  guided. 

In  order,  however,  to  carry  out  thia  aystenif  of  instruction,  it  becomea  necesaa- 
ry  end  will  in  every  instance  be  required,  that  the  direction  of  the  atadica  bo 
leA  wholly  to  the  discretion  of  those  to  wlioae  care  the  pupils  have  been  confided. 

The  religious  ezercisea  of  this  department  consist  of  morning  and  evening 
service,  comprising  most  of  the  daily  morning  and  evening  aervice  in  the  Book  of 
Conunoo  Prayer.  The  pupils  are  required  to  study  the  Catechism  and  such  other 
leaaona  in  the  Liturgy  and  Offices  of  the  Church,  as  the  Bialiop  may  from  time  to 
time  appoint.  No  opportunity  is  omitted  of  impressing  upon  their  young  minda 
the  neceasiiy  and  duty  of  religious  obedience.  They  are  regarded  aa  the  Church 
would  have  them ;  not  in  the  light  of  mere  pupils,  but  aa  Catechumens,  under  a 
courae  of  training  for  confirmation,  and  expected  to  avail  themselves  of  all  their 
high  and  blessed  privileceaas  "members  of  Christ,  children  of  God,  and  inheri. 
toraof  the  Kingdom. of  heaven.**  In  addition  to  these  aervices  at  the  School, 
they  are  required  to  auend  the  Pariah  .Church  aa  of  lea  aa  it  may  be  opened  ibr 
divine  aervice. 

The  dicipline  of  the  school  ia  atrict  and  nncompromiaing.  Submission  and 
obedience,  are  conatantly  inculcated,  not  in  the  light  of  mere  mattera  of  expedi- 
ency, but  as  high  and  poaitive  religious  duties.  The  Principal,  while  he  regards 
the  relation  auetaiaed  by  him  to  the  pupils,  as  that  of  a  parent  for  the  time  being, 
and  therefore  bound  to  inflict  punishment,  should  such  a  course  in  his  estimation 
become  necessary  and  expedient,  is  notwithstanding  firmly  persuaded  that  kind 
and  afl*ectionate  appeals  to  the  better  ieelinga  of  the  pupils — to  their  sense  of  pro- 
priety and  duty — is  by  far  the  most  beneficial  and  successful  mode  of  adminiaier- 
ing  discipline.  It  gives  the  Principal  great  pleasure  to  state,  that  during  the  four 
months  the  School  has  been  in  session,  the  most  willing  and  cheerful  obedience 
has  been  uniformly  manifested  on  the  pert  of  the  pupils. 

In  refecence  to  the  financial  afiairs  of  the  School,  the  Principal  has  but  little 
to  report.  7be  income  arising  from  Tuition,  together  with  the  sum  of  one  hund- 
red and  fifty  doUara  appropriated  by  the  Biabop  from  funds  raised  ia  the  North 
for  that  purpose,  have  been  expended  for  the  most  part  in  fitting  up  and  furuiah- 
ing  the  buildings  occupied  for  the  present  by  the  School. 

In  addition  to  the  expenditures  mentioned  above,  negotiations  are  going  on  for 
the  purchaae  of  an  Organ,  in  order,  not  only  to  render  the  chapel  servicea  the 
miire  attractive  and  pleasipg  to  tho  pupils,  but  also,  to  aid  them  in  acquiring  a 
practical  knowledge  of  aacred  vocal  music. 

Arrangements  are  completed  for  the  accommodation  of  twenty-five  boardera, 
the  number  to  which  the  Principal  would  recommend  this  department  to  be  limi- 
ted for  the  first  year.  As  the  plan  npou  which  this  Institution  is  establiabed, 
ia  atrictly  missionary  in  its  character,  it  presupposes  a  truly  missionary  spirit  in 
every  one  called  to  labor  in  connection  with  it.  Under  this  supposition,  the  an- 
nual expenses  of  the  pupils,  have  been  made  as  email  as  circumstances  would 
poesibly  admit.  If,  at  any  time  however,  the  income  of  the  School  should  exceed 
its  neceaaary  expondiiures,  the  Principal  would  recommend,  that  the  ternia  be  reduc- 
ed, or  that  the  surplus  funds  be  applied  to  the  education  of  the  children  of  deceaaed 
Clergymen.  This  Missionary  character  of  the  School  should  ever  be  kept  promi- 
nent, and  be  rigidly  adhered  to  ;  ao  that  no  individual  or  individuals,  connected 
with  the  lustitution  may  be  able,  even  if  they  ahould  be  ao  disposed,  to  turn  the 
income  to  their  own  private  benefit. 

The  Principal  would  take  thia  occasion  to  expresa  his  gratitude  to  those  whose 
aervicea  have  for  the  moat  part,  been  gratuitously  rendered  to  the  School.  With- 
out their  aid  it  would  have  been  almoat  inpoaaibJa  for  him  lo  have  kept  up  ita 
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•Mreiaett  while  discharfing  his  datiMat  Atsistant  Minister  of  the  Parish.* 

In  organiiing  this  Schoolt  only  the  6rst  step  has  been  taken  lowarda  ita  per* 
manent  establishment.  Unless  the  Confention  extend  to  it,  its  fostering  care,  and 
the  Church  throughout  the  Piocese  its  liberality  and  patronage,  it  cannot  succeed. 
Its  wants  are  many  and  pressing. — Buildings  suitable  for  ita  purposea  must  be 
profided.t  A  Philosophical  apparatus  and  Libraryj)  are  equally  indispensable.

Among  other  changee,  it  ia  my  painfal  daty  to  record  the  death  of  the  Rtf. 
.  8.  Lewia,  D.  D.  Tbia  eminently  faitbral  and  devoted  aenrant  of  God,  waa 
oMaat  Cleigyman  in  the  Diocese  ;  and  by  bia  aound  evangelical  preaching,  by 
laia  htAf  walk  and  eon  venation,  and  by  bia  ardent  zeal  and  devotion,  had  aon- 
^riboted  more  than  any  one  man  to  the  building  up  of  the  Church  in  the  State, 
.Aik«r  having  worn  out  bia  life  in  the  canae  of  his  Maater,  ha  ended  hie  dayt  in 
«i  calm,  holy,  happy  death  ;  leaving  behind  him  a  name  pregnant  with  boUnaaa 
flind  cheriabed  with  fond  affection  in  tbe  memory  of  multitadea,  who  were  blaaaed 
hia  miniatration.  He  waa  a  strong  piDar  in  the  midat  of  aa,  and  bia  removal 
n  loaa  to  the  whole  Dioceee.

number  of  times,  and  confirmed  eleven  persons,  of  whom  one  was  a  colored  man. 
3nd  Sunday  in  November — Confirmed  in   Christ   Church,  Tuscaloosa,  two 
I     persons. 

I         4th  Sunday  in  November — Visited  Eutaw,  preached  several  times,  consecrated 
the  Church  by  the  name  of  St.  Stephen's,   and  at  the   request  of  the  Minister*

December  16 — Visited  Marion,  preached,  and  confirmed  five  persons.

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On  this  occasion  the  services  seemed  to  be  unnsaally  interesting  to  a  large  and 
attentive  congregation. 

Dec.  13 — Visited  Cahawba,  and  preached  several  times. 
4th  Sunday  in  Jan.  1849 — Administered  the  rite  of  confirmation  to  one  person. 
Snd  Saturday  in  March — Preached  in  Demopolis,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 
2nd  Sunday  in  March^Preacbed  in  PrairievilJe.     At  this  place  and  in  Demop- 
olis I  hope  soon  to  see  a  Church  erected. 

3d  Sunday  in  March — Visited  Livingston,  and  preached  three  times. 
4ih  Sunday  in  March — Administered  confirmation  in  Christ  Church,  Tusca- 
loosa to  one  person  and  baptized  an  InfiinN 

Saturday  and  Sunday  before  Easter  -Visited  the  town  of  Gainesvilloi  preach- 
ed several  times,  and  baptized  three  children.  In  this  town  we  have  a  few 
friends  and  members,  and  if  the  services  of  a  minister  could  be  secured,  a  con- 
gregation might  be  formed.  On  my  way  to  Gainesville,  I  stopped  in  Entaw,  and 
administered  the  communion  to  a  sick  member  of  the  Church. 

Good  Friday  and  Easter — Visited  Mobile,  preached  a  number  of  times,  and 
confirmed  foriy.four  persons.  Of  these,  twenty  belonged  to  Christ  Church,  and 
the  residue  to  the  congregation  of  Trinity.  I  was  pleased  to  find  that  the  cause 
of  Missions  was  still  sustained  with  their  wonted  liberality  by  the  churchmen  of 
Mobile.  Indeed  in  all  the  Parishes  throughout  the  Diocese,  the  important  claimtf 
of  Missions  have  been  regarded,  and  a  larger  sum  than  usual  has  been  contribu- 
ted to  that  object.  I  was  gratified  to  learn  that  the  Female  School  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Staple's  was  in  a  flourishing  condition.  And  here  I  would  remark,  that  in 
my  opinion,  one  of  the  most  efiectual  ways  of  preaching  the  Gospel  and  of  per- 
manently extending  the  Church,  is  through  the  instrumentality  of  Schools.  With 
Trinity  Parish  there  has  been  recently  connected  a  Free  School,  which  promises 
to  be  eminently  useful. 

1st  Sunday  after  Easter— Visited  Carlowville,  preached  twice  and  confirmed 
one  person. 

April  25  and  26 — Visited  Cahawba,  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  four  per- 
■ons.  There  is  now  in  this  place  a  good  prospect  of  the  permanent  establish- 
ment of  the  Church. 

2nd  Sunday  after  Easter— Preached  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Lowndes  county. 
3d  Sunday  after  Easter — Visited  St.  David's  Dallas  Co.,  preached,  baptized 
an  adult  and  an  infant,  and  ordained  the  Rev.  R.  A.  Cobbs  to  the  Priesthood. 

Such  is  a  very  brief  account  of  my  labors  in  dififerent  parts  of  the  Diocese  du- 
ring the  past  year — an  account  that  would  have  been  much  more  extended  but 
lor  the  sickness  of  myself  or  of  some  member  of  my  family.    By  the  same 
Cause  I  was  prevented  from  complying  with  a  promise  made  to  the  Standing  Com- 
Hiittee  of  Mississippi,  to  visit  the  Western  portion  of  that  Diocese. 
One  more  candidate  for  Orders  has  been  added  to  the  list. 
I  am  happy  to  state,  that  our  Diocesan  Classical  Institute  and  Mission  School 
lias  been  commenced,  and  is  now  in  successful  progress,  under  the  care  of  the 
■Hev.  Mr.  Peake,  as  Principal.    To  this  School  I  would  call  the  attention  of  the 
'  Diocese,  and  would  commend  it  to  the  patronage  of  the  friends  and  members  of 
the  Church.    It  is  distinctly  and  thoroughly  a  Church  School,  under  the  controll- 
ing supervision  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  designed  to  be  a  nursery  for 
the  ministry  of  the  Church.    It  is  intended  to  be  no  money-making  insdtution, 
IM  the  Teachers  will  receive  only  the  salaries  of  Missionaries,  thus  enabling  the 
Church  to  afford  gratuitous  instruction  to  many  who  have  a  claim  upon  her  charity. 
I  would  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  subject  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese.    Although  the  Parishes  have  generally  been 
Very  prompt  and  liberal  in  the  payment  of  the  assessments  laid  upon  them  for 
the  support  of  the  Bishop ;  yet  I  am  well  aware  that  it  is  a  heavy  tax,  and  one 
that  should  be  diminished  as  speedily  as  possible.    I  believe  that  the  Episcopal 
Fund,  with  a  little  effort,  could  be  so,  far  increased,  as  at  once  to  lessen  material- 
ly, the  burden  imposed  on  the  several  Parishes.     I  would  therefore  suggest,  that 
the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  be  directed  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention, 
the  amount  of  interest  annually  accruing  from  the  Principal ;  and  that  it  be  re- 
commended to  take  up  an  annual  collection  in  the  diflferent  Parishes  for  the  in- 
crease of  the  permanent  fund.    Should  this  suggestion  be  adopted,  one  hundred 
1      dollars  or  more  might  be  applied  the  next  year  to  the  lessening  of  the  paroehial 
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into  with  the  prospect  of  an  iocreated  mmoottty  that  every  year  might  be 
appropriated  to  the  same  object.  lo  this  wsy,  as  the  fnod  accumalated,  and  as 
Parishes  multiplied,  the  bardea  wouU  aoniially  become  less  and  less  ;  whikt  the 
pieasnt  tax  would  be  more  cheerfully  paid,  (com  ttie  hope  and  prospect  of  itt  rap* 
id  redaction  and  ultimate  extinciioo.  1  am  fully  persuaded,  that  there  are  a 
number  of  men  in  the  Diocese,  who  would  give  their  bonds  bearing  interest, 
from  the  date,  for  several  hundred  dollars  each,  and  who,  in  this  way,  weakt 
forthwith  incresse  the  Episcopal  Fund,  to  an  amount  that  would  very  materidly 
diminish  the  Parochial  sssessments.  Last  yesr,  the  Committee  on  Finance  re- 
commended that  the  Bishop  should  appoint  agents  to  obtain  subscriptions  to  the 
Episcopal  Fund*  As  yet,  I  have  made  no  appointment  for  that  object,  as  I  was 
doubtful  whether  there  was  any  direct  authority  given  tome  by  the  action  of  the 
Convention.  Another  reason  for  my  delay  has  been  in  the  deranged  and  de- 
pcessed  condition  of  the  pecunisry  affairs  of  the  State,  during  the  past  yoar. 

In  reviewing  the  prospects  of  the  Church,  since  the  period  of  my  connectioa 
with  the  JJiocese,— whilst  I  would  be  grateful  to  Almighty  God,  that  there  hu 
been  some  improvement  and  growth,  yet  I  am  pained  to  see  that  greater  advance 
has  not  been  made.    It  is  still  with  us  a  dsy  of  small  things.    One  great  obetmo- 
tion  to  the  permanent  growth  of  the  Church  is  because  of  the  unsettled  and  chang* 
ing  state  of  the  population.    The  members  of  the  Church  not  being,  in  general,  na« 
tivee  of  the  State,  have  but  few  local  attachments,  and  are  ordinarily  looking  for* 
ward  to  an  ultimate  removal  to  some  other  region  of  the  country.    Their  aympa* 
thies  are  elsewhere.    Tins  is  a  great  hinderance,  and  one  that  can  be  removed 
only  by  time,  when  a  new  generation,  born  in  the  State,  ahall  grow  up,  with  lo* 
cal  predilections  and  sympsthies,  and  with  an  hereditary  feeling  of  intereet  in  the 
permanent  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  Diocese. 

Another  great  impediment  is  to  be  found  in  the  went  of  clergymen.    Allhongb 
I  am  constantly  striving  to  incrsase  our  supply  of  ministers,  yet  the  obatades  ar0 
much  greater  than  are  supposed  by  those  who  are  not  practically  acquainted  witia 
the  subject.    Of  native  ministers,  we  have  almoei  none,  and  have,  consequently,  to 
look  to  the  older  States ;  and  even  in  them,  the  demand  is  greater  than  the  suppljr* 
And,  besides,  it  is  not  enough  to  have  clergymen,  they  must  be  men  of  the  righc 
eort — sound,  godly,  zealous,  judicious  men—preaching  Christ  and  him  cmcifiad,  ix& 
all  their  sermons ; — other wiM,  they  will  do  far  more  harm  than  good.    It  is  a  giea^ft 
mistake  to  suppose,  tbst  the  inefficient  and  refuse  clergy  of  the  older  States,  will 
be  useful  in,  the  new  Territories.    Under  these  circumstances,  how  eameetly  anci- 
frequently  should  we  prsy  that  the  Lord  would  send  forth  more  laborers  into  th0 
harvest. 

Another  hinderance  to  the  growth  of  the  Church,  is  the  want  of  confidence  iis- 
tbe  spirituality  and  piety  of  the  Church,  ou  the  part  of  the  great  mass  of  the  people  ^ 
However  unjust  this  popular  opinion  may  be,  still,  unless  it  be  removed,  the  churclm 
can  never  exte naively  flourish.    People  will  not  cast  in  their  lot  amongst  ns,  a^ 
long  as  they  believe  there  is  no  saving  religion  with  us.    Our  clsims  to  be  an  Apos-^ 
Udic  Church  will  never  hsve  much  weight,  unless  sustained  by  the  substantial  evi'— 
dence  of  the  fruits  of  good  living.    Now,  slthough  wo  should  turn  with  aversioi^ 
from  a  time-serving  policy— from  all  cringing  lo  public  opinion,  as  the  rule  of  our^ 
actions — yet  when  greet  principles  are  involved,  we  should  not  willingly,  suflTsr  onr^ 
selves  «to  be  misunderstood  and  misrepresented.    We  therefore  owe  it  to  ourKlves^ 
and  to  the  Church,  to  be  faithful,  practical  and  experimental  in  our  preaching ;  u^ 
present  the  doctrinee  of  Christ  snd  him  crucified,  in  ail  the  fulness  and  clearnea 
of  their  renewing  and  sanctifying  influences — and  oonstandy  to  urge  the  fruits  o 
the  Spirit  and  the  works  of  righteousness,  as  the  indnpenssble  tests  of  evangelicaS- 
ftith  and  repentance.    Let  it  be  seen  in  the  preaching  of  her  ministers,  and  in 
the  lives  of  her  members,  that  the  Church  teaches  a  religion  not  of  ritee  and  cere* 
moniee,  and  of  wordly  conformity  ;  but  a  religion  that  properly  eatimating  and 
reverently  using  the  external  means  of  grace,  renews  snd  sanctifies  the  heart- 
that  refonns  the  conduct,  that  inculcates  holiness  and  self  denial,  and  that  requires 
of  her  professors,  by  a  sober,  righteous  snd  godly  life,  tc  show  themselves  a  pecu- 
liar people,  lealons  of  good  works.    In  this  way,  we  shall  gradually  diaabnse  the 
pnbhe  miad  of  its  hUm  pnjadioes— we  shall  acquire  nx>ral  power— we  shall  in* 
cnaae  in  nnmsrical  strength,  and  shall  cause  the  Church  to  be  respected  and  ven'» 
•ratad,  aa  "  an  excellence  upon  the  earth.** 
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Aaodier  difficolty  thtt  retards  our  progress,  is  to  be  foond  in  the  verj  prsvalent 
belief  that  the  Church  is  Romish  in  her  sympsthies  end  tendencies.  Strsnge  it  is, 
that  a  Chnrcfa,  which  is  (he  great  bulwark  of  the  Proteetant  faith — whoee  Articles, 
and  Offices,  and  Homilies,  forraalJy  condemn  the  leading  errors  and  corruptions 
of  Romanism^  whose  Reformers  were  burnt  at  the  stake,  by  the  influences  of 
Rome,  should  yet  be  charged  with  Romish  sympathies  and  tendencies.  But  such 
is  the  fact— and  it  would  be  mere  afiectaiion  to  deny  it  or  to  overlook  iL  It  there- 
fcrs  becomes  our  duty,  honestly  end  faithfully,  to  set  forth  end  vindicate  the  doc. 
nines  of  the  Church,  as  held  and  taught;  nol  by  some  individual  Father,  but  as 
oeotained  in  the  Prayer  Book ;  and  whilst  reverently  complying  with  sU  rubricsl 
rsquirements,  scrupulously  to  sbetaio  from  the  introduction  of  all  novelists,  howev- 
er indiflbrsot  in  themselves,  or  however  sanctioned  b>  primitive  antiquity.  The 
Church  is  now  in  a  sensitive  state,  because  from  the  events  of  a  few  years  past, 
bsr  character  is  at  stske,  her  integrity  and  purity  are  questioned,  and  therefore,  in 
times  of  prevailing  suspicion  and  distrust,  little  things— an  attitude,  a  symbol 
matters  of  grave  and  serious  importance.  It  is  painful  to  reflect  on  the 
thrown  upon  the  Church,  and  the  injury  done  to  her  cause  by  a  few  men— I 
bsfieve  the  number  to  be  very  small — well  meaning,  perhape,  but  superficial  and 
sslfeonceiied,  who  under  the  pretence  of  Antiquity  and  Catholicity,  ere  fond  of  in- 
trodncing  various  puerilities,  in  matters  connected  with  the  worship  end  chsncel 
arrangeneats  of  the  Church ; — a  new  set  of  reformers,  who,  whilst  very  harsh 
in  danoBBcing  diflferent  Protestant  bodies  aa  hersiica,  and  schismatics,  are  yet 
very  tender  and  apologetic  in  their  remarks  in  reference  to  vsrious  errors  of  Ro- 
manism, especially  the  doctrines  of  Purgatory,  Tranaubstantiation,  Auricular 
Goaftaaion,  and  the  Invocation  of  the  Virgin  Mary  ;  men  who  whilst  talking 
abont  their  devotion  to  the  Church,  treat  with  disregard  her  divinely  appointed 
eflieeia,  and  who,  whilst  preaching  up  obedience,  show  in  their  conduct  all  the 
wilfnlneas  and  pride  of  self^  manifested  by  the  most  obstinate  and  wrong  headed 
ssctary.  Such  men  are  no  more  to  be  regarded  as  true  exponents  of  the  Church, 
thsD  those  who  are  defective  in  their  views  and  radical  in  their  tendencies  :  snd 
thoqgh  they  may  flatter  themselves  that  they  are  Catholics,  they  can  not  justly  be 
called  sottnd  churchmen.  In  consequence  ot  recent  developements  through  our 
paptniand  other  publications,  I  feel  called  upon  to  express  these  views  on  this  oc- 
casion {  and  as  a  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  to  testify  that,  high 
it  may  be  my  views  of  the  Church,  the  ministry  snd  the  sacraments— (and  by 
aiaiiy,  these  views  would  doubtless  be  considered  very  eztrsvsgant,)  I  yet  have 
no  aympathy  and  not  the  least  respect  for  that  Pseudo-Cstholicity,  which,  over- 
looking  the  authority  and  the  doctrines  of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in  the  Liturgy, 
Offieea  and  Articles  of  the  Prayer  Book,  follows  the  private  opinions  and  teach. 
ingsof  some  individual  Father  or  writer,  and  thus  sanctions  a  principle,  a  rule  of 
fiuilia  that  haa  led  to  moat  of  the  wildest  errors  and  extravagances  of  sectarian- 
im  and  fanaticism. 

Another  great  hinderance  to  the  permanent  prosperity  of  the  Church,  is  the 
bw  and  defective  view  which  is  uken  of  the  Church,  the  ministry,  and  the 
aaeraments.  The  consequence  of  this  is  that  many  of  her  baptized  members 
grow  op  ignorant  of  her  doctrines,  careless  of  her  sanctions,  indifierent  to  her  priv^ 
iMfss,  neglectful  of  her  ordinances;  and,  finally,  turning  their  backs  upon  their 
ifiritiial  mother,  go  off  into  schism,  or  heresy,  or  worldliness.  As  I  travel  over 
iha  State,  it  ia  melancholy  to  find  the  multitudes,  who  though  born  in  the  Church 
have  gone  away  into  strange  folds,  or  into  the  dreary  common  of  the  world. 
This  ia  a  great  evil ;  but  one  which  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  clergy  in  a  great  meaa- 
ua  to  rectify.  The  claims  of  the  Church  must  be  faithfully,  clearly,  and  repeatp> 
ediy  preeeed.  The  Church  must  be  presented  not  as  a  humun  organization,  but 
aa  a  Divine  institution,  to  which  it  is  a  christian  duty  and  a  great  blessing  to  be- 
loog,  and  from  which  it  is  a  serious  loss,  and  a  fearful  sin  wantonly  to  separate. 
People  should  be  taught  to  entertain  a  reverence  for  the  authority  and  institu- 
tiona  of  tho  Church,  as  a  duty  they  owe  to  God ;  and  that  a  positive  benefit  is  to 
ba  dtrivad  firom  her  ministrations  and  sacraments.  The  doctrine,  that  it  is  a  mat- 
ter of  iodifierenca  whether  people  belong  to  the  One  True  Catholic  and  Apostolic 
Chacb,  or  to  any  christian  organization  of  human  origin,  is  one  pregnant  with 
fraiftl  a^  and  ooa  that  ahoiild  be  boldly  met,  and  frankly  and  folly  axpoeed. 
Howavar  ^ii  doctrine  may  ba  praised  and  admired  nnder  the  specions  name  af 
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liberality,  yet  it  i«  one  which  naturally  terminatea  in  an  indiflerence  to  all  reti|ion, 
and  not  unrreqiienily  leads  to  open  infidelity.  If  then,  we  really  regard  the 
Churcli,  as  a  divine  infftiiution,  let  it  be  opeaiy  and  fully  avowed  ;  let  men  ba 
urised  to  be  united  with  it  as  a  duty  which  they  owe  to  God ;  let  there  be  no 
comprumisin*;  uf  her  claims  fur  ihc  sake  of  eipedieocy,  and  no  merging  of  her 
means  and  her  influence  with  other  afsociationa.  In  this  way,  our  children  and 
the  members  of  our  congregation  will  gruw  op  intelligent,  devoted  and  confinn- 
fed  members  of  the  Church.  They  will  be  interested  in  her  welfare,  they  will 
be  groiindeii  and  settled  in  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,  and  will  beleai 
in  danger  of  tolling  into  sc-bism,  cither  in  the  direction  of  Rome  or  of  sectarian^ 
ism.  And  yet  1  w3uld  recommend  the  waging  of  d(»  war  against  the  varioiis 
christian  societies  around  us.  I  would  cherish  towards  ihem  kind  feelings.  I 
would  speak  of  (hem  and  treat  them  with  respect.  Their  intelligence,  their  piety, 
their  zeal,  their  mural  worth,  and  their  numbers  entitle  them  to  respect.  They 
are  aiming  at  the  same  great  ends,  for  which  we  are  atriving.  They  are  as  ii 
honest  and  sincere,  and  conscientious  as  we  can  claim  to  be ;  and  though  in  er-  11 
ror — in  great  and  serious  error — as  wo  are  compelled  to  believe  them  to  be,  jret  ;' 
their  error  in  most  cases  is  not  the  deliberate  and  wanton  rejection  of  the  truth, 
and  of  the  Church,  but  the  error  of  circumstances,  of  locality,  of  association,  of 
inheritance,  and  of  education;  an  error  mure  to  be  pitied  as  a  misfortune  than 
to  be  condemned  as  a  fault.  Towards  these  various  bodies  of  Christiana  I  would 
recommend  no  intolerant,  nor  vindictive  spirit.  I  would  use  no  bitter  nor  re- 
proachful words,  but  I  would  invite  them,  and  draw  them,  and  win  them  back  to 
Mother  Church  by  kind  words,  by  charitable  and  candid  answers  to  their  argu- 
ments, objections,  and  scruples  :  in  a  word,  I  would  preach  the  trath,  the  whole 
truth,  without  reserve,  or  compromise,  or  mitigation  ;  but  in  a  spirit  of  love,  of 
tenderness,  and  of  sincere  regard  for  their  best  intores's.  We  shall  never  win 
4hem  over  and  draw  them  to  our  side  by  an  unamiable  and  repulaiva  bearing,  by 
illnaturcd  looks,  sharp  speeches  and  reproachful  epithets. 

Another  difllculty  in  the  way  of  building  up  the  Church  is  in  the  inadequate 
support  of  the   cler^'V.    Tlio  salaries,  pledged  to  our  miniRtcra,   are  necessarily 
small ;  and  even  tlie^c  arc  noi  always  punctually  and   fully  paid.     This  neglect, 
I  am  fully  pursuoflcd,  oriscs  from  no  disregard  to  the  rights,   and  the  comfort  of 
the  iniiiisier  ;  frum  no  iinvviliirj^viie.«-.s  or  inability  to   pay  what  is  due  on  the  part 
of  :hc  conLTtgatiuij,  but  from  'he  want  of  Forno  one  ♦■)  take  a  personal  active  in- 
terest in  the   niinister'a  salary,  and  to  tee  that  it  is  promptly  and   fully    paid. 
When  collections  arc  postpoiit  c|  or  overlooked   till  the  subscriptions  are  due  for 
two  years,  and  are  then  called  for  at  once,  the  burthen  of  supporting  the   minis- 
try is  found  to  be   oppressive,  dip.Hatis<raciion  enpuc*;  complaints  arc  uttered; 
coniribntions  ore  dimini«hod  ; — the  minister,    after  strucgling  for  a  while   with 
mortification,  and  (I<'bt,and  want,  resigns  his  charge;  and  the  door  of  the  sanc- 
tuary luring  clcscd,  the  coni?re'«iaiion  is  scaitered  and  weakened.     But   few  can 
conceive  or  tell  iho  onguiah  of  soul  sufVered  by  a  modest  minister,   when,  in  the 
withholdinc;  of  his  litilc^stipend,  be  thinks  he   sees  the  evidence   that  his  people 
care  nothing  for  him  ;  that  he  has  forfiiied  their  esteem,  and  that  his  influence 
over  them  has  been  lost,     it  is  this  thought,  and  no:  the  sense  of  poverty  and 
want,  that  weighs  down  and  crushes  the  innermost  soul  of  the    minister ;  that 
paralizes  his  energies ;  that  deadens  lii«  zeal  ;  and  that  blunts  and  dries  up   bin 
holici>t  sensibilities  and  sympathies.     Now  all  this  distress  und  mortiflcaiion   suf' 
fercdby  the  minister,  and  all  this  sad  and  lasting  injury  sustained  by  the  congre' 
gation,  might  be  prevented  by  a  little  attention  to  punctuality   and   system  ;  by 
having  some  one,  even  the  humblest  of  the  congregation,  who  would  make  it  hi^ 
business  simply  to  remind  tiie  people  at  stated  times  of  their  obligation  and  theiiT 
duty.     There  are  in  almost  every  parish  of  the  Dioccfle  ability  and  willingness,  it 
properly  directed,  to  furnish  an  adequate  and  comfortable  support  to  the  minister 
of  the  Church.     As  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  I  would  beg  leave  respectfully,  and- 
earnestly,  to  call  tho  attention  of  the  congregations  to  this  subject,  as  one  of  vi-^ 
tal  importance  to  their  own  best  interests.     I  have  hardly  ever  known  the  spirit- 
ual state  of  a  parish  to  be  permanently  a  healthy  and  prosperous  one  when  it^ 
pecuniary  affairs  were  in  a  deranged  and  embarrassed  condition.    In  proportion 
to  the  means  of  our  congregations,  and  in  comparison  with  what  ia  expended  on 
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otlier  objeets  eonfeawdlf  of  far  less  importanee,  the  amonnt  cootribnted  to  the 
•apport  of  the  elervy  is  but  a  very  small  pittance,  and  if  paid  systematically  and 
prumptly,  woold  be  felt  to  be  no  pressure.  Id  behalf  then  of  the  clergy,  who  are 
veatrained  by  delicacy  from  pressing  their  jast  claims,  and  who  yet  of  all  other 
man  are  expected  to  be  the  most  scrupulous  and  punctual  in  the  pa3m[ient  of  their 
debts,  I  would  earnestly  ask,  not  for  large  salaries,  bat  that  their  salariee,  when 
promised,  be  panetnally  and  fully  paid.  N.  H.  COBBS,

The  Rev.  N.  P.  Knapp,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
C]]!anons,  reported  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  with  propo- 
sed amendments  as  follows : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  revise  the  Constitution  and 
C!anons,  and  to  propose  such  amendments  or  additions  as 
knight  be  deemed  necessary,  beg  leave  to  propose  the  follow- 
ing   amended  Constitution  and   new  arrangement  of  the 
Canons  now  in  use,  with  certain  amendments  and  substitutes, 
^hich  they  submit  to  the  consideration  of  the  Convention: 


THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH, 

IN  THE  DIOCESE  OP  AT«ABAMA. 

The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Cfaorch 
in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  for  the  purpose  ot  promoting  the 
cause  of  religion  and  piety,  establishing  order,  and  securing 
to  themselves  and  their  posterity,  the  advantages  of  the  minis- 
try, and  ordinances  of  the  Church,  do  ordain  and  establish 
tms  Constitution : 

Article  1.  This  Church  hereby  accedes  to  the  authority, 
and  recognises  and  adopts  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Oeneral  Convention  ot  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America. 

Art.  2.  There  shall  be  an  annual  Convention  of  the  Church, 
to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
next  preceding  Convention. 

Art.  3.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen 
and  Laymen.  Every  clergyman  in  ecclesiastical  connexion 
with  the  Diocese,  being  a  minister  or  assistant  minister  of 
some  Parish  within  the  same,  or  a  mission  or  a  missionary 
under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  thereof,  or 
being  a  President,  Professor  or  Tutor  in  some  Institution  of 
learning  recognised  and  approved  by  this  Convention,  or  be- 
ing unable  to  discharged  the  duties  of  the  ministry  on  account 
of  age  or  infirm  health,  or  a  chaplain  in  the  Army  or  Navy, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention.  The 
Laymen  shall  consist  of  any  number  of  Delegates,  not  exceed- 
ing five  from  each  Parish,  chosen  by  the  vestry  thereof  from 
the  members  of  the  Church  within  the  same. 

Art.  4.  Four  members  of  the  Clerical  order  and  the  dele- 
gations of  four  Parishes  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  tira 
transaction  of  business :  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn. 

Art.  5.  The  Bishop  shall  be  President  of  the  Convention. 
If  he  be  absent,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Convention  shall 
choose  a  President  pro  tempore^  from  the  Presbyters  present 
The  Bishop  may  make  any  motion  which  he  shall  judge  con- 
ducive to  the  good  of  the  church ;  but  shall  not  enter  into  de- 
bate ;  and  he  may  deliver  his  sentiments  on  any  subject,  after 
it  has  been  discussed,  before  a  vote  thereon.  He  may  call 
special  Conventions  at  whatever  times  and  places  he  may 
think  necessary.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopal  office, 
this  power  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Standing  Committee. 
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Art.  6.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  meeting 

the  Convention,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next 
election  of  a  Secretary.  His  duty  shall  be  to  make  minutes 
of  their  proceedings,  to  preserve  their  journals  and  records,  to 
attest  the  public  accounts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver 
into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  papers  relative 
to  the  concerns  of  the  Convention  which  may  be  in  hia  pos- 
session. 

Art.  7.  In  Convention,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliber- 
ate and  vote  as  one  body.  But  if  it  be  required  by  two  Cler- 
gymen, or  the  delegations  of  two  Parishes,  the  two  orders 
shall  vote  separately,  in  which  case,  each  Clergyman  shall 
cast  one  vote,  and  the  delegations  of  each  P&rish  one  vote, 
and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  each  order,  thus  cast,  shall  be 
<iecisivc.  In  electing  a  Bishop,  the  Laity  shall  vote  by  Par- 
dshes,  as  herein  provided. 

Art.  8.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  made  in  Conven- 
tion, in  the  following  manner :  The  Clergy  shall  nominate  by 
l)allot,  some  fit  and  qualified  clergymaji  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  for  that  office,  the 
•votes  of  a  majority  of  that  order  being  necessary  to  constitute 
CL  choice.  Such  nomination  shall  be  communicated  to  the 
Xiay  Delegates,  and  be  considered  by  them ;  and  if,  on  a  bal- 
lot, it  shall  appear  that  the  person  so  nominated  is  approved 
"by  a  majority  of  the  Parishes  represented,  he  shall  be  then  de- 
clared duly  elected. 

Art.  9.  The  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  not  more 
than  three  Clergymen,  and  three  Laymen,  shall  be  elected  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention.  Vacancies  in  the 
Committee,  caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  filled  by  the  remaining  members.  A  majority  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

Art.  10.  Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  prayer, 
and  a  sermon ;  and  the  preacher  shall  be  appointed  by  thq 
Bishop,  or  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Art.  11.  A  proposition  to  alter  this  Constitution,  shall  be 
made  in  writing,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  Con- 
vention, shall  be  submitted  to  the  next  Convention ;  if  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  the  two  orders  therein,  voting  sepa- 
rately, it  shall  be  adopted :  the  Constitution,  so  altered,  shall 
be  valid. 

On  motion,  said  Constitution  with  proposed  amendments 
were  unanimously  adopted,  which  by  the  rule,  lie  over  to  the 
next  Convention  for  final  action.

The  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Convention,  being  deemed  of  great  imporlance  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  Church,  is  a  duty  v;iW\  which  no  slight  obstacle 
should  be  allowed  to  interfere.  And  it  is  recommendod  to 
the  Parishes  to  make  provision  for  the  expenses  incurred  by 
their  respective  ministers  in  attending  the  Convention.  At 
the  opening  of  every  Convention,  the  names  of  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  seats  therein,  shall  be  called  over,  and  the  absentees 
noted.

Sec.  6.  It  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  pro- 
ceed to  trial  in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shewn,  may 
adjourn  the  trial  to  another  day;  and  if  he  refuse,  or  decline 
to  appeEur,  the  Court  shall  report  Um  to  the  Bishop  for  contu- 
macy, who  thereupon,  shall  pass  upon  him  sentence  of  sus- 
pension from  the  Ministry;  but  such  sentence  may  be  revis- 
ed by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months, 
shall  report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and 
shall  appear  for  that  end,  before  the  Court ;  and  if  he  do  not 
so  report  and  appear,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charges  in 
the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him  sentence  of  degrada- 
tion from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
or^  the  accused,  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that  the  attend- 
ance of  a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall  appoint  a 
Clergyman  or  Layman,  as  a  Commissioner  to  take  the  depo- 
sition of  such  witness  ;  and  the  party  applying  shall  give  to 
the  other  party  five  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  ta^ 
king  the  deposition,  u  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to 
be  given,  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appoin- 
ted for  taking  the  deposition,  an  additional  day,  exclusive  of 
Sunday,  shall  be  allowed  for  every  twenty  miles.  The  ex- 
amination shall  be  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witness  ;  and 
the  deposition,  certified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  transmit- 
ted, under  seal,  to  the  Court. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Court 
shall  declare,  in  a  writing,  to  be  signed  by  the  several  mem- 
bers, 'or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charged 
contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they 
find  the  accused  guilty,  or  not  guilty ;  and  if  guilty,  sugges- 
ting what  sentence,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be  pronounced* 
They  shall  forward  the  decision,  together  with  the  evidence, 
and  the  record  of  the  proceedings,  to  the  Bishop ;  whereupon, 
the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shaU  to  him  ap- 
pear proper,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.    But  if,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Bishop,  the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new  trial, 
he  shall  have  power  to  award  it;  in  which  case  anew  Court 
shall  be  convened,  before  which  the  proceedings  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  before  provided. 

Sec  9.  If  at  any  time  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  charges,  the  Bishop,  (such  confession  being  made  to  him, 
or  being|certified  to  him  by  the  Court,)  shall  proceed  to  pass 
sentence ;  and  if,  when  pat  upon  his  trial  before  the  Court, 
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tbc  accoBed  shall  neither  admit,  nor  deny  the  charges,  he  diall 
l>^  regarded  as  pleadine  not  guilty. 

Bec.  10.  It  shall  be  £e  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the 
Oonvention,  at  its  next  session,  after  the  tricu  of  a  Presbyter. 
orr  Deacon,  as  herein  provided,  the  finding  of  the  Court  and 
hia  sentence  thereupon.

The  Rev.  F.  B.  Lee  presented  and  read  the  Report  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled 
Clergymen  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Clergymen 
deceased. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society  for  the  relief  of  Widows  and  Orphan* 
€if  Cleixjrmen,  reepectfoUj  rabmit,  that  tlief  have  enmined  the  aoconnt  eorrect 
of  the  Treaiurer,  and  recommend  tke  same  to  the  approfal  and  acceptance  of 
%he  Convention. 

The/ have  also  bad  imder  Tery  sober  consideration,  the  resdlntion  referred  to 
'^em,  proposing  an  appropriation  from  oar  fund,  foredaeatiog  the  children  of  the 
late  ReT.  Dr.  Lewis.  And  while  they  deeply  lament  their  inability  to  comply 
^th  the  proposal,  they  woald  present  the  case  to  the  members  of  the  Conven- 
^on,  as  one  calculated  to  enlist  their  warmest  sympathies,  ib  behalf  of  this  char- 
Stable  institationt 

For  three  years  only,  has  our  Society  been  in  existence,  atid.alreidy  have  two 
«ad  occasions  been  presented  which  anthoiise  an  appeal  to  its  fostering  aid.  The 
iMreaTcd  and  needy  ones,  are  relicts  too  of  those  whose  high  position  in  the 
<^hnreh,  and  enjoyment  of  the  esteem  and  affection  of  their  brethren,  should  enti- 
tle them  to  a  very  lively  interest.  And  while  we  most  deplore  the  necessity 
^hich  compels  ns  at  present  to  withhold  our  assistance,  we  would  humbly  hope 
^it  this  very  circumstance  will  be  the  mtpanii  of  eliciting  some  attention  to  the 
claims  of  this  charity,  and  also  of  stimolsting  to  efficient  co-operation  with  us, 
ahose  who  have  not  yet  contributed  to  our  means.  And  we  conclude  with  an 
earnest  appeal  to  our  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  an  invitation  to 
participate  with  us  in  this  benevolent  enterprise.

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worthy  ihe  ttieotion  of  the  Diocese,  yonr  committee  would  soggest  that  the  CleT 
gy  be  requested  to  appropriate  the  ofTeringe  eoUecied  at  the  celebration  of  Difine 
^rvice  on  Cbnstmas  day,  and  where  a  Clergymaa  officiatea  for  more  thaa  one 
congregation,  that  the  offeringi  lint  collected  from  them  after  Ghriatmae  day,  be 
appropriated  to  the  fund  ;  and  that  an  agent  or  agents  be  appointed  to  aoiicit 
notee  or  bonds  from  thoee,  who  may  wish  to  contribute  in  that  way  to  the  fund 
for  whatever  time  ihey  may  seem  fit — the  intereat  to  be  paid  on  them  annually 
and  added  to  the  fund.

Rev.  E.  C.  Murdaugh,  from  the  Committee  of  the  Diocesan 
Missionary  Society,  presented  their  report,  and  the  Annual 
Account  of  their  Treasurer,  as  follows : 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Diocessn  Missionary  Society,  would  report  to 
the  Convention  that  during  the  first  part  of  the  last  year,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Baker  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Zimmer,  were  in  the  employment  of  the  Society — the  one  laboring 
in  Greene  County,  and  the  other  in  Lowndes  County — and  that  since  their  re« 
moval  from  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ticknor  has  been  engaged  to  officiste  in 
Greene  County,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  KItis  to  labor  in  Lowndes  County,  and  in 
Gahawba.  A  small  appropriation  was  made  towards  the  support  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Stickney  stationed  in  Sfarion.  The  Treasurer's  account,  herewith  appended, 
will  show  the  state  of  the  funds  belonging  to  the  Society.  All  which  is  respect- 
fully submitted.

Rev.  J.  S.  Marbury  presented  and  read  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church : 

Tbe  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  hafiog  examined  the  documenta 
Inferred  to  them,  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  aay,  that  they  give  evidence  of  the 
growth  of  tbe  Church.  Althongfa,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  the  preeent  work 
of  the  mtniatry  maat  be  chiefly  employed  in  preparing  the  ground  and  aowing  the 
««ed  for  after  ingatherings,  yet  already  we  hope  tome  fruit  has  been  brought  forth 
lo  the  glory  of  God  and  advance  of  Christ's  kingdom.  The  Baptisms  have  been 
391,  previoos  year  139 ;  Confirmationa  108,  previous  year  33;  the  additiona  to  tbe 
Viomber  of  Communicanta  have  been  about  300,  previous  year  69 ;  tbe  present 
Onmbar  ia  733,  the  previoua  year  657;  19  Clergymen,  including  the  Bishop,  pres- 
ent in  this  Convention,  11  in  the  last.  These  statistics  show  that  the  Church  baa 
Heeo  making  progress,  and  though  it  may  aeem  to  be  amall,  yet  considering  the 
<»b«tacl6a  to  be  contended  with,  we  have  reason  to  be  grateful — to  be  encouraged 
Y«  peraaverance— to  be  more  diligent  in  labors,  and  aarneat  in  prayara,  for  the 
'^vider  ezt#»naion  and  deeper  spirituality  of  the  Church. 

The  Committee  are  pleaaed  to  aiate,  that  reports  have  been  received  from  every 
battled  minister  in  the  Diocese  but  one,  and  that  the  reporta  aeem  to  have  been 
Carefully  prepared,  with  due  attention  to  tbe  prescribed  form.  We  hope  every 
Clergyman  will  continue  faithfully  to  record  all  hia  official  acta,  and  report  them 
icurately  to  the  Bishop. 

Aa,  however,  some  diversity  of  opinion  baa  prevailed  as  to  tbe  items  proper  to 
mentioned  under  the  several  beada,  tbay  would  therefore  recommend,  that.un- 
<ter  the  head  of  "  Deatha,"  the  minister  should  diatinguiah  between  those  which 
oecnr  in  hii  own  congregation  or  charge,  and  thoee  eitra  parochial  i  that  under 
the  head  of  **  Communion,  number  of  timea  administered,*'  he  should  include 
l»o(h  the  private  and  public  administiations,  designating  them ;  that  under  the 
liead  of  **  Collections,"  he  should  mention  only  contributions  for  benevolent  ob- 
jects, specifying  those  objecta,  and  omitting  tbe  aasessroent  for  iho  Bishop's  Fund 
•alary,  and  collections  for  Pariah  purposes,  such  aa  building,  repairing  and  im- 
proving Churches,  and  defraying  current  ezpensea ;  and  that  under  the  head  of 
**  Divine  Service,"  he  ahould  include  all  public  aervica  held  in  tbe  Church,  or 
iMual  place  of  worship,  and  also  those  which  he  haa  performed  there  or  elsewhere. 
The  colored  portion  of  the  community  have  not  been,  we  observe  by  the  re- 
ports, altogether  neglected  ;  but  we  are  still  far  abort  of  our  duty  in  this  respect. 
The  great  difficulty,  we  sre  sure,  consists  not  in  want  of  will  and  diapoaition  of 
the  C^rgy  to  labor  among  them,  but  in  the  almoat  utter  impossibility  to  make  any 
impreaaion  on  the  preaent  adult  population.    The  work  must  begin  at  the  founda- 
tion, in  catechising  the  children,  and  thia  labor  of  loTe,  to  be  regularly  and  often 
performed,  most  necessarily  fall  on  their  ownera.    Upon  whom  elae  ao  heavily 
preaaee  thia  great  responsibility  7    Some  conscientious  few  have  thua  begun,  and 
we  hope  to  see  their  number  annually  increaaing.    Then  from  these  private  nor. 
aeriea,  in  due  time,  the  minister  will  be  able  to  transplant  them,  living  and  grow- 
ing trees  of  righteousness,  into  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 
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The  Committee  reeominend,  that  so  moeb  of  tbe  Bishop's  Address  as  wis  to* 
ierred  to  them,  be  retarned  to  the  Bbbop,  with  tbe  respectful  request  that  sddi. 
tibnel  copies  may  be  printed  separate  from  the  Joarnal,  and  issued  to  the  Dioceat 
at  a  Pastoral  Letter. 

In  pursuance  of  the  recommendation  of  tbe  Committee  on 
tbe  state  of  tbe  Church- 
It  was  Resolved^  That  300  copies  of  such  portions  of  the 
Annual  Address  of  the  Bishop  as  he  may  select,  be  printed  as 
a  Pastoral  Letter  in  addition  to  tbe  Journals.  . .

A  number  of  candidates  are  awaiting  a  visit  from  the   Bishop  to  receive  the 

Apostolic  rite  of  confirmation,  all  of  whom  are  expected  to  be  added  to  the 
list  of  communicanta  except  two,  who  are  already  communicants. 

During  the  year,  about  $1,000  have  been  paid  on  the  Rectory,  making  (3,000 
paid  in  all,  leaving  only  a  small  balance  now  due. 

The  Rector  took  charge  of  this  Church  ih  June  last.

I  respectfully  report  to  the  Con?ention,  that  I  took  eberfs  of  my  field  of  Isbor 
in  tho  commencement  of  the  preaent  year,  and  that  it  consists  of  Tasksgee, 
THnity  Church,  Auburn,  Mscen  County,  and  "  St.  John's  in  the  WiJderoesi,'* 
Russell  County.  The  last  nsmed  place  is  the  only  one  that  has  hsd  the  serfi« 
ees  of  the  Church.    In  the  two  former,  we  have  now  eleven  communicants. 

I  hsve  oflicisted  in  this  chsrge  lor  four  months.  During  this  time,  1  baptised 
eleven  persons,  viz :  5  white  infants,  2  colored,  and  4  colored  adults.  I  hsve, 
also,  administered  the  Holy  Communion  4  timea  :  once  to  the  colored  people.  My 
labors  amongst  these,  to  whom  I  preach  regularly,  are  truly  encouraging.  This 
b  attributable,  chiefly,  to  the  soliciiude  of  the  ownera  of  aervanta,  to  have  them 
religiously  inetructed.  There  are  likewiae,  a  number  of  applicants  for  confirma- 
tion, and  amongst  these  are  aome  colored  persons.  To  dischsige  my  mioisterisi, 
and  psrocbisl  duties,  st  the  points  nsmed  in  this  report,  I  will  have  to  travel  od 
**horse  back"  during  the  yesr,  shout  five  thousand  miles. 

My  official  acts  out  of  the  Diocese,  and  which  have  not  been  reported  are  6 
baptiams,  5  infants,  and  one  adult,  and  I  officiated  at  four  burials  of  the  dead.

My  connection  with  this  Parish  began  on  the  Ist  of  October,  1843.  I  have 
officiated  twice  in  the  month  at  Livingston,  and  twice  at  neighboring  points, 
Sumtervillc  and  Liberty  12  and  18  miles  from  Livingston.  The  congregations 
have  generally  been  good.  Some  favorable  indications  exist  in  the  temporal  af. 
fairs  of  the  Church.  On  my  arrival,  1  found  the  Church  in  debt — a  member  of 
the  Vestry  who  had  done  much  towards  building  the  edifice,  has  relinquished  his 
claims  amounting  to  several  hundred  dollars,  and  contributions  have  been  made  by 
the  congregation  sufficient  to  meet  all  other  claims,  so  that  the  Church  is  now  free. 

I  am  unable  to  report  favorably  of  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  Parish.  The 
very  instable  character  of  the  population  of  the  region  operates  unfavorably. — 
Several  worthy  communicants  and  energetic  supporters  of  the  Church  have  re. 
moved  with  the  tide  of  emigration  westward,  and  others  it  is  expected  will  soou 
follow.  Whether  others  will  come  in  to  supply  their  places,  is  known  only  to  the 
greot  Head  of  the  Church.  But  his  promise  is  on  record — "Let  us  not  be  weary 
in  well  doing,  for  in  due  season  toe  shall  reap  if  we  faint  not.** 

Services  have  been  held  in  the  afternoon  for  the  colored  people  with  great  en. 
couragement  for  perseverence  in  the  work — a  class  in  Sumterville  has  been  regu. 
larly  instructed  by  Mrs.  S.  with  a  gradual  increaaein  numbers  and  interest. 
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On  Sandayt  onooenpied  by  me,  the  Rev.  R.  G.  Htjre  Jiaa  offieiated  at  LiTini^* 
aloo  with  great  aeceptanee  to  the  congncation,  ao  that  thia  Chnrch  haa  been 
aarred  efcry  Sunday.  Mr.  Haya  haa  alao  eondacted  the  Sunday  School  regnlar- 
far,  and  in  other  waya  been  an  inauoment  of  good  in  the  Pariah.

Ascension  Day,  May  9, 1850. 

Tliis  being  iho  lime  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Nineteenlli  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Alaba- 
ma, the  celebration  of  Divine  Service  commenced  at  11 
o'clock,  A.  M.  Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev,  Mr. 
Stickney.  The  Ante-Communion,  by  the  Rt  Rev.  Bishop, 
and  the  Annual  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Murdaugh,  from  the  words — *'But  grow  in  grace, 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 
To  him  be  glory,  both  now  and  forever,  Amen" — ^2d.  Peter, 
3d  cliai)ter,  18th  verse. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop  to 
the  Clergy  and  many  of  the  Laity,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Ivir. 
Marbury  in  distributing  the  elements.

Besides  the  melancholy  event  of  the  death  of  the 
Rev.  C.  F.  Peake,  to  which  I  have  alluded  in  a  former  part  of  this  address, 
I  should  also  mention  the  death  of  the  Rev.  C.  S.  Ives,  who,  though  for 
many  years  a  resident  of  Texas,  was  canonically  a  Presbyter  of  this  Dio- 
cese. He  was  a  faithful,  devoted  minister,  eminently  useful  in  his  Laboni, 
and  one  who  by  his  zealous  and  self-denying  labors,  literally  wore  hiniself 
out  in  the  service  of  his  Lord  and  iMaster.  In  reference  to  these  varioqs 
changes,  I  would  remark  that  whilst  it  is  sad  and  discouraging  to  lose  from 
the  Diocese  the  labors  of  Mmistcrs  whom  I  esteem  and  love,  yet  I  will  do 
alWin  my  power  to  fill  up  the  stations  that  have  been  left  vacant  In  the 
present  destitution  of  Ministers,  I  should  almost  give  up  in  despair  if  it  were 
not  fbr  my  faith  that  God  will  mercifully  watch  over  his  Church,  and  that 
He  will  yet  raise  her  up  from  her  present  weak  and  low  estate.  I  would 
earnestly  ask  of  the  meml>ers  of  the  Church  that  the  ministerial  wants  of 
the  Diocese  be  frequently  remembered  in  their  prayers  to  Almighty  God, 
who  by  his  good  Spirit  must  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  men  to  dedicate  them- 
selves to  the  work  of  the  ministr)'. 

I  am  gratified  to  learn  from  our  worthy  and  energetic  Secretary,  Mr.  H. 
A.  Tavloe,  that  he  has  met  with  a  good  measure  of  success  in  soliciting 
subscriptions  for  the  permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  having  been  engaged  in 
that  duty  during  the  past  year,  in  compliimce  with  a  resolution  of  the  last 
Convention.  Bv  his  zeal  and  industry,  that  Fund  has  been  raised  to  about 
Ten  Thousand  Dollars,  and  as  many  members  and  friends  of  the  Church 
have  not  yet  been  applied  to,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  his  agen- 
cy he  continued.  I  am  now  convinced  that  if  proper  measures  be  taken, 
the  fund  can  be  so  far  increased  as  in  a  few  years  to  relieve  the  Parishes  of  all 
assessments  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop.  I  should  do  injustice  to  my  feel- 
ings if  I  did  not  here  express  my  gratitude  for  the  active  zeal  of  Mr.  Tayloe, 
ami  for  the  liberality  of  those  who  have  contributed  to  the  fund. 

I  am  hap})y  to  say  to  the  Convention,  that  the  Diocesan  Female  School, 
which  I  hjive  long  wi.nhed  to  have  established,  will  gc)  into  operation  on  tlie 
first  diiy  of  January  next,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Johnson,  in  the 
town  ol'  Tuscaloortii — a  large  and  convenient  building  having  been  bought 
by  the  members  of  the  Church  in  Tuscaloosii  for  that  purpose.  Mr.  John- 
son is  a  clergyman  well  known  in  this  Diocese,  of  established  reputation,  a 
ript?  scliolar,  an  experienced  Teacher,  a  sound  Churchman,  and  in  all  respects 
eminently  qualified  for  the  important  and  responsible  office  which  he  proposes 
to  undertake.  I  would  therefore  earnestly  recommend  the  contemplated 
school  to  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  the  friends  and  members  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diopese.  Our  daughters  will  here  be  favored  with  the  highest 
literary  advantages,  and  at  the  same  time  Ik'  thoroughly  instructed  accord- 
ing to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church. 

I  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Church  to  tho 
importance  of  taking  measures  for  the  establishment  of  Rectories  in  their 
several  Parishes ;   as  one   of   the    best  and   most  economical  modes   ot 
supporting  the  Ministry  of  the  Gospel.     It  is  often  times  a  subject  of  com- 
plaint, and   perhaps   sometimes  justly  so,  that  IMinisters  are  restless  and 
discontented,  and  are  frequently  leaving  their  Parishes ;  thereby  discouraging 
the  members  and  wciikening  the  cause  of  the  Church.     Now  it  should  be  re- 
'membered  that  Ministers  are  not  mere  hirelings  working  for  wages,  but  gen* 
erally  men  of  education,  of  refined  and  cultivated  feelings,  justly  deserving 
xand  natundly  expecting  some  degree  of  consideration  juul  resj)ect ;  that  oflen^ 
times  they  come  into  their  Parishes  as  strangers:  and  that  therefore  it  is  not  t^ 
be  wondered  at,  that  seeing  no  sympathy  or  interest  manifested  in  their 
comfort ;  having  perhaps  no  definite  place  of  residence  provided,  they  shoulii 
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iraged,  and  from  a  feelin^f  of  despondency,  seek  a  new  field  of  labor, 
oauy  places  with  a  little  effort  and  pcrHeverance,  Rectories  might  be 
,  and  then  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  would  liave  a  home  fedinfr 
mid  serve  as  a  check  to  dissatisfaction  and  restlessness,  and  which 
itarally  incline  him  to  remain  stationary  and  contented.  And  when 
nan  is  thus  situated  the  interest  and  sympathy  of  a  congregation 
tore  apt  to  be  drawn  out  towards  him,  and  their  kind  feelings  dcvel- 
rards  him  in  contributing  in  various  ways  to  the  domestic  supplies 
brt  of  himself  and  family.  These  incidental  and  voluntary  contribu- 
he  comfort  of  his  family  are  far  more  gratifying  to  the  feelings  of  a 
than  the  payment  of  his  plighted  salary.  They  show  to  him  that  he 
it  of  and  cared  for  by  his  people,  and  there  then  springs  up  in  his  bo- 
iling of  attachment  and  tdfection  for  his  people ;  a  feeling  that  con- 
eminently  to  his  happiness,  to  his  energy  and  to  his  usefulness.  Ah ! 
in  are  there  to  be  found,  those  who  are  critical  and  fault-finding  to- 
eir  Minister,  exacting  a  great  deal  from  him  in  the  way  of  attention 
ing,  who  ha\'e  never  shown  any  interest  in  his  comfort ;  who  though 
1  enjoyments  and  luxuries  have  never  asked  nor  cared  to  know  how 
lister  was  clothed  or  fed  or  furnished  with  the  necessary  means  for 
98  and  efficiency.  It  would  be  well  if  these  things  were  more  fre- 
onsidered,  and  that  congregations  should  remember  that  whilst  they 
luire  attention,  their  Ministers  have  a  rigiit  to  look  for  sympathy  and 
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I  closing  this  Address,  I  would  make  a  remark  or  two  on  the  general 
he  Church  in  these  United  States.  The  past  year  has  been  one  of 
mortification  to  the  Church,  from  the  various  evidences  of  unsound- 
infidelity  that  have  been  developed  within  her  borders.  Whilst 
lancholy  occurrences  of  defection  should  be  a  stern  rebuke  to  the 
t  vain  glorious  boasting  and  to  the  insidious  and  phaiisaical  compar- 
evhich  we  have  too  freely  indulged,  they  should  teach  us  a  lesson  of 
which  we  should  be  careful  to  remember  and  to  respect  We  clear- 
it  the  peace  and  safety  of  the  Church  depend  upon  a  strict  adherence 
achings  of  the  Prayer  Book,  and  to  the  mode  of  conducting  the  wor- 
le  Church  as  estabiislied  by  the  common  law  of  usage.

ey  ought  to  respect  and  obey.  And  yet  amid  the  discouragement 
itications  of  the  times,  there  is  this  to  comfort  and  encourage  us  as 
ture,  that  the  great  body  of  the  Church  is  becoming  more  thoroughly

A  CHARGE  TO  THE  CLERGY,  BY  THE  BISHOP  OF  .VLABAMA. 


The  underBig^ned,  chcrishini^  as  he  hopes,  aii  earnest  desire  for  the  incrcaae 
of  true  piety  withiu  the  bounds  of  hU  Diocese,  and  at  the  same  time  wish- 
ing to  comply  with  the  injunctions  of  the  27th  C;inon  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, would  respectfully  and  affectionately  address  a  brief  word  of  exhor- 
tation to  the  Clergy,  in  the  way  of  a  charge  on  a  single  point  of  duty,  which 
he  regards  of  gn*.at  practical  importance— the  duty  of  diligently  urging  upon 
their  congregations  the  reverent  and  scrupulous  observance  of  the  ceremo- 
nies and  sacraments  of  the  Church.  We  live  in  an  age  that  is  eminently 
irreverent — in  which  the  great  popular  tendency  is  to  disregard  divine  insti- 
tutions— to  unden'alue  and  to  throw  off  idl  the  forms  of  devotion,  however 
sanctioned  by  age  and '  wisdom — and  to  make  religion  consist  in  inwaid 
emotions  and  exercises — in  abstract  theories  and  speculations.  It  is  not 
gjenerally  regarded  as  an  act  of  duty,  of  christian  obligation,  to  give  expre^ 
Hion  to  the  feelings  and  puqmses  of  tlie  heart  through  the  ceremonies  and 
sacraments  of  the  Church.  The  consequence  is,  that  the  preaching  of  the 
word,  however  able  and  faithful  and  zealous,  is  to  a  very  great  extent,  labor 
spent  in  vain.  However  much  there  may  be  from  time  to  time  of  religions 
convictions  and  purposes  awakened  in  the  bosom  of  the  members  of  a  con- 
gregation by  the  spirit  of  God  accompanying  the  ministration  of  the  word ; 
yet  these  convictions  and  purposes  not  being  developed  and  fastened  by  the 
formal  signs  and  pledges  of  the  sacraments  of  the  Church  are  continually 
evaporat^  and  the  nunister  of  the  Gospel,  as  year  after  year  rolls  round- 
sees  after  ail  his  labor  and  prayers,  and  exhortation  no  addition  to  the  num- 
ber of  his  communicantH — no  increase  in  the  zeal  and  spirit  of  his  congrega- 
tion— no  evidence  of  the  inlluence  of  t!ie  Church  around  him. 

Now,  in  very  many  cases  this  cold  and  biirren  state  of  things  exists^ — not 
because  the  word  hath  not  been  faitlifully  and  ably  preached  ; — nor  is  it  be- 
cause the  spirit  of  God  hath  not  accompanied  the  preaching  of  that  word,  but 
because  the  young  and  tender  principle  of  life  formed  in  the  soul  by  the 
new  creating  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  has  not  been  duly  fed  and  cherished 
and  strengthened  throun^h  the  divinely  appointed  ordinances  of  the  Chureh ; 
— ^because  the  outward  development  has  not  kept  piice  with  the  inward  work 
of  grace  on  the  heart; — in  a  word,  because  the  new  life  formed  in  the  soul 
is  sutlbcated  and  starved  to  death  for  want  of  air,  and  light,  and  food.  In 
order  therefore,  to  obviate  this  evil,  and  to  make  the  ministry  of  the  word 
more  efficient  and  useful,  let  there  not  onlv  be  sound  evangelical  preaching — 
the  clear  setting  forth  of  the  great  doctnne  of  salvation  through  the  merits 
and  righteousness  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  but  let  there  be  constantly  and 
diligently  urged  as  a  duty,  the  observance  of  the  ceremonies  and  sacraments 
of  the  Church,  as  the  appointed  means  to  elicit,  to  strengthen,  to  fasten,  and 
to  secure  the  pious  ana  holy  impressions  caused  by  that  preaching ; — let  not 
only  good  seed  be  carefully  planted,  but  let  it  be  duly  protected  by  proper 
hedges  and  feiujes ;— let  not  only  faith  be  preached  according  to  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Church  as  tlie  great  principle  of  the  sinner's  justification ; — but 
let  it  be  distinctly  and  earnestly  urged  that  that  faith  must  be  externally  de- 
veloped, otherwise  it  will  be  vapid  and  inoperative : — that  an  unwillingness 
to  give  tlie  outward  sign  oi*  expression,  is  an  evidence  of  a  defect  or  an 
error  in  the  inward  principle  of  faith.  In  this  way,  by  inculcating  the 
necessity  of  the  outward  development  through  the  ordinances  of  tlie  Church, 
as  well  as  by  distinctly  teaching  the  fundamental  and  vital  truths  of  the 
Gospel,  the  preaching  of  the  word  will  be  instrumental  of  greater  and  more 
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permanent  good  ; — pious  impressions  will  be  retained— holy  resolutions, 
being  formally  ratified,  will  serve  as  a  bond  and  a  pledge  to  prompt  to 
watcnfulness  and  to  secure  fidelity  and  perseverance ; — the  good  seed  being 
protected  and  nursed  and  looked  after,  will  neither  bi*  rooted  out  of  the 
ground  nor  blown  away  by  the  winds  ; — and  the  faithful  minister  of  the  gos- 
pel will  have  his  heart  gladdened  and  his  energies  quickened  by  seeing  his 
congregations  not  only  gaining  in  numerical  strength,  but  growing  in  grace 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And  here  in  confirmation 
of  these  views,  the  undersigned  would  remark,  that  amongst  those  christbn 
societies  around  us,  which  claim  to  be  eminently  spiritual  and  evangelical,  and 
are  remarkable  for  their  seasons^of  largo  ingatherings— one  prominent  feature 
in  their  8er\ices — and  one  of  the  efficient  means  of  their  success  is  the  urging 
of  a  decided  and  prompt  expression  of  the  inward  emotions  and  purposes  of 
the  heart,  by  complying  with  some  prescribed  sign  or  token  of  manifestation. 
Again,  he  would  earnestly  press  the  iniport,*mce  of  regularly  instructing 
the  Children  of  our  congregations  in  the  doctrine,  discipline  and  liturgy  of 
the  Church,  and  of  inculcating  upon  them  the  obligation  and  tlie  benefit  of 
reverently  observing  the  forms  and  offices  which  the  Church  in  her  wisdom 
and  piety  has  provided.  It  is  melancholy  to  observe  how  large  a  portion  of 
the  baptized  children  are  ignorant  of  the  Church,  and  careless  of  her  sanctions 
— are  irreverent  in  their  attendance  upon  the  sanctuary,  and  wordly  minded 
and  irreligious  in  their  lives.  One  great  reason  of  this  discouraging  state 
of  things  is  the  general  neglect  of  the  forms  and  the  ofiices  of  the  Church. 
By  this  neglect^  children  imbibe  the  spirit  and  conform  to  the  habits  of  the 
irreligious  world  around  them ;  they  Woine  irreverent,  undutifnl,  an<l  even 
ashamed  of  their  chiistian  vows  and  obligiitions ;  they  thus  stifle  their  reli- 
gious sensibilities :  they  do  violence  to  their  moral  feelings  and  principles 
— ^they  resist  the  motioiis  of  the  Holy  Spirit  of  Gnice  ;  and  by  ceasing  to 
use  the  offices  of  Religion,  they  gradually  lose  the  influence  of  the  Gospel 
on  their  lives — and  unhappily  in  many  cases  become  luirdened,  reprobate, 
lost.  Now  in  order  to  guard  against  these  fearful  evils,  let  parents  be  urged 
to  be  careful  and  conscientious  in  having  their  children  well  instructed  in  the 
catechism  ;  let  them  see  to  it  that  their  children  are  trained  up  \\ith  great 
reverence  for  the  Church  as  a  Divine  Institution,  and  in  the  familiar  use  of 
her  oflices.  Let  it  be  pressed  as  the  first  and  great  duty  of  par(»nt«  to  bring 
up  their  children  in  the  worship  and  fear  of  God.  Let  children  be  tauglit  to 
unite  in  the  ser\'ices  of  the  Church,  reverently,  solemnly,  and  understanding- 
ly.  Ijct  them  learn  that  it  is  not  only  a  gross  impropriety  of  manners — but 
a  sinful  thing  to  be  light  and  irreverent  in  the  house  of  God,  or  even  to  fiiil 
to  unite  in  the  worship  offered  to  his  name.  In  this  way  children  would 
grow  up,  not  as  heathens  and  pagans,  but  as  well  instructed  and  dutiful 
members  of  the  Church  :  they  would  be  respectful,  reverent  and  devout  in 
their  attendance  upon  the  sanctuary,  they  would  rise  superior  to  the  fearful 
influence  of  false  shame,  their  religious  sensibilities  would  be  kept  tender 
and  delicate,  the  pious  purposes  formed  in  their  souls  by  the  Holy  Ghost 
would  be  confirmed  and  established,  a  wall  of  defence  anil  protect i(m  w^ould 
be  thrown  around  them,  and  they  would  thus  become,  through  the  grace  and 
mercy  of  God,  renewed  in  the  spirit  of  their  mimls,  and  consistent  in  their 
lives,  a  comfort  to  their  Parents,  and  an  ornament  to  the  Church  of  Christ. 
We  can  never  hope  to  sec  the  Church  grow  and  flourish,  and  come  up  to 
the  full  measure  of  her  usefulness  and  influence  till  our  children  are  taught 
reverently  to  respect  the  Church,  the  authority,  the  institutions,  and  the  Min- 
istry of  the  Church ;  devoutly  to  unite  in  her  prescribed  Worship ;  to  re- 
gard her  Sacraments  as  divinely  flpiH>inted  means  of  grace — and  therefore 
to  look  upon  the  due  reception  of  those  Sacraments  not  only  as  a  duty,  but 
as  a  privilege,  an  honor,  and  a  blessing.  N.  n.  COBBS,-

The  condition  of  the  Parish  is  very  eucoura^ng.  The  congregation  is 
large  and  attentive,  and  the  incOmo  of  the  pew  rents  is  upwards  of  one 
thousand  dollars  greater  tiian  it  was  at  the  close  of  the  year  ending  on 
Easter  day,  1849. 

The  word  of  God  has  been  effectual  to  .the  conversion  of  some  souls  from 
the  way  of  error  to  the  way  of  truth  and  godliness,  and  to  bringing  them 
into  communion  with  the  Church. 

The  number  of  communicants  reported,  does  not  embrace  all  perhaps 
who  sometimes  commune  at  our  altar.  But  it  is  a  fair  sliowing  of  our 
streng^i.  More  persons  would  have  been  confirmed,  had  the  Bishop*s  >T3it 
been  postponed  till  Easter.  Some  were  prevented  from  presenting  them- 
selves by  sickness  and  other  causes.  And  there  are  now  several  candidates 
waiting  the  visitation  of  the  Bishop. 

Divine  service  is  celebrated  twice  on  Sundays,  except  during  the  summer 
months,  when  there  is  but  one  service  in  the  Church.  On  two  Sundays  in 
each  summer  month,  the  Rector  has  evening  ser\*icc  in  tlie  country.  The 
Church  is  open  for  prayers  every  Wednesday  morning,  and  for  service  and 
sermon  every  Friday  night  during  the  cooler  half  of  tlie  year. 

A  Bible  class  for  the  members  of  the  Church  generally,  has  been  organ- 
ized, which  meets  at  the  house  of  the  Rector  every  Thursday  evening.  It 
has  been  well  attended  and  promises  to  be  interesting  and  useful. 

The  Sunday  School  has  been  visited  frequently  and  catechised.  It  is  in 
a  flourishing  condition. 

The  Sunday  School  for  colored  persons  is  not  very  well  attended.  It  is 
under  the  efficient  management  of  one  of  our  intelligent  and  pious  laymen, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  more  of  the  servants  of  our  people  will  be  brought 
within  reach  of  the  instruction  so  al>ly  and  so  willingly  offered. 

The  Rector  resfrets,  that  he  cannot  consistentlv,  with  ursjent  duties  at  home, 
attend  the  Convention,  but  under  his  disappointment  is  sustained  by  a  recol- 
lection of  many   undeserved  mercies  for  which   he   returns  thimks  to  God*

In  addition  to  all  the  Festival  and  Fjist«  of  the  Church,  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayers  have  also  been  offered  on  the  Litany  days,  unless  ill  health 
prevented,  or  hot  weather.  When  hindered  in  this  latter  way,  the  full  ser- 
vice is  generally  used  in  the  household  of  servants  and  boys. 

The  attendance  on  these  week  dny  ser^•ices  is  small ;  but  this  does  not 
make  the  duty  less  on  either  party ;  and  I  only  regret  tliat  for  the  present 
the  services  cannot  be  increased  in  frequency.

Held  public  services,  generally  followed  by  preaching,  one  hundred  an^    |\ 
sixteen  times.    This  includes  all  ser\'ices  up  to  the  present  date.  i  \ 
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Commending  my  late  Parishes,  until  their  wants  shall  be  supplied,  to  the 
care  and  sympathy  of  the  neighboring  Clergy,  whose  "  labor  sliall  not  be  in 
vain  in  the  Lord."

When  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  they  shall 
be  jointly  entitled  to  one  vote.  In  forming  new  Parishes 
no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  who  has  not  signed  the 
Articles  of  Parochial  Association. 
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Section  3,  was  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  words 
*'foT  which  he  is  elected,"  and  inserting  as  follows :  "provided 
that  no  person  shall  be  qualified  to  act  as  a  Vestrynnan  who 
does  not  believe  in  the  truth  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  " 

Canon  I,  as  amended,  was  then  adopted. 

The  Agent  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  made  the  following  Re- 
port : 

Rt.  Rev.  N.  IL  Cobbs  : 

Your  agent  begi  leave  to  report  to  this  Convention,  that  in  obedience  t« 
his  appointment  and  resolution  of  the  Convention,  he  has  visited  nearly  all 
the  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  solieitmg  contributions  to 
the  Permanent  Bishop's  Fund  of  this  Diocese ;  and  that  he  has  succeeded 
in  obtaining  in  notes  and  cash,  the  amount  of  $10,849.75,  and  that  his  ex- 
penses amounted  to  $69,70,  leaving  $10,780,05  subject  to  tlie  order  of  this 
Convention.  He  regrets  to  report  the  receipt  of  so  small  an  amount  from 
the  Christmas  offerings— collections  liaving  only  been  taken  up  in  four  Par- 
ishes out  of  seventy-eight  organized  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  and  amounting 
to  only  79,20.  What  more  appropriate  occasion  can  be  afforded  to  solicit 
contributions  to  aid  in  the  maintenance  of  the  Apostolical  Head  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese  than  when  we  assemble  together  to  worship  and  re- 
joice at  the  Nativity  of  our  Saviour — the  Dinne  Head  of  our  Holy  and 
Apostolic  Church  ?  At  a  time  when  all  hearts  are  open,  I  am  sure  if  the 
opportunity  were  offered  many  would  freely  contribute  to  the  aid  of  so  worthy 
an  object.  I  take  this  occasion  to  return  my  thanks  for  the  uniform  kindness 
and  courtesy  extended  to  me  by  the  friends  of  the  Church  and  otlvers,  whilst 
I  was  engaged  in  the  pursuance  of  the  above  object.  |

Which,  on  motion,  was  received  and  the  Committee  dis- 
charged.

Certain  Resolutions  from  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the 
Nativity,  Huntsville,  were  presented  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  for  Divine  Service. 

After  Divine  Service  the  Convention  resumed  its  business. 

John  D.  Phelan  appeared  and  took  his  seat  as  delegate 
from  St.  Michael's  Church,  Marion. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  ballot  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee.  Two  of  the  Clergy  requir- 
ing the  vote  to  be  taken  by  orders,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Banister 
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was  appointed  teller  to  take  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and  M] 
A.  W.  Ellerbe  to  take  the  vote  of  the  Laity.  The  vot 
being  taken  and  counted,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Knapp,  Masse; 
and  Morrison  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  Lesesne,  Alisol 
and  Boone,  of  the  Laity,  were  declared  duly  elected. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Dele 
gates  to  the  General  Convention,  voting  as  before,  by  orders 
The  votes  being  counted,  the  following  gentlemen  were  de 
clared  duly  elected : — Messrs.  Morrison,  Knapp,  Banister  anc 
Lay,  of  the  Clergy — Messrs.  Tayloe,  Conley,  Benners  an< 
Taylor,  of  the  Laity. 

On  motion,  the  following  gentlemen  were  re-elected  Trus 
tees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund: — Messrs.  Croom,  Tayloe  anc 
Pierce. 

On  motion,  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Lee,  Rev.  N.  P.  Knapp,  anc 
I'  Messrs.  Alison,  A.  W.  Ellerbe  and  Simpson,  were  electee 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  "  Society  for  th< 
Relief  of  Disabled  Clergymen,  and  the  Widows  and  Orphan 
of  the  Clergy  of  the  Jnrotestant  Episcopal  Church,  m  th< 
Diocese  of  Alabama." 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Lay  mem- 
bers of  the  Bible,  Tract,  and  Prayer  Book  Committee 
Messrs.  Lesesne,  Jones  and  Hammond  were  elected. 

The  Convention  adjourned  until  4  o'clock  p.  m.

The  President  having  resumed  the  chair,  the  Committee 
the  Slate  of  the  Church  made  the  following  Report: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
reviewhit,'  the  history  of  the  Diocese  for  the  past  year,  with  the  aid  of 
Bishop's  Address  and  the  Parochhil  Reports,  they  find  much  to  eneoun 
and  ur«,^»  every  Minister  and  member  of  our  Church  to  renewed  etfortif 
future.  As  several  of  the  Parishes  have  not  furnished  their  annual  repo; 
the  Committee  are  not  able  to  stjite  detinitely  the  actual  increase  of 
Church.  But  it  can  be  safely  said,  that  it  has  been  quite  .as  great  as  duri 
any  previous  year.  The  present  number  of  communicants  is  nearly  1 
more  than  reported  at  the  last  Convention,  and  there  are  we  trust,  evid* 
signs  of  an  increase  both  of  those  who  attend  with  greater  frequency 
the  servioes  of  the  CluiR-h  and  of  devout  and  ihoroujjh  Churchmen. 

The  most  painful  eireumstance  of  the  past  year  is  the  loss  of  Clerff)in 
both  by  death  and  removal  to  other  Dioceses.  When  our  ranks  are  thinr 
by  the  former  cause,  however  much  we  mourn,  we  c^m  but  bow  with  w 
mission  to  the  divine  will.  But  when  by  the  latter,  we  are  disposed  to  co 
plain.  And  without  meaning,  in  the  smallest  degree  to  impugn  the  u 
lives  of  those  ^^•ho  have  gone  from  us,  we  tliink  there  is  good  reason 
doubt  whether  Ministers  often  increase  their  usefulness  by  changing  th 
field  of  labor.  As  a  general  thing  the  Minister  who  stays  longest  in  t 
same  Parish  will  be  likely  to  bring  most  souls  to  Christ.  'We  are  satisfi 
that  if  the  Clergy  now  belonging  to  the  Dioce.se,  would  consider  thcmseh 
as  sent  by  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  to  their  prescMit  homes,  lud 
pledged  to  remain  in  them,  unless  forced  to  leave  them,  the  Church  woi 
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go  forward  with  tenfold  greater  rapidity  during  the  next  five  years  than 
dariog  the  past  five.  Your  Committee  believe  that  there  is  no  one  thing  of 
10  great  importance  to  the  healthy  progress  of  the  Diocese  as  the  perma- 
nency of  her  Clergy ;  and  they  can  but  aak  the  liberty,  therefore,  of  trying  to 
impress  it  upon  their  brethren. 

There  is  nothing  else  which  requires  at  this  time  the  special  notice  of 
your  Committee.  They  most  heartily  approve  of  every  word  of  the 
Bishop's  Charge  and  Address,  and  would  recommend  the  publication  of 
a  thousand  copies  of  tlie  Charge,  and  that  every  Minister  in  the  Diocese 
be  required  by  resolution  of  the  Convention,  to  read  to  his  congregation 
in  the  Church  at  such  time  during  the  present  year  as  they  shall  think  bent, 
both  the  Charge  and  the  closing  portion  of  the  Address,  (commencing 
with  the  reference  to  Rectories.) 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

#Which  report  was  acce!j)ted. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  further  considera- 
tion of  the  Canons. 

Canon  II,  was  adopted  without  amendment- 
Canon  III,  Sec.  2nd,  was  amended  by  adding  the  follow- 
ing clause — "  Nor  shall  any  Parish  be  entitled  to  Lay  Delega- 
tion, which  shall  be  in  arrears  six  months  in  the  payment  of 
the  salary  of  their  Minister,  which  may  hereafter  accrue." 

The  whole  Canon  thus  amended  was  adopted. 

The  following  was  adopted  as  a  substitute  for  Canon  IV, 
to-wit : — "  The  qualification  for  a  Delegate  to  the  Convention 
shall  be  the  same  as  for  a  Vestryman :  except  only,  that  no  pe- 
cuniary contributions  shall  be  a  necessary  qualification."

Canon  VII,  was  amended  by  striking  o'tit  the  words — "  and 
the  absentees  noted,"  and  then  adopted. 

Canons  Vill,  IX  and  X,  were  adopted  without  amend- 
ment 

Canon  XI,  was  amended  by  inserting  the  words  "  and 
sacrament,"  after  the  word  "  rite,"  in  line  9th  of  sec.  1st,  and 
thus  amended  was  adopted. 

Canon  XII,  adopted  without  amendment. 

Canon  XIII,  sec.  1st,  3rd  line,  the  words  "  clerical  members 
of  the"  were  inserted  before  the  words  "Standing  Com- 
mittee." 

Sec.  3,  2nd  line,  the  words  "  by  furnishing  him  a  copy," 
were  inserted  after  the  word  "  accused.', 

Sec.  4, 11th  line,  the  word  "  from"  was  stricken  out  and  the 
words  "  not  of,"  inserted  after  the  word  **  latter." 

Sec.  4, 21st  line,  the  words  "  by  the  Standing  Committee, 
or''  were  stricken  out. 

Sec.  7,  1st  line,  the  words  "  clerical  members  of  the"  were 
inserted  before  the  words  "  Standing  Committee." 
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Same  sec.  6th  line,  the  words  "five days"  were  stricken  oi 
and  the  word  "  such"  inserted  after  the  word  "  party." 

Same  sec.  7th  line,  the  words  "  as  the  Bishop  shall  require 
were  inserted  after  the  word  "  deposition." 

The  whole  Canon  thus  amended  was  then  adopted. 

Canons  XIV,  XV  and  XVI,  were  stricken  out 

The  following  (to  be  numbered  Canon  XIV)  was  adoptc 
as  a  substitute  for  Canon  XVII: 

"  Comtnunicanis  who  neglect  to  receive  the  Lord's  Suppe 
to  be  suspended. 

Any  communicant  who  shall  neglect  for  twelve  montl 
successively  to  partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  having  oppo; 
tunity,  shall  be  admonished  by  the  Minister,  and  on  failure  1 
participate  when  occasion  again  offers,  shall  be  suspended." 

Tlie  following  (to  be  numbered  Canon  XV,)  was  then  pr< 
posed  and  adopted,  to-wit : 

"No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to  the  Canons, sha 
hereafter  be  considered  by  the  Convention  (unless  by  unan 
mous  consent)  without  at  least  one  day's  notice  thereof  i 
open  Convention ;  nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  I 
adopted  during  the  same  Convention,  if  two  thirds  of  tl 
votes  of  both  orders  shall  not  concur  therein,  but  in  such  cas 
the  same  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  until  the  next  annui 
meeting  of  llie  Convention." 

Canon  XVIII,  (to  be  numbered  Canon  XVI)  was  the 
adopted 

The  Canons  as  amended  were  then  finally  adopted. 

Rev  J.  H.  Morrison  presented  the  following  preamble  ar 
resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted.

On  motion,  Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  be  required 
have  five  hundred  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Conventit 
printed  for  distribution.

are  engaged ;  and  the  places  of  residence  of  such  as  are  not 
employed  in  either  of  the  ways  above  mentioned ;  specifying 
at  the  same 'time  who,  of  either  class,  are  Deacons:  but  no 
person,  while  suspejided  from  the  ministry,  shall  have  a  place 
on  such  list.  And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Conven- 
tion immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  and 
the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom.  The 
same  shall  be  appended  to  the  journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention  is  disputed,  it  shall  be  determined,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself, 
whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON  IX. 

OF   THE  TREASURER  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

The  Secretary  shall  be,  ex  officio,  Treasurer  of  the  Conven- 
tion, until  a  Treasurer  is  elected.  He  shall  forward,  in  due 
time,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Convention,  the  amount 
assessed  upon  the  Diocese  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the 
General  Convention. 

CANON  X. 

OF    RECEIVING   A  CLERGYMAN    INTO  A  PARISH. 

No  clergyman  shall  be  admitted  to  the  pastorsil  charge  of 
any  Parish,  unless  he  first  produce  to  the  Vestry  thereof,  a 
certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop, 
from  the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  has  presented  satisfac- 
tory testimonials  that  he  is  an  accredited  Minister  of  the 
Church,  in  good  standing. 
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CANON  XL 


OF   PARISH   REGISTERS  AKD   REPORTS. 


Sec.  1.  Every  Minister  shall  keep  a  registfr  of  all  the  bap- 
tisms, confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals  solemnized  by 
him,  or  in  his  Parish  by  any  other  Minister,  specifying  the 
names  and  times  of  birth  of  the  children  baptised,  together 
with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors;  the  names  of 
the  adults  baptised,  and  also  the  witnesses  of  the  baptism ;  the 
names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom ;  the  names  of  the 
persons  married  and  of  persons  buried,  and  also  the  times 
when  each  rite  and  sacrament  were  performed.  This  register 
BhaM  be  kept  in  a  book  to  be  proviaed  for  that  purpose,  and 
belonging  to  the  Vestery  in  each  Parish,  which  book  shall  be 
|Called  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  considered  as  a  part 
of  the  records  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  the  register  above  named,  the  Minis- 
ter of  each  Parish  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  communicants  and 
feunilies  within  Mb  cure,  specifying  the  time  when  the  former 
became  communicants  of  his  Parish,  and  whether  by  removal 
from  some  other  Parish,  or  otherwise. 

Sec  3.  Every  Minister  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
every  annual  Convention,  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
baptisms,  marriages,  funerals  and  confirmations,  within  his 
cure,  since  the  last  Convention— and  also  the  number  of  com- 
municants—specifying the  number  of  removals,  deaths,  and 
additions  from  other  Churches,  or  otherwise,  during  the  same 
time  :  and  also  of  the  number  of  pupils  and  teachers  con- 
nected with  the  Sunday  School,  and  of  all  contributions  for 
benevolent  objects,  by  subscription  or  public  collection :  to- 
gether with  a  concise  statement  of  whatever  other  matters 
may  be  important  in  showing  the  state  of  the  Parish. 

DEC.  4.  In  every  Parish  destitute  of  a  Minister,  the  register 
shall  be  kept  by  some  person  appointed  by  the  Vestry  for  that 
purpose ;  and  the  annual  parochial  reports  shall  be  presented 
or  forwarded  to  the  Bishop,  or  the  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion, if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Wardens  of  the  Parish. 

CANON  xn. 

OF  THE   DIVISION  OF   A  PARISH. 

When  any  portion  of  a  Parish  in  connexion  with  this 
Convention  shall  desire  to  be  separated  from  the  Parish  to 
which  they  belong,  and  to  be  erected  into  a  new  Parish,  they 
shall  first  secure  the  consent  of  the  Parish,  adopt  Articles  of 
Association,  and  apply  to  the  Convention  for  admission.  In 
case  the  Parish  should  not  consent  to  the  proposed  divisioni 
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the  portion  seeking  for  it  shall  make  known  the  fact  to  the 
Convention,  and  tne  Convention  shall  then  decide  upon  the 
expediency  of  separation. 

CANON  xni. 

TRIAL  OF  A  CLERGYMAN. 

Sec.  1.  In  order  to  bring  a  Clergyman  to  trial  before  an 

Ecclesiastical  Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made  in  the  first  place, 

to  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  in  writing, 

under  the  proper  signature  of  at  least  two  persons,  one  of  whom 

shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese.    And  if  the   Standing 

Committee  shall  deem  the  offence  charged,  as  coming  within 

the  offences  enumerated  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 

this  Diocese,  or  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that  it  ought 

to  be  presented,  they  shall  present  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  in 

the  following  form  : 

To  A.  B,;  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  (^  Alabama : 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  ijpBpectf ally  represent, 
that  C.  D.  has  been  accused  under  the  hand  of  E.  F.  iiA  G.  H,.  f  here  recite 
the  charjjre  or  charges ;]  and  the  Committee  are  of  o^nion  that  tnere  is  Bof- 
ficient  ground  for  presenting  the  said  C.  D.  for  trial,  agreeably  to  the  Canon 
in  such  case  made  and  provided. 

[Signed  by  the  Standing  Committee.] 

Sec.  2.  But  nothing  herein  contained,  shall  be  regarded  as 
interfering  with  the  duly  of  the  Bishop  to  institute  an  inquiry 
on  his  own  molioii,  according  to  the  37th  Canon  of  the  Gene- 
ral Convention. 

Sec.  3.  A  presentment  being  made,  the  Bishop  shall  com- 
municate the  same  to  the  accused,  by  furnishing  him  a  copy, 
and  shall  proceed  to  form  a  Court  for  liis  trial,  in  the  follow- 
ing manner  :  At  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the  Bishop, 
of  which  reasonable  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  accused, 
with  a  written  summons  to  attend,  the  names  of  all  the  Pres- 
byters entitled  to  scats  in  Convention  shall  be  placed  in  a  box, 
and  eight  names  shall  be  drawn  therefrom  by  some  person 
having  no  supposed  bias  in  the  case,  in  the  presence  of  the 
accused,  or  his  agent  appointed  in  writing,  or  if  neither  attend, 
in  presence  of  two  witnesses  chosen  by  the  Bishop :  A  list 
of  the  names  so  drawn  shall  be  made  as  they  are  called,  and 
a  copy  thereof  given  to  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place 
of  abode — from  which  list  he  shall  within  thirty  days,  select 
five  names  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop.  'Ihe  Pres- 
byters whose  names  are  reported  as  thus  selected,  shall  con- 
stitute the  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sec  4.  The  Court  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint,  and  shall  have  power  to  ad- 
journ from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place,  within  the 
Diocese.    If  it  fail  to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall

fstand  adjourned  to  the  next  day,  and  from  day' to  day,  for  the 
space  of  three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed ;  and  if  the 
whole  number  do  not  attend,  and  it  appears  probable  that  ^ 
full  attendance  cannot  be  had,  those  of  the*Court  who  may 
be  present,  being  not  less  than  three  (3,)  shall  proceed  to  trial. 
The  Court  shall  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary,  the  first 
firom  their  own  body,  and  the  latter  not  of  their  own  body; 
and  before  proceeding  to  trial,  shall  ordain  and  declare  the 
rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted.  It  shall  cause 
the  oral  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  written 
down  by  the  Secretary,  and,  along  with  the  depositions  and 
other  evidence  read  upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved ; 
and  shall  cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  its  proceedings.  Some 
oflScer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  may  be  called 
upon  by  the  council  to  administer  an  oath,  or  affirmation  to 
the  witnesses ;  and  the  trial  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by 
the  accused. 

Sec  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
of  the  Court  shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his 
usual  place  of  abode,  (if  he  be  not  found)  at  least  thirty  (30) 
days  before  such  meeting :  and  like  notice  shall  be  given  to 
the  Standing  Committee,  who  by  their  President,  or  someone 
whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that  office,  shall  collect 
and  present  the  evidence  in  support  of  the  accusation,  and 
otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution. 

Sec  6.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  pro- 
ceed to  trial  in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shewn,  may 
adjourn  the  trial  to  another  day ;  and  if  he  refuse,  or  decline 
to  appear,  the  Court  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contu- 
macy, who  thereupon,  shall  pass  upon  him  sentence  of  sus- 
pension from  the  Ministry ;  but  such  sentence  may  be  revised 
by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months, 
shall  report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and 
shall  appear  for  that  end,  before  the  Court;  and  if  he  do  not 
so  report  and  appear,  the  Bis$hop,  in  view  of  the  charges  in 
the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him  sentence  of  degrada- 
tion from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  or  the  accused,  to  the  Bishop,  setting 
forth  that  the  attendance  of  a  material  witness  cannot  be  had, 
he  shall  appoint  a  Clergyman  or  Layman,  as  a  Commissioner 
to  take  the  deposition  of  such  witness  ;  and  the  party  apply- 
ing shall  give  to  the  other  party  such  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  taking  the  deposition  as  the  Bishop  shall  require.  If 
the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given,  reside  more 
than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  tor  taking  the  depo- 
sition, an  additional'  day,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be  al- 


1 
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lowed  for  every  twenty  miles.  The  examination  shall  be  i 
writing,  and  signed  by  the  witness ;  and  the  deposition,  cc 
tified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  transmitted  under  seal,  to  tl 
Court. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Cou 
shall  declare,  in  a  writing,  to  be  signed  by  the  several  men 
bers,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charge 
contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  the 
find  the  accused  guihy,  or  not  guilty, ;  and  if  guilty,  sugge 
ting  what  sentence,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be  pronounce< 
They  shall  forward  the  decision,  together  with  the  evidenc 
and  the  record  of  the  proceedings,  to  the  Bishop ;  whereupoi 
the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  to  him  aj 
pear  proper,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  if,  in  tn 
opinion  of  the  Bishop,  the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new  tria 
he  shall  have  power  to  award  it ;  in  which  case  a  new  Com 
shall  be  convened,  before  which  the  proceedings  shall  be  coi 
ducted  as  before  provided. 

Sec.  9.  If  at  any  time  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  c 
the  charges,  the  Bishop,  (such  confession  being  made  to  hin 
or  being  certified  to  him  by  the  Court,)  shall  proceed  to  pas 
sentence ;  and  if,  when  put  upon  his  trial  before  the  Cour 
the  accused  shall  neither  admit,  nor  deny  the  charges,  he  sha 
be  regarded  as  pleading  not  guihy. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  th 
Convention,  at  its  next  session,  after  the  trial  of  a  Presbytei 
or  Deacon,  as  herein  provided,  the  finding  of  the  Court  'an( 
his  sentence  thereupon. 

CANON  XIV. 

COMMUNICANTS  UlIO  NEGLECT  TO  RECEIVE  THE  LORD's  SUPPER  TO  BE  1USFE5DEI 

Any  Communicant  who  shall  neglect  for  twelve  month 
successively  to  partake  of  the  Lord's  Sapper,  having  oppor 
tunity,  shall  be  admonished  by  the  Minister,  and  on  failure  t( 
participate  when  occasion  again  offers,  shall  be  suspended 

CANON  XV. 

ALTERATIONS   OF   THE  CANONS  AND  ADDITIONS   THERETO. 

No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  Canons  shal 
hereafter  be  considered  by  the  Convention  (unless  by  unani 
mous  consent)  without  at  least  one  day's  notice  thereof  ir 
open  Convention ;  nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  b« 
adopted  during  the  same  Convention,  if  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
of  both  orders  shall  not  concur  therein,  but  in  such  case  the 
same  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  until  the  next  annua 
meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XVL 

All  former  Canons  are  hereby  repealed.

St.  John's  Church,  Montgomery,  ) 

May  8th,  1851.   J 

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  thd 
'Twentieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  Divine 
Bervioe  commenced  about  the  usual  hour.  Morning  prayer  was 
read  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  Johnson,  the  Lessons  by  the  Rev.  N.  P. 
Knapp,  and  the  Communion  Service  by  the  Right  Reverend  Bish^ 
Op  of  the  Diocese — The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  W.J. 
Ellis,  from  Acts,  2d  chapter,  47th  verse,  ''^And  the  Lord  culded  to 
the  Church  daily  such  as  should  be  saved,^^ 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop  to  the 
Clergy  and  many  of  the  Laity,  assisted  in  the  distribution  of  the 
elements,  by  the  Rev.  N.  P.  Knapp. 

After  the  benediction,  the  Convention  was  crtlled  to  order  by 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  N.  H.  Cobbs,  D.  D.  The  Secretary  being  ab- 
sent, A.  Bennkrs  was  elected  Secretary  pro  tempore.  The  Bishop 
then  presented  the  list  of  Clergy,  canonically  connected  with  thd 
Diocese :

The  above  report  extends  from  the  first  of  January,  the  time  at  which  I  became 
the  Rector  of  the  Church,  to  the  second  Sunday  after  Easter.  Divine  service  has 
been  celebrated  twice  on  every  Sunday,  except  one,  when  the  sickness  of  the 
Rector  prevented.  It  has  been  celebrated  also  on  every  Wednesday  and  Friday, 
and  all  the  Holy  days.  Of  the  Communion  ofterings,  ($267  80)  $13  were  sent  to 
the  Board  of  Missions,  and  $6  45  were  taken  up  as  the  Christmas  collection 
towards  the  Bishop's  fund ;  a  collection  that  had  been  omitted  on  Christmas  day ; 
and  $18  were  disposed  of  in  charity.  The  remainder  ^oes  towards  the  Rector's 
■alary,  which  bein^  thus  raised,  without  any  further  call  on  the  Congregation,  the 
■eats  in  the  Church  are  all  free.  'J'he  further  collection  reported  ($^)  was  mado 
without  the  Rector's  knowledge,  and  handed  over  to  him,  to  defray  his  expenses 
incurred  by  coming  to  the  Convention. 

Since  I  took  the  charge  of  the  parish,  the  Chapel  that  I  found  in  progress  for  the 
colored  congregation,  has  been  completed  ;  and  the  8er\'ice  is  very  well  attended. 
On  such  days  as  I  can  have  my  place  at  the  Church  supplied  in  the  evening,  I  per- 
fDrm  the  service  at  the  Chapel.  On  other  Sundays  the  service  and  a  sermon  are 
read  there  by  a  gentleman  who  officiates  as  lay-reader. 

The  Sunday  School  is  barely  kept  up.  In  the  afternoon  of  every  communion 
Sunday  the  children  arc  publicly  catechised  before  the  congregation.

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  Canon  I  have  to  report  that, 
having  officiated  as  Assistant  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa,  until  last 
Christmas,  I  have  since  that  time  read  service  25  times  and  preached  16  times  in 
Mobile,  and  read  serYice  21  times  and  preached  17  times  in  other  places  within  the 
Diocese.

This  Parish  embraces  the  villages  of  Livingston.  Gainesville  and  Sumterville,  each 
of  which  presents  many  encouragcmentB,  with  few.  If  any,  barriers  to  ministeiial 
usefulness. 

In  Livingston,  by  the  assistance  of  a  Lay-reader,  who  is  now  also  a  candidate 
for  Holy  Orders,  regular  services  are  maintained  every  Sunday  in  the  month. 
The  ladies  in  this  place  have  procured  funds  sufficient  to  put  the  Church  building 
in  complete  and  beautiful  order.  Several  attempts  have  been  made  to  instruct  the 
negroes ;  but,  owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  their  attendance  at  Church,  it  was 
thought  more  expedient  not  to  have  services  expressly  for  their  benefit ;  and  expe- 
rience has  shown  that  for  the  present  the  time  can  be  better  employed. 

In  Sumterville  we  expect  to  commence  regular  services  immediately  after  Con- 
vention. 

In  Gainesville  we  are  kindly  permitted  to  occupy  the  Methodist  Church  the 
third  Sunday  in  every  month.     The  congregations  arc  generally  good  and  attentive. 

Although  the  Providence  of  God  has  taken  away  some  members  of  our  comma- 
nion  since  the  la.si  report  was  made  :  though  others  have  sought  them  new  homes 
farther  west ;  though  some  through  conscientious  scruples,  while  they  retain  their 
attachment  to  the  church  and  wait  upon  its  ordinary  ministrations,  abstain  from 
the  tabic  ofilie  Lord;  still  the  Rector  is  able  to  re|)ort  favorably  of  its  spiritual 
condition  :  and  in  view  of  the  prospect  before  him,  he  can  only  ask,  **who  is  suffi- 
cient lor  these  things  ?"

BISHOP'S    ADDRESS. 

In  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  the  Canon  1  herewith  lay  before  the  Con- 
rention  a  Record  of  my  official  arts  durinf^  the  past  year,  together  with  a  few  brief 
remarks  which  I  would  respectfully  submit  to  the  consideration  of  the  members  of 
the  Church. 

At  the  close  of  the  Convention  in  Greensboro',  I  prearhed  in  that  town  and  con- 
firmed eleven  persons. 

Sunday  after  Ascension. — Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa. 

Whitsunday. — Officiated  in  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa. 

Trinity  Sunday.— Visited  Crawford,  preaclied,  and  confirmed  one  person.  At 
thi^  place,  and  also  at  Salem,  Wcstpoint  and  I^fayette,  there  are  materials  for  the 
Church,  if  a  Minister  could  be  had  to  operate  upon  thom.  I  regret  to  state  that  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Scull,  who  was  laboring  in  this  [>art  of  the  Diocese  has  felt  himself  con* 
■trained  to  remove  to  Jx>uisiana. 

May  2Sth  and  29th."-Preachcd  in  St.  John*s  in  the  Wilderness,  and  ordained  to 
the  Priesthootl,  the  Rev.  G.  F.  Cushman.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  Wm.  ScdU,  and  the  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  J.  11.  Morrison.  The 
Rev.  J.  II.  Ticknor  was  also  present  and  a.Hiiisted  in  the  scr\'ice8.  At  night  I 
preached  to  a  large  congregation  of  negroes,  assembled  in  a  Cha})el  built  for  their 
uce  on  one  of  the  Plantations.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Cushiiian  devotes  a  certain  portion 
of  his  time  specially  to  this  class  of  persons,  and  is  not  only  interested  but  encou- 
raged in  his  e (Torts. 

June  1st. — Visited  Clayton,  the  Court  House  village  of  Barbour  county,  and 
preached. 

First  Sunday  after  Trinity.— Visited  Eufaula,  preached  several  times,  baptized 
thirteen  children,  and  confirmed  eight  persons.  I  found  the  prospects  of  the  Church 
Tery  much  improved  in  this  town,  and  that  efforts  had  \*ccn  made  for  the  erection 
of  a  House  of  Worship,  which  is  at  this  time  in  the  process  of  construction,  and 
Which  will  probably  be  consecrated  during  the  present  year. 

June  7th. — Visited  Mt.  Meigs,  and  preached. 

Second  Sunday  after  Trinity.— Visited  Montgomery,  preached  several  times  and 
confirmed  three  persons. 

Third  Sunday  after  Trinity.— Officiated  in  Tusikaloosa  in  the  morning  and  af- 
ternoon. When  in  Tuskaloosa  I  uniformly  attended  the  weekday  services  held  in 
the  Church  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  and  on  the  Saint's  Days. 

Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity.— Olficiat«'d  in  Tuskaloosa. 

Fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity.— Preached  in  Tuskaloosa  and  baptised  an  adult. 
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Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity. — Preached  in  Tuskaloosa  and  baptised  an  infiitit. 

Seventh  and  eighth  Sundays  after  Trinity. — Preached  in  Tuskalooea. 

Ninth  Sunday  after  Trinity. — Officiated  in  Toskaloosa— baptised  an  infant  and 
tonfirmed  three  persons.  , 

Tenth  Sunday  after  Trinity. — Preached  in  Tuskaloosa. 

Eleventh  Sunday  after  Trinity. — Officiated  in  Tu»kaloofia.  I  would  here  remarki 
that  whilst  I  remained  at  home  in  Tuskaloosa,  1  lectured  in  the  afternoon  of  each 
Sunday,  On  the  prayer  hook,  or  in  other  words,  on  th*;  doctrine,  discipline  and  wor- 
ship of  the  church.  These  lectures  seemed  tu  be  generally  interesting  to  the  con- 
gregation, and  1  am  fersiiaded  were  useful,  in  diflbsing  among  the  members  a  bet* 
ter  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  the  church.  I  would  therefore  recommend  to 
the  clergy  of  the  Diocese — that  on  the  afternoon  of  each  Sunday,  instead  of  prea- 
ching a  sermon,  they  should  lecture  on  the  prayer  book  and  catechise  the  children. 
In  this  way,  they  would  not  only  interest  their  congregations,  but  they  would  far- 
hi»h  that  kind  of  information  which  is  greatly  needed.  If  we  wish  the  church  to 
have  a  healthy  and  permanent  growth,  and  would  place  around  herefiectuai  bam- 
ers  against  heresy  and  schism,  we  must  teach  her  members  to  know,  to  understand, 
to  respect  and  to  venerate  her  claims,  her  doctrine,  her  discipline,  her  worship  and 
her  authority.  It  is  melancholy  to  reflect  on  the  multitude  of  families  in  the  Soadi- 
west  which  have  been  lost  to  the  church  for  the  want  of  having  been  duly  indoc* 
trinated  in  the  principles  of  her  faith  and  worship.  I  would  earnestly  pren  this 
subject  on  the  attention  of  the  clergy,  as  one  worthy  of  their  moat  aenoils  and 
solemn  consideration. 

September  IGth.— Preached  in  Jonesborough,  and  in  the  evening  of  the  same 
day,  at  Ely  ton,  and  also  baptised  an  adult  and  five  children.  In  this  place  there 
is  now  a  good  opening  for  the  church,  and  I  trust  that  seen  we  shall  have  a  minis- 
ter regularly  officiating  there  and  in  the  surrounding  country. 

September  21st  and  22d. — Visited  IIunti»villc— preached  several  times — instita* 
ted  the  Rev.  II.  C.  Lay,  as  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  and  confirmed 
eleven  i)erfons.  Among  other  evidences  of  the  prosperity  of  this  Parish,  I  wai 
gratified  to  learn  that  a  comfortable  Rectory  had  been  bought.  I  regard  it  as  a 
matter  of  great  importance,  that  in  every  Parish  a  comfortable  and  fixed  home 
should  be  provided  for  the  minister,  and  I  am  persuaded  that  with  a  little  effort, 
such  provision  could  easily  be  made  by  most  of  the  congregations  of  the  Diocese. 

September  24. — Visited  the  Columbia  Female  Institute,  Tennessee,  and  preached 
at  night  to  the  large  and  interesting  fan'ily  of  Teachers  and  Pupils  belonging  to  that 
flourishing  Institution.  It  was  an  occasion  of  peculiar  and  gratifying  interest  to 
tnc.  As  I  looked  around  on  that  household  of  more  than  one  hundred  young  Ladies 
and  contemplated  the  vast  amount  of  moral  power  which,  in  after  life,  they  must 
necessarily  exert  in  their  respective  fields  of  influence,  I  never  felt  a  deeper  sense 
of  the  solemn  responsibility  that  rests  upon  us  to  have  our  children  duly  instructed 
in  the  doctrine  of  Christ  and  his  Church. 

October  2d. — Attended  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  in  Cincinnati, 
and  was  present  at  most  of  the  sessions  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  also  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  During  this  visit  I  preached  three  tithes.  It 
was  gratifying  to  see  the  general  attendance  of  the  Delegates  from  the  different 
Dioceses,  and  particularly  to  witness  the  unanimity  and  good  feeling  that  charac- 
terised most  of  the  deliberations  of  tins  highest  legislative  Council  of  the  Church. 
I  think  that  I  am  not  mistaken  in  saying  that  the  members  of  that  body  returned  to 
their  respective  homes  with  heightened  regard  an«l  nfleetion  one  for  another,  and 
witli  increased  eonfidence  in  the  snuntlness,  exeelleney  and  future  growth  and 
prosperity  of  the  Church. 
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October  27th.— On  my  way  front  the  General  Convention,  agaiil  visited  Htints- 
ville,  preached  teveml  times  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

October  29th. — Preached  in  the  county  of  Limestone,  on  my  way  to  Tuscumbia. 

October  30th. — Visited  Decatur  ond  preached.  Here  we  have  a  few  attached 
friendiiy  and  if  the  regular  services  of  the  church  could  be  kept  up,  I  doubt  not  but 
that  a  congregation  could  be  established. 

October  3l8t. — Preached  at  night  in  the  town  of  Courtland. 

November  Ist. — Preached  in  Tuscumbia. 

November  2d.— Preached  in  Florence.  November  3d. — Preached  again  in 
Florence  and  baptized  an  infant.  In  the  afternoon  uf  the  same  day,  preached  in 
Tuscumbia,  baptized  an  adult  and  an  infant,  and  confirmed  two  persons.  In  this 
town  efforts  are  making  for  the  building  of  a  Church. 

Tweniy-fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity.— Preached  in  Tunkaloosa. 

Twenty-fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity. — Preached  in  Tuskaloosa. 

November  2l8t. — Passed  through  Greensboro'  and  preached  at  night.  I  found 
the  Rev.  J.  M.  Banister  about  to  enter  on  the  duties  of  Rector  of  the  Parish  in 
consequence  of  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Marbury,  on  account  of  bad 
health.  Mr.  Marbury  had  been  a  most  active,  energetic,  faithful  and  useAil 
Minister,  and  the  suspension  uf  his  labors  by  sicknet^  is  a  lieavy  loxs  to  the  Dio- 
cese. Having  been  long  and  intimately  known  to  me,  he  has  shared  largely  in 
my  respect  and  confidence. 

Twenty-sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity.— Preached  in  Prairieville  in  the  morning » 
and  in  Demopolis  at  night.  In  this  town  a  Church  is  being  built,  and  will  proba- 
bly be  completed  during  the  prei>ent  year. 

November  27th.— Preached  in  Woodville  and  confirmed  two  persons.  I  was 
gratified  to  find  that  arrangements  had  been  made  for  the  speedy  erection  of  a 
Rectory  in  this  Parish. 

November  29th.— Visited  Cahawba  and  preached.  In  consequence  of  the  remo- 
val of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ellis  to  Eufaula,  this  place  is  now  vacant.  I  know  of  but  few 
portions  of  the  Diocese  in  whicli  there  is  a  better  field  for  building  up  the  Church. 

Advent  Sunday.— Preached  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Lowndes  county,  and  con- 
firmed one  person. 

December  2d.— Preached  again  in  Cahawba  and  confirmed  oiie  person. 

Second  Sunday  in  Advent.— Preached  in  Christ  Church,  TUskaloosa. 

Third  Sunday  in  Advent. — Preached  in  Tuskaloosa  and  confirmed  two  perions. 

Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent. — Preached  in  Tuskaloosa;  and  also  on  Christmas,  at 
which  time  I  relinquished  the  pastoral  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa,  to 
the  Rev.  Wm.  Johnson,  who,  much  to  my  gratification,  has  returned  to  tliis  Dio- 
ceee  from  Georgia.  Mr.  Johnson  has  entered  on  his  ofllce  with  the  most  encourag- 
ing protpecu  of  usefulness. 

Second  Sunday  after  Christmas.— Visited  Eotaw,  preached  twice  and  confirmed 
two  persons. 

January  25.— Visited  Mobile,  preached  twice  in  Christ  Church  and  once  in 
Trinity ;  also  confirmed  a  sick  lady  in  her  chamber. 

February  7th. — Visited  Marion,  confirmed  one  white  perNon  and  one  colored  one. 

Fifth  Sunday  alter  Epiplmny. — Visited  Selma,  preached  twice  and  confirmed 
five  persons.  In  this  Parish,  the  Rev.  M.  F.  Maury  has  been  ofilciatiiig  for  seve- 
ral months,  and  I  am  happy  to  learn  has  recently  consented  to  take  charge  of  it, 
ae  Rector.  The  Parish  presents,  at  tliis  time,  a  very  promising  field  for  the  growth 
of  the  Church. 
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Feb'nuiry  13th>»Preac1ied  at  Mt.  Meigs,  and  confirmed  one  penott. 

February  13th. — Visited  Auburn,  but  held  no  service  in  consequence  of  the  raitt; 

Septuagesima  Sunday.— Went  to  8t  John's  in  the  Wilderness,  in  which  I 
preached  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  aAemoon  preached  to  a  congregation  of  co- 
lored people,  in  a  Chapel  on  a  neighboring  plantation,  to  a  number  of  whom  I  also 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord*8  Supper.  At  night  I  confirmed  in  privato 
a  young  lady  who  was  in  delicate  health. 

February  19th. — Again  visited  Auburn — preached.  Here  we  have  a  Church  in 
progress  of  erection,  and  a  good  prospect  of  establishing  a  congregation. 

Sexuagesima  Sunday. — Visited  Montgomery,  preached  three  times,  and  cod« 
firmed  two  persons. 

February  25th. — Passed  through  Selma  and  preached  at  night 

Quinquagesima  Sunday. — Visited  Greensboro*,  preached  four  times,  adminis' 
tered  the  communion  and  catechised  the  children. 

First  Sunday  in  Lent. — Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa,  and  confinJDed 
two  persons. 

Second  Sunday  in  Lent. — Visited  Elyton,  preached  twice  and  confirmed  three 
persons. 

Third  Sunday  in  Lent. — Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa. 

Fourth  Sunday  in  Lent. — Visited  Mobile  a  second  time — preached  twice:  in 
Christ  Church  in  the  forenoon  and  confirmed  fourteen  persons,  and  also  baptized 
two  children  ;  in  the  afternoon  preached  in  Trinity  Church  and  confirmed  liMir- 
teen  persons. 

Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent. — Preached  in  St.  John's  in  the  Prairies,  and  confiimed 
one  person.  I  have  good  hope  of  seeing  this  Parish  revived  and  placed  in  a  floo- 
rishing  condition. 

Sunday  before  Easter. — Spent  this  day  in  Tuskaloosa  and  but  for  indispositioD 
would  have  conKCcrated  St.  Philip's  Chapel.  ThiH  Chapel  is  a  neat,  comfortable 
building  erected  for  the  colored  congregation,  and  in  which  it  is  intended  that  re- 
gular services  shall  be  held  for  their  benefit.  And  here  I  would  remark  how  much 
gratified  I  have  been  at  the  increasing  interest  manifested  in  the  religious  instruc' 
tion  of  the  negroes.  Wherever  the  experiment  is  fairly  made,  it  will  be  found  that 
tlio  services  of  the  Church  are  eminently  adapted  to  their  edification — furnishing 
in  the  I/essons — and  Creeds — and  Commandments — and  Chants — just  the  kind  of 
elementary  instruction  needed  by  that  class  of  people. 

Good  Friday. — Visited  Greensboro'  and  preached.  Was  much  pleased  t6  see 
the  Lent  services  of  the  Church  so  well  attended  in  this  Parish. 

Easter  Even.— Visited  Woodville  and  preached. 

Easter  Day. — Preached  in  St.  Michael's,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper, 
being  assisted  by  the  Hector.  In  the  afternoon  preached  to  a  colored  congregation. 
In  this  Parish  there  is  a  great  deal  of  attention  paid  to  the  religious  instruction  of 
the  negroes,  especially  of  the  young,  not  only  on  the  part  of  the  Rector,  but  of  a 
number  of  Ladies,  who  have  large  cla.«(se8  of  catechumens.  In  this  Parish  a  new 
Church  will  be  built  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

Easter  Tuesday. — Preached  in  St.  David's,  Dallas  county,  and  on  the  next  day 
preached  in  the  same  Church  to  a  congregation  of  colored  people  and  confirmed  an 
aged  servant.  In  this  Parish  also,  regular  services  are  held  for  the  benefit  of  the 
negroes. 

April  2Gth. — Visited  Carlowvillc,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

First  Sunday  after  Easter.— Preached  in  St.  Peter's,  Lowndes  county,  and  con- 
firmed one  person. 
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Id  the  afternoon  of  the  tame  day,  I  rode  to  Selma,  baptized  an  adult  and  an  in* 
fiuit,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person.  On  the  neit  day  baptized  one  other 
»dult. 

April  29. — Visited  an  afflicied  lady  in  the  country  and  baptized  her  five  children. 

Second  Sunday  after  Easter. — Visited  Wetumpka  and  preached.  As  the  pros- 
pects of  this  town  are  brightening,  I  trust  yet  to  see  something  done  there  towards 
the  establishing  of  a  congregation. 

Such  is  a  brief  statement  of  my  labors  and  journeyings  during  the  past  year ; 
and  in  the  retrospect  I  would  here  offer  my  humble  thanks  to  Almighty  God,  by 
whose  gracions  Providence  I  have  been  protected  by  land  and  by  water,  and  have 
been  blessed  with  more  than  an  ordinary  degree  of  health  and  s^ngth. 

The  changes  that  have  occurred  among  the  Clergy  are  as  follows,  viz :  the  Rev. 
R.  6.  Hays  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana ;  the  Rev.  Wm.  Scull 
to  the  same  Diocese,  and  the  Rev.  D.  D.  Flower  to  the  Diocese  of  Texas. 

The  Rev.  Edwin  W.  Murray  has  been  received  from  the  Diocese  of  Maine,  and 
is  settled  in  Eutaw.  The  Rev.  William  Johnson  has  been  received  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  South  Carolina,  and  is  settled  in  Tuskaloosa.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Cushman  has 
resigned  the  station  at  Eufaula,  and  is  ofHciating  at  Auburn  and  St.  John's  in  the 
Wilderness.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Ellis  has  resigned  the  station  at  Cahawba,  and 
preaches  in  Eufaula.  The  Rev.  J.  S.  Marbury  has  resigned  the  Parish  of  Greens- 
boro' from  ill  health.  The  Rev.  J.  M.  Banister  has  left  Demopolis  and  taken 
charge  of  the  Parish  at  Greensboro*.  The  Rev.  J.  H.  Ticknor  has  taken  the  mis- 
sionary station  of  Livingston  and  Gainesville.  The  Rev.  J.  B.  T.  Smith  has  re* 
signed  the  missionary  station  of  Florence,  and  is  settled  in  Tuscumbia.  The  Rev. 
J.  M.  Mitchell,  having  left  Tuskaloosa,  has  taken  charge  of  the  Parish  of  St.  John's 
in  the  Prairies ;  and  the  Rev.  M.  F.  Maury,  though  not  yet  canonically  transferred 
to  the  Diocese,  has  accepted  a  call  to  the  Church  in  Selma. 

The  Female  Diocesan  School  in  Tuskaloosa,  has  been  opened  under  the  care  of 
the  Rev.  Wm.  Johnson,  who  to  ripeness  of  scholarship  has  added  experience  in 
teaching.  This  School  I  would  confidently  recommend  as  worthy  of  patronage, 
as  one  in  which  our  daughters  can  be  well  taught  in  their  literary  studies,  and 
thoroughly  instructed  in  the  doctrines,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Church.  As 
the  patronage  of  the  School  may  increase,  the  number  of  Teachers  will  be  enlar- 
jged,  so  as  to  furnish  the  means  of  an  extensive  and  varied  education.  It  has  often 
been  a  source  of  regret  and  mortification  that  Churchmen  in  the  Diocese  should  be 
sending  their  children  to  schools  of  very  doubtful  claims,  and  expose  them  to  the 
fearful  influences  of  heresy  and  schism,  when  they  might,  at  much  less  expense, 
build  up  schools  in  which  instruction  could  be  furnished  in  harmony  with  the  doc- 
trines of  the  Church.  That  education  which  tends  to  withdraw  our  children  from 
the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,  is  attended  with  a  sacrifice  for  which  no 
mere  literary  advantages  or  accomplishment  can  in  any  degree  compensate  :  a  sa- 
crifice which  we  think  no  Christian  parent  ought  to  make,  who  duly  regards  his 
responsibility  to  his  child,  to  his  Church,  and  to  his  God.

From  Bi- 
shop Elliott,  notice  of  the  deposition  of  Gardiner  Jones.  From  Bishop  Potter,  no- 
tice of  the  displacement  of  J.  J.  Kerr. 

I  would  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  the  members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese, 
the  "  Chijrch  Review,"  published  in  Nc>v-Haven,  Conn.    Tt  is  a  publication  co«- 
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ducted  with  great  ability  and  of  nound  ronse rvative  principles,  and  one  that  I 

•hould  be  gratified  to  tee  ctrculaied  throogliout  the  \%'Iiole  extent  of  the  Diocete. 

I  hod  intended  to  make  some  rcmarki  nn  ponie  Rubjerts  that  are  now  exciting  a 

veiy  deep  interest  in  the  Church,  both  in  England  and  the  United  States:  bat  in  a 

recent  Address  of  the  DiKhnpfi  of  England,  to  their  rcfspcctive  Dioceses,  I  find  what 

I  might  wish  to  tay  much  better  and  more  strongly  pet  forth  than  I  could  hope 

to  do.    I  shall  thercfi)re  ciuoiu  that  Address,  and  commend  its  weighty  and  soleimi 

councils  to  the  profound  respect  to  which  a  document  emanating  from  inch  a  source 

is  so  justly  entitled.

*'  Beloved  Brethren — We  have  viewed  with  the  deepest  anxiety  the  troubles,  stif- 
picions,  and  discontents  which  have  of  late,  in  some  parishes,  accompanied  the  in- 
troduction of  ritual  observances,  exceeding  tliose  in  common  use  amongst  us. 

*' We  long  indulged  the  hope  that,  under  the  influence  of  charity,  forbearance, 
a  nd  a  calm  estimate  of  the  small  importance  of  such  external  forms,  compared  with 
the  blessing  of  united  action  in  the  great  spiritual  work  which  is  before  our  Church, 
these  heats  and  jealousies  might  by  mutual  concessions  be  allayed.  But  since  the 
evil  still  exists,  and  in  one  most  important  feature  has  assumed  a  new  and  more 
dangerous  character,  we  feel  that  it  in  our  duly  to  try  whether  nn  earnest  and  uni- 
ted address  on  our  part  may  tend,  under  the  blcMsing  of  God,  to  promote  the  resto- 
ration of  peace  and  harmony  in  the  Church. 

**Thc  principal  point  in  dispute  is  this — whether,  where  the  letter  of  the  rubric 
seems  to  warrant  a  mea«ure  of  ritual  observance,  which  yet,  by  long,  and  possibly 
by  unbroken  practice,  has  not  been  carried  out ;  the  clergy  are  either  in  conscience 
required,  or  abHolutcly  at  liberty  to  act  each  upon  his  own  view  of  the  letter  of  the 
precept,  rather  tlian  by  the  rule  of  common  practice.  Now,  as  to  this  nuestion, 
we  would  urge  upon  you  the  following  considerations  :  First,  that  any  change  of 
usages  with  which  the  religious  feelings  of  a  congregation  have  become  associated, 
is  in  itself  so  likely  to  do  harm,  that  it  is  not  to  be  iniroiiuced  without  the  greatest 
caution;  secondly,  that  beyond  this,  any  change  which  makes  it  difticult  for  the 
congregation  at  large  to  join  in  the  service,  is  still  more  to  be  avoided  ;  thirdly, 
that  any  change  which  suggests  the  fear  of  still  further  alterations  is  most  injuri- 
ous; and  fourilily,  that  according  to  the  rule  laid  down  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  where  anything  is  doubted  or  divereely  taken  'concerning  the  manner  how 
to  understand,  do,  and  execute  the  things  contained  in  that  book,  the  parties  that 
so  doubt,  or  diversely  take  anything,  shall  always  resort  to  the  l^shop  of  the  Dio- 
cese, who,  by  his  discretion,  shall  take  order  for  the  quieting  and  appeasing  of  the 
same,  so  that  the  same  order  be  not  contrary  to  anything  contained  in  that  book.* 

"The  fair  application  of  these  principles,  would  we  believe,  solve  most  of  the 
difficulties  which  have  arisen.  It  would  prevent  all  sudden  and  startling  altera- 
tions; and  it  would  facilitate  the  reception  of  any  change  which  was  really  lawful 
and  desirable.  We  would,  therefore,  first,  urge  upon  our  reverend  brethren,  with 
affectionate  earnestness,  the  adoption  of  such  a  rule  of  conduct.  We  would  be- 
seech all  wlio,  whether  by  excess  or  defect,  liavt*  broken  in  upon  the  uniformity, 
and  contributed  to  relax  the  authority  of  our  ritual  observances,  to  consider  the 
impr>riance  of  miiiy  and  order, and,  by  common  consent,  to  avoid  whatever  might 
tend  to  violate  them.  In  recommending  this  coutKe,  as  the  best  under  present  cir- 
cumstances, we  do  not  shut  oureyes^  to  the  evil  of  even  the  appearance  of  any  dit- 
prepancy  existing  between  the  written  law  and  the  practice  of  the  Church.     Bm 
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there  tre  many  canet  where  the  law  maybe  variounly  interprctod ;  and  we  believe 
that  wo  am  beat  rarryinf?  out  her  own  pHnciplen  in  urging  yuu  to  Imvo  rocoufKc, 
in  all  »uch  ca^CHyto  the  advice  of  her  cluci' pastors. 

"But  beyond  mere  attempts  to  restore  unusuol  strictncHH  of  ritual  observance  wp 
have  to  deal  with  a  dintinct  and  ncrioun  evil.  A  principle  has  of  late  been  avowed 
and  acted  on,  which,  if  admitted,  would  justify  mr  frreater  and  more  uncertain 
changes,  h  is  this — that  as  the  churdi  of  F^n^land  iH  the  ancitnt  Catholic  Church 
settled  in  this  land  before  the  Reformnlion,  and  wan  ilien  reformed  only  by  the 
ranting  away  of  certain  strictly  defined  corruptionn ;  therefore,  wliatcvcr  form  or 
usage  existed  in  the  Church  before  it?<  reformation  may  now  be  freely  introduced 
and  observed,  imiess  there  can  be  allcdgcd  against  it  the  distinct  letter  of  some 
formal  prohibition. 

"Now,  against  any  such  inference  from  the  undoubted  identity  of  the  Church 
before  and  after  the  Reformation,  we  feel  hound  to  enter  r»ur  clear  and  unheK-itating 
protest.  We  believe  thot  at  the  Reformation,  the  KngliKh  Church  not  only  rejected 
certain  corruptions,  but  alno,  without  in  any  dcjoree  severing  her  connection  with 
the  ancient  Catholic  Church,  int^^ndcd  to  establish  one  uniform  ritual,  according  to 
which  her  public  services  should  be  conducted.  But  it  is  manifest  that  alicense  such 
aa  is  contended  for  is  wholly  incompatible  with  any  uniformity  of  wortihip  what- 
Foeirer,  and  at  variance  with  the  universal  practice  of  the  (^atliolic  Church,  which 
has  never  given  to  the  officiating  ministers  of  separate  congregations  any  kuch 
large  discretion  in  the  selection  of  ritual  observances. 

•*We  therefore  beseech  any  who  may  have  proposed  to  themselves  the  restoration 
of  what,  under  sanction  of  this  principle,  they  deemed  a  lawful  system,  to  consider 
the  dangers  which  it  involves ;  to  see  it  in  its  true  light,  and  to  take  a  more  just 
and  sober  view  of  the  real  t)osition  of  our  Church  ;  whilst  with  equal  earnestness, 
we  beseech  others,  who,  eiilier  by  intentional  omission  or  by  neglect  or  laxity,  may 
have  disturbed  the  uniformity  and  weakened  the  authority  of  our  prescribed  ritual, 
to  strengthen  the  side  of  order  by  avoiding  all  unnecessary  deviations  from  the 
Churches  rule. 

"Such  harmony  of  oction,  we  are  persuaded  would,  under  God's  blessing,  go  far 
towards  restoring  the  peace  of  the  Church.  This  happy  result  would  more  clearly 
cthibft  her  spiritual  character.  The  mutual  relaiioiiH  of  her  various  meml)erN 
wnald  be  more  distinctly  perceived:  and  our  lay  brethren  would  more  readily 
acknowledge  the  special  trujit  committed  to  us  as  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  (»o<f, 
'for  the  edi/>*ing  01  the  bodv  of  Christ.'  They  would  join  with  us  in  asserting, 
and,  if  need  be.  defending  n)r  thcmKelves,asmuch  as  for  uw,the  true  K|)iriiual  free- 
dom of  the  Church  They  vvojihl  unite  with  us  in  a  more  trustful  spirit,  and 
therefore  with  a  more  ready  will,  in  enlarging  her  means  and  strengthening  her 
powers  for  the  great  work  she  hns  to  do  among  the  swarming  multitudes  of  our 
great  towns  at  home  and  of  onr  vast  dominions  abroad  :  and  that  Church  which 
haasolong  received  from  the  hands  of  (iod  such  unequalled  blesvincs  might  con- 
tinue to  be — yea,  and  become  more  and  more,  'a  praise  in  the  earth, 

In  connection  with  the  above  Address  I  would  remark  that  as  there  are  now  se- 
veral Churches  in  the  Diocese  in  the  process  of  erection,  and  as,  in  the  progress  of 
time,  many  more  will  necessarily  \w  built,  I  would  respectfully,  but  earnestly, 
warn  Ministers  and  Congr(>gations  against  any  important  innovations  iii  the  struc- 
ture and  armngcmcnt  u(  Cliurches  and  Chancels,  and  agoinfit  giving  too  much  pro- 
minence and  imporrance  to  symbolical  architecture,  and  especially  that  they  would 
not  mistake  the  teachings  and  uiiages  of  the  dark  and  superstitious  medieval  ages 
for  the  faith  and  practice  of  primitive  and  apostolic  times.  Here  we  think  is  the 
starting  point  from  wliich  many  (>crsons,  under  the  guidance  of  a  ''dim  religious 
light,"  are  grndually  conducted  downward  into  heresy  and  schism.  We  would, 
therefore,  in  the  wuy  of  timely  and  solemn  warning,  advise  that  there  be  no  set 
ting  aside  of  the  Pulpit  and  Reading  Desk — no  disproportionate  nor  superfluous  en- 
largement of  the  Chancel — no  undue  elevation  nor  fanciful  decoration  of  the  Com- 
munion Table,  or  Altar — no  shifiing  of  drapery  and  pamphernalia  on  the  great 
Festivals  and  Fast  days — no  overloading  the  walls  with  symbols  and  ornaments  of 
very  doubtful  propriety,  and  perchance  of  pagan  origin— no  needless  departure 
from  long  established  usage,  either  in  the  dress  that  is  worn  or  in  the  postures  that 
are  used,  or  in  the  ploce  where  the  service  is  performed.    And  particularly  in  the

fidminUtration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  let  the  Rubrics  be  carefully  obeyed,  acoording 
to  their  obvious  cominon  sense  interpretation ;  and  whilst  the  feelingB  of  solemnity, 
and  devotion,  and  reverence,  should  be  earnestly  and  prayerfully  cultivated  and 
cherished,  let  there  be  no  constrained  sancUnumiousness,  no  formal  nor  studied 
exhibition  of  veneration :  in  a  word,  let  there  be  nothing  to  indicate,  either  by 
word  or  posture,  any  approximation  to  the  puperstitious  and  idolatrous  doctrine  of 
Transubstantiatiun.  These  thing!*,  it  is  true,  may  seem  to  be  but  smalt  matters,  and 
as  such  to  be  treated  with  indifference,  as  involving  no  principle :  so  I  long  thought, 
and  so  I  have  often  expressed  myself:  but  subsequent  reflection  and  obaenratJoQ 
have  constrained  mc  to  believe,  that  these  things  are  oftentimes  the  ont-croppiDgs 
that  indicate  a  deep  and  dark  subterranean  mine  of  fearful  error  and  of  pestiferoDs 
and  fatal  heresy. 

To  one  other  subject  I  would  briefly  allude  before  I  close  this  address,  and  thatn 
to  the  importance  of  a  regular  attendance  on  the  annual  Conventions  of  the  Dia* 
cese  on  the  part  of  Ministers  and  Lay  Delegates.  I  would  urge  this  duty  as  one  of 
high  moral  and  christian  obligation,  and  one  that  ought  not  lightly  to  be  set  anda 
on  the  ground  of  personal  convenience.  It  is  not  often  that  this  duty  can  be  neg- 
lected  without  injurious  consequences  to  Ministers  and  Parishes,  and  never  with- 
out discouraging  the  heart  and  weakening  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  If  therefore 
we  would  keep  up  and  diffuse  throughout  the  Diocese  a  lively  interest  in  the  cause 
of  the  Church— and  without  this  the  Church  can  never  flourish— 'let  Ministers  and 
Lay  Delegates  feel  it  to  be  a  sacred  duty,  which  they  owe  to  the  Parishes,  to  the 
Diocese,  and  to  the  Church,  to  be  punctual  in  their  attendance  at  the  Diocesaa 

Convention.

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  the  Standing  Committee.  The  ballots  being  counted, 
the  tellers,  tlie  Kev.  J.  M.  Mitchell  and  A.  Bennkrs,  reported 
the  following  gentlemen  duly  cKcted  as  said  committee : — The 
Pev.  Messrs.  Knapp,  Massey  and  Morrison,  of  the  Clergy,  and 
Messrs.  Lesesne,  Alison  and  W.  I\  Hammond,  of  the  Laity. 

On  motion,  the  election  of  IXlcgates  to  tlie  General  Convention 
was  postponed. 

The  committee   on  rnfinished  Business  presented  the  following 

report : 

The  niidersigned.  Commitlee  on  Unfinished  BnRinesfl,  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
report  that  they  liavt^  attended  to  the  duty  a8si(*ned  to  them,  and  find  upon  page 
twenty-five  of  the  Journal,  the  following  propuHcd  amendments  to  the  Constitution, 
which  require  the  uotion  of  this  Convention,  to  wit: 

Ist. — \  proposed  amendment  to  Article  3.  "  Every  Clergyman  in  occlesiaiitical 
fonneclion  with  this  Diocese,  shall  he  entitled  to  a  seal  and  vole  in  the  Conven- 
tion, provided  haid  connection  shall  have  been  of  six  months  duration." 

2d. — A  proposed  amendment  to  Article  10.  "  Every  Convention  shall  be  opened 
with  prayer,  a  sermon,  and  the  administration  of  the   Holy  Communion — the 
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breacher  to  he  Appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate^/ 
by  the  Standing  Committee." 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

The  amendment  to  the  3d  article  of  the  Constitution  was  then 
submitted  to  the  Convention  and  rejected. 

The  amendment  to  the  10th  was  then  considered,  and  adopted 
by  a  constitutional  majority. 

The  following  Canon  was  proposed  and  unanimously  adopted : 
Candidates  for  Orders  ineligible  to   the    Convention  of  the  Diocese, 

No  person,  who  is  a  candidate  for  Iloly  Orders  in  the  Church, 
shall  be  permitted  to  accept  an  appointment  as  delegate  to  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese. 

Notice  was  given  that  on  to-morrow  a  motion  would  be  made 
to  repeal  the  14th  Canon. 

On  motion,  the  consideration  of  the  business  orf  the  Society  fot" 
the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen  was 
made  the  special  order  for  to-niorrow,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M. 

The  following  resolution  was  then  introduced  : 

Resolved,  That  the  next  Annual  Convention  be  holdcn  in  the 
City  of  Tuskaloosa,  on  the  second  Tliursday  in  May,  1852,  which, 
on  motion,  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow  morning  at 
9  o'clock.

Saturday,  May  10th,  1851—1)  o'clock  A.  M.      J 

Tlie  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  was  opened 
with  prayer  by  the  Right  Reverend  Bishop.  After  which,  on  mo- 
tion, the  Rules  of  Order  were  suspended  and  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  3d  article  of  the  Constitution  was  introduced — that 
after  the  word  Convention  in  that  article,  the  following  words  be 
introduced,  viz:  "Provided,  that  no  Minister  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  the  Convention  unless  he  shall  have  resided  in  the  Diocese 
for  six  months  next  preceding." 

Which  amendment  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  laid  over  for 
the  cons^ide ration  of  the  next  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  14th  Canon  of  1850,  be  repealed. 

The  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  made  the  following 

report,  which  was  accepted ; 

The  Committee  on  the  wtaie  of  the  Church  are  happy  to  report  that  they  find  in 
the  abHtract  of  the  Parochial  reports  submitted  lo  thera.  cheering  proof  of  tue  heal- 
thy condition  and  growth  of  the  Church.    New  fields  have  been  opened,  inviting 
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'ITie  Himmitlv«  to  whom  were  fefurrod  the  letior  and  navnptt 
njrinc  docunitiuU  from  the  Arciiblshup  of  CanUtrbury,   modi!  tin 
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time  had  paawd  away  and  the  American  Colonies  had  auerted  their  indepen- 
dence, ahe  entered  on  a  noble  career.  Lifting  up  her  eyes  Northward  and  South- 
ward, and  Eastward  and  Westward,  she  coveted  the  lands  for  Christ,  and  sept 
ibrth  her  Ministers  to  diffuse  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel  along  the  banks  of  the 
Ganges,  amid  the  snows  of  Canada,  and  in  the  distant  isles  of  the  Southern  Ocean. 
We  see  this  Society  now  preparing  to  celebrate  her  third  Jubilee.  During  this  cen- 
tury and  a  half  they  have  expended  ten  millions  of  Dollars  in  carrying  out  the 
objects  of  their  association.  Twenty-two  out  of  twenty-five  Dioceses  owing  alle- 
*  ffiance  to  the  See  of  Canterbury,  have  received  her  aid.  She  has  now  in  the  field 
lour  hundred  missionaries,  at  an  annual  expense  of  $375,000,  and  contemplates 
yet  greater  efibrts,  and  enlarged  expenditures. 

We  are  invited  to  participate  in  this  Jubilee.  We  fbel  that  we  have  a  right  to 
r^ice  in  the  triumpns  of  that  noble  Apostolic  Church  of  England  which,  heedless 
of  foes  and  taunts,  nas  done  a  missionary  work  worthy  of  Apostolic  days;  The  ob- 
servance of  this  Jubilee  will  tend  to  impress  upon  our  minds  the  reality  of  th(»e  re- 
sults which  flow  from  long  continued  and  systematic  christian  enterprise ;  and 
will  also  aflord  our  Clergy  a  fit  opportunity  to  encourage  the  missionary  spirit,  and 
to  remind  their  people  of  the  goodness  of  God  our  Saviour,  as  displayed  in  his  Pro- 
Tidential  dealings  with  our  Church,  in  raising  up  this  Society  beyond  the  Ocean, 
when  no  man  cared  for  our  souls. 

The  committee  recommend,  in  conclusion,  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

1.  Retolvedt  That  this  Convention  has  heard  with  interest  and  pleasure,  the 
communication  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  the  accompanying  docu- 
ments, giving  an  account  of  the  labors  and  success  of  the  Society  for  the  Propaga- 
tion of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,  to  whose  care  the  American  Church  is  so 
largely  indebteii  for  its  establishment  and  support. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  be  reouested,  in  his  reply,  to  convey  the 
assurance  that  this  Convention  is  not  unmindful  of  *Uhe  relation  of  our  two  coun- 
tries, and  the  intimate  connection  which  subsisted  between  the  Society  and  many 
of  the  States  during  the  greater  part  of  the  last  century  " — that  it  congratulates  the 
Venerable  Society  upon  the  valuable  results  of  its  past  labors,  wishing  it  an  in- 
creased measure  of  success  in  the  future;  and  that  the  Church  in  Alabama  will 
cheerfully  join  in  the  celebration  proposed. 

3.  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  (with  the  approbation  and  consent  of  the  Bi- 
ihop,)  do  recommend  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  to  join  in  this  commemoration 
on  Sunday,  June  22d,  by  preaching  suitable  sermons  to  their  people,  and  that  the 
Bishop  be  requested  to  set  forth  a  prayer  or  prayers  to  be  used  on  the  occasion. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  awcpted,  and  the  resolutions  were 
unanimously  adopted.

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  required  to  have

and  Canons,  printed  for  distribution. 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  consideration  of  the 
Society  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Qergymen  and  Widows  and  Or- 
phans of  deceased  Clergymen,  presented  the  fallowing  report,  with 
accompanying  recommendations  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society 
for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Clergymen,  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased 
Clei^men,  hea  leave  to  report,  That  they  have  witnessed  with  pleasure,  the  grad- 
tial  increase  of  this  fund  from  its  small  beginnings,  chiefly  through  the  active  ex- 
ertions of  the  treasurer  of  the  Society,  to  its  present  respectable  amount,  and  ex- 
firess  their  hope  that  this  important  fund  will  at  length  attain  to  the  desirable  foot< 
ng  it  occupies  in  South  Carolina  and  other  Dioceses,  in  which  its  benefits  have 
been-most  strikingly  apparent.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  an  adequate 
provision  for  the  maintenance  of  disabled  clergymen,  and  the  widows  and  orpnans 
of  those  who  have  died  in  the  midst  of  their  lalMFs,  is  next  only  in  importance  to  the 
proper  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  of  the  parochial  ministry.  There  is  little 
douDt  that  relief  from  all  anxiety  on  this  subject,  would  be  a  strong  inducement  to 
clergvmen  to  cast  their  lot  and  remain  among  us,  and  would  enaole  them  more 
wholly  to  devote  their  energies  to  the  duties  of  their  calling.  Bfinisters  an  cut 
off  by  the  habits  of  their  profession,  and  indeed  by  the  very  turn  of  mind  which 
brought  them  into  it  from  those  secular  emplojrments  in  which  others  profitably  en- 
gage,  and  in  which  their  talents  and  acquirements  might  be  expected  to  command 
success,  and  it  ought  to  be  regarded  as  a  duty,  no  less  than  a  pleasure,  by  those  for 
Whose  spiritual  benefit  they  labor,  as  it  is  also  their  interest,  to  put  them  above  all 
care  and  disquietude  on  this  important  head. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  secretary  of  the  Society  be  re^ 
quested  to  address  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry  in  each  Parish,  desiring 
him  to  submit  this  subject  to  the  congregations  of  the  different  churches,  and  be' 
sides  obtaining  life  members  and  contributions  to  the  Society,  endeavor  to  secure 
a  sufficient  sum  to  constitute  the  Parish  Minister  a  life  member  of  the  same,  and 
report  the  result  of  his  efforts  to  the  next  Convention.  They  also  recommend  that 
whatever  offerings  may  be  made  at  the  approaching  celebration  of  the  Jubilee  ci 
the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Goepel  in  Foreign  parts,  be  contributed,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  to  the  funds  of  this  Society. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted,  and  the  recommendations 
were  unanimously  adopted. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  ten* 
dered  to  the  citizens  of  Montgomery,  and  especially  to  the  propri- 
etors of  the  Exchange  and  Madison  House,  for  their  hospitality.

Hie  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

On  motion,  Eesolved,  That  II.  A.  Talyoe  continue  to  act  as  an 
agent  to  collect  subscriptions  for  the  Bishop's  Fund.

^llk   CONSTITUTION 

OF   THB 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH, 

IK    THE    DIOCESE    QF    ALABAMA. 


The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
tMocese  of  Alabama,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  cause  of  re- 
ligion and  piety,  establishing  order,  and  securing  to  themselves 
and  their  posterity,  the  advantages  of  the  ministry,  and  ordinances 
of  the  Church,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution  : 

Article  1.  This  Church  hereby  accedes  to  the  authority,  and 
tecogniaes  and  adopts  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America. 

Art.  2.  There  shall  bean  annual  Convention  of  the  Church,  to  be 
held  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  next 
)preceding  Convention. 

Art.  3.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and 
Laymen.  Every  Clergyman  in  ecclesiastical  connexion  with  the 
Diocese,  being  a  Minister  or  assistant  Minister  ot  some  Parish 
within  the  same,  or  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesi- 
astical authority  thereof,  or  being  a  President,  Professor  or  Tutor 
in  some  Institution  of  learning  recognized  and  approved  by  this 
Convention,  or  being  unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  ministry 
on  account  of  age  or  infirm  health,  or  a  chaplain  in  the  Army  or 
Navy,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention.  The 
Laymen  shall  consist  of  any  number  of  Delegates,  not  exceeding 
five  from  each  Parish,  chosen  by  the  Vestry  thereof  from  the 
Qiurch  within  the  same.  * 

Art.  4.  Four  members  of  the  Clerical  order  and  the  delegations 
xA  four  Parishes  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  :  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn. 

Art.  5.  The  Bishop  shall  be  President  of  the  Convention.  If 
he  be  absent,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Convention  shall  choose 
a  President  pro  tempore,  from  the  Presbyters  present.  The  Bish- 
op may  make  any  motion  which  he  shall  judge  conducive  to  the 
good  of  the  Church  ;  but  shall  not  enter  into  debate ;  and  he  may 
tleliver  his  sentiments  on  any  subject,  after  it  has  been  discussed, 
before  a  vote  thereon.  He  may  call  special  Conventions  at  what- 
ever times  and  places  he  may  think  necessary.  In  case  of  a  va- 
cancy in  the  Episcopal  office,  this  power  shall  be  exercised  by  the 
Standing  Committee. 
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Aftt.  6.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  at  each  anntal  meeting  oi 
the  Convention,  \\ho  shall  remam  in  office  until  the  next  election 
of  a  Secretary.  His  duty  shall  be  to  make  minutes  of  their  pro^ 
ceedings,  to  preserve  their  journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  pub- 
lic accounts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of 
his  successor,  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the 
Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Art.  7.  In  Convention  the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliberatci 
and  vote  as  one  body.  But  if  it  be  required  by  two  Clergymen, 
or  the  delegation  of  two  Parishes,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  sepa- 
rately, in  which  case,  each  Clergyman  shall  cast  one  vote,  and  the 
delegation  of  each  Parish  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of 
each  order,  thus  cast,  shall  be  decisive.  In  electing  a  Bishop  the 
Laity  shall  vote  by  Parishes,  as  herein  provided. 

Art.  8.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  made  in  ConventioD, 
in  the  following  manner : — The  Clergy  shall  nominate  by  ballot, 
some  fit  and  qualified  clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  for  that  office,  the  votes  of  a  majority 
of  that  order  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice.  Sudi  nom<< 
ination  shall  be  communicated  to  the  Lay  Delegates,  and  be  con- 
sidered by  them ;  and  if,  on  a  ballot,  it  shall  appear  that  the  per- 
son so  nominated  is  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Parishes  rep- 
resented, he  shall  be  then  declared  duly  elected. 

Art.  9.  The  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  not  more  than 
three  Clergymen,  and  three  Laymen,  shall  be  elected  at  each  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Convention.  Vacancies  in  the  Committee, 
caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the 
remaining  members.     A  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  10.  Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  prayer,  8 
sermon,  and  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion — the 
preacher  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  vacancy  in 
the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Art.  11.  a  proposition  to  alter  this  Constitution,  sliall  be  made 
in  writing,  and  if'approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  Convention,  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  next  Convention  ;  if  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  two  orders  therein,  voting  separately,  it  shall  be  adopted* 
the  Constitution,  so  altered,  shall  be  valid. 


CANONS  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  ALABAMA, 

ADOPTED  IN  1851. 


CANON    I. 

OP    THE    VESTRY    OF    A    PARISH. 

Sec.  1.  In  every  Parish,  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  on 
]£aster  Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  the  Parish  may  ap- 
point, o(  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  three,  and  not  more 
than  eleven  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  chosen.  Two  of  the  Vestrymen  shall  be  appointed  to 
serve  as  Wardens,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  as  Senior 
Warden  of  the  Parish.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings, 
attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Vestry,  preserve  all  records  and  papers 
belonging  to  the  Parish,  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  le- 
gally assigned  to  him,  and  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his 
successor  all  books  and  documents  belonging  to  the  Parish,  that 
may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestry,  any  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
who  is  a  holder  or  renter  of  one  entire  pew,  or  is  a  contributor  to 
the  Church  to  such  an  amount  as  the  respective  Parish  shall  ap- 
point. When  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  they 
shall  be  jointly  entitled  to  one  vote.  In  forming  new  Parishes,  no 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  who  has  not  signed  the  Articles  of 
Parochial  Association. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Vestryman,  who  is  not  a 
pew-holder,  or  a  qualified  voter  in  the  Parish  for  which  he  is  elect- 
ed ;  provided  that  no  person  shall  be  qualified  to  act  as  a  Vestry- 
man who  does  not  believe  in  the  truth  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry,  to  take  charge  of  the 
property  of  the  Church,  to  regulate  its  temporal  concenis,  elect  and 
call  a  Minister,  and  provide  for  his  maintenance  ;  to  keep  order  in 
the  Church  during  the  celebration  of  Divine  Worship,  and  in  gen- 
eral, to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Minister,  in  whatever  is  appropriate 
to  Laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  elements  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  to  collect  the  alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same,  to 
keep  .and  disburse  such  alms  in  case  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a 
Minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  worship,  and  the 
instruction  of  the  congregation  by  occasional  clerical  services,  or 
by  lay  reading,  as  circumstances  may  permit.  Parishes  now  in- 
corporated, are  excepted  from  any  part  of  this  Canon  interfering 
with  their  Articles  of  Association,  or  By-Laws, 
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CANON   II. 

OF  ADMITTING  A  CHURCH  OR  PARISH    INTO  UNION  WITH   THIS  DIOC^E. 

No  Church  or  Parish  shall  be  received  into  union  with  this  Di- 
ocese, unless  the  Articles  of  Association,  authenticated  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  of  such  Association,  be  presented  to  the 
Convention  by  a  member  thereof. 

CANON   III. 

OF   ATTENDANCE    ON    CONVENTION,    AND    TITLE    OF    A   PARISH     TO    LAY 

DELEGATES. 

Sec  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  in  union  with  the 
Convention,  to  send  a  number,  not  exceeding  five,  of  Lay  Dele- 
gates to  the  Convention,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  from 
among  the  parishioners. 

Sec  2.  No  Parish  shall  be  entitled  to  a  Lay  Delegation,  until 
all  assessments  upon  the  same,  made  by  the  Convention,  not  spe- 
cially remitted,  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  thereof;  nor 
shall  any  Parish  be  entitled  to  Lay  Delegation,  which  shall  be  in 
arrears  six  months  in  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  their  Minister, 
which  may  hereafter  accrue. 

CANON   IV. 

QUALIFICATION    OF    DELEGATES. 

The  qualification  for  a  Delegate  to  the  Convention  shall  be  the 
same  as  for  a  Vestryman  :  except  only,  that  no  pecuniary  contri- 
butions shall  be  a  necessary  qualification. 

CANON    V. 

CERTIFICATES  TO  BE  PRESENTED  BY  DELEGATES. 

Delegates  to  the  Convention  from  the  several  Parishes  shall 
present  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  by 
the  Rector,  or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  in  the  following  form  : 

This  certifies,  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of Church, 

held  on day  of ,    A,  B  and  C,  were  duly  elected  Lay 

Delegates  to  represent  the  same  in  the  Convention  of  the  Protect- 
ant Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabaipa,  to  be  holden  on 
the day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord . 

CANON    VI. 

OF    DELEGATES    TO    THE    GENERAL    CONVENTION. 

The  Convention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meeting,  Dele- 
gates to  the  General  Convention,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until 
a  new  election  shall  be  made. 

CANON    VII. 

OF  ATTENDANCE  OF  THE  CLERGY  ON  CONVENTIONS. 

The  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Convention,  being  deemed  of  great  importance  to  the  interests  of 
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the  Church,  Is  a  duty  with  which  no  slight  obstacle  should  be  al- 
lowed to  interfere.  And  it  is  recommended  to  the  Parishes  to 
make  provision  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  their  respective  Min- 
isters in  attending  the  Convention.  At  the  opening  of  every  Con- 
vention, the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  therein,  shall  be 
called  over. 

CANON    VIII. 

A   LIST   TO    BE    MADE    OF   THE    MINISTERS    IN    THE    DIOCESE. 

Sec.  1.  Before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention,  the  Bishop,  or 
if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  the  Clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their 
respective  cures  or  parishes,  or  stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of  the 
Institutions  of  learning  in  which  they  are  engaged  ;  and  the  places 
of  residence  of  such  as  are  not  employed  in  either  of  the  ways 
above  mentioned  ;  specifying  at  the  same  time  who,  of  either  class, 
are  Deacons  :  but  no  person,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry, 
shall  have  a  place  on  such  list.  And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Convention  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to  or- 
der, and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom.  The 
same  shall  be  appended  to  the  journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention is  disputed,  it  shall  be  determined,  according  to  the  provi^ 
sions  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether  his 
name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON    IX. 

OF  THE  TREASURER  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

The  Secretary  shall  be,  ex  officio,  Treasurer  of  the  Convention, 
until  a  Treasurer  is  elected.  He  shall  forward,  in  due  time,  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Convention,  the  amount  assessed  upon 
the  Diocese  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. 

CANON    X. 

OF    RECEIVING    A    CLERGYMAN    INTO   A   PARISH. 

No  Clergyman  shall  be  admitted  to  the  pastoral  charge  of  any 
Parish,  unless  he  first  produce  to  the  Vestry  thereof,  a  certificate 
from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing 
Committee,  that  he  has  presented  satisfactory  testimonials  that  he 
is  an  accredited  Minister  of  the  Church,  in  good  standing. 

CANON    XI. 

OF    PARISH    REGISTERS    AND    REPORTS. 

Sec  1.  Every  Minister  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  the  baptisms, 
confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals  solemnized  by  him,  or  in 
his  Parish  by  any  other  Minister,  specifying  the  names  and  times 
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of  birth  of  the  children  baptised,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
parents  and  sponsors ;  the  names  of  the  adults  baptised,  and  also 
the  witnesses  of  the  baptism  ;  the  names  of  those  confirmed,  and 
by  whom  ;  the  names  of  the  persons  married,  and  of  persons  bu» 
ried,  and  also  the  times  when  each  rite  and  sacrament  were  perform^ 
ed,  This  register  shall  be  kept  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose,  and  belonging  to  the  Vestry  in  each  Parish,  which  book 
shall  be  called  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  considered  as  a 
part  of  the  records  of  the  Parish. 

Skc.  2.  In  addition  to  the  register  above  named,  the  Minister  of 
each  Parish  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  communicants  and  families 
within  his  cure,  spjjcifying  the  time  when  the  former  became  eom» 
municants  of  his  Parish,  and  whether  bv  removal  from  some  other 
Parish,  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  Every  Minister  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every 
annual  Convention,  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Dir)cese,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the 
Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  marriages, 
funerals  and  confirmations,  within  his  care,  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion— and  also  the  number  of  communicants — specifying  the  num- 
ber of  removals,  deaths,  and  additions  from  other  Churches,  or 
otherwise,  during  the  same  time :  and  also  of  the  number  of  pupils 
and  teachers  connected  with  the  Sunday  Schools,  and  of  all  contri* 
butions  for  benevolent  objects,  by  subscription  or  public  collection: 
together  with  a  concise  statement  of  whatever  other  matters  may 
be  important  in  showing  the  state  of  the  Parish. 

Skc.  4.  In  every  Parish  destitute  of  a  Minister,  the  register  shall 
be  kept  by  some  person  appointed  by  the  Vestry  for  that  purpose ; 
and  the  annual  parochial  reports  shall  be  presented  or  forwarded 
to  the  Bisho|>,  or  the  President  of  the  Convention,  if  there  be  no 
Biijho]),  by  the  Wardens  of  the  Parish. 

CANON    XII. 

OF    THE    DIVISION    OF    A    PARISH. 

When  any  portion  of  a  Parish  in  connexion  with  this  Conven- 
tion shall  desire  to  be  separated  from  the  Parish  to  which  they 
belong,  and  to  be  erected  into  anew  Parish,  they  shall  first  secure 
the  consent  of  the  Parish,  adopt  Articles  of  Association,  and  apply 
to  the  (\)nvention  for  admission.  In  case  the  Parish  should  not 
consent  to  the  jjroposed  division,  the  portion  seeking  for  it  shall 
make  known  the  fact  to  the  Convention,  and  the  Convention  shall 
then  decide  upon  the  expediency  of  separation. 

CANON    XIII. 

TRIAL    OF    A    CLERGYMAN. 

Sec.  1.  In  order  to  bring  a  Clergyman  to  trial  before  an  Eccle-r 
siastical  Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made  in  the  first  place,  to  the 
clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  in  writing,  under  the 
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prdp^  signature  of  at  ledst  two  pcrsyris,  one  of  whom  shall  be  d 
Presbyter  of  this  Diocese.  And  if  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
deem  the  offence  charged,  as  coming  within  the  offences  eimmcrat- 
ed  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  presented,  they  shall  pre- 
sent the  same  to  the  Bishop,  in  the  following  form : 

To  Ai  B.,  Bishop  qftkc  Diocese  of  Alabama  t 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  AJabama,  respectfully  represent,  that 
C.i).  has  been  accused  under  the  hand  of  E.  F.  and  G.  H.,  [here  recite  the  charge 
Or  chari^sj  and  the  Comnlittee  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  sufficient  ground  for 
presenting  the  said  C.  D.  for  trial,  agreeably  to  the  Canon  in  such  cafie  made  and 
provided.  [iSioNED  by  the  Standing  Committee.] 

Sec.  2.  But  nothing  herein  contained,  shall  be  regarded  as  inter- 
fering with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  institute  an  inquiry  on  his 
own  motion,  according  to  the  37th  Canon  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  3.  A  presentment  being  made,  the  Bishop  shall  communi- 
cate the  same  to  the  accused,  by  furnishing  him  a  copy,  and  shall 
proceed  to  form  a  Court  for  his  trial,  in  the  following  manner : — 
At  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the  Bishop,  of  which  reasonable 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  accused,  with  a  written  summons  to 
attend,  the  names  of  all  the  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  Con- 
Ten  tion  shall  be  placed  in  a  box,  and  eight  names  shall  be  drawn 
therefrom  by  some  person  having  no  supposed  bias  in  the  case,  in 
the  presence  of  the  accused,  or  his  agefnt  appointed  in  writing,  or  if 
neither  attend,  in  presence  of  two  witnesses  chosen  by  the  Bishop : 
A  list  of  the  names  so  drawn  shall  be  made  as  they  are  called,  and 
a  copy  thereof  given  to  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of 
abode — from  which  list  he  shall  within  thirty  days,  select  five 
names,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop.  The  Presbyters 
whose  names  are  reported  as  thus  selected,  shall  constitute  the 
Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sec.  4.  The  Court  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Bishop  may  appoint,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from 
time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place,  within  the  Diocese.  If  it 
fail  to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall  stand  adjourned  to  the 
next  day,  and  from  day  to  day,  for  the  space  of  three  days,  if  it  bo 
not  sooner  formed ;  and  if  the  whole  number  do  not  attend,  and  it 
appears  probable  that  a  full  attendance  cannot  be  had,  those  of  the 
Court  who  may  be  present,  being  not  less  than  three  (3.)  shall 
proceed  to  trial.  The  Court  shall  appoint  a  President  and  Secre- 
tary, the  first  from  their  own  body,  and  the  latter  not  of  their  own 
body ;  and  before  proceeding  to  trial,  shall  ordain  and  declare  the 
rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted.  It  shall  cause  the  oral 
testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  written  down  by  the 
Secretary,  and,  along  with  the  depositions  and  other  evidence  read 
upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved  ;  and  shall  cause  a  record 
to  be  kept  of  its  proceedings.  Some  officer  authorized  by  law  to 
administor  oaths,  maj  bo  called  Upon  by  the  council  to  aiikainister 
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\M\  oath,  or  affirnlation  to  the  witnesses ;  and  the  trial  shall  be  ill 
public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

Sec.  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the 
Court  shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  p]aoe 
of  abode,  (if  he  be  not  found)  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  before  such 
meeting :  and  like  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, who,  by  their  Piesident,  or  someone  whom  they  may  appolll 
to  perform  that  office,  shall  collect  and  present  the  evidence  in  am^ 
port  of  the  accusation,  and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  theprME 
cution. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  proceed  to 
trial  in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shewn,  may  adjourn  the  trial 
to  another  day ;  and  if  he  refuse,  or  decline  to  appear,  the  Court 
shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who  thereupon,  shall 
pass  upon  him  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  Ministry;  but 
such  sentence  may  be  revised  by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused,  with- 
in three  calendar  months,  shall  report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared 
to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear  for  that  end,  before  the  Ci)urt ; 
and  if  he  do  not  so  report  and  appear,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the 
charges  in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him  sentence  of  deg-> 
radation  from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  or  the  accused,  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth 
that  the  attendance  of  a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  lie  shall 
appoint  a  Clergyman  or  Layman,  as  a  Commissioner  to  take  the 
deposition  of  such  witness ;  and  the  party  applying  shall  give  to 
the  other  party  such  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  de- 
position  as  the  Bishop  shall  require.  If  the  party  to  whoni  such 
notice  is  to  be  given,  resitle  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place 
appointed  for  taking  the  deposition,  an  additional  day,  exclusive  of 
Sundav,  shall  be  allowed  for  everv  twentv  miles.  The  examina^ 
tion  shall  be  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witness ;  and  the  deposi- 
tion, certified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  transmitted  under  seJal,  to 
the  Court. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Court  shall 
declare,  in  a  writing,  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the 
presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guil* 
ty,  or  not  guilty  ;  and  if  guilty,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  tneir 
opinion,  ought  to  be  pronounced.  They  shall  forward  the  decision, 
together  with  the  evidence,  and  the  record  of  the  proceedings,  to 
the  Bishop ;  whereupon,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence 
as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.^ 
But  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop,  the  accused  ought  to  have  a 
new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it ;  in  which  case  a  new 
Court  shall  be  convened,  before  wliich  the  proceedings  shall  be 
conducted  as  before  provided. 

Sec.  9.  If  at  any  time  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  die 
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dfargM,  tiie  Bishop,  (suoh  confession  being  made  tcf  him,  or  beinff 
certified  to  Mm  by  the  Oourt,)  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence ;  and 
i^  when  put  upon  his  trial  before  the  Court,  the  accused  shall  nei- 
ther admit,  nor  deny  the  charges,  he  sh4li  be  regarded  as  pleading 
not  guUtj. 

Sko.  10.  'It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  Con- 
Xflption,  at  its  next  session,  after  the  trial  of  a  Presbyter,  or  Dea- 
as  herein  proyided,  the  finding  of  the  Oourt  and  his  sentence 
m. 

tso.  11.  Hie  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  in  case  of  vacancy  in 
the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Gomnritteo,  shall  havepower  when- 
ever he  or  they  shall  judge  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  require 
it,  to  suspend  such  accused  Clergyman  during  the  progress  of  such 
triaL

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Twenty-First  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama, 
Divine  Service  commenced  at  10^  o'clock,  A.  M.  Morning  Prayer 
■was  read  by  the  Rev.  N.  P.  Knapp,  and  the  Communion  Service  by 
the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  Convention  Sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Lat,  from  1st  Thessalonians,  2d 
chapter,  7th  verse,  "  But  we  were  gentle  among  you,  even  as  a  nurse 
ehmsheth  her  children.^'* 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop  to  the 
Clergy  and  Laity,  assisted  in  the  distribution  of  the  elements,  by 
the  Kev.

That  although  this  contribution  by  Judge  Pidck  was  made  before  the  CSanon 
was  passed,  by  which  the  interest  arising  upon  contributions  to  the  Bishop's 
Fund  was  allowed  to  j^  in  part  satis&ctioi^  ot  the  assessment  upon  the  Parish 
makinff  the  contribution,  for  the  salary  of  the  Biahop ;  still  upon  equitable 
princij^es  this  contribution  should  come  under  the  rule  which  regulates  those 
subseouently  made.  They  therefore  reoonmiend  to  tlie  Ck>nyention  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution.

The  above  report  includes  the  ministrations  of  the  late  Rector,  Rev.  J.  B.  T. 
Smith,  front  May,  1830,  to  January,  1852,  the  date  of  his  removal. 

The  present  Rector  entered  upon  his  duties  here  on  the  third  Sunday  in  March 
last,  since  which  time  he  has  preached  twelve  limes  in  Tuscumbia,  (iDtre  in  Flo- 
rence and  tujice  in  Decatur.  He  has  also  baptized  one  infant,  administered  the 
Communion  once  in  private  and  once  in  public,  and  officiated  at  one  funeral. 

This  Congregation  has  for  a  long  time  been  in  a  languishing  state  and  within  the 
last  two  or  three  years  has  suflered  serious  losses  by  deaths  and  removals.  The 
few  who  at  present  compose  it,  art',  however,  quite  zealous  in  the  cause  of  the 
Church,  and  by  means  of  great  exertions  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  subscrip- 
tion, nearly,  it  not  quite  sufficient,  to  build  a  plain  Church  edifice  and  of  a  size 
suited  to  our  present  need.  Thi.s  has  now  been  commenced  and  it  is  hoped  will 
be  ready  for  Consecration  at  the  next  visitation  of  the  Bishop.  And  when  it  has 
been  rompleted.  we  flatter  ourselves,  that  the  chief  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the 
Churcfi's  growth  at  this  point,  v\  ill  then  have  been  removed.

His  heart  was  made  glad  with  a  united  and 
cheerful  congregation,  and  just  as  he  congratulated  himself  on  the  promising  state 
of  his  Church ;  reverses  came.  By  removal,  his  fold  will  be  diminished  one  half. 
Some  of  the  most  zealous  members  have  left,  and  others  will  leave  in  a  few  weeks. 
Thus  will  our  happy  places  be  laid  waste,  and  the  enemies  of  our  church  bare 
another  season  of  rejoicing.  We  are  satisfied,  however,  to  leave  all  things  in  the 
hands  of  God.  Confiding  in  his  wisdom  and  goodness,  we  are  determined  to  strug- 
gle on,  until  he  bring  light  out  of  darkness,  or  transfer  the  keeping  of  his  troth  to 
more  worthy  hands.  Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  money,  oar  Cnureh  building  has 
been  postponed  for  the  present  at  least.  This  however,  is  an  important  station  fbr 
the  Church,  and  we  are  not  willing  to  give  it  up  without  a  straggle.  Those  who 
go  out  from  among  us  may  do  good  in  oUier  places,  therefore  we  are  resigned.

The  Wednesday  and  Friday  services  are  held  in  the  school  room  during  the 
winter  and  in  inclement  weather.  On  the  other  day*  of  the  week  the  services  are 
regularly  read  in  the  school  room  ;  the  school  being  the  principal  part  of  the  con- 
gre^lion  in  the  week. 

The  above  report  embraces  my  official  acts  at  St.  Philip's  chapel.  This  buildine: 
is  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  colored  congregation.  The  Rector  of  Chri.-t 
Church  officiates  there  occa.sionalIy,  but  the  congregation  is  mainly  depending  on 
lay  services  and  a  sunday  8ch(»ol.  Several  of  the  colored  congregation  being  able 
to  read,  the  evening  service  is  regularly  performed,  the  chants  are  sung  with  the 
accompaniment  of  amclodian,  and  altogether  this  part  uf  the  Rector's  charge  is 
becoming  more  and  more  interesting. 

Of  the  ofTerings  at  Communion  it  is  proper  to  remark  that  they  are  the  weekly 
collections  on  Sunday  morning,  to  supersede  pew  rent  or  any  stipulated  salary  for 
the  Rector.  This  system  has  been  in  operation  in  this  Pariah  for  two  years  ;  so 
that  some  judgment  may  be  formed  of  it.  And  as  I  have  been  requested  to  state  in 
my  report  how  it  has  been  found  to  work,  I  will  do  so  as  satisfactorily  as  the  occa- 
sion will  allow. 

The  advantages  of  the  system  arc  so  obvious  that  they  need  not  be  pointed  out; 
such,  for  instance  as  the  convenience  of  weekly  supplies  instead  of  irregular  pay- 
ments after  a  year's  ministerial  service,  and  the  consequent  want  of  confidence 
that  arises  out  of  such  irregularity. 

The  difficulties  and  disadvantages  attending  the  system  may  readily  be  antici- 
pated. We  have  ex|)erienced  no  unexpected  ones.  And  I  would  remark  that  such 
as  have  arisen  are  less  considerable  than  I  had  apprehended  they  would  be.  The 
question  naturally  occurs,  whether  a  minister  is  not  occasionally  deprived  of  these 
weekly  contributions,  when  from  sickness  or  any  other  cause,  there  has  been  no 
service  on  Sunday  morning  ;  to  some  extent  this  is  true.  But,  as  a  general  thing, 
it  seems  to  be  remembered  that  it  costs  the  minister  and  his  family  as  much  to  live 
in  foul  weather  as  in  fair,  and  quite  as  much  when  sick  as  when  well.  And  the 
effect  upon  those  w  ho  consider  this,  is,  to  double  their  offerings  on  the  following 
Sunday.  Whereas,  they,  who  are  less  considerate,  are  such  generally  as  would 
be  delinquent  in  paying  pew  rent,  or  their  annual  subscription. 
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Another  difficnltv  in  this  syitem  is  its  inteHVring  with  fpecial  collections.    This

By  the 
blesiing  of  God  his  Parish  is  steadily  advancing  in  numbers,  and  he  trusts,  in 
holiness.  A  new  Organ  has  recently  been  obtained.  A  liberal  spirit  is  muiifested 
in  every  good  work,  and  the  Rector  feels  ^teful  for  the  kind  and  g^enerous  dispo- 
sition manifested  towards  himself  and  family.  The  chief  difficulty  that  the  Parish 
is  at  present  laboring  under  is  a  want  of  (Ilhurch  accommodation ;  there  beinc  many 
applicants  for  pews  who  cannot  get  them.  The  Vestry  have  recently  had  under 
consideration  the  building  of  a  new  Church,  and  have  appointed  U  Committee  to 
procure  subscriptions  for  that  object.  Should  this  eflR>Tt  succeed,  as  it  is  trusted  it 
will,  there  is  every  promise  of  h  large  increase  of  the  congregation.

During  the  last  year  d  heavy  and  irreparable  loss  has  fallen  on  us  in  the  death 
of  Capt.  Tbob.  D.  Pitts,  late  Senior  Warden  of  the  Vestry.  Warm  in  his  attach- 
ment to  the  Church,  and  devoted  in  his  piety,  his  inflaence  told  with  power  on  the 
community  around  him.  Bat  while  we  cannot  cease  to  regret  tne  loss  of  his 
energy  and  zeal,  we  have  reason  to  bless  God,  that  his  peaceful  and  happy  depar- 
ture gave  convincing  proof  that  the  fidth  he  had  learned  could  stand  tne  test  of 
death. 

In  conclusion,  the  Rector  reports  that  tot  more  than  a  year,  he  has  derived  hie 
support  from  the  weekly  oflertory.  And  here  he  desires  to  express  his  conviction 
that  the  plan  works— far  better  both  forCieray  And  Laity.than  any  other.  In  thii 
Parish  the  plan  was  adopted  uoder  most  unfavorable  circumstances,  and  the  fol- 
lowing have  been  the  results.

BISHOP'S    ADDRESS. 

In  compliance  with  the  canonical  proviaions  of  the  Church,  I  herewith  sub- 
mit to  the  Convention  a  report  of  mj  official  acts  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

In  May  last  I  attended  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  which  was 
held  in  the  city  of  Montgomery.  During  its  session  I  admitted  the  Rev.  J. 
M  Mitchell  to  the  order  of  Priestai  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev. 
J.  A.  Maasey — and  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  K.  P.  Ejiapp.  At 
the  close  of  the  Convention  I  preached  once— baptized  two  adults  and  one  in- 
iant,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 

May  15tlL — ^Visited  Cahaba  and  preached  once  at  night  This  station  has 
been  vacant  since  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ellis  to  Eufaula. 

May  16. — ^Went  to  Selma — ^preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

May  11th. — Received  an  injury  to  my  right  shoulder  by  the  overtumin|^  of 
the  stage  coach,  and  was  consequently  incapacitated  for  active  dotieB  Ibr  a 
short  time. 

Whitsunday. — ^Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa — and  administered 
the  communion,  assisted  by  the  Rector.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  in 
St  Philip's,  for  the  colored  congregation. 

Trinity  Sunday. — ^Visited  Eutaw  and  preached  three  times. 

June  18th. — Preached  in  Bethsalem  Meeting  House,  in  the  Fork  of  Greene^ 
and  baptized  one  infant 

June  19th  and  20th. — Visited  Gainesville,  preached  twice  and  baptized  two 
children.  I  trust  that  in  a  short  time  we  shall  have  a  Church  erected  here. 
Our  friends  there,  though  few  in  number,  are  zealous  in  spirit 

June  20tL — Preached  at  night  at  Sumterville. 

June  2l8t  and  22d, — ^Visited  Livingston,  preached  four  times  and  confirmed 
three  persons.  The  prospects  of  the  Church  here  are  brightening  under  the 
ministry  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ticknor. 

June  24th. — ^Preached  at  Burton's  ffill,  in  the  Fork  of  Green«.

Passion  Week. — ^Attended  service  during  all  of  this  week  in  St  John's 
Church,  Montgomery,  and  on  Good  Friday  preached. 

Easter  Sunday. — ^Preached  in  St  John's  Church,  Montgomery,  and  adminis- 
tered the  Communion. 

First  Sunday  after  Easter. — ^Visited  Mobile,  preached  twice  in  Christ  Church, 
and  confirmed  thirteen.

Such  is  a  rapid  sketch  of  my  labors  during  the  past  year.  And  I  would 
here  state,  with  an  humble  sense  of  the  goodness  of  God  towards  me,  that  du- 
ring this  period  of  time  my  health  has  been  more  than  ordinarily  good,  and 
that  I  have  been  enabled  to  perform  more  labor  than  during  any  year  that  I 
have  spent  in  Alabama.

Amongst  the  changes  which  have  occurred  among  the  clergy,  I  have  the 
painfdl  task  of  announcing  the  death  of  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Maibitxt,  one  of  the 
most  talented,  devoted,  exemplary  and  efficient  clergymen  of  the  Diocese. 
Having  known  him  long  and  intimately,  I  can  truly  say,  that  I  have  met  with 
very  few  men  of  his  age  who  were  his  equals  In  his  death  the  Diocese  hae 
sustained  the  loss  of  a  faithful  minister,  and  your  Bishop  has  been  deprived 
of  one  of  his  warmest,  strongest  and  most  confidential  friendsi  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  know  that  his  death  was  marked  by  the  calmness  and  peace  and  hope- 
ful resignation,  which  might  have  been  expected  from  the  manner  of  his  lifci 
The  interests  of  the  Church  in  Alabama  were  very  dear,  to  his  hearty  and  were 
not  forgotten  in  his  last  moments.  In  his  will  he  bequeathed  his  Theological 
books  to  the  Bishop,  to  be  held  in  trust  by  him  as  a  Diocesan  Library,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  hope  and  expectation  that  by  various  contri* 
butions^  from  time  to  time^  a  large  and  extensive  collection  of  books  wotdd 
be  made,  that  would  be  of  inestimable  value,  especially  to  the  younger  clergy 
of  the  Diocese.  The  number  of  books  in  the  Library  thus  bequeathed  is 
three  hundred  and  fifty-three,  of  which  the  greater  part  are  standard  works 
of  Anglican  Theology.  We  trust  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  this  Librae 
ry,  through  the  liberality  of  Churchmen,  will  contain  many  thousand  volumes^ 
Here  is  a  mode  of  doing  permanent  and  extensive  good  which  may  justly 
eommend  itself  to  the  favorable  regard  of  the  pious  and  the  liberal  The  books 
will  be  carefuUy  preserved,  and  in  each  volume  there  will  be  a  printed  card 
specifying  the  name  of  the  donor. 

In  addition  to  this  very  valuable  legacy  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Marbury^  I  would 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  more  than  forty  volumes  of  choice 
theological  works,  generously  given,  to  the  same  object,  by  the  "Bishop 
White  Parish  Library  Association  of  Philadelphia."  The  Diocese  of  Alaba- 
ma is  under  greilt  obligations  to  the  generous  ladies  of  Philadelphia^  not  only 
for  this  act  of  kindness,  here  recorded,  but  for  many  other  evidences  of  Chris- 
tian interest  and  sympathy. 

And  here  the  occasion  will  justify  the  remark,  that  the  duty  of  charitable 
bequests  is  not  sufficiently  regarded  by  people  in  the  final  disposition  of  their 
worldly  goodsi  It  would  be  well  if  this  duty  were  more  frequently  presented 
and  mrged  by  the  clergy,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Church  in  one  of 
Kubricks  of  the  "Visitation  of  the  Sick.^'  When  men  are  leaving  this  world 
and  are  bestowing  gifts  and  favors  on  those  they  love,  how  very  proper  and 
natural,  that  they  should  show  their  regard  and  affection  for  the  Church, 
who  has  nursed  and  blessed  them  like  a  tender  mother,  by  contributing  sonoc- 
thing  to  those  Institutions  which  she  has  sanctioned  for  the  diffusion  of  the 
GoepeL  Especially  in  those  cases  in  which  men  having  been  devoted  to  the 
world  all  their  days,  are  awakened  and  brought  to  repentance  in  the  prospect 
of  death,  should  this  duty  be  urged  as  one  of  the  best  opportunities  that  can 
be  given  them  of  testing  the  sincerity  of  their  Christian  purposes^  and  of  bring- 
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iiig  foHh  frtiits  meet  for  repentance — a  repentance  which  under  dnch  <arctim^ 
■tancee  must  at  best  be  regarded  as  very  doubtfuL  It  is  an  awful  thing  to 
encourage  men  in  the  belief  that>  after  having  served  the  god  of  this  world 
all  the  days  of  their  lives,  they  are  to  be  fitted  for  Heaven,  by  a  litUe  peni- 
tential sorrow,  in  their  last  moments ;  when  even  in  the  stru^les  of  death 
they  ding  with  an  unyielding  grasp  to  the  idolixed  dollar,  which,  perhaps,  has 
been  wrung  from  others  by  harsh  and  unjust  meaner  or  which,  if  honestly  ac- 
quired, has  been  penuriously  and  sinfully  withheld  from  the  serrice  of  the 
Lord  and  his  Church. 

The  other  changes  which  have  taken  place  among  the  dei^  have  been  as 
follows:  The  Rev.  J.  T.  B.  Smith  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Mis- 
sissippi ;  the  Rev.  £.  W»  Murray,  to  the  Diocese  of  Maine ;  and  the  Rev.  A. 
B.  Smith,  to  the  Dioc^  of  Virginia.  The  Rev.  F.  R.  Hanson  has  been  re- 
ceived into  the  Diocese  from  Maryland ;  the  Rev.  M  F.  Maury  from  Kentucky^ 
and  the  Rev.  D.  D.  Flower  from  Texas.  The  Rev.  R.  B.  Sutton  has  been  or- 
dained Deacon,  and  is  laboring  in  Oswitchee  and  Auburn ;  the  Rev.  R.  A.  Cobbs 
has  removed  to  Tuscumbia,  and  the  Rev.  Qeoi^  F.  Cushman  is  officiating,  for 
the  present,  in  Pawtucket,  R.  L 

I  am  very  happy  to  say  to  the  Convention^  that  the  Diocesan  Female  Scfaoo]» 
under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Johnson,  is  steadily  increasing  in  strength 
and  influence,  and  furnishes  good  hope  of  being  of  great  benefit  to  the  Dio- 
cese. It  Lb  to  be  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  those  parents, 
who  spend  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  sending  their  chil- 
dren to  distant  schools  of  very  doubtful  claims,  will  find  that  they  will  re- 
gard both  their  duty  and  their  interest  in  patronising  a  school,  taught  by  a 
miniBter  of  the  Church,  of  experience  and  acknowledged  abilities,  and  in 
which  the  children,  being  strictly  instructed  in  the  Doctrine,  DiBcipline  and 
"Worship  of  the  Cliurch,  will  be  fortified  gainst  the  dangers  of  heresy  and 
schism. 

By  a  Resolution  of  the  last  Convention  the  Bishop  was  requested  "  to  set 
forth  a  form  of  service  proper  to  be  used  in  officiating  to  the  colored  i>eople, 
and  such  catechism  or  other  system  of  instruction  as  he  deems  advisable."  To 
a  request  coming  from  such  a  source,  and  on  such  a  subject,  I  would  pay  the 
most  respectful  consideration ;  for  I  can  truly  say,  that  it  is  my  heart's  desire 
and  prayer  to  God  to  see  the  Church  performing  her  full  measure  of  duty  in 
carrying  the  Gospel  to  the  African  race  in  this  country.  After  deep  reflection 
and  much  experience  on  the  subject,  I  am  persuaded  that  the  best  form  of  in- 
struction for  that  class  of  people  is  to  be  found  in  the  Catechism  and  in  the 
"Worship  of  tlie  Church,  as  set  forth  in  the  Prayer  Book.  In  the  Confeseion, 
in  the  Lessons,  in  the  Creeds,  in  the  Commandments,  in  the  Chants  and  in  the 
Catechism,  are  to  be  found  tliose  elementary,  doctrinal  and  devotional  truths 
tliat  are  specially  needed  by  an  ignorant  and  uneducated  population.  By  a 
little  practice  and  pei-scverance,  on  the  part  of  Ministers  and  Instructors,  this 
class  of  people  can  be  interested  in  the  "Worship  of  the  Church ;  and  the  more 
so  as  the  African  has  a  constitutional,  hereditary  and  national  tendency  to- 
wards a  responsive  and  liturgical  worship.     And  here  I  would  earnestly  press 
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Upon  tbo  Vestries  And  Minifiters  the  great  importance  of  ddly  attending  to  the 
religious  instruction  of  the  colored  race,  by  having  special  services  for  them  in 
every  Parish;  and,  as  a  great  help  to  Ministers,  Lay-Readers  and  Masters  in  im> 
parting  sound  instruction,  in  a  style  and  manner  adapted  to  the  African,  I 
would  here  recommend  the  Sermons  of  the  Rev.  T.  T.  Castleuan  ;  for  al- 
though in  some  respects  I  think  them  defective,  yet  altogether  I  regard  them, 
beyond  all  comparison,  tho  best  for  that  class  of  people  which  I  have  seen. 

I  will  take  this  occasion  to  recommend  to  the  Clergy,  the  important  advan- 
tages of  devoting  a  part  of  each  Sunday  to  expository  lectures  on  the  doctrine, 
^liscipline  and  worship  of  the  Church  as  contained  in  the  Prayer  Book.  This  will 
be  found  to  be  a  mos^.  useful  kind  of  preaching,  and  will  afford  an  opportn- 
nity  for  furnishing  a  large  and  varied  amount  of  doctrinal,  practical,  experi- 
mental, historical,  ecclesiastical  and  devotional  instruction,  greatly  needed  by 
the  members  of  our  congregation!^  We  can  never  expect  the  Church  to  ad- 
vance with  a  healthy  growth  till  our  families  and  congregations  are  well 
grounded  in  the  principles  of  the  Church.  Till  this  is  the  case,  the  membem 
will  have  little  reverence  or  respect  for  the  Church,  for  her  Institutions  or  for 
her  Officers ;  will  set  up  their  opinions  and  prejudices  in  wanton  and  rebellious 
Opposition  to  her  authority,  and  ofl«n,  from  mere  ^him  aAd  caprice,  will  leave 
her  fold  and  go  away  into  the  ranks  of  schism  and  heresy. 

I  will  once  more  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  of  my  Annual  Address^ 
to  urge  the  important  duty  of  a  punctual  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  our 
iHoeesan  Conventione^  on  the  part  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies.  Al- 
though this  duty  is  often  but  little  regarded,  and  is  set  aside  for  very  trivial 
excuses,  yet  I  would  press  it  as  one  of  high  Christian  obligation.  It  is  vain 
to  expect  the  Church  to  flourish  to  any  great  extent^  as  long  as  the  attend- 
ance at  the  Convention  is  regarded  as  a  matter  dependent  on  the  contingency 
of  mere  convenience  and  inclination.  The  Church  will  not,  cannot  gnJw, 
without  a  spirit  of  interest^  of  sympathy  and  of  zeal  in  her  behalf;  and  this 
spirit  must  be  kept  up  and  diffused  by  means  of  the  members  coming  together 
at  the  Annual  Conventions.  As  the  blood  of  the  human  system  periodically 
flows  back  from  the  extremities  to  the  heart,  in  order  to  get  new  warmth 
and  life,  so  the  ministers  and  members  of  the  Church  should  meet  together  on 
the  periodical  returns  of  the  Convention  in  order  to  be  stimulated  and  re- 
freshed, and  comforted,  and  strengthened,  and  to  be  inspired  with  renewed 
life  and  spirit  to  contend  earnestly  for  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  Saints. 
If  any  have  so  humble  an  opinion  of  themselves  as  to  think  they  can  do  no 
good  by  coming,  still  let  them  come  and  receive  good.  True,  you  may  choose 
a  Bishop,  and  may  have  great  faith  in  the  office  of  a  Bishop  as  one  of  IMvine 
appointment;  but  after  all,  it  is  but  little  he  can  do  without  the  sympathy,  the 
support  and  the  co-operation  of  those  who  have  placed  him  under  the  fearful 
responsibilities  of  the  Episcopal  Office.  If  Moses  needed  the  help  of  Aaron 
and  Hur  to  support  him  whilst  warring  with  the  enemies  of  Israel,  how  can  a 
feeble  Bishop,  in  the  present  day,  hope  to  contend  successfully  with  the-  diffi** 
culties  around  him  and  before  him,  unless  his  heart  b  cheered  by  the  presence 
of  the  Brethren,  and  his  tremulous  hands  are  upheld  by  the  Clergy  and  Laity 
of  his  Diocese. 
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In  oondofiion,  I  feel  constrained  to  expreae^  in  a  difitinct  and  fonnal  manner, 
my  grateful  sense  of  the  kindness  shown  to  me  and  my  family  by  the  mem^ 
bers  of  St  John's  Chnrch,  Montgomery.  Having  deemed  it  best^  for  many 
reasons^  to  make  that  city  my  place  of  residence,  I  was  liberally  presented  by 
them  with  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  to  assist  me  in  paying  for  a  house 
and  several  acres  of  land  which  I  purchased  for  a  home.  Such  an  expression 
of  interest  in  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  himself  and  family  cannot  but  be 
grateful  to  the  feelings  of  one,  who,  though  he  would  not  complain,  for  he 
feels  that  in  the  sight  of  Heaven  he  deserves  nothing,  is  yet  no  stranger  to  the 
anxieties  the  privations^  the  sacrifices  and  the  mortifications  incident  to  the 
life  q(  a  Bishop  in  a  newly-settled  and  widely-extended  Diocese.

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 
presented  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report  that  from  the 
imperfect  representation  of  the  strength  of  the  Church,  maae  by  the  Parochi- 
al Reports  submitted  to  their  in^>ection,  they  are  justified  in  declaring  the 
steady  growth  of  the  Diocese.  The  statistics  do  not  point  out  ftny  particular 
view  01  ministerial  labor  which  calls  for  special  notice.  There  are,  however, 
some  facts  set  forth  in  several  of  these  which  suggest  a  few  practical  remarksy 
aud  which  prompt  an  expression  of  opinion,  rather  than  an  urgent  recommen- 
dation of  the  peculiar  matten  concerned  on  the  part  of  your  Committee. 

They  would  commend  to  the  earnest  consideratioa  of  their  brethren  in  the 
ministry  the  plan,  so  favorably  regarded  by  those  who  have  adopted  it>  of 
making  the  weekly  free-will  offerings  of  the  congregation,  the  only  or  principal 
source  of  the  minister's  support,  thus  carrying  out  the  principle  set  forth  in  the 
Apostolic  writings,  that  every  one  should  lay  by  on  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
as  G04I  hath  prospered  him,  and  thus  making  all  the  congregation  feel  that 
they  have  a  common  title  to  the  privileges  of  the  sanctuary. 

Noi^  would  they  withhold  their  willing  testimony  in  favor  of  the  liberal  pro- 
vision tfor  the  comfort  of  the  ministr}',  as  it  is  promoted  by  the  substantial  and 
furniflied  Rectory,  which,  as  a  part  of  the  property  of  the  Paridi,  adds  to  its 
stability  while  it  lightens  its  burdens,  Tjiey  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far 
dlntAUt  when  every  I*arish  in  the  Diocese  will  be  thus  strengthened  and  every 
minister  thus  comforted. 

In  the  review  of  our  history  during  the  year  past,  we  find  warnings  of  the 
frailty  of  all  that  is  human,  and  of  the  need  01  being  always  ready  to  ffive 
account  of  our  stewardship.  One  dear  brother  in  the  Lord  has  been  tiuten 
from  the  Church  militant  to  the  Church  triumphant  And  as  he  could  no 
longer  help  us  in  the  common  warfare  by  his  own  personal  striving,  he  left  as 
a  legacy  01  love  to  the  Diocese,  the  armory  whereby,  under  the  guidance  of 
God  s  Iloly  Spirit,  he  was  fumii«hed  for  the  work.  We  allude  to  the  bequest 
of  his  Library  to  the  Diocese.  May  it  be  a  fountain  of  wisdom  to  many  who 
prjay  be  called  to  walk  in  the  light  of  his  example, 
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In  CQiinection  with  tUU  subject  we  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  re^lu- 
tlons: 

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  Almighty  Grod  to  take  from  onr  midst^  since  our 
last  meeting  together,  our  beloved  brother  J.  S.  Makbuby  : 

Jiesolvfd,  That  while  we  behold  in  this  affliftive  dispensotion  the  hand  of 
Him  who  doeth  all  things  well,  we  cannot  but  deeply  deplore  our  own  losa. 

Besoivedt  That  the  deceased  by  hii»  high  intellectual  qualities,  his  earnest 
love  of  tmtli,  his  well  balanced  mind,  and  his  patient,  candid,  and  thorough 
investigation  of  every  subject  that  came  before  him,  no  less  than  by  his  gen- 
tlemanly nmnners,  his  conciliatory  de]x>rtment  and  the  beautiful  symmetry  of 
his  christian  character,  was  an  ornament  to  the  Church,  and  one  calculated,  as 
few  men  are,  to  recommend  it,  and  to  advance  its  interests  in  the  sphere  of 
labor  in  which  he  was  placed. 

Resolvedt  That  the  removal  of  one  so  highly  gifted,  in  the  prime  of  life,  and 
of  useful  labor,  should  be  regarded  by  his  brethren  in  the  Ministry  as  a  solemn 
call  for  dili^nce  and  earnestness  in  uie  work  for  which  they  may  so  soon  bo 
called  to  give  an  account 

All  which  b  respectfully  submitted.

Tlie  Committee  on  Finance  report  that  they  have  examined  the  Treaeurer's 
afoount  and  find  it  coiTCct. 

Tlie  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  best  investment  of  the 
Bishop's  Fimd  ;  and  they  recommend  tJie  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Remlved^  That  the  Convention  rcconmiond  to  the  Trus«tee8  of  the  Bishop's 
Fund  to  i)ost|X)ne  the  collection  of  the  principal  of  the  notes  given  to  the 
TrustoorA  of  tlio  Bishop's*  Fund,  where  in  the  judgment  of  the  Trusteer",  these 
notei<  are  considered  to  be  uj)on  responsible  individuals,  and  where  the  annual 
interest  i^  regularly  i)aid. 

Keiolvcd,  That  tlie  Committee  advise  that  the  recommendations  of  the  re- 
port of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bisliop's  Fund  be  adopted  and  the  report  spread 
upon  the  minutes  of  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  also  recommend  the  ado])tion  of  the  following  preamble 
and  resolution  : 

"Whereas,  In  consequence  of  a  resolution  of  the  Convention  of  1860,  doubts

The  following  was  then  proposed  and  unanimously  adopted  as 
Section  5th,  Canon  Ist,  being  a  substitute  for  proposed  amend- 
ments to  Section  1st  of  Canon  1st: 

The  Rector  of  every  Parish  shall  ex-officio  preside  as  Chairman  at 
Vestry  meetings,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  a 
tie,  on  all  questions  except  those  in  which  he  may  be  personally- 
concerned.  The  Rector  shall  have  power  to  call  Vestry  meetings 
at  any  time,  giving  reasonable  notice,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
do  so  whenever  he  may  be  requested  by  three  membei*s  of  the 
Vestry.  In  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  or  if  the  Parish  is  without 
a  Rector,  the  Senior  Warden  or  any  two  members  of  the  Vestry- 
shall  have  power  to  call  Vestry  meetings,  giving  reasonable  notic<^. 
There  shall  be  holden  four  regular  Vestry  meetings  in  each  year ; 
one  on  Easter  Monday,  and  the  others  quarterly  thereafter. 

Also  the  following  amendment  of  Canon  13th,  Section  11th : 

In  every  instance  where  the  words  "  Standing  Committee"  are 
used,  insert  before  them  "  Clerical  members  of  the."  In  Section 
11th,  add  to  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  **  with 
the  aid  and  concurrence  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Church." 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposed  amendment 
of  the  5th  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States,  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  concurred  in : 

The  Comiuiltoe  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposed  amendment  of  the  fifth 
Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Tuited 
States  of  America,  as  agreed  uj>on  in  General  Convention,  1850,  report  that 
they  deem  this  amendment  a  very  important  one,  and  commend  it  to  the  ap- 
proval of  this  Convention.

of  the  Church,  do  ordain  and  establish  Uiis  Constitution : 

Article  1.  This  Church  hereby  accedes  to  the  authority,  a^d 
re(k>gnizes  and  adopts  the  Constitution  and  Caaons  of  the  General 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Qiurch  in  the  United  States 
of  America. 

Art.  2.  ThereshallbeanannualConventionof  the  Church,  to  be 
held  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  desionated  by  the  next  prece- 
ding Convention ;  and  in  case  there  should  an  epidemic  disease  in 
the  place  appointed  for  holding  said  Convention,  or  any  other  good 
cause  to  render  it  necessary  to  alt(ir  the  place  fixed  for  holding 
it,  the  Bishop  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  another  convenient 
place  for  holding  the  same. 

Art.  3.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Qei^gymen  and 
Laymen.  Every  Clergyman  in  ecdesiastical  connezioii  with  the 
Diocese,  being  a  Minister  or  Assistant  Minister  of  some  Parish 
within  the  same,  or  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesi- 
astical authority  thereof  or  being  a  President,  Professor  or  Tutor 
In  some  Institution  of  learning  recognized  and  approved  by  this 
Convention,  or  being  unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  ministry 
on  account  of  age  or  infirm  health,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  Army  or 
Navy,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention.  Pto- 
vided,  that  no  member  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention, 
unless  he  shall  have  resided  in  the  Diocese  for  six  months  next  pre^ 
ceding.  The  Laymen  shall  consist  of  any  number  of  Del^ates^ 
not  exceeding  five  from  each  Parish,  chosen  by  the  Vestry  thereof 
from  the  Qiuroh  within  the  same. 

Art.  4.  Four  members  of  the  Clerical  order  and  the  del^^tions 
of  four  Parishes  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  :  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn. 

Art.  5.  The  Bishop  shall  be  President  of  the  Convention.  If 
he  be  absent,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Convention  shall  choose 
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a  President  pro  tempore^  from  the  Presbyters  present  The  fiish- 
op  may  make  any  motion  which  he  shall  judge  conducive  to  the 
good  of  the  Church ;  but  shall  not  enter  into  debate ;  and  he  may 
deliver  his  sentiments  on  any  subject,  afler  it  has  been  discussed, 
before  a  vote  thereon.  He  may  call  gpecial  Conventions  at  what- 
ever times  and  places  he  may  think  necessary.  In  case  of  a  va- 
cancy  in  the  Episcopal  office,  this  power  shall  be  exercised  by  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Art.  6.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  election 
of  a  Secretary.  His  duty  shall  be  to  make  minutes  of  their  pro- 
oeedings,  to  preserve  their  journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  pub- 
lic accounts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of 
his  successor,  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the 
Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Art.  7.  In  Convention  the  Qeigy  and  Laity  shall  deliberate 
and  vote  as  one  body.  But  if  it  be  required  by  two  Clergymen, 
or  the  delegation  of  two  Parishes,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  sepa- 
rately, in  which  Case,  each  Clergyman  shall  cast  one  vote,  and  the 
delegation  bf  each  t^arish  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of 
each  order,  thus  cast,  shall  be  decisive.  In  electing  a  Bishop  the 
Laity  shall  vote  by  Parishes,  as  herein  provided. 

Art.  8.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  made  in  Convention, 
in  the  following  manner  t  The  Clergy  shall  nominate,  by  ballot, 
some  fit  and  qualified  clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  for  that  office,  the  votes  of  a  majority 
of  that  order  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice.  Such  nomi- 
nation shall  be  communicated  to  the  Lay  Delegates,  and  be  con- 
sidered by  them  ;  and  if,  on  a  ballot,  it  shall  appear  that  the  per- 
son so  nominated  is  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Parishes  rep- 
resented, he  shall  be  then  declared  duly  elected. 

Art.  9.  The  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  not  more  than 
three  Clergymen,  and  three  Laymen,  shall  be  elected  at  each  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Convention.  Vacancies  in  the  Committee, 
caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the 
remaining  members.     A  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  10.  Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  prayer,  a 
sermon,  and  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion — the 
preacher  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  vacancy  in 
the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Art.  11.  a  proposition  to  alter  this  Constitution,  shall  be  made 
in  writing,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  Convention,  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  next  Convention ;  if  approved  by  a  majority' 
of  the  two  orders  therein,  voting  separately,  it  shall  be  adopted  ; 
the  Constitution,  so  altered,  shall  be  valid. 


CANONS  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  ALABAMA, 

AIX)PTEI)  IN  1862. 


CANON  I. 
OF   THK   VBBTRT.  OF    A   PARISH. 

Sec.  1.  In  every  Parish,  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  on 
Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  the  Parish  may  ap- 
point, of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  three,  and  not  more 
than  eleven  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  chosen.  Two  of  the  Vestrymen  shall  be  appointed  to 
serve  as  Wardens,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  as  Senior 
ViTarden  of  the  Parish.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  talce  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings, 
attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Vestry,  preserve  all  records  and  papers 
belonging  to  the  Parish,  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  le- 
gally assigned  to  him,  and  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his 
successor  all  books  and  documents  belonging  to  the  Parish,  that 
may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sbc.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestry,  any  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
who  is  a  holder  or  renter  of  one  entire  pew,  or  is  a  contributor  to 
the  Church  to  such  an  amount  as  the  respective  Parish  shall  ap- 
point. When  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  they 
shall  be  jointly  entitled  to  one  vote.  In  forming  new  Parishes,  no 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  who  has  not  signed  the  Articles  of 
Parochial  Association. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Vestryman,  who  is  not  a 
pew-holder,  or  a  qualified  voter  in  the  Parish  for  which  he  is  elect- 
ed ;  provided  that  no  person  shall  be  qualified  to  act  as  a  Vestry- 
man who  does  not  believe  in  the  truth  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry,  to  take  charge  of  the 
property  of  the  Church,  to  regulate  its  temporal  concerns,  elect  and 
call  a  Minister,  and  provide  for  his  maintenance ;  to  keep  order  in 
the  Church  during  the  celebration  of  Divine  Worship,  and  in  gen- 
eral, to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Minister,  in  whatever  is  appropriate 
to  Laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  elements  of  the  Lord  a 
Supper,  to  collect  the  alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same,  to 
keep  and  disburse  such  alms  in  case  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a 
Minister;  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  worship,  and  the 
instruction  of  the  congregation  by  occasional  clerical  services,  or 
by  lay  reading,  as  circumstances  may  permit.  Parishes  now  in- 
corporated, are  excepted  from  any  part  of  this  Canon  interfering 
with  their  Articles  of  Association,  or  By-Laws,

Sotnn  oflicer  autborixed  by  lair  tti 
BdiDinistvr  oaths,  may  be  called  upon  by  th»  council  to  administer 
an  oath,  or  athrmulion  to  tha  witnesses ;  and  the  trial  shall  be  in 
public,  if  dnaired  by  the  aocuiicd. 

Sac,  5.  A  written  notice  of  thetimcandplftceofmeetingofthB 
Court  shall  be  served  upon  the  nccuiwd,  or  left  at  his  usual  place 
of  abnde,  (if  he  be  not  found)  at  Icartthirty  (30)  days  before  such 
meeting :  and  like  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  clerical  members  of 
the  Standing  Cloiumittee,  who,  by  their  President,  or  some  one 
whom  they  loay  appoint  to  perfona  that  office,  shall  collect  and 
present  the  evidence  in  lui'pott  of  the  accusation,  and  ollierwise 
Appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution. 

8bc.  6.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  proceed  to 
trial  in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  Cause  shewn,  may  adjourn  the  trial 
to  another  day  ;  and  if  he  refuM,  or  decline  to  appear,  the  Court 
shall  report  hioi  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who  thereupon,  shall 
pass  upon  him  sentence  of  susperisinn  from  the  Ministry;  but 
Buch  sentence  may  be  revised  by  ilie  Hishop,  if  the  accused",  with- 
in three  calendar  months,  shall  report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared 
to  undergo  Ilia  trial,  and  shall  appear  for  that  end,  before  the  Court ; 
and  if  ho  do  not  so  report  and  appear,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the 
charg>!s  in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him  sentence  of  de- 
gradation from  tbe  Ministry. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Commitlce,  or  the  accused,  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth 
that  the  attendance  of  a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall 
appoint  a  ClergymanfOr  Layman,  as  a  Commissioner  to  take  the 
deposition  of  such  witness  ;  and  the  party  applying  shall  give  to 
the  other  party  such  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  de- 
position as  the  Bishop  shall  require.  If  the  party  to  whom  such 
notice  is  to  be  given,  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place 
appointed  for  taking  the  deposition,  an  additional  day,  exclusive  of 
Sunday,  shall  be  allowed  for  evcir  twenty  miles.  The  examina- 
tion shall  bo  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witness;  and  the  deposi- 
tion, certified  by  the  O^mmiationer,  and  transmitted  under  seal,  to 
the  Court, 

Sec.  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Court  shall 
declare,  in  a  writing,  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the 
presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guil- 
ty, or  not  guilty ;  and  if  guilty,  suggesting  what  seotence,  in  uieir

At  the  i)pening  of  0vQf y  Con* 
vention,  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  therein,  shall  be 
ealled  over.  v  *  .        . 

CANON  VIIX. 

A   UBT   TO   BE   MADB   OF    THB   MINI8TBBS    IN   THE   DI00E8E. 

Sec.  1.  Before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention,  the  Bishop,  or 
)f  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  olerical  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  the  Clergymen 
oanonically  resident- in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their 
respective  cures  or  parishes,  or  jstations  as  Missionaries,  or  of  the 
Institutions  of  learning  in  whioh  they  are  engaged ;  and  the  places 
of  residence  of  such  as  are  not  employed  in  either  of  the  ways 
»bove  mentioned ;  specifying  at  the  same  time  who,  of  either  class, 
are  Deacons  *:  but  no  person,  while  suspei^ded  from  the  ministry, 
shall  have  a  place  on  suQh  list.  And  such' list  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Convention  immediately  after  it  shallliave  been  called  to  or- 
der, and  the  names  of  the  .clerical  members  called  therefrom.  The 
same  shall  be  appended  to  the  Journal,  ^d  sent  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  General  Convention.* 

Sec.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention is  disputed,  it  shall  be.  determined,  [according  to  the  provi- 
.     sions  of  the  Constitution,  ^^the  Convention  itself,  whether  his 
*    name  be  inserted  in  tl)e  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON  IX., 

OF  THE  TREA8UBER  OF  THB  dONVBKTION.

•       CANON  X.I? 

OF   PARISH    REGISTEfift    AND    REPORTS. 

Sbc.  1.  Every  Minister  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  the  baptisms, 
confirmations,  marriages,  and  funeitds  solemnized  by  him,  or  in 
his  Parish  by  any  other  Minister,  specifying  the  names  and  times 
of  birth  of  the  children  baptised,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
parents  and  sponsors ;  the  names  of  the  adults  baptised,  and  also 
the  witnesses  of  the  baptism  ;  the  names  of  those  confirmed,  and 
by  whom  ;  the  names  of  the  persons  married,  and  of  persons  bu- 
ried, and  also  the  times  when  each  rite  and  sacrament  were  perform- 
ed. This  register  shall  be  kept  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose,  and  belonging  to  the  Vestry  in  each  Parish,  which  book 
shall  be  called  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  considered  as  a 
part  of  the  records  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  the  register  above  named,  the  Minister  of 
each  Parish  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  communicants  and  families 
within  his  cure,  specifying  the  time  when  the  former  became  cora- 
municants  of  his  Parish,  and  whether  by  removal  from  some  other 
Parish,  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  Every  Minister  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every 
annual  Convention,  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the 
Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  marriages, 
funerals  and  confirmations,  within  his  cure,  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion— ^and  also  the  number  of  communicants — specifying  the  num- 
ber of  removals,  deaths,  and  additions  from  other  Churches,  or 
otherwise,  during  the  same  time:  and  also  of  the  number  of  pupils 
and  teachers  connected  with  the  Sunday  Schools,  and  of  all  contri- 
butions for  benevolent  objects,  by  subscription  or  public  collection  : 
together  with  a  concise  statement  of  whatever  other  matters  may 
be  important  hi  showing  the  state  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  4.  In  every  Parish  destitute  of.  a  Minister,  the  register  shall 
be  kept  by  some  person  appointed  by  the  Vestry  for  that  purpose; 
and  the  annual  parochial  reports  shall  be  presented  or  forwarded 
to  the  Bishop,  or  the  President  of  the  Convention,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  by  the  Wardens  of  the  Parish. 

CANON  XII. 

OF   THE    DIVISION    OF    A    PARISH. 

When  any  portion  of  a  Parish  in  connexion  with  this  Conven- 
tion shall  desire  to  be  separated  from  the  Parish  to  which  they 
belong,  and  to  be  erected  into  a  new  Parish,  they  shall  first  secure 
the  consent  of  the  Parish,  adopt  Articles  of  Association,  and  apply 
to  the  Convention  for  admission.  In  case  the  Parish  should  not 
consent  to  the  proposed  division,  the  portion  seeking  for  it  shall 
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makd  known  the  fact  to  th'e  Convention,  and  the  Convention  shall 
then  decide  upon  the  expediency  of  separation. 

CANON  XIII. 

TRIAL    OF   A    CLERGYMAN. 

Sec.  1.  In  order  to  bring  a  Clergyman  to  trial  before  an  Eccle- 
siastical Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made  in  the  first  place,  to  the 
clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  in  writing,  under  the 
proper  signature  of  at  least  two  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a 
Fresbyter  of  this  Diocese.  And  if  the  clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  deem  the  offence  charged,  as  coming 
within  the  offences  enumerated  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
this  Diocese,  or  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that  it  ought  to 
be  presented,  they  shall  present  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  in  the  fol* 
lowing  form : 
To  A.  B.  Bishop  of  the  Dioceae  of  Alabama : 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  respectfully  represent^ 
that  C.  D.  has  been  accused  under  the  hand  of  R  F.  and  G.  H.,  [here  recite 
the  charge  or  chaises,]  and  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  sufficient 
ground  for  presenting  the  said  C.  D.  for  trial,  agreeably  to  the  Canon  in  such 
ease  made  and  provided;  [Sigksd  by  the  8tandino  CoMicrmx.] 

Sec.  2.  But  nothing  herein  contained,  shall  be  regarded  as  inter- 
fering with  the.duty  of  the  Bishop  to  institute  an  inquiry  on  his 
own  motion,  according  to  the  37th  Canon  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  3.  A  presentment  being  made,  the  Bishop  shall  communi- 
cate the  same  to  the  accused,  by  furnishing  him  a  copy,  and  shall 
proceed  to  form  a  Court  for  his  trial,  in  the  following  manner  :— 
At  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the  Bishop,  of  which  reasonable 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  accused,  with  a  written  summons  to 
attend,  the  names  of  all  the  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  Con* 
vention  shall  be  placed  in  a  box,  and  eight  names  shall  be  drawn 
therefrom  by  some  person  having  no  supposed  bias  in  the  case,  in 
the  presence  of  the  accused,  or  his  agent  appointed  in  writing,  or  if 
neither  attend,  in  presence  of  two  witnesses  chosen  by  the  Bishop: 
A  list  of  the  names  so  drawn  shall  be  made  as  they  are  called,  and 
a  copy  thereof  given  to  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of 
abode — from  which  list  he  shall,  within  thirty  days,  select  five 
names,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop.  The  Presbyters 
whose  names  are  reported  as  thus  selected,  shall  constitute  the 
Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sbc.  4.  The  Court  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Bishop  may  appoint,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from 
time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place,  within  the  Diocese.  If  it 
fail  to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall  stand  adjourned  to  the 
next  day,  and  from  day  to  day,  for  the  space  of  three  days,  if  it  be 
not  sooner  formed  ;  and  if  the  whole  number  do  not  attend,  and  it 
appears  probable  that  a  full  attendance  cannot  be  had,  those  of  the 
Court  who  may  be  present,  being  not  less  than  three  (3,)  shall 
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proceed  to  trial.  The  Court  shall  appoint  a  President  and  Secret 
tary,  the  first  from  their  own  body,  and  the  latter  not  of  their  own 
body  ;  and  before  proceeding  to  trial,  shall  ordain  and  declare  the 
rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted.  It  shall  cause  the  oral 
testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  written  down  by  the 
Secretary,'  and,  along  with  the  depositions  and  other  evidence  read 
upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved ;  and  shall  cause  a  record 
to  be  kept  of  its  proceedings.  Some  officer  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths,  may  bo  called  upon  by  the  council  to  administer 
an  oath,  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses ;  and  the  trial  shall  be  in 
public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

Skc.  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the 
Court  shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place 
of  abode,  (if  he  be  not  found^  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  before  such 
meeting :  and  like  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  clerical  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  their  President,  or  some  one 
whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that  office,  shall  collect  and 
present  the  evidence  in  support  of  the  accusation,  and  otherwise 
appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution. 

Sbc.  6.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  proceed  td 
trial  in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shewn,  may  adjourn  the  trial 
to  another  day  ;  and  if  he  refuse,  or  decline  to  appear,  the  Court 
shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who  thereupon,  shall 
pass  upon  him  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  Ministry ;  but 
such  sentence  may  be  revised  by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused,  with- 
in three  calendar  months,  shall  report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared 
to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear  for  that  end,  before  the  Court ; 
and  if  he  do  not  so  report  and  appear,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the 
charges  in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him  sentence  of  de- 
gradation from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  or  the  accused,  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth 
that  the  attendance  of  a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall 
appoint  a  Clergymangor  Layman,  as  a  Commissioner  to  take  the 
deposition  of  such  witness ;  and  the  party  applying  shall  give  to 
the  other  party  such  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  de- 
position as  the  Bishop  shall  require.  If  the  party  to  whom  such 
notice  is  to  be  given,  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place 
appointed  for  taking  the  deposition,  an  additional  day,  exclusive  of 
Sunday,  shall  be  allowed  for  every  twenty  miles.  The  examina* 
tion  shall  be  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witness ;  and  the  deposi- 
tion, certified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  transmitted  under  seal,  to 
the  Court. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Court  shall 
declare,  in  a  writing,  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the 
presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guil- 
ty, or  not  guilty ;  and  if  guilty,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their 
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opinion,  ought  to  be  pronounced,  lliey  shall  forward  the  dccisioil, 
together  with  the  evidence,  and  the  record  of  the  proceedings,  to 
the  Bishop ;  whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence 
as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final. 
But  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop,  the  accused  ought  to  have  a 
new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it ;  in  which  case  a  new 
Court  shall  be  convened,  before  which  the  proceedings  shall  bo 
conducted  as  before  provided. 

Sec.  9.  If  at  any  time  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the 
charges,  the  Bishop,  (such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being 
cortilied  to  him  by  the  Court,)  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence ;  and 
if,  when  put  upon  his  trial  before  the  Court,  the  accused  shall  nei- 
ther admit,  nor  deny  the  diarges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleadipg 
not  guilty. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  Con- 
vention, at  its  next  session,  after  the  trial  of  a  Presbyter,  or  Dea- 
con, as  herein  provided,  the  fniding  of  the  Court  and  his  sentence 
thereupon. 

Sec.  11.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  in  case  of  vacancy  in 
the  Episcopate,  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
with  the  aid  and  concurrence  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Church,  shall  have 
powei',  whenever  he  or  they  shall  judge  that  the  interest  of  the 
Church  require  it,  to  suspend  such  accused  Clergyman  during  the 
progress  of  such  trial. 

CANON  XIV. 

CANDIDATES    FOR   ORDERS   INELIGIBLE    TO   THE    CONVEITTION   OF    THE 

DIOCESE. 

No  person,  who  is  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Church, 
shall  be  permitted  to  accept  an  appointment  as  delegate  to  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  XV. 

ALTERATIONS   OF    TUB   CANONS   AND   ADDITIONS   TUSRITO. 

No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  Canons  shall  here- 
after be  considered  by  the  Convention,  (unless  by  unanimous  con- 
sent) without  at  least  one  day's  notice  thereof  in  open  Convention; 
nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  bo  adopted  during  the  same 
Convention,  if  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  both  orders  shal^l  not  con- 
cur therein,  but  in  such  case  the  same  shall  lie  over  for  considera- 
tion until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XVI. 

All  former  Canons  are  hereby  repealed.
